"^"IXTE the undersigned Commissioners, 'respecti\r#ly nominated, appointed, and pr^g ScliooU 

T T elected, under the provisions of an Act of Parliament passed in tjie forty- of Royal 
^sixth 3^ear of the reign of llis present Majesty, intituled, " An Act to revive and Foundatioik 
" amend an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland, for enabling the Lord Lieutenant 
" to appoint Commissioners for enquiring into the several Fimds and Revenues 
" granted for the purposes of Education, and into the State and Condition of all 
" Schools in Ireland ;"— ^in pursuance of tire powers vested in us by the said Act, 
having met, commenced our eiKjuiry with an investigation of the present state of tlic 
Funds of" The Free Schools of Roval Foundatiox ;" and having examined 
and enquu'ed into tlie Annual Value of all Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments 
granted and belonging to these Endowments, and having also examined and enquired 
■into the present state and condition ofihese Schools, and School-houses, the number 
of Scholars in said Schools, and into the conduct of the several Masters thereof; and 
into the amount of the Annual Income, Profits and Salaries paid and.payable to theqi 
respectively : We beg leave, pursuant to the provisions of the said Act of Parliament, 
to report to your Grace the result of our enquiries. 

The Schools which are the subject ofour present Report, namely,the*Ree Schools 
of Armagh, Dungannon,-Enniskillen, Raphoe, Cavan, Banagher and Cttysfort, were 
founded and endowed by King Charles the First, at two different periods. 

King Charles, in the second year of his reign, granted very considerable Tracts of 
Land, lying and being in the Counties of Armagh, Tyrone, Fermanagh, Donegal, 
and Cavan, to the Archbishop of Armagh, and his successors for ever, in Trust, foi* 
the sole and proper behoof and use of the respective Mastersof live -Free Schools in 
the several Counties and Places mentioned in the Charter. 

And afterwards in the fourth year of his reign, in the respective Charters for 
incorporating the Boroughs of Banagher in the King s County, and of Carysfort in 
the County of Wicklow, he granted certain Lands in tliose counties to the Sovereigns 
and Bursesses of those Boroughs, and their successors for ever, in Tmst, for the only 
use and ^behoof of a Schoolmaster to reside and teach in eachof those towns. 

We now proceed to lay before your Grace, our Report upon each of these Schools 

in tlieir order: and in our Report upon the present state of them, we have made our 

Observations, and have suggested such present improvements and future application 

•of the Funds of some of these Schools, as appear to us best calculated to render mor<» 

' effectual the original purposes of tliesc Endowments ; these we also submit to your 

^Grace's wisdom and consideration.

SCHOOL OF ARMAGH.

Tree ScIhmIs The Lands with which the School of Armagh is endowed, contain, as appears by 
r^L^^L ^^ ^^ survey, made in tlie yeiu* 1771, firtceri huridrctfanrl (ifirty Acres, Kn^li-ii 
measure, including ICbads, Lakes, Rivers, and also about one iiundred .Acres of lio-^. 
The Lands are situate in the County of Armagh, between the towns of Xcwr\' and 
Armagh. It appears that these Land^ [mxfuced, in the year 1804, tlie gro5> annual 
reotof eleven hundred and forty-four Pounds ten Shillings and five Pence Ilciifpennv ; 
and ttitt after ilufking certain deductione, amounting to^tbe sum of one hundred aiid 
sixty-nine Pounds seven Shillings and eight Pence (the particulars of which are S4 1 
forth in the Evidence of the Master of the School) the net annual Kent received by 
the present Master, was nine hundred and seventy-frve Pmmds two ShtUtngs txvA 
ten Pence. It has however been represented to us by the Master, tliat this rent was 
likely to rise, from the 1st of May 1806, to the sum of one tiiousand and forty- three 
Pounds four Sbiilinjp aixl six Pence Halfpenny net. 

These School Lands have been let at different times by the Primate, and by his 
two immediate predecessors, under the pro\i5ions of the Act of Parliament i ith and 
12th of George die 3d, chapter 17th, to different persons, in Trust, for the Masters 
of the School; and on the ist of May 1804, were let in Trust to Hector Graham, 
£iM|uire, ibr €wMty-one years, reserving an annual rent of six hundpod Pbunds for the 
Master and his successors, during the continuance of that Lease. It appears also, 
that these Leases have at different times been renewed upon the payment of a Fine, 
at the rate of one hundred Pounds per annum, which fine has been appropriated to 
the repairs of tlie Buildings belonging to the Foundation; and tliat the last renewal 
made for the present Master, took place in May 1806. 

It also appears, that there is a charge upon the Endowment of seven hundred and 
«eventy-one Pounds, to be paid to the representatives of the present Master, beini^ 
tliree-fourtfas of tbe snm of one thousand and seventy-eight Pounds paid by him to his 
predecessor. Doctor Gfuebere, for Money expended in building the Master's iioose; 
The remainitig expense, of erecting the School-house and the other Buildings 
belonging to the Foundation, was defrayed partly by the Primate Robinson, who 
advanced three thousand Pounds for that purpose, and partly by Dbctor Gruebere, 
the then Master, wtio expended the additional sum of one thousand Pounds, in con- 
sideration for which he procured the Trust Lease to be made for his benefit. 

The Buildings belonging to this Endowment, which were completed in the year 
one thousand seven hundred and seventy-two, at an expense of above five thousand 
Pounds, and which are very spacious and commodious, comprise a School-house, a 
house for the Master's residence, and offices. Tbe School-house is capable of 
containing from eighty to an hundred Boarders. These buildings, which are situated 
near tbe town of Armagh, are stated to us to be in excellent repair, excepting the 
flooring of the School-rooms, which is wearing out. There were in January last, 
eighty-seven Boarders and twenty-nine Day-scholai*s at the School. The terms fot" 
Boarders are, thirty-ti^x) Guineas per annum, and six Guineas entrance; and for 
Day-Scholars, four Guineas per annum, and one Guinea entrance. 

The present l^laster, the Reverend Thomas Carpendate, A.M. tvas appointed by 
Primate Robinson, in the year 1 786, to be Master of tbe Scliool during good 
behaviour. He was appointed Master upon the resignation of Dr. Gruebere, 
who resigned to Mr. Carpendale, upon the condition of receiving tT\'0 hundred and 
fifty Pounds per annum during his life. Mr. Carpendale aftemards, in tlie year one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-two, purchased Dr. Gruebere's interest m his 
Trust Lease, and paid the sum of two thousand pounds to Dr. Gruebere for tl:e 
same. From this period, the Lease has been constiantly renewed to Mr. Carpendales 
Trustee ; and upon the first renewal to him in that year, a fine of six hundred Pounds 
was paid by Mr. Carpendale to Primate Robinson, six years df the Thist Lease ior 
Dr. Gruebere being then expired. 

Mr. Carpendale has four Classical Assistants for his School ; the three first at 
salaries of sixty Pounds per annum each, the fourth at fitly Pounds per annuin. 
ITie principal Assistant has his board and lodging in the School-house ; the other 
three arc jlrovided by the Master with dinner only, and have lodgings in the 
town. 

Mr. Carpendale appears to us to have paid, during tlie whole time that he has l)een 
Master, the closest and most laudable attention to the duties of his School ; and no

School in this Country maintains a hij^her reputation than that of Armagh, Mr. Free SelicoU 
Carpendale is one of the Vicars of tiie Cathedral of Armagh, and has no other J>^ ^J^y^^

I>UNGANNON SCHOOL. 

The School of Dungannon is endowed with Lands situated about five miles from 
tlie town, containing above sixteen hundred Acres English. They are let at present 
to Urtdertfenants, for fourteen hundred and eighty-one Pounds four Shillings and 
nine Pence per annum, by the Son of the present Master, who holds them under 
a Trust I.,ed8e for his Father's benefit, at the reserved rent of seven hundred and 
ninety*six Pounds twelve Shillings. Such a Lease appears to have been first granted 
in the year 1 785, when the present Muster had the Lands valued at five hundred and 
seventy Pounds per annum, and procured the Lease for his Trustee from the then 
Primate, at the reserved Rent of four hundred and twenty-seven Pounds ten Shillings, 
paying a Fine of twelve hundred and thirty-five Pounds, which was applied towards 
building a School-house. 

This Lease appears to have been renewed in the year one thousand seven hun* 
dred and ninety-five, at the same reserved Rent ; and a Fine of three hundred and 
fifty-four Pounds eight Shillings was then paid for the renewal, which is also stated 
to have been expended on building : it was afterwards renewed every year for four 
years at the saqfie rent, and a Fine at each renewal of twenty-three Pounds six 
Shillings md eight Pence paid. 

Of these Fines for four years, the two first are also stated to have been, applied to 
the same purpose; of the two last, for the years 1798 cind 1799, amounting to 
forty-six Pounds thirteen and four Pence, we have received no account. 

From the year 1 799 there was no renewal until the year 1 804, when the Lands 
were new valued by order of the present Primate, and a new Lease granted at 
the above-mentioned reserved rent ox seven hundred and ninety-six Pounds twelve 
Shillings, on the payment of a fine of six hundred Pounds, which is in the Primate'15 
hands, together with a fine of one hundred and six Pounds four Shillings and three 
Pence, paid on the renewal of the I-ease in one thousand ei^ht hundred and six at 
the same reserved rent. This last renewal was granted by the Primate, on its being 
represented to him, that the rent of the Lands had not been raised above the annual 
gross value set upon them in the year 1 S04, which was twelve hundred and seventy- 
tour Pounds eleven Shillings and one Penny. 

The present Master, the Reverend William Murray, D.D. was appofnted by 
Primate Robinson, during good behaviour, in the year 1778. He states, tliat he has 
expended on building a School-house, a House for the Master, and necessary Offices, 
the sum of Uiree thousand one hundred and twenty Pounds twelve Shillings and three 
Halfpctice. Of this sum, sixteen hundred and tliirty-six Pounds one Shilling and 
four Pence appeared to have been produced by tlie Fines on granting and renewing 
Leases ; nine hundred and nine Pounds twelve Shillings isa chai*ge upon the Endows 
ment, being the amount of two years h)come, calculated on the first reserved rent of 
four hundred and twenty-seven l^ounds ten Shillmgs ; to which is added the value of 
the demesne Lands (as they are called) of nine Acres and sixteen Perches near the 
House, and estimated at twenty-^even Pounds six Shillings pefiimnum. The Balance 
of Expenditure in favour of the Master appears from this Statement to be five 
hundred and seventy-four Pounds eighteen Shillings and nine Pence f lalfpenny : but 
to this balance he relinquished his claim, on the grant of the new Lease in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and four. 

The School-house is stated to be capable of accommodating sixty-four Boarders!, 
and to be at present in exceeding good repair. The School-room and Play-ground, 
appear to be too small, the dimensions of tlie former being thirty -six feet^by twenty, 
and the latter containing a space of only sixty yards by forty-four. 

There were in Januai'y last, twenty-seven Boarders in the House (exclusive of 
four who had been some time absent on account of sickness) and twelve Day- 
scholars. The terms for Boarders are twenty-six Guineas per annum, and five 
Guineas entrance ; and for Day-scholars a Guinea per quarter, and a Guinea 
entrance. There are usually two Classical Assistants in the School, to whom the 
Master pays fifty Pounds per annuu), with diet and lodging in the House.

* Free' Schools It. is necessary however to add, that from age and the decay of Ins memory,* he 
of Royal IS at present, and appears for some time to have been wholly inadequate to tlie 
founduion. conduct of such a Seminary; and we think it our duty to recominond that measures 
" ' should be taken immediately for procuring a more efficient Master. 

ENNISKILLEN -SCHOOL. 

The Sthool Lands of Enniskillen School appear, by a sui-vey taken in the year 
1 795, to contain about three thousand three hundred and sixty Acres English, of 
whicli two thousand five hundred and forty-eight are arable and pasture, and are 
situated about six or eight miles from the town ; there is no Lease of them at present 
in existence, nor has been since the appointment of tlie present Master, the 
Reverend -Robert Burrowcs, D.D. ;.the Tenants pay their Rents according to a 
letting made by the late Masters brother, who held the Lands undera Trust Lease 
for his, the Masters benefit, granted by the then Primate (Newcome) at the reserved 
• rent of eight hundred Pounds per annum, with a covenant for renewal fines, at the 
rate of one hundred per annum ; they were then let to Undertenants for fourteen 
hundred and sixty-one Pounds per annum, which is the rent now paid ; but the 
Trust Lease having being surrendered before the appointment of the present Master, 
the Leases to the midertenants of course became void, and no new ones have beeii 
:siiKe granted. 

Doctor Bun'owes states, that if they were now to be let, there would be i 
considerable rise of rent. His appointment i;5 dated January the 24th, 1798,. and 
is during pleasure. He receives the whole of tlie Rents, together with ten Pounds 

. per annum* for a house in Enniskillen, which was the old School-house; and 5 /.per 

. annum paid by Lord Enniskillen. 

The new-School-house.is a spacious buildmg, capable of accommodating seventy 
P;oarders, and is stated to be in good repair. There is a Demesne of thirty-three 
acres attached to the house, not included i,n the survey. There is a charge upon the 
Endowment: for- building, of thirteen humlred Pounds, being half of the original 
charge of two years income expended by the last -Master but one (Mr. Noble.) llie 
•number of Boarders at the School in Jaimary last, was sixty-five, and of Day- 
scholars from twelve to sixteen. The terras for Boarders are thirty-two Guineas per 
annum, and six Guineas entrance; and for Day- scholars six Giiineas, and oiie 
Guinea and a half entrance. 

Doctor Burrowcs states,' that -he has presented a Memorial to the Primate, for 
permission to build considerable additions to the House and Offices, which his Grace 
is disposed to grant, with leave to -charge- the usual proportion of the sum laid out 
-on tlic succeed mg masters. 

* Doctor Burrow es has three Classical Assistants (who all live in: the School-house) 
•and pays the fipstioo/. per annum, and the other two 40/. each. He has con- 
stantly attended in person to the duties of the School, which he appears to have 
discharged with equal diligence and abihty, and the School is accordingly, and has 
been since his appointment, in considerable reputation. Doctor Burrowes had till 
lately the Living of Cappagh in the Diocese of Derry, which he has recently 
exchanged for that of Drunnagh in the same Diocese (both in the^presentation of 
Trinity College Dublin, of which he had formerly been Fellow). He -resigned 
.the Archdeaconry of Ferns, on his being appointed Master of the School of 
Enniskillen. 

The Endowment ofthis School is unquestionably much too largeto be enjoyed 
by the j\f aster alone ; when the Lairds are new let, (as it appears to us they 
^ughtto be) there is little doubt of their producing two thousand Pounds per annum 
.and upwards. A quarter of this sum would, in our opinion, be -a sufficient 
allowance to the Head I\f aster. Am)ther quarter, we -think, would be advan- 
tageously applied to the foundation of Second and Third Masterships, at three 
hundred and two hundretl Pounds per. annum, A great pavt of the remainder 
.should, in our opinion, be emplayed in the maintenance of Scholars on the Founda- 
tion, agreeably to the. orifiinul intention in the ebtablishment of these Institutions/ 
winch are expressly denominated *'Free Schools." A plan for this purpose had bee^i 
submitted to the late Government of Ireland, by Doctor Burrowes, who is willinff, 
ofi the «Tronnd of implied future compensation, that a part of his presetit Income 
•should be so a|);>lied. Such apian on a larger scale should, we think, *be digei^ted 
.and prepared before another vacancy of the M-astership, 4iad axlopted en tlie

a))pt>ii)tinent of tlie next Master ; it should be so limited however, as to leave a Free SchooU 
sufficient Fund for the Repairs of th6 School-house, and perhaps for the erection J^^ ^uob 
of other Buildings as they should be found wanting. In tlie meantime it may be 
worth consideration, whether Doctor Burrowes's plan, with such modifications as 
might adapt it for further extension and permanent establishment, should not be 
immediately carried into execution, as the commencement of a system hereafter 
to be introduced, as circumstances will allow, into all tlie other Schools of Roval 
Foundation. The establishment of Second and Third Masterships, we also consider 
to be of indispensable necessity in the other Schools; the present condition and 
appointments of Under Teachers in all of them without exception, are such as 
nuist ever discourage men of real nierit and liberal minds frofft-engaging in that 
occupation. We need not urge the importance of such men being employed in the 
under departments of every Classical School, as well for the purpose of effectual 
instruction as to supply a succession of well-qualified Head Masters ; and we are 
|>ersuaded the acknowledged inferioiity of the Grammar Schools in Ireland to those 
of the Sister Island, is to be ascribed to no other circumstance so much, as to the 
deficiency of those who are usually engaged as Assistants and employed in teaching 
the Rudiments of Classical Learning. The Head blasters of some of our great 
Schools, are men of eminent literature and talents, and only want the assistance of 
properly qualified Teachers (which on the present system they are notable to procure) 
to raise their Schools to as high and well desei'ved reputation as any in England. The 
Funds of others of the Royal Schools (especially if relieved from the Trust Leases) 
would also be adequate to tlie maintenance of foundation Scholars. 

RAPIIOE SCHOOL. 

The Lands belonging to the School of Raphoc, are situate in the western part of 
the county of Donegal, fifteen miles from Raphoe, and four from the town of Donegal, 
on the great road from Londonderry to Sligo* 

By a survey produced to us, it appears, tliat the Lands contain five thousand nine 
hundred and forty-six Acres, of iAAAx number, eleven hundred and fourteen are 
profitable, the remamder Bogs and Mountain. These Lands abound with Limestone ; 
and it is stated to us, that the arable parts are tilled as much as they will bear» 
without greater efforts to manure them than the Tenants, who are poor and very 
numerous, are disposed to make. 

The Reverend James Ii-win, A.B. is tlic present Master. He was appointed by ; 
Covernment in the month of September 1796, during pleasure. 

We find that in November 1798, he let tlie Lands which constitute the Endow- . 
ment of the School, for ten years (provided his Incumbency should so long continue)" 
to one hundred and thirty Tenants, at the yearly rent of six hundred and thirty-nine 
Pounds. Two fanns, producing ninety Pounds per annum, and included in the above^ 
are let by him during his Incumbenc3\ 

Mr. Irwin has stated, that his predecessor leased tliese Lands, sometime after his 
appointment in one thousand seven hundred and seventy-one, at the yearly rent 
of tluree hundred and twenty-eight Pounds ; he thinks the Lands at present worth 
seven hundred and fifty Pounds per annum, yet he collects the present rent with 
difficulty, on account of the number and poverty of the Tenants. Mr. Irwin re- 
ceives the whole of the Rents, and there is at presept no charge \j\to\x the Endow- 
lAent. 

The School-house, which is in tlie town of Raphes, can at present accommo- 
date forty Boarders, and, when certain improvements which aje intended by tli* 
Master shall be completed, will, as he informed us, be capable of accoipmo* 
dating seventy. The Master further stated to us, that he has memorialed for th<^ 
expenditure of twelve hundred Pounds upon additional buildings, repairs and al- 
tertitions, having found the House and Offices in a ruinous state, from ten years non- 
residence of his predecessor ; and that he has already expended a thousand Pounds 
in improvements, and proposes to complete those intended, in the course of tl^e 
present summer. 

• 

IVIr. Irwin has also stated, that the House, Offices, Garden and Play-ground do 
not occupy an entire acre ; and that tlie Play-ground does not contain more than 
half a rood. This, in our opimori, should be enlarged; but as there is no Land 
appertaining to the Endowment in the town of Raphoe, and as the' rite of th^ 
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Froc Schools School-housc is encompassed by roads, and by the offices and farm-yard of tl>c See- 
Fouild^t^n ^^^^^ ^^ Raphoe, the Master thinks an enlargement of the Play-ground caauot be 
easily effected- 

The number of Mr. Irwin's Scholars, when we examined him in January last, was 
jthirty-five : of tljese, eight only were Boarders in the School-house; the remainder 
were boarded either in the town, or at Farmers houses in the vicinity, where the 
jterms are cheaper. Three of his Scholars, included in the above number, are in- 
$tructed gratis. The terms of this School are twenty-six Guineas per annum f jr board 
pnd tuition, and five Guineas entrance ; and four Guineas per annum, and one Guinea 
entrance for Day-scholars. There is but one regular Usher, at a salary of thirty 
Pounds per annum only; and Mr. Ii-win states, that three of his Sons, "who have 
entered College, assist him as Ushers, in their turns. 

Mr. Irwin has two Church preferments, that of Castle Connor in the Diocese 
of Os^ory, and the Living of Almoritia in the Diocese of Meath. He states, that 
be c^fl^nds sedulously and constmitly to the duties of his School, and that it i& 
Increasing. 

CAVAN SCHOOL. 

It appears by a survey ntade in the year 1 805, during the administration and by 
(Mi^ectiaci of Earl Hardwicke, that the l..ands granled ibr the endowment of the 
Scfaiool of Cavan consist of 570 Acres two Hoods and seventeen Perches Irisli 
plantation measure, situate in tiie county of Ca^van near the town, and part of them 
within three quarters of a mile of it : these Lands, as it has been stated to us, were 
let by Doctor Cottingham,. the late Master, at tlie a^uuai rent of five hundred and 
thirty-six Pounds ei^ ShilUpgs ; and the prt^sent value of the Lands is abofut nkie 
h^nured Pounds per annuin. 

We find there never has been any School-house belonging 'to the Endowment, 
nor is any part of the School Lands well adapted to such a purpose. A School 
was kept by Doctor CoUingJ;iam9 or the^se employed by him, in a house i*ented 
by him, and sinpe converted into a banrack. In fact there has been no effickat 
Schoolniaster, since the death of a JVk. Aabuthnot, an. Usher employed by< Doctor 
Cotdpgb^m. Mr. ArbiM:hnot difffi in Jiune 1 S03. Doctor Cottinghmn's age and 
infirmities had rendered him incapable of pei^son^l attendance ta tfaet duties of 
his School for many years previous to his death, which took place on the 25th 
of March 1804. 

It appears, that on the 21st of March 1806, the Reverend John Moore, A>M. 
was appointed Master of ttiis School by- tlie Earl of Hardwicke, subject to certaia 
conditions, contained in an Agreement dated the 20tl) of March 1 806, and which 
is set forth in his Kvidence. By the terms of this agreement, Mr. Moore was to 
receive three hundred J'^ounds per annum out. of the Rents for his own use, and 
an hundred Pounds per annum for the salary of an Assistant, fi-om the 25th of 
]\fen;h 1 800. It was stipulated . with Jilt. Moore, that- the Arrears from the death 
o£ Doctor Cottingham until his apipointmentv and also the surplus of the Rents at' 
which tlife Lands were then let, as well as- of the improved Kent ujjon any new 
letting, over and above the said* allowance of four hundred Pounds per annum, 
should be applied towards fomuiig a Pt^nd for building a proper School-house, 
upon such site as should be approved; of- It appears, that on the -25th of March, 
1 806, there was due by the several Tenants on the Lands, the sum of one thousand 
and seventy-two Pounds sixteen ShillinjfSy being two years Bent, according to the 
rate at which they, were let by. Doctor Cottingham. W^ fiod that of this arrear only 
thf'ec hundred and sixtyrone Pounds nine ShilliBg$ and three Halfpence was collected 
on tile 10th of January last, the day on. which. Mr. Moone. waS: examined by the 
Commissioners ; and a sum of four hundred and. thirty-eight Pounds nineteea>Shilling8 
and four Pence Halfpenny since.* These two sums, of tlirea hundred and sixty* one 
Poundis nine Shilling^and tl^ee Halfpciice,. andfour hundred aud thir^-eigbt Potmds.' 
nineteen Shillings and four Pence HaJfpenayr (subject to th^ .deductions of Agf^s 
fees) have been received by the present Mkster. It does not, however, appeajp 
that any sum has been as yet paid towards the Fund intended to. be created for 
building of a School-house ; but the Af^ter has stated to us, that hie considers him- 
self as holding the sum received, in trust for that purposCj in* the event of tiie jetgree-'

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We fitid thiit no flew ftgrfeement tvks iriade ^nth the Tenants in possession,, for t|ie Free,Schooli 
first two years and up<\^ards after the d6ath of Doctor Cottingham, but that from the of Royal 
1st of May 1 806, they agreed to pay annual Rents, amounting to sev^n hundred and Foundation. 
Sixty-five rounds seven Shillings and eleven Pence, until the Rent at which the Lands 
were to be let on te^se could be finally Settled. 

The Lands, according to tlie evidence given before us^ are at present in a verV 
wretched state, which has been imputed to the uncertainty of the tenure ; Doctor 
Cottingham's life, on the expiration of which the Leases determined, having for thirty 
5^*4fs bkck been de^^med extremely precarious. 

from the foregoing statement it appears, that there was a gross siim of one 
thousand and seventy Pounds sixteen Shillings (subject to deductions for Ageiicy) 
payable by the Tenants on the twenty-fifth of March 1806, and applicable to the 
Fund to be set apart for builditig a Schbol-house ; and that on the £rst of May 1 807^ 
h further sum of three hundred and sixty-five Pounds seven Shiltirigs and elevea 
Pence (subject to like deductions) became due and applicable to .tke increase pf tlip 
fiame Fund ; making together the sum of fourteen hundred aiid thirtyreight Pounds 
three Shiffings and ele veh Pence ; and further, that from the 6rst of May 1 HqJ^ . 
About ftrtir hundred P6t(fids aririually will be applicable to the same pufppse. . Bjitt 
As a large sum of money, probably not less than five thousand Pounds, wjU be 
i^equirtd fo erect a School- House, Dwelling-house for the Master,, and Apa^ 
ments for the accommodation of Boarders, suitable to such an Endowment, tjie 
period at which the Revenues of the School can be rendered effectual for tjie 
purposes for which they were ^raiited, must be very remote, if no other mode shw' 
be resorted to, to create a Building Fund, besides that of the annual accumulation 
of the sur()ius Rehts^ 

The mode pointed out by the Aet of the iith and 12th George the jd^ is cer- 
tamly liable to considerable objections. 

First, the difliculty of ascel-'taJnihg the proper Rent to be reserved to the Master 
a^d hi^:6uece38or8^ iasucb a way ais to preclude liti^tioifi', 6r prejudice to the Funds 
of the Sehod. 

* Secondly, the uritertainty of tlie Fund arising from Fines on renewal, which by. 
%k\A Act are made applieable to repairs and building. F(Mr if the persons tiikingf 
siicfr Leases aii*e b6iind by a covenant to renew, the covenant must be reciprocal, ana 
the fihe a sdp^ilated sun^, which in the event of a rise in the value of the Landt 
wtytdtd'be prejudicial to the interests of the Endowment; if, on the other hand, they 
are not so boutid, the renewal being then optional, the Fund applicable by the Act 
for repairs may be suspended for twenty-one years. 

However, as the law stands at present, no oflier mode occurs for raising the mv^ 
ncciessary for building, except that of a Trust Lease, in pursuance of the provisions; 
of the Act above mentioned. It may, however, be here necessary to remark^ .thiat, 
the \9m\ti this respect may require some revision, and is in other respects extriemdyj 
defective, so &r as tliese Schools are concerned, there being no Visitors appointed to;, 
inspect them, and no effectual power lodged any where to controul or regblate th< ' 
application of the revenues of tliese Endowments for the advancemaiit of education; 
the whole of the Rents, where noTriist Lease has been made, and the Rent reserved 
to the Master and his Successors, where such a Trust Lease has been executed, being 
th€" sole property of the Master on his appointment 

Aa tlie Endowment of Cavan Schoc^ is now circumstanced, and in conscqaencf ' 
of the diffictdties under which the present Master will labour; should a Trust Leas<; 
be tbought advisable, we* would recooiniend that only one hundred Pgunds per' 
anrxiifri should at present be appropriated for the salary of an Assistant for the ' 
School; but at a future period, we tliink, a second and a third Assistant maybd 
deemed' advisable/ at such suitable salaries as the Funds of tliis Endowment muy be 
therf able to tealr.

appoint, until another Schoolmaster shall be appointed by tlie Lord Deputy. 

. The Lands belonging to this School are situate in the Barony of Eglisse, between 
four and eight miles from the town of Banagher ; they were let in the year 1 799, by 
tlie. Honourable and Reverend Richard Ponsonby, the late Master, at the yearly rent 
of one hundred and sixty-five Pounds thirteen Shillings. 

Tnere is not, nor has there been at any time, that we can discover, any School- 
house belonging to tlie Endowment, nor does it appear that any School has been kept 
at Banagher for several years. Upon our refcning to tlie Examination of tlie Reve- 
rend Richard Warburton, a former Master, taken in the year 1788, before tiie Com- 
missioners then appointed to enquire into the state of the Funds granted for the pur- 
poses of Education in Ireland, we find that great encroachments had been made on. 
the School Lands ; and that at the time of said examination, their contents were 
reduced from two hundred and eighty-five Acres, the number mentioned in the 
Charter, to two hundred and four. 

The present Master, the Reverend Thomas Morris, A. M. was appointed by 
patent during pleasure, on the i8tli of September 1806. 

Mr. Morris, by our order, caused a survey of the Lands to be made in June last, 
by which it appears, that the School Lands at present consist of only two hundred 
and. eight Acres thirty-two Perches; so that nearly seventy-seven Acres of the ori- 
ginal grant are no w lost to this Endowment by the encroachments of the neighbouring 
Landholders, and by the negligence of former Masters. 

Mr. Morris has stated to us, tliat Jie has taken two contiguous houses in the town 
of Banagher, at a rent of one hundred and fifty-six Pounds seventeen Shillings and 
six Pence, which is nearly equal to the present annual produce of the Lands. These 
houses, which he has taken for the temporary accommodation of himself and his 
Scholars, he has represented as well calculated for the purposes of a School, being 
a spacious concern, with an extensive rere, a garden, and tliree acres of land ad- 
joining, and of which a lease for ever has been promised him. But as this contract 
i^ the mere private agreement of the Master, and as the Endowment is but small, and 
as tliis Foundation is not included in the Act of Parliament, tliat authorizes the 
making a Trust Lease for the purpose of raising a sum of money for building, it 
seems a matter worthy of the consideration of your Grace, wliether, in order to give 
eriScacy and permanence to this Establishment, it would not be advisable to assist 
the Master in purchasing this concern, or obtaining a les^se for ever of it, in order 
that it may be made the School-house of the Endowment : And we beg leave to

CARYSFORT SCHOOL. 

The School of Carysfort in the County of Wicklow^ was founded also by King 
Charles the First, who in the fourth year of his reign, by a Charter, dated the 21 st 
of August, granteil to the Sovereign and Burgesses of the town of Carysfort two 
hundred Acres of Amble Land, and ninety-seven Acres of Bog and Mounlain, to 
the only use of such Schoolmaster as the Deputy or other Chief Governor or Go- 
Tvernors of Ireland shall appoint to reside and teach in the said town of Carysfort 

The present Master, the Reverend Sir Thomas Forster, Baronet, was appointed 
on, the eighteenth of Alarch one thousand eight hundred and six, by patent, during 
good behaviour. The Lands were let on the eleventh of April one 'tiiousand eight 
hundred and five, by the late Master, the Jleverend Henry Lambert Bayley, for 
tlie term of thirty-one years, from the twenty-fifth of March preceding (provided 
his interest lasted so -long) to one Tenant, of the name of Andrew ('arter, at the 
yearly rent of one hundred Pounds, with a covenant to accept of eighty Pounds 
per annum in lieu of said hundred, provided a Free School be kept on said Landg 
by the Teoaat 

Theee 
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These Lands are situate near the town of Carysfort, in the parish of Rathdnim Free Schotii 
and county of Wicklow. It appears by a survey- niade in Ma^ last by our order, J^^ ^<^y"* 
that the Lands contain eighty-two Acres under Meadow and Tillage, and two hun- ^^ ^^^^ 
dred Acres of coarse Pasture ,and Mountain; making together three hundred and 
thirty-six Acres, being thirty-nine more than is mentioned in the Grant 

There has never been any School-house or Residence for the Master attached to 
this Endowment; there is an old School-room, which about fifty Boys attend in 
summer, but not above a dozen in winter. 

It further appears, that Sir Thomas Forster has two Church Livings, one iii the 
Diocese of Armagh, and the other in the Diocese of Dublm, contiguous to the 
School Lands of Carysfort, but does not attend the duties of the School in person^ 
nor reside at Carysfort, . 

We trust that no instance will occur in future, of any persons being appointed to 
be Masters of Public Schools, or being suffered to continue to hold those situations^ 
unless they reside and discharge the duties thereof in person. 

The itiode in which the Income of this Endowment could be best applied, seems 
to be the establishment of a large Day School for the Instruction of die Poor; the 
Funds would be sufficient for the payment of a Master, and for supplying the School 
with Books and Stationary, and also for keeping any School-house and School-room, 
which may be erected, in proper repair; and a small sum would be sufficient to 
provide the necessary accommodation for the Residence of the Master, and the 
reception of his Day-scholars. But the present Revenues of the School do not 
Appear adequate to such a supply.

'' That he has at length soccfodedia obtaiaiDg (uiider a proBiise of a Lease fta ever) a 
spacious and commodious concern, in a truly eligible situation in the town of Banagher, 
dmsisting of two contiguous Houses, with an extensive Rere and excdlent Grarden, and a 
Field contaiiiiiig nearly three Acres adjoining^ at a^ rent oS one hundred' a year for the one, 
Md fiffy Guineas ^ year for the oltber, making an aniupal rent of one hundred and fi^Ey^sb:

S've them up, and enter into a^oew agreement with Memorialist, have been encouraged, by 
e example of Mr. Molloy, to manifest a spirit of resistance to his claim, bv which Me- 
morialist^ IS aienaced with a vexs^tlpus and exp^a^ve coarse of litigation, which, under the 
circumstances of his present heavy engagement, and subject to allttie certiun Expenses 
and uncertain Returns of a School, he is unable to sustain^ while his attention is liable to 
be materially distracted and drawn away from the due and faithful discharge of its impor^ 
tant duties. 

" That Memorialist begs leave further to state to your Grace, that without taking into 
the account the great expense of furnishing and fitting out a House for the purpose of a 
School, he hils incurred a heavy Debt in the permanent improvement of it, in uniting the 
two Houses, in buildine an Oven and Laundry, in building ninety-four perches of a Wall 
of five feet high, for tne purpose of enclosing a Plot of Ground for I^lay, and in various 
other necessary improvements, (as may appear to your Grace from the proper documents) 
by which a sum of no less than 115/. has been consumed. 

" That Memorialist, finding himself unable to venture on the expense of converting one 
of tlie Offices belonging to the concerns, which is most desirably circumstanced for such a 
purpose, into a School-room, has been obliged to appropriate one of the principal rooms of 
the house to the use of the School (which has already opened) which has been pro- 
ductive of serious inconvenience, the quantity of accommodation for Pupils being thereby 
sensibly reduced, and the School exposed to the tumult and disturbance of a street, the 
house being a single house, and affording no remote apartments. 

" Memorialist has procuried a Plan and Estimate of the School, which he proposes to lay 
before your Grace, if required, in the humble hope that your Grace will be pleased to take 
the abovementioned particulars into your consideration, and recommend to tlie Board of 
Education to adopt such measures for affording relief to Memorialist, as may be judged 
most expedient, and also for purchasing the House, and declaring it for ever the School* 
house of Banagher, which Memorialist shall be obliged to keep in order, (subject to dilapi- 
dations) for his successors, who will thus be saved from the embarrassments and inconve- 
niences which Memorialist has experienced.

WAT IT PLEASE VOUR GRACE, 

_ . . . ... • • 

WE the undersigned Commissioners for enquiring into the several Funds 
and Revenues granted for the purpose of Education, and into the State > 
and Condition of all Schools on Public and Charitable Foundations in Ireland, , 
beg leave to report to your Grace, the result of our enquiries into the present, 
state of the Schools of Navan and Ballyroan, of private foundation. 

: The Schools' of' Naivan and 'Ballyroan were founded by Alderman John Preston 
of tlie City of Dublin, who in the y^ar one thousand ^ix hundred and eight^^sixj - 
executed a Deed, conveying the Lands of Cappaloughlin in the Queens County, 
containing about seven hundred and ninety. Acres, and which he then estimated at 
about eighty Pounds-per annum, to certain persons, their heirs and assigns for ever, - 
in Trust, to pay a Schoolmaster of the Protestant Religion, resident and livingin 
the town of Navan in the county of Meath, the yearly sum of thirty-five Pounds ; 
and also to pay a like Schoolmaster, resident and living in the town of Ballyroan in * 
the Queens County, the yearly sum of twenty-five Pounds ; and also to pay the sum 
of twenty. Pounds yearly to the Hospital of King Charles the 2d, in Oxmantown, ; 
Elublin; the nomination of the said Schoolmasters to be in his eldest son, and' 
his heirs male, and the trustees and their heirs^ or the major part of them forever; 
and in case of the refits of th&said Lands^ increasing, the' overplus to be dispose > 
of, by the' same persons or the major part of them, for the convenience of the saidi 
Schools, or such* other pious uses as the same persons or the major part of tbengf' 
shall from time to time appoint 

It appears that the Lands belonging to this Endowment were let in the year 

OB^ .thcAisaiKl seven hundred and eighty-four, under an Order of the Court of 

47- Chancery, 
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Chancery, for twenty-one years, at four hundred and thirty-one Pounds eight 
Shillings and nine Pence Half-penny per annum ; and that the Disbursements 
for each School, as settled in the year 1776 by a decree of the then Chancellor, 
Lord Lifford, w^re as follows :

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By referring to documents laid before the former Commissioners for enquiring 
into the state of Schools in Ireland, it appears that a Mr. Jones had been appointed 
Agent and receiver of the Rents of the Lands about the year 1764; that in the 
year 1765 the Lands had been let for six hundred and ninety-two Pounds seven- 
teen Shillings and six Pence ; but that previous to tlie year one tliousand seven 
hundred and seventy-six, tliey had fallen to so low a rent as three hundred and 
eighty-three Pounds sixteen Shillings and eight Pence ; and in the year 1784 they 
were set by a Master in Chancery for two hundred and eleven Pounds per annum, 
which Lease was broke the same year by the Chancellor. 

No increase appears to have been made before the year 1 776 to the allowances 
of the Masters, and a considemble saving was reported by the Agent to have 
accrued, of which eight hundred and seventy Pounds had been put to interest, as 
he alleged, on good security. But this sum, together \^ith the further savings from 
the year 178410 1793 (when Mr. JonesT was removed, on an application from 
Mr. Preston to the then Chancellor, Lord Clare) and a sum of above two thou- 
sand Pounds of arrears of rent, and other losses by Tenants, has been . irrecpve- 
rably lost to the Charity, Mr. Jones having since His removal died insolvent, and . 
without any property that could be attached. It further appears that upwards 
01 two thousand eight hundred Pounds of the Funds of this Charity had been 
consumed in law expenses, incurred by suits in Chancery concerning the right 
of appointing to the Schools. The aflFairs of this Charity are still before that 
Court, where - it is a perpetual cause, but not now attended with any expense, 
except on settling the Accounts, which is now done annually by the present 
Agent, M. L. M^ Causland, Esq. and, as he states, at a very trifling cost. 

The Lease of the School Lands made in one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-four, having expired in one tliousand eight hundred and five, the Lands 
were new set by order of the Court, from May one thousand eight hundred and 
six, to the highest bidder, for twenty-one years, at the annual rent of fourteen 
hundred and sixty-five Pounds fifteen Shillings. No new application of this great 
increase of income has yet been made ; a balance of four hundred and thirty- 
one Pounds fourteen Shillings and one Penny being stated by the present Agent to 
have been due to his father, the late Receiver, at the Expiration of the former 
Lease, for money paid by him in advance on account of the salaries of the 
Masters, and other expenses of the Schools ; this balance it appears would be paid 
off by the first half-year's rents due in November last, which had not yet been 
received. From tiiat time there will be an annual surplus of nearly one thousand 
Pounds. . . - 
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NAVAN SCHOOL. 

It appears that the Reverend Joseph Preston Mas appointed Master of thi$ Schools 
School in March one thousand seven hundred and ninety-four, by his Eix)tlier ,f ^^^^^^ ' 
(now Lord Tara) and Lord Ludlow. He held the appointment till within a month ^-^ — J-^^ 
of the time of his examination before the Commissioners, but never discharged 
the duties of it in person. His Usher, the Reverend Mr. Toomey, has been the 
ostensible Master, and has resided in the School-house since the year 1 79^4 ; he 
has regularly received the Ushers salary of 40 /. per annum, and for the last yea* 
has also received the Writing-master'^ salary of 15/. there being no Boys at thd 
ISchool, as he states, who learn to write. He has only five Scholars, all Protestants^ 
and never had more than seven. The School-house is not capable of accomtno** 
ilating Boarders, and is in but indifferent repair. It appears from the cviilence 
of the Reverend Doctor Beaufort, that the Corporation of Na/van in the year 
1 776 made a Grant under their Seal of thirty Acres of the Commons of Navan 
to the School, on which it was proposed, that a School-Iiouac should be orccteii 
but of the savings of tlie Endowment z the loss of those savings, and the otlier 
instances of miscorKhict and mismanagement of the Funds, may well account 
for this Grant never having been actually fulfilled and being^still withheld. Sii^c^ 
the resignation of Mr. Preston, the Reverend Francis D. Hamilton was ap- 
pointed Master by Lord Tara, btt the 301^1 June 1 807. It does not appear 
to us,; that he either intends to discharge the duty of the Schod in person, 
or has ever been engaged in such a duty ; nor indeed in its present state, is there 
ahy employment for him, ov sufficient for the Usher, who appears to us to liie 
both wiUing and able to instruct a greater number than have ev«r been binder liis 
taitioii. We are of* opinion, notwithstanding, that an effective (>lai5|s»c«Ll School 
anight be established ^ Navan, and would be highly advantageous, if the grant of 
Land by the CqrporatioQ w^ere carri^ into effect ; if the surplus of the new 
appropriation to be made of the £ndo\vmcnt were to accumulate as a Fund iot 
building thereon, and a Master properly qualified placed At the iiead of - the 
testablishment. But whether these measures should be foijuad practicable or not, it 
appears to us, that a respectable English School should be immediately esta- ' 
blished, under a Master with a liberal salary, who should be capable of teaching 
«iercantile Arithmetic, Geography, and other usefol branches of Education for 
the Middling Classes, and should be ohdiged to teach the poorer Children at very 
low prices, as the reason.^tated for there being no Writing Scholars at present in

BALLYR0AN SCHOOL. 

The present Master of Ballyroan School is the Reverend Joseph Preston, who 
^'as appointed to it in July 1 794, by his Brother, now Lord Tara. He has oever 
discharged the Duty of the School himself, any more than his predecessor, a Mr. 
Hood. An Usher employed by the Jatter, kept the Schod, and was continued by 
Mr. Preston. Upon his death, about two years ago, no new Usher was appointed, 
^ut the School was kept by the Writing-master, who appears to have received tlie 
Usher's salary, but to have been wholly unqualified for the office. Another 
TJsher, Mr. Arthur Hutchinson, has beeir lately appointed, whom we have exa^ 
mined, and find to have been employed as a Classical Teacher in other Schools, 
and believe to be moderately well qualified ; he is to receive the salary as Usiier, 
of 35 /. and the profits of tlie Children's Tuition. The number at prese-nt in the 
School is stated to be about fifty, the greater part Roman Catholics, of whom 
eleven are learning Latin. The rate of Tuition depends on the circumstances of 
their parents ; the highest is half a Guinea.per quarter, the lowest half a Crown.: 
but there are seven or eight who are taught gratis. The Writing-master is stated 
to teach Accompts, Mensuration, and other branches of Mathematics ; the Usher 
.istates that he reads Prayers every morning to the Protestant Scholars, <asul teaches 
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them Dr. Man s Catechism. Mr. Preston has visited the School five or six times 
since his (the Ushers) appointment, and supplied the Children with Books. The 
Rent of the School-house, which is tolerably large, but thatched, is 28/. Ss. gd. 
and is paid, with the Taxes, out of t\\e Funds of the Charity. 

We need not observe to your Grace on the shameful abuses in tliese two 
Establishments ; which, however they may have occasionally been enquired into, 
and in some instances corrected by the Court of Chancery, appear to us to require 
a more efficient and particular sup)erintendence; The Master s salaiy for both 
Schools, amounting to 180/. per annum, has been received for tliirteen years 
by a gentleman who never taught a single Scholar in jeitiier ; and though there is 
no reason to apprehend any mismanagement of the Funds by tlie present -.'Vgent, 
and though the last -letting of the Lands appears to have been conducted with 
proper attention, we are of opinion tliat the present situation of the concerns of 
this Charity, under tlie direction of the Court of Chancery before which they 
were first brought by an information filed in the year 1 735, and in which Court 
they are still, as already stated, a perpetual cause) is not favourable to an active 
and sufficient controul over tlie conduct either of Ihe Agent or the Masters, and 
'Other Persons employed in the Schools.

The TPIIRD REPORT of the Commissioners for enquiring 
into the State of all School* on Public or Ciiahitabxe 
Foundations, in Ireland* 

HAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

E the undersigned Commissioners for enquiring into tlie several Funds and Proteatatt 
Ilevenues granted for tl^e purposes of Education, ami into the State and Charter 
"^Condition of all Schools on Public and Charitable Foundations in Ireland, have ^chooU. 
.thought it necessary to prefix to our Report upon the present State of " The 
Protestant Charter Schools," sonie account of the Origin, Object and 
Progress of those Scliools, as well as of their Conduct and Management, which 
-we therefore beg leave to submit to your Grace in the following Statement : 

The Charter for establishing Protestant Schools in Ireland, was granted by his The Chaiter, 
/late Majesty George the Second, in the year 1 733, on tlie * Petition of the principal . 
Nobility, Clergy and Gentry of Ireland, setting forth the gross ignorance, disaffection 
<end want of civilization that prevailed among the Popish Inhabitants, who in the 
produces of Leinster, Munster, and Connaught, were stated as far exceeding the 
Protestants in number : and praying the incorporation of a Society for establishing 
4md maintaining a sufficient number of English Protestant Schools in proper situa- 
tions, as one of the most effectual means of converting and civilizing the Irieh 
natives ; and in which the Children of the Poor might be instructed gratis in tile 
English tongue, and the fundamental principles of true religion and loyalty. The 
Charter, after reciting the above parUculars, proceeds to nominate and appoint 
the Persons who are to compose a Society incorpon^ted for erecting, nmintainirig 
and supporting, in such places as they shall judge to be most convenient and ne- 
-cessary, such and so many English Protestant Schools as they shall think proper, ; 

with power to appoint fit Persons to be Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses of the 
jame, who shall instruct tlie Children of the Popish and other poor Natives in the 
^glish tongue, in the principles of the Protestant religion, in reading, writing and 
4irithmetic, and such other parts of learning as to the Society shall seem meet, and 
Jbring them up in virtue and industry, and cause them to be instructed in husbandry 
-and housewifery, or in trades or manufactures or other manual occupations ; for 
which the Society ai*e to provide them with all necessary utensils and materials, 
41S ak^ with bibles and common prayer books, and other proper books, and to 
^ve them encouragements by providing clothes, diet, and lodging, for such of them 
•as to the Society shall seem meet, until they shall judge them fit to be put out to 
tirades or services, or other employments : and to allow the Masters and Mistresses 
such yearly wages or salaries as shall seem reasonable, together with the benefit of 
school-houses, dwelling-houses, gardens, fields, and other the accommodations fpr 
the purposes aforesaid x It furtlier directs that a Committee of fifteen Members of 
the Society, chosen annually, shaU canry kito execution all orders, rules and direc- 
tions made at the General Meetings, to be held quarterly or oftener ; and provides 
for the admission of new Membei's into the Society, viz. such as being Protestants 
.shall become subscribers or benefactors to the fiinds thereof. And ior enabling: the 

Society 
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Society to carry these objects into effect, it makes them and their successors ibr 
ever capable of receiving and enjoying lands, rents, annuities, and other heredita- 
ments, not exceeding the clear yearly value of two thousand Pounds, and to take 
and receive any sums of money, goods, or chattels that shall be given or bequeathed 
to them by any Persons or Bodies Corporate who shall be Capable of making such 
gifts or bequests. 

The Charter was opened the 6th of February 1 733-4 in the Council Chamber of 
the Castle of Dublin, in the presence of the Duke of Dorset, then Lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, and many of the principal nobility, gentry, and clergy ; and a subscription 
.was immediately entered into, and afterwards candied on both in England and 
Ireland, by which the Society was enabled to found one School in the course of the 
following yeai-; it was placed at ('a$tle-Dermot, in the county of Kildarc, in 
acknowledgemient of the munificence of the then Elarl of Kildare, who, in addition to 
his original subscription of five hundred Pounds, engaged to endow it with a grant of 
twenty Acres of Land. Three other Schools were founded in the year ] 735, one in 
1736, and three in 1737. In fixing on tlie sites of these and of tiieir other Schools 
in general, the Society appears to have been deternnned partly by the prestrmed 
necessity for them in very Popish districts, and partly by the offers of PrQtestant 
landholders to endow them with Lands, not only for building on, but for the main- 
tenance and support of the Schools, and to afford opportumties for instructing and 
exercising tlie Boys in agriculture and gardening. Such endowments were in 
general made by leases renewable for ever, or pn very long tenures, and at veiy low 
rents (on the condition however of reverting to the grantors and their heirs, if the Schools 
jshould be discontinued, or not kept up to the or^nal establishment) ; and the LaoiSIs 
annexc<i to each School arc held under tlie Societv by the Masters at aa advanced 
rent, but usually far below the real value, so as to foi'm a con^derable part of their 
inconrre. The Protestant gentry and clergy in the neighbourhood of each Scbocl 
usually contributed to its support by annual subscriptions ; the average of these and 
{Other subscriptions for the first four years, (which, with the profit rents already mentioned, 
were then tlie only funds of the Society) amounted to about sixteen hundred Pounds 
^r aifinum. Of this sum, the greater part was raised in England, where a Society 
.'was formed for the purpose of procuring such contributions, and whidh subsisted for 
many years, under the name of " The Correspondiag Society." — In tiie year 1 73^, 
His Majesty George the Second, having on an Address from the Society becni 
graciously pleased to augment its Funds by the grant of one thousand Pounds, ^(rhioh 
was afterwards continued annually, six additional Schools were erected, with smxular 
encouragement and support from those on whose estates 0r in whose neig^boyrbiMid 
they were placed : and other liberal ofifers and contribations continuing to be annuaiiy 
made to the Society, tliey were enabled in the next nine years to e^ablish as inaaiy 
netv Schools. 

In the year 1 740, the Society became possessed of their first landed Estate, deroiHi 

to them by the Honourable Mrs. Anne Hamilton, for founding a School at SkindaUc, 

and situated in the county of Down ; it was then let for thirty-five Pounds «iin6t6f»i 

. Shillings and six Pence, but has since risen to two hundred atid seventy^six P4>unds 

;per annum. In the year 1747, thie produce of the Duty on Ilawkers «nd Fddkfs 

was granted by Parliament to the Society, amounting on 'an average of the next ferty 

years, to eleven hundredand fifty Pounds per annum. Byithis bounty >of*Pariiamertt, 

the Society was enabled to erect fourteen new Schools in the tieKt three years. And 

in 1751 the Duke of Dorset, then again I^rd Lieutenant, having recommended the 

' Cliarter Schools in his speech on the opening of the Session *Gif -PadiBmeMy'^e^sum 

of fivetliousand Pounds was granted ton;lie Sckriety on a Petition of 'the SiiH86t>f 

Commons to His Majesty ; in consequence of which, ^even additional S d Mi b 'Weite 

^tablishcd in the three following years. From tliattime to the present, the •'Societiy 

have continued to receive Pa rtiamentary Grants every Session, which 4ndeedi»ecame 

necessary from the great increase of their EstabUsbuients. The sums gratited have 

usually varied with the exigencies of the Society ; in the first ten years, the average 

of them amounted to about three thousand five hundred Pounds per annum; in tli^ 

«ext ten, to about five thousand eight hundred and twenty :Pounds ; in tlie neKt, to 

. about six thousand one hundred Pounds ; in the next, to above ninethousand Pounds ; 

:in the next, to eleven thousand eight hundred and filty Pounds; and in the lait 

seven, to near twenty thousand Pounds per annum. Ofie reason ibr this great 

. increase in the last twenty years is, that about the year 1-7 S7, the Duty on -Hawkers 

'«nd Pedlars became wliolly unproductive; and the amount of annual subscriptions 

lad tlien, -ami- -h«s siwe declined ^ery eonsiderably ; -and •it^ tlie year 1 794, • uii th e 
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Adoption oi new regulations in the managemeat of the Treasury in Ireland, His Protestant 
Majesty's bounty of one thousand Pounds, per annum being discontinued, the ^fjoolY' 
Tarlmnientary Grant was augmented, as a compensation to the Society. In the ^ 



year 17/58, there was an extraordinary grant of tlve thousand Pounds, (included ^'^^^^^^^ ^^ 
in the average of the first ten years) lor erecting four Provincial Nurseries for the 
reception of Children below the age of admission into the Schools, for the main- 
tenance of which, Parliament was in some degree pledged, by thus sanctioning and 
<iirecting Establiiihments for which no otlier provision existed; and the giants were 
accordingly larger from the time these Nurseries were opened; they were designed 
to contain one hundred Children each, and have usually their full complement. In L*^^'- 
the same year, 1758, the Society having become possessed of Lands in the county 
of AVestmeath, and other property bequeathed to them by the Reverend William 
Wilson, for founding a Charter School in that county, did accordingly establish one 
on the Lands so devised, the clear rents of which amount at present to one hundred 
^nd ninety-one Pounds seventeen Shillings and six Pence per annum. In the year 
1760, tlie* Estates of, the late Earl of Ranelagh, which had been devi^d by him for 
the support of Charity Schools at Roscommon and Athlone, were vested in the Society 
by Act of Parliament; and two Schools were in a short time accordingly established 
at those places, into which, agreeably to the Will of Lord Ranelagh, tibie Children of 
Protestants only are admitted. The rental of these Estates amounts at. present to 
one thousand seven hundred and forty-eight Pounds two Shillings and six Pence. 
In the year 1 763* Doctor Richard Pococke. Bishop of Ossory, bequeathed a con- 
sidemble Estate both real and personal to the Incorporated Society, for founding a 
Weavin^School near Kilkenny, for Papist Boys only, to be educated in the Pro- 
testant Religion, which School was accordingly established, and continues to be 
supported out of said bequest ; the real estate produces at this time eight hundred 
and forty-six Pounds nine Shillings and four Pence Halfpenny, and is more than 
sufficient for the maintenance of the present Establishment ; so tliat there is now an 
accumulation of this Fund, of above sixteen hundred Pounds in the hands of the 
Society. In the year 1 764, the late Chidley Coote, Esquire, devised an Estate in 
the county of Limerick to the Society, which is let at present for 280/., per annum.- 
Since that time, there have been four additional Schools erected out of the general- 
Funds of the Society; one at Castlebar in 1768; one at Tarbert; and another at 
New -market, since suppressed ; and the School in Baggot-street in the 'City of 
Dublin, established in 1804* The total number of Schools founded by the Society, 
including the Nurseries and those on tlie Ranelagh and Pococke Foundations, 
amounted to fifty-eight, and were capable of containing about two thousand seven 
hundred Children. It is certain however that this number was never actually accom** 
modated in them at any one time ; and indeed the entire number of Schools never 
existed together, as several of them had been suppressed or otherwise discontinued, 
before the latest of them had been established. This was occasioned generally by 
the local disadvantages of their situation, and in some instances by tlie resumption 
of Lands which had been granted for their support. The number of tliose of all • 
descriptions remaining at present is thirty-nine ; in which there appear, by the last. 
Retiiras, to have been two thousand two hundred and fifty-one Children, 

Jn the year 1786, tlie Funds of the Society were augmented by tlie Estates of Bequest an4 
the late John Rogerson, Esq. who had directed in his Will that they should be sold, donations, 
and the purchase money, after paying certain legacies and other bequests, be vested 
in the Incorporated Society. It appears however that only so much of his Estat|^9 
was sold, as was sufficient for discharging these bequests, and the Society obtained 
possession of tlie remainder, which produced at that time thirteen hundred and 
fifty-nine. Pounds fourteen Shillings and one Penny per annum, but have since been 
raised to seventeen hundred and seventy Pounds. In 1789, the Society succeeded 
to an Estate in the County of Louth, at present producing above tliree hundred . 
Pounds per annum, under the Will of the late Dean Stewart, dated in tlie year 1774^ 
which directed that on feilure of issue ^f the immediate devisees, it should bii 
vested in the Incorporated Society, for the purposes therein expiessed. There 
have been other smaller Bequests and Donations of Lands and Rent-charges for . 
the support of particular Schools, amounting in the whole to about two hundred 
and tliirty-eight Pounds per annum; and the profit rent of the Lands, held by the 
several Schoolmasters under the Society, amounts to about one hundred and eighty 
Pounds per annum. Tlicre is also an annual Ci rant of two hundred and fifty 
Pounds made to the Society, by the Governors of Erasmus Smidi's . Schools, for. the property m 
iiupport of tlie Charter School of Sligo. In the year 1790, a Dutch Nobleman the Fuadii 
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Protestant resident in Ix)n(]on, Baron Vryhouven, bequeathed to the Society a great part of 
Cljartcr ^13 funded property, amounting to fifty-six thousand six hundred and sixty-six 

, ^ '^ Pounds stock in the three per-cent Consols, and producing an interest of about 
seventeen hundred Pounds per annum. And about tlie same time an unknown 
Benefactor transferred to the Society, stock to tlie amount of forty thousand 
Pounds in the 4-per-ccnts. producing about sixteen hundred Pounds per annum. 
The entire produce of these several Funds and Estates bequeathed to, and vested in 
the Incorporated Society, for the sole and express purpose of educating poor Cliil- 
dren in the Protestant religion, and apprenticing them to Protestant Masters, 
amounted in the last year (exclusive of the Parliamentary Grant) to 9,765/. 9^. Td. 
per annum. 

Having submitted to your Grace the result of our enquiries into the * Funds and 
Revenues of the Incorporated Society, we proceed to report to your Grace upon the 
conduct and management of the Institution. 

Conduct and The business of the Society is transacted by Committees, under the controul of a 
^f th*r"t"*"^ General Board, which meets regularly on the first M'ednesday in every month, and 
^j^ ' on other Days when specially summoned by requisition signed by f seven Members. 

There are four Committees ; 

• 1st. The Committee of Fifteen. 
2d. The Committee of Accounts. 
3d. The Law Committee. 

4th. The Committee for examining into the qualifications of persons who 
offer themselves as candidates for the situations of Masters, Mistresses, 
and Assistants in the Schools. 
Of these, the principal is the Committee of Fifteen, which is elected annually by 
ballot on the first Wednesday in Fcbruarj', and which meets regularl}^ every 
Wednesday in the year, and oftener when necessary. Upon this Committee almost 
the whole weight of the labour of management rests ; it is empowered to transact all 
the ordinary business of tlie Society, except the election and dismissal of Officers and 
of Masters and Mistresses, and the letting Leases of the Society's Lands, which acts 
can only be done by a General Board. The duties of the Committee of Fifteen are 
various, to the adequate discharge of which much zeal, integrity and assiduity are 
indispensably required ; and on the manner in which these duties are performed, 
tlie welfare of the whole Establishment principally depends. The tliree first of these 
Committees seem coeval with the Society ; the fourth, the Committee for examining 
into the qualifications of Masters, Mistresses and Assistants to the Schools, was 
appointed in the year 1 804. This Committee, as well as the Committee of fifteen, 
is open to every Member of the Society, and public notice is given of the days on 
which examinations of the Candidate Masters, &c. are to be held. The effects resulting 
from the appointment of this Committee appear to have been highly salutary and 
important, in excluding unqualified, and bringing forward meritorious Candidates. 
The Officefrs of the Society are, a Secretary, at a Salary of two hundred and fifty 
Pounds pel' annum ; a Clerk or Register, at one hundred Guine£ls per annum; and 
an Inspector of Apprentices in the City of Dubfin, at a Salary of twenty Pounds per 
annum. In addition to these Committees and Officers resident and acting in tlie 
City of Dublin, each School is under the immediate direction of a Local Committee, 
consisting of the principal resident Protestant Gentlemen and Ladies of the neigh- 
bourhood, and of a Catechist, who is always a Clergyman of the established church, 
and generally the Curate of the Parish in nhich the School is situated. It is the duty 
of the Catechist to superintend the Education of the Cliildren generally, and more 
especially their religious instruction, and to communicate monthly his observations 
upon the state of the School and conduct of the Master, and, in concert with the Local 
Committee, to exercise general controul, examine and settle Accounts, and report 
every quarter to the Committee of Fifteen in Dublin. 

In theory, no constitution seems better calculated to advance the purposes of the 
Society tliaii the establishment of Loeal Committees; but it appears, from the 
experience, as well of this Society as of the Society for propagating Christian 
Knowledge in Scotland, that Local Committees are not to be universally or implicitly 
relied upon, either as an effectual means of controul over the management of the 
Schools, or as accurate organs of communication of their actual state. To this general 
observation, there are some highly honourable exceptions to be made. But it appears 

tliat 
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that the Society has not unfrequently been misled as to the actual state of their Protestant 
Schools, by the too favourable representations of their Local Committees. We must ^^^^^"^ 
not omit, that there is a standing rule of the Society, that their Schools shall be at . Schools. ^ 
all seasonable hours open to the inspection of any gentleman or lady who may 
think proper to visit them, who are also requested to write their observations in 
a book kept in every Scliool for the purpose ; and tlie several Masters are required, 
under pain of dismission, to return true Copies of such observations, once in 
every quarter. 

The words of the oris^inal Charter do not restrain the admission of Children to Admiwionof 
any particular Sect*. It appears, however, that by two f Resolutions of general Children. 
Boards, one holden on the 15th day of March 1775, and the other on the 4th day 
of December 1776, the admission of Children was for a long time almost entirely 
confined to such as were of Popish parents. But this practice not appearing to be 
wananted by the Ciiarter, those Resolutions were at a General Board, holden on 
the 4ui day of May 1803, unanimously rescinded; and since that period, aU 
Chii(h'cn wiio appeared to be proper objects, have been admitted, witliout any 
distinction, on account of the religious profession of tlieir Parents, excepting only 
into the two Ranelagh Schools of Atlilone and Roscommon, which were endowed 
lor the Education of poor Protestants only, and the Lintown Factory near Kilkenny, 
tlie admission into which is restrained by the Will of the Pounder to Children of 
Popish paients. 

TJie age of admission into the Nurseries, is from four to six, into the Schools 
from six to ten ; the Children are kept in the Schools until they are apprenticed: 
There are printed Forms of Application for admission :};, which must be signed by 
the Parents, if alive and in Ireland, and if not, by the nearest of kin in whose care. 
the Child is. When the Parents applying are of the Popish persuasion, it is distinctly 
stated to them, that their Child, if received into the cai'e of tlie Society, will ba 
educated in the Protestant Religion, and unless the Parents unequivocally express 
their full approbation, admission is refused. Parents and Relations are allowed at 
all times to visit their Children, except in the Dublin Schools §, w^here the applications 
were so frequent, that it was found necessary to fix a particular day in each week for 
tlie purpose. The restriction which required that the Master or Mistress should be 
present at these interviews is not generally enforced U, unless some improper conduct 
on the part of the Parent requires it Children are sometimes returned to their 
Parents, where it is ascertained to the satisfaction of the Society, that, from change 
in the circumstances of the Parents, it is likely to be of advantage to the Child to 
be so returned ; the general rule f is, tliat. in such cases the Parent shall reim- 
burse the Society the expenses which have been incurred : but this rule is in all 
proper cases dispensed widi. Applications for the restoration of Children are not 
-numerous. At present, admission into the Schools is generally the subject of earnest 
solicitation, and no effort is required on the part of the Society to fill their Schools 
and Niurseries, 

The Children under the care of the Society are fed by conimct with the Masters ; Feeding and 
nnd in all the Nurseries and Schools, excepting three,** are also clothed,by contract Clothing. 
Though some well-founded' objections may be alleged against this system, yet, from 
the nature of the Institution, it seems the only practicable method that can be 
adopted ; and the Society have provided checks against peculation and abuses. From 
tlie Reports of tlie Visitors lately employed by us to inspect these Schools, it may 
be inferred, that these Contracts are at present faithfully executed, as it appears that 
the Children in general were healtliy and well clad. The rate of the contract for 
Feeding is generally four Pence per head per dierrij in the Schools and Nurseries in 
the country ; and it varies firom five Pence to five Pence three Farthings, in those ia

** The Children in Clontnrf School near Dublin, are supplied with CWthes by the Society, whf 
contract with a person in Dublin to supply as many Suits as are wanting, at a fixed price. The Master 
of Baggot- street School is allowed to purchase the materials, which are made up in the School, and tQ 
charge the Society with the expense. The clothing of the Apprentices at the liutowa Factory is left 
entirely to the discretion of the Mooter of that Establi&hmeuf «^ 
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and near the City of Dublin. The Contract for Clothang is two Pounds four Shiliin|^ 
for each Bpy, {^odoue Pound nineteen Shillings for each Girl*. The Dietary is s^t 
forth in the Appends to thb Reportt- Bedsteads and Bedding, and all the necessary 
furniture of tlie School-houses, are supplied by the Society. 

The Children ai'e removed, or as the Society terms it, transplanted J from the 
Nurseries to Schools, and from one School to another. The three general causes 
for transplantation sire, 

1st. The necessity of removing Children from Nurseries to Schools, which ought 
regularly to be done when the Children in the former attain tlie age of seven or eight 
years. , 

2dly. Th« equable dlsUibution of Children among the several Schools of the 
CBtabhshment; for a great proportion of the whole number being admitted in Dublin, 
it becomes frequently necessary to remove them from the Schools in the neighbour- 
hood of the Capital, and to send them to others where tliere happen to be vacancies 
made by Children who have been apprenticed. Similar circumstances frequently 
require the removal of Children from one country School to another. 

3dly. The interference of Parents with respect to the Religion of their Child] 
The avowed object of the Society bein^to educate the Children intrusted to its caix; 
in the established Religion, whenever this object is likely to be interrupted by tlie 
interfei-ence of the Parent, the Child is removed from the neighbourhood of the 
Parent's residence to a more distant School. But this measure does not appear to 
be now often rendered necessary ; and the two prevailing causes for removal appear 
to be the former, and to arise necessarily from tlie very nature of the Establishment 
It appears that great care is taken to prevent the hcaltli of the Children from suffering 
by removals, which are, as far as is practicable, confined to the spring and summer 
reason, and proper Cars, with a covering to protect the Children from the weather, 
but not to conceal them from public view, are provided for the purpose. It appears, 
however, that this frequent necessity for removal is a serious inconvenience, attended 
with trouble, risk and expense, and that this inconvenience is greatly augmented by ' 
the existence of the Nurseries. 

Education. . The Children in those Schools are tau^t Reading, Writing and Arithmetic, and 

instructed in tlie principles of the Protestant Religion, as by law established. The 
Books used are set forth in the Appendix^. In this List vvas found till Very lately 
the Catechism, intituled, "The Protestant Catechism ;" but this formula of mstruc- 
tipn, justly liable to exception, has. been wholly discontinued in all the School?, 
by, a late: order of tlie Society. The Holy Scriptures are not only read, but made 
the ^ subject of exposition, and the foundation of religious instruction ; and the 
pipficiency which many of the Children have obtained in useful and ' practical 
knowledge derived from this service, appears from the Reports of our Visitors to 
be highly gratifying and satisfactory ||. In the School at Clontarf for Boys, and 
of Baggot-street for Girls, it appears that a Class has been established under the " 
direction of the Society, to be instructed in such a course as may qualify them * 
for the situations of Assistants, in these and other Schools : the experiment seems 
to have been already attended with success^, and, if well followed up, may be 
productive of considerable advantage to general education. With respect to In- 
fcidustryand ^ustry, the labour of the Children (subject to the Rules** of the Society as to 
Labour. the time allotted for education, meals, refreshment and play,) is at present at the 

disfKisal of the several Masters, who are charged at the rate of twenty Shillings 
per annum, on three fourths of the Children under tlieir care ; one fourth being 
supposed, from youth and occasional infirmity, to be incapable of productive in- 
dustry. Their employments are various tt> and in some Schools appear to be 
judiciously conducted. But in this department, there seems to be room for much : 
improvement.

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The Children educated in the Charter Schools, are apprenticed to Protestant Protestant 
Masters only. A list is kept in every School, and returned to the Society once o^^f^ 
in every quarter, signed by the Catechist, of such Children, who from age, ad- . ^^°^ *• . 
vancement in learning and religious knowledge, are fit to be apprenticed. When Apprentice 
the Boys are apprenticed to Trades, the Master is allowed a Fee of five Guineas ; *^^P*' 
and when Girls, a fee of seven Guineas, payable at the periods, and subject to the 
restrictions set forth in the Appendix *. When Chikiren are apprenticed as Servants, 
no fee is payable. Both Boys and Girls are entitled to receive a bounty of three 
Guineas at the end of their apprenticeships, provided they produce a Certificate 
from their Masters or Mistresses of faithful service, and firom the Clergyman of the 
Parish in which they are resident of continuance in the Protestant Religion. All 
Children apprenticed are supplied with a set of Books f; and when the Indentures 
are signed, a letter is. written, by the Secretary in the name of the Society to the 
Clergyman of the Parish in which the Master or Mistress resides, requesting his 
attention to tlieir conduct, and to that of the Apprentice, particularly as to his 
attendance upon the public duties of Religion ; and that he will report as occasion 
may require to the Committee of fifteen. When Children are apprenticed in Dublin, 
there is also, in addition to the written testimonial required in all cases, a previous 
inspection and enquiry into the situation, circumstances and character of the Master, 
before the Child is bound. Notwithstanding these precautions (which do not ap* . ■ 
pear to have been attended with the desired success) we ore concerned to state, that 
it appears from a Return made to us, and given in Appendix No. i. If, that a large 
proportion of the Masters of Children apprenticed, do not receive the last part of 
their Apprentice Fee, and of the Children the Bounty for faithfiil service ; and it 
was not until the last year, that the Committee of fifteen, in order to ascertain what 
became of their Apprentices, tisive employed a Person to enquire into the state, of 
the Children now serving their time in the neighbourhood of the several Schools out 
. of which they were bound. Reports have already been received of § one thousand 
and twenty-one Apprentices. It appears, that during the last seven years, there 
have been apprenticed to Trades nine hundred and five Boys and Girls, and to 
• Services four hundred and forty-six; total 1,351 : average of each year 193. And 
the number of Children received into the several Schools and Nurseries, during the 
last seven years, have been two thousand six hundred and nineteen ; average of 
each 374. And the average number of Children maintained and educated in tiiese 
Schools during the last seven years, has ' been two thousand and ninety-three,* of 
which number 1,289 ^'^^ Boys and 804 were Girls; and the number under the 
care of the Society on the 29th of September 1808, was two thousand two hundred 
-and fifty. one, of which number 1,360 were Boys and 8gi Girls. The average annual 
expenditure of the Society for the last seven years, has been thirty thousand one 
hundred and fifty-seven Pounds fifteen Shillings and six Pence, including every ex* 
pense of feeding, clothing, education, salaries, repairs of buildings, and new build* 
ings, bounties, apprentice fees and marriage portions; dividing this by 2,093, the 
average number of Children maintained and educated, it appears that the average 
annual . expense of each Child to the Institution, has been fourteen Pounds eight 
: Shillings and two Pence. And as the average time which each Child remains under 
the care of the Society, is stated to us to be seven years, it follows, that each Child 
costs the Society, firom the period of admission to the close of his apprenticeship, the 
sum of one hundred Pounds seventeen Shillings and two Pence. 

The present state and condition of the Charter Schools, in every respect, will Present State 
appear by the Reports || of the Visitors employed by us, and hereunto annexed ; ^^ Coudi- 
and also by a ^F Report firom the Lord Bishop of Deny, who Icindly undertook to chartc^* 
visit three of the most remote Northern Schools, viz. Ray, Bally castle and Bal-* Schools, 
lykelly, which Report is also subjoined, and which contains his Lordship's senti- 
ments as to the means of their improvement. It was conceived, that any informa- 
tion which we could derive upon this subject from persons concerned in the manage- 
ment of the Institution in any of its departments, might be liable to exception ; it 
was therefore determined to employ persons, whose characters entitled them to 
the confidence of this Board, to make an actual survey or inspection of all the 
Schools. For this purpose, the Reverend Doctor Beaufort, and Mr. Comeille, our 
Secretary, were selected; and their Reports, together with that of the Bishop of Derry,

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PFoteatant contain a statenient founded on actual survey of all the Schools* and Nurseries. 
Chaner They correspond in the main with tlie observations of Members of this Board, 
^ . who have visited these Schools, and, we are satisfied, present a true and correct 
statement of thvir present actual condition. The contrast they form viith Reporti 
heretotbre made of the state of those Schools from laiquestionable authority, is 
highly honourable to the late exertiuis ai ^ Committees of Fifteen, who a^^ar 
to have devoted themselves with equal zeal, ability and success, to tlKir laborioos 
and important duties. This contrast is calculated to excite an expsctatioo, that 
a much higher degree of Improvement is attainal^, under a continuance of the 
same system. Without entering at preaeet into the consideration bow far tfae main 
purpose of the Institution might be more effectually advanced upon a plan essentially 
difierent^ we think it right to suggest those obvious pcHnts of improvemeat aod 
correction, which arise mt of a view of the documents and informatioa laid before 
us. It appears. 

First. That though the recent suppreesim of some iU-ratuated and ill conducted 
Schools has been productive of considerable advantage, the number and dispersion of 
the Schools still remaining, renders the management of them complicated, and the 
inspection dif&cult. 

sdly. That some of the Schools still remaining are much too small; otiiera un- 
provided with suilicient Infirmaries, Dining-halls, Working-itKHns, and otlier necessary 
accommodations ; and that one is without any Endowment of Land for the use of 
the Schoolmaster; that some of the School-houses are not in a state of repair; and 
that it would require a considerable smn to place all the Scfaook of the Establishment 
in such thorough and perfect order, as would adapt them to answer the purposes of 
the Institution. 

3dly. Thi^ the Provind^ Nurserite being in their ori^nid plan and general 
nrrangementc^culated chiefly for the reception of Children of very tender years, the 
fjducation of such Children as are suffered to remain there after tiie age of eight 
years, cannot be so well attended to, as in Schools where instruction and moral dis- 
cipUne are the principal objects. 

4thly. That the regular removal of Children at the proper age from Nurseries to 
Schools is inipraeticable, as it depends upon the contingency of the Schools within 
proper distance affording a suffident number of vacancies at the seascHis suited for 
removing them. 

5thly. That the frequent transplantation of Children is an evil, and greatiy 
IMigmented in oonsequence of the number of Sdiools, and t^ existence of tfae 
Nurseries. 

6thly. That no sufficieitt provision has been yet made for continuing the si^ier- 
intendmg care of tiie Society over the Children apprenticed ; nor has there been ai^ 
Be^tiy kept of their conduct aoA progress after leaving tlie Schools, exc^ so fitr 
- as 'can be collected from ^e Kegistry of apprentice fees and bounties paid. 

7thly. That the Heports of Local Committees in general are not implicitly to fae 
d|9p«ided on, and that some additional provisions for injecting and reportmg the 
State of these Schools frmn time to time seems to be iodispensably necessary. 

8thly. Th^ the Society have laboured under considerable difficulty in carryii^ 
repairs and alterations of buildings into execution in several places, and that waste- 
fol and iojudictous expendibure has been the necessary consequence, in spite of all 
the vimlance and caution that couW be exercised by the Committee in Dublin. 

gthly. That the Establishment called The Dublia Nursery, in Charlemount-street, 
is an inadequate one ; and that ihe Infirmary for the diseased of all the Schools, 
attached to the School of Clontarf, ou^t to be wholly separated from it, and made 
a distinct Establishment. 

lothly. That in general the Labour of the Children is not as judiciously disposed 
of as it might be wished ; that the system m this respect is defective, and calk for 
improvement. 

Iq thus enumerating the points in which improvement seems to be called for, we 

^ not mean to impute any blame to the govarning body ; much solid improvement 

has been effected in the face of many difficulties, and in a short space of time ; and 

it is to be expected, that in the management of a complicated system, involving 

DOt Edncation only, but the Clothing and Maintenance of above two tliousaiid 

' hundred Children scattered in thirty-nme different Establishments, and the

1 St. That such Schools as arc too stnali, «candly endowed -wMi land^ imxmve- 
Dieiit HI point of situation w aocemmodation, and oat of repair, shoidd be sup- 
pressed as soon as accommodatiofi oan be provided foo* the Children therein con- 
fined, by the enlargeaieDt of Schools better ^idapted in every respect to tosV^^ 
the porposes of the Institutioii. 

2dly. That the fistablishments now called Nurseries, namely those €€ Mismisteifie- 
van, Monivea, and Shannon Orove^ be converted into Schools ^, in ^^lii^h E4iica<- 
tion and Industry shall be the principal objects ; from wiiieh essential points th^ 
attention of the SuperintendeMs is now necesBaiil^ diverted by the care riB<[|mi*ed in 
tiie ttanagiBnient of the health of a number of small Children, 

3dly. That in order to carry thig measure into effect, no Children be henoefortk 
admitted till they have attained the age of six years. 

4thly . That Visitors be henceforth em^loy^ by the Society, as well to inspect 
the state of the Schools as often as may ap^ar to be necessary, as to enqtlk^ iiiAa 
and report upon tiie slate of the Children who have been apprenticed. 

5thly. That a (Registry be ke^ of the ^tutttion, conduct, and progt^lsB of ttife 
Children apprenticed, founded upon thMe Reports^ so as henieeforward to present 
as far as possible an accurate view of the progress of each Chfld, to the tclrihiHH* 
tion of its apprenticeship. *• 

6tlily. That the alterations, additions and improvements that may foe proje^ted^ 
and the genend superintendence of the Buildings of the Sodety in future be 
plaxred under tlie direction of one or more competent arcidcects ; and that ail fiitwt 
alterations and additions to the BuikKngs of the Society, he founded on ReportH to 
be received from persons qualified mui empb^ed for t^ purpoee, and not n^^y cte 
local information transmitted. 

7thly. That with a view to the improvement of the Children ifi Industry, it«ttjf 
perhaps be advisable that in some Schoob labour sbotfld be maide Itidt^ pectiy<irt^ 
the object than in others ; that the employments to be pursued in each School 
(and which might be more diversified than at Jpfesetit f) Should be isettled by the 
Society, on consideration of its particiHaT circumstances ctnd sitoatioii ; that to 
excite the industry of the Children, some part of their earnings should be dotted 
to their use ; and in some Schools, such as Clontarf, near I>iA)liii, sonde additional 
branches of instruction, as for example, Madiematics, Surveyinfg, and Navi^ttion^ 
&c. might with advantage be introduced. The detsdl of arfangemetlts hy whici 
such improvements are to be carried into eflS^et, must be left to the discretion of 
the governing Body of the S'ociety, and would be muCh facilitaled by the rediictioQ 
<tf the number of Schools, already recommended. 

Sthly. That with a view to direct the public attention corituEiually fo tiij^ 
Schools, and their progress, we recommend tiiat annual Heports on tii^if Stsite dndl 
progressive Improvement^ should be made by the Socr^ to the lord liei^Gjtianf^ 
or to The Board of Education, so long ^ it may continue lo eri'st. 

The wretched state of these Schools, at ti»e period wheii Mr. Ho#imt H^it&i 
them, appears from fais Report, which was confirmed by tiie evidenee ftiSieci 
tiefore the former Commissioners of Edudttion, and by Keports dmwn np iM^ 
some Membevs of thitt Board. What i^ffm Of pmspeirity the InBtitnli^n may 
have attained to at an earlier period of its existence, before tlie sMll whiiifa 
gave birth to it had in any degree subsided, we ha^e ivot been idMe niicurafe^ i6 
ascertain. Pyobabl^ at its commencemetit^ md 'for some yeafs after, it wits itt A 
much more flourishmg state tiian at later periods; but it is certain that fiponl the 
period of Mr. Howards Report, till some time aAttt the ^Rebellion' df 17964 
(though some defects might have been remedied in consequence of Mr. Howies 
statements, and the investigation of a CommittM of the House df Commons in 
Ireland) no considerable reformation had taken place in tile sttlt^ of the Sttho^lsi 
For about the last-mentioned year, and for sottle time after, it appears thut ndontof 
the Buildings were in a very ruinous condition, aiUl somis of the Sebooli^ in d* dtatig 
oft great ne^ect and disorder; and they appear to have sunk into this* condition* focntl 
several causes.

y ' • 2dly. The too genefal supineness of Local Committees, or their mistaken lenity 
in forbearing to report on the misconduct of Masters. 

3dly. The difficulty of procuring a sufficiently constant and regular attendance of 
the Committees of fifteen in Dublin ; for the duties of this office requiring time and 
labour, there have been certainly periods when the business of the Society in Dublin 
has experienced considerable interruption, and the general discipline of the Schools 
has been relaxed in consequence. Their present state of improvement is to he 
attributed principally to the zeal and exertions of the several successive Committees 
of fifteen of late years, as already remarked ; and it may be here proper to observe, 
that their prosperity can subsist no longer than while the same causes continue to 
operate with the same energy. The means by which (in addition to the effects 
resulting necessarily from a regular discharge of the ordinary business of the Society) 
this improvement has been effected, appear to be chiefly the following : 

1st A just but necessary severity in the dismission of Masters and Mistresses, on 
the discovery of neglect and abuse. 

2dly. The establishment of a Committee for the purpose of examining into the 
qualifications of Masters, Mistresses, and Assistants to the Schools. 

3dly. A more liberal expenditure in the allowances to the several Masters, &c. on 
the Contracts for clothing and feeding the Children, and in the article of repairs^ 
alterations, and additions to Buildings. 

4thly. The employment of an Inspector sent from Dublin to all the Schoob of the 
Society. It appears that this person was originally employed to instruct the Children 
in psalmody ; but, in consequence of frequent judicious and useful remarks com- 
municated by him, the Committee of fifteen were induced to enlarge his commission 
to a general inspection of several of the Schools, and of the Children apprenticed 
from them. The benefits resulting from this partial adoption of the system of 
inspection, confirms us in our expectation of the advantages that may result from its 
establishment upon a more hberal and extended scale. 

Whilst we warmly and sincerely applaud the pious and patriotic efforts of those 

who contributed to the establishment, and laboured for tlie success of this 

Institution, we feel ourselves bound to state, that during a very considerable period 

of its existence, it appears to have fallen short of attaining the purposes for which 

it was established, and to have failed of one great object, that was intended 

and expected from it — the conversion of the lower orders of the Inhabitants of 

Ireland from the errors of Popery. The utter inadequacy of the Institution^ 

in point of magnitude and extent, for that object, is sufficient to account for this 

failure, independently of the operation of other causes. The number of Popish 

Children in all the Schools at any one time, has probably never amounted to 

sixteen hundred ; and this must have borne so small a proportion to the whole 

nmnber to be educated, as to have had no sensible influence on the great mass of 

population, even allowing,, that all who were educated in these Schools, continued 

in the Protestant persuasion; this however is certainly not the fact; and though 

it is impossible to ascertain the number of those who have returned to the Popish 

persuasion, there is reason to believe that it has not been inconsiderable. But 

there is another important end of the Institution which has always been answered 

by it, to a certain extent, and appears at this time, to be attained in a very hig^ 

degree indeed — the instruction of so great a number of poor and destitute 

Children, bringing them up to habits of industry, and quahtying and enabling 

them to become useful members of society; advantages of peculiar importance 

in a Country abounding in population, and where no general public fimd is 

provided for relieving the distresses of the Poor. It is in this point of view, we 

cannot but recommend the Institution as deserving the continuance of that 

Le^lative patronage and support which it has so long enjoyed: and we are 

persuaded, that if uie zeal now so happily excited for the general advancement of 

moral and religious education of the Poor, and which has already produced such 

salutary effects, shall continue to operate in giving full efficacy to the measures 

recommended in this Report, the most beneficial consequences may be expected to 

result to this part of the Empire. It appears that the reluctance of Popish Parents 

to commit their Children to the care of the Society, seems to have considerably 

subsided. Constant instances occur, of earnest sohcitations by Popish Parents for 

the admission of their Children into these Schools, few of applications for their being 

returned* 
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returned.* The prejudice, which formerly existed against them in a much greater Protestant 
degree than at present, was proljably augmented by the disrepute into vhich Beverat c^i^'^^Js^ 
of tiie Schools had deservedly fallen, by the Society having, contrary to the letter as 
well asthe spirit of the original Charter, confined the admission of Children almost ex- 
clusively to those born of Popish Parents, and thus giving it the appearance of an 
Institution established solely for the purpose of con version to the Protestant Religion ; 
and by exaggerated notions of th^ course of instruction pursued. Such impres- 
sions will assuredly abate in proportion to the confidence that must result from 
general good management, from the hberal principles by which admission is now 
regulated, and trom the Society having removed a well-founded objection to the 
course of religious education, by the discontinuance of the Formula, called '• Tlie- 
Protestant Catechism." 

On the subject of the Consolidation of the Schools, which we have recommended 
to a certain extent, we are aware that many important ends of the Institution might 
perhaps be more effectually attained in f four great Establishments, each contaimng 
from five to six hundred children ; the management would thus be rendered, more 
simple, the superintendence more easy and efficient, the expense considerably 
3maller, and the field for improvement more extensive. The methods for conducting 
suph Establishments, which have been of late years so happily introduced, are a great 
additional advantage ; and if the whole Institution were now to be begun would pro- 
bably determine us. to give them a decide^ preference. But we are restrained by 
.the consideration, that such a plan would involve the abandonment of almost all the 
present Establishments and Buildings connected with tl^em (on some of which Cdh*- 
siderable sums Ua^e been lately expended) as well as of tlie endowments of Land 
annexed to them respectively ; that several, of tk^ present §cl>ools were actually 
fouQjded in consequence of Dpnations or I3equests to tlie Society expressly appro- 
priated tp their support, and vyhipb w^? a^ therefore jclearly of opinion ought not -to 
be given up ; that the erection of four, great Schools on t;he p\an alljuded. to would 
be attended with a grea.t im5ri,§.4iate expense, in addition to that of supporting the 
present Sc^oob till they were coniple^^^i : A^?4 we ^annot but bear in iniiid, that 
.the original object of the whole, institution o^ the Cfisgrter Schools was to afford the 
opportunity and advantage of Protestant education to as many distrfctSaS possible. We 
are therefore of opinion, that a considerable 'number of th6 pr^erit Schools should be 
retained, and that as weHin retaining those as insuppressilig btliers, i*egard shdUd 
be had not only to the convenience of their sitiiatiorf for Yorming lai'gei^'and more 
useful establishments, but also to the extent of their influence iti encoUragihgand'dif- 
fuain^ \he Protestant religioru . * 

With respett to the Rules of the Society, annexed to this Report (See Appendix, 
No. 5,) they are several of them of Ipng standing, and some of tliem inconsistent with 
»the principles on which the Institution is now conducted. This inconsistency points 
out the necessity of a revision of these Rules, with a view to the omission of all 
.^uch as are obsolete in practice ; and we have recommended such revision to tha 
Society accordingly.

The same to revert to 
the same Society whenever it should 
be re-established for the purposes 
aforesaid. 



Copy of the WILL of the late Bishop Pococke. 

IN the Name of God, Amen. I Doctor Richard Pococke, Bishop of Ossory, beiog in 

f>rctty good health aod souud of mind and memory, but sensible of the uncertainty of 
luman life, do make this my last Will and Testament in manner and form following. And 
iirst I do bequeath my soul through the merits and intercession of Christ Jesus our mosc 
merciful Redeemer, to be washed clean and pure by his most precious Blood, to be pre- 
sented without spot to our most merciful Creator ; and my body to be privately buried, 
as either my Executors or next of kin shall direct. I do leave to my dear Sister Eliza- 
beth Pococke, of Newtown in Hampshire, Spinster, my House and Land in said Parish of 
Newtown. I do leave to my Servant William Belcher, and his Wife, each of them twenty 
Pounds, And to all my otner Servants living with mc in my House at the time pf my 
death, the sum of five Pounds each ; and to all those who are English, and immediately 
transplant themselves into England, five Pounds more to each, to near their charges. I do 
desire that my Chaplain, the Reverend Mr. Mervyn Archdall, do pack up carefully my Na- 
tural Collection, and direct the packing up all my Antiquaries, all to be sent to London to 
be sold in lots at pubhc auction ; for which trouble 1 do bequeath him the sum of twenty- 
five Pounds ; and it is my will, that they be sent by long sea to London, as my Ex- 
ecutors shall direct. I do leave all the rest of my Estate real and personal to the 
Incorporated Society in Dublin for promoting English Protestant Schools in Ireland, in trust 
for the uses following : First, that the interest and rents be paid half-yearly to my said 
Sister Elizabeth Pococke or her order, for and during her natural life, and then to Eliza-

then 1 do leave all my Estate real and personal lor founding a School for Papists Boys 
from twelve to sixteen years old, who shall become Protestants, and to be bred to linen- 
weaving, and instructed in the principles of the Protestant Religion ; said Boys not to have 
been at any School before of any public legal foundation, and particularly in none of the 
Charter Schools ; to be apprcnticecl to the Society, after they are fourteen years old, for 
seven years, desiring that my manufactory house at Lintown, Kilkenny, if not disposed 
of by me, be applied for that use; and if the Society may think it better to sell any of my 
Leases, 1 desire the produce may be disposed of in some Government security; and if 
any other Religion shall at any time be established than the present Protestant Religion, 
I do then leave the w hole for such time to St. Patrick's Hospital in Dublin for Lunatics, 
under the direction of the Archbishop of Dublin for the tnne being, and of the other 
Governors of said Hospiuil, to revert to the said Society whenever it shall be re-established 
for the purposes above mentioned. I do leave the Incorporated Society in Dublin the ex- 
ecution of this my last Will and Testament. I do leave all my Manuscripts to the British 
Museum in London, to the Governors or Trustees thereof. The above Will, written with my 
own hand on the 24th day of March 1765, 1 do desire may be looked on as a Codicil to 
the other Will, signed and sealed, as far as it differs from it, not havmg here in London, 
convenient Witnesses, 

I Richard 
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I Richard Pococke, Doctor of Laws and Bishop of Ossory, do make my laft Will and 
Testament in manner following ; first, I give and bequeath to my dearly beloved Sister 
l^lizibeth Pococke, Spinster, of Newtown in Hampshire, my House and L:md in Newtown, 
Hampshire, i.i which slie now lives. I do leave ^11 my Manuscripts to the Raddiff Li- 
brary in Oxford. I do make the Incorporated Society of Dublin for promoting English Pro- 
testant Schools in Ireland, the Executors of this my laft Will and Testament ; and I do give 
deuiisc and bequeath to them, all my Estate real and personal, except as before excepted, 
ill trust for the uses following. I do leave to each of my Servants, W illiam Belcher and his 
Wife, the sum of ten Pounds each ; and to all the rest of my Servants living with me in 
jny House at Kilkenny, the sum of five Pounds each; and to all my English Servants five 
Pounds each, over and above the ten Pounds, and five Pounds in case they leave 
Ireland lo settle in England. I do leave the Interest of all my Estate real and per- 
sonal, and all the income of my said EsUite real and personal, to my Sister aforesaid 
during her natural life, desiring it may be remitted to her quarterly as it comes in. 
And after the decease of my said Sister, I do leave my Estate real and personal for the 
uses following ; to found a Weaving School at Lintown near Kilkenny, in the house f 
built for weavmg, for Papist Boys who shall be from twelve to sixteen years old, who have 
not been at any School before of any Public foundation, and particularly in none of the 
Charter Schools, to be apprenticed to the Society, at fourteen years old, for seven years ; 
said Boys to be bred to the ProtesUxnt Religion. I do desire that all my Antiquaries and 
every thing relating to Natural History, and all my Coins and Medals, be sent to 
England to be sold by public auction ; as likewise all my Books which will not sell here 
according to a just value. And I desire that the Reverend Mr. Mervyn Archdall be re- 
quested to pack up my Natural Curiosities, and label them ; for which 1 desire that a pro- 
per present be made to him, though he is a signing Witness to this Will. I declare this 
my last Will apd Testament, all written with my own hand, and desire it may stand good, 
though it may be deficient in point of law. Signed, sealed and declared this 10th day of 
July 1763.

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RULES for the Governraentof The Protestant Charter Schools and Nurseries 

of Ireland. 

AT the annual General Meeting of the Incorporated Society in Dublin for promoting 
English Protestant Schools in Ireland, held on Wednesday the ist of February 1809, the 
following Rules, as amended and altered, were read and confirmed, as recommended by the 
Board of Education. 

27th March 1809. *^"*' Adamson, Scx7. 

TO the Reverend Catechiste, and the Members of the Local Committees of the several 
Protestant Charter Schools and> Nurseries of Ireland, under the direction of the In- 
corporated Society; and to the Masters, Mistresses, and Ushers thereof. 

The following General Rules and Orders are extracted from the Proceedings of the In- 
corporated Society and Committee of Fifteen, and directed to be strictly observed and ad- 
hered to by the Masters, Mistresses, and Ushers of the several Schools and Nurseries. 

It is found that, notwithstanding repeated instructions given by the Committee of Fifteen 
and the Society at large, the Accounts and Returns from several of the Schools and Nur- 
series are continued to be transmitted in a very careless, ilYegular, and defective manner, and 
many orders not only unattended to, but even disobe3*ed and violated, and this under the 
pretext of ignorance : The design therefore of the following pages is to do away totally that 
pretext, and to point out in one view to the Masters, Mistresses, and Ushers, their respective 
duties; for which this plan appears better calculated than the detached sheets of Rules and 
Orders which have been from time to time sent down to the Schools. It is however to be

oTiScn-vedjthat this book* is not by any means intended to supersede the necessity of continuing 
those detaclied sheets of Rules and Orders constantly hung up in the School and Committee 
lX)oms; on the contrary, the general order to that purport is still to be strictly adhered to. 

The perusal of those pages is therefore strongly recommended to the Masters, Mistresses, 
And Usners, whereby they will be enabled, witnout much trouble, to know what is required 
of them by the Society, and to avoid falling under their displeasure, and incurring the fines 
to be inflicted for neglect and non-observance of the rules laid down for the government of 
the Schools committed to their care. 

It 16 the direction of the Committee of Fifteen, that all quarterly accounts shall be laid 
before them according to the order in which they shall be received by the SecreUiry; but the 
accounts from such of the Schools or Nurseries as are irregularly stated, or from which all 
the proper and necessary returns and vouchers are not made, will, according to the Society's 
order, be returned to the respective Masters and Mistresses to be corrected, the expense of 
(he postage not allowed to them, and such accounts will not be brought under re-considera- 
tion until all those that are regular shall have been passed by the Committee of Fifteen.

51. Return of Cattle.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses are te transmit, with each Quarterly 
Abstract, a Return, attested by the Cateqhist^ of the different kinds of cattle they keep, dis-* 
tinguisbiDg the number of milch cows, and their respective ages. 

32. Separate Farms.]— No Master or Mistre^ of an^ Charter ScbpQl or Nursery is 
to rent any land, except what he or she holds from the Society, without having |Ir9t Qht(UQls4 
leave from the Conmiittee of Fifteen to take such land ; after having specified the number 
of acres in said land, and its distance from the schoot. 

Every Master and Mistress is required to state what land they hold, in addition to the 
land tKe Society have let to them, and its state and prodtP^e as t^ cultivation, with the Ke*- 
turns for the June Quarter in every year. 

33. Lists of Children fit to be apprenticed.^'^-The Masters and Jlfistre^ses are to t;r^siiyit. 
with each Quarterly Abstract, a list, certified by the Catechist, pf the qan^es aq^ ages of s.uch' 
of the children in their respective schools, as he shall judge^ iroi^ .^ge and iqstruptipn in 
jeaming, fit to be apprenticed. 

34. Incidents and Utensils.] — No bills of incidents or utensils ave paid by tb^ ^ociety^

number of days such workmen were employed ; and to take care that they work the 
number o( hours customary in their several trades, and that they execute the work in a 
proper manucr. 

39. Bill for Repairs,] — No bill for repairs or other work executed, is paid by the Society, 
unless the same is transmitted, and that the Local Committee or Catechist have certified that 
such repairs or work are completely executed in a substantial and workmanlike manner; 
-and that the date of the Society's or Committee of Fifteen's order, in pursuance of which 
the work was executed, is specified ; and unless due credit is given for all money advanced 
on accountof the work, and for old materials. 

40. Apothecary.] — The Masters and Mistresses are to keep a book, in which must be en- 
tered all medicines received from the Apothecary ; and the name of each child for whom 
the medicine was received, duly specified. No bill for medicines is paid by the Society, 
unless thus regularly patiented ; and unless the Master or Mistress shall certify that all the 
medicines charged, were received for the use of the children of the school, and administered 
to them only. The Apothecary's bill, and all others, are to be transmitted to the Committee 
of Fifteen every quarter. The Masters and Mistresses are to notify this rule, in writing, to 
the medical gentlemen attending the respective schools. 

41. Salaries.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses are to charge in their respective accounts, 
the salaries of themselves, the Catechists, Ushers, Servants, and all other salaries paid 
by the Society, regularly each quarter. No charge of this nature for half a year or 
upwards will be admitted, unless a sufficient excuse is given, for having it so charged. 
^11 charges for salary, 8cc. must express the date when due, and the name of the person to 
whom paid. 

42. Abstract to be filled, and Papers to be indorsed.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses 
are to be particularly careful to fill up the several columns and blank spaces in the 
Quarterlv Abstract ; to fold neatly and indorse all the Papers and Returns to be transmitted 
therewiin, as soon as convenient after each quarter-day, stating the name of the School at 
the top of each Paper or Return, next the quarter to which it refers, aud then the purport of 
its contents. 

43. Number of children to be stated Monthly.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses of 
each and every School and Nursery are to inform the Secretary by letter, on the 
first day of every month, of the number of children then actually under their care, distin- 
guishing the sexes. 

44. Abstracts, Letters, &c. how to be directed.] — All abstracts, letters and returns 
on' the business of the Society to be put under cover, and directed to the Secretary 
of the General Post-Office ; having the words ** Incorporated Society" marked on a conspi- 
cuous part thereof. 

45. Goods for the Schools.] Whenever any ^oods which are to be sent from Dublin, are 
ordered for a school, the Master of such school is to direct a safe carrier, in whom he can 
confide, to call at the Society's house for them; but to give notice to the Seci-etary some 
time before he is to call, that the goods may be ready packed op. And no Master is to apply 
for any goods of bis own accord, printed abstracts, indentures, forms of admission, &c. ex- 
cepted ; but when any articles are wanting tor the children's use, he is to inform the Local 
Committee or Catechist thereof, that apphcation may be made through them in due form to 
the Committee of Fifteen. 

46. Application for Goods.] — ^The Local Committees of the several Schools and Nurseries 
and the Catechists thereof, are requested, when any representation is made to them by the 
Master or Mistress of die school over which they preside, that bedding, furniture, or utensils 
of any kind, or paper, or bopks, are wanted for the use of the children and school, not to pay 
any regard to such representation, without previously examining into the number, state and 
condition of the like particulars as shall be so required, then remaining in the school and fit 
for further use; and at the same time to call for and have before them a true account when 
any such articles were lastapplied for and granted by the Society; and this account the Local 
Committees and Catechists arc requested to transmit to the Committee of Fifteen, to the cud 
that they may fi^rm some judgment of the attention paid by the Masters and Mistresses to the 
care of the articles with which they are entrusted. 

47. Inventories to be copied.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses of the several Schools and 
Nurseries are directed to copy in a bound book, to be provided for the purpose, an exact 
transcript of the inventory ot beds and bedding, furniture, utensils, and all otherarticles the 
property of the Society under their care ; and the Local Committees or Catechists are re- 
qucbted to sign said transcript so copied, at the same meeting at which they sign the tran- 
script which the Mastcror Mistress is to transmit to the Committee of Fifteen ; so that there 
may be two originals preserved, that in the book to be in the Master or Mistress's keeping, 
ready for the inspection of visitors: and the Masters or Mistresses are to add to such tran- 
script, from time to time, every article received from Dublin, or bought in the neighbourhood, 
insertiug the dates when so received or purchased. 

4S. Receipts for Goods.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses are not only to send an immediate 
^jkaovledgcment to the Secretary, for all goods received, specifying the quantity of each 

article. 
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artrcle, but also to specify the particulars in the column . of the print^ Abstract appro- Appendix, 
priated to that purpose. No. 5. 

49. Carriage of Goods.] — The Masters and Mistresses are to pay for the carriage of all 
igooSs received from Dublin, unless otherwise directed by the Secretary, according to the 
regulated prices of the country, and to charge the same in their succeeding accounts with 
the Society. 

50. Quality and Quantity of Goods.J — The Local Committees and Catechists are re* 
^quested, in case goods of any kind should be sent to the schools of bad quality^ or deficient in 
quantity, lo report the sam^ to the Committee of Fifteen.

51 . Quantity of Sheeting aud Ticken.] — ^The Society allow nine yards of linen (28 inches 
in breadth) to each pair of sheets, that each sheet may be full two yards and a quarter in 
length : and eight yards and a quarter of ticken to each bed and bolster, that borders may 
be left entirely round the bed, of one fourth part of the breadth of the ticken. 

52. Sheeting marked.] — It is ordered, that no linen for sheeting be sent to any of the 
Schools or Nnrseries fromtlie Society's house, without being cut out, and marked in the cen- 
tre of each end of every sheet with the words Incorporated Society, and the length of 
each sheet also marked thereon. 

^3. Elopement.] — If a boy or girl should elope from any of the schools and be 
recovered by the Master or Mistress, notice thereof is to be inmiediately given to the 
Committee of Fifeen, and such boy or girl is to be kept in solitary confinement, and apart from 
from the other children, for a certain time, and oti^ei wise punished ai the discretion of the 
Catechist, 

If a boy or girl should elope a second time, such boy or ^irl shall not be readmitted : but 
if retaken, shall be expeliect the school with every mark of disgrace. 

54. Fine for Elopement.] — The Master or Mistress of every school from which a child 
slopes, shall for every such elopement be fined one Guinea, as such elopement must be 
attributed to the want of due attention on the part of the Master or Mistress. But it is noC 
required that this rule shall be posted up in any of the school-rooms. 

55. Elopement from Apprenticeship.] — If a boy or girl should elope from his or her 
apprenticeship, and be discovered by the Master or Mistress of any of the schools, imu)e* 
diate notice shall be given to the Secretary, and also to the person to whom the boy or girl 
was apprenticed, if such person resides in the neighbourhood of the scliool ; but the 
apprentice is not to be readmitted therein. 

56. Land not to be burned.] — ^The Masters and Mistresses are prohibited from burning 
any part of the school-lands, on pain of immediate dismissal from the service of th^ 
Society. 

57. Masters Absence.] — No Master or Mistress is to be absent from the School or Nursery 
under his or her care, for any length of time, without permission from the Society or Com- 
mittee of Fifteen ; and when any Master or Mistress shall absent himself or herself from the 
school, he or she shall enter such absence, and the cause of it, in the Visitors Book, stating 
by whose permission he or she quitted the school, the exact time of his or her departure, 
and the exact time of his or her return. 

58. Receipts for Bank Notes.] — Whenever the Masters or Mistresses of any School oi^ 
Nursery shall receive from the Society a remittance of the first halves of Bank notes, thej 
are wittiout loss of time to send an acknowledgement to the Secretary, describing the notes 
as to No. Date, 8cc. and specifying the amount in words as well as in figures, the date of 
the orderinpurauanceof which the money is remitted, and the purpose to which it is to be 
applied. The remaining halves are not remitted, until tnis rule is complied with« 
And the several Masters and Mistresses are to send immediate receipts for the second 
as well as for the first halves of the Notes, when they shall have received them. No 
further remittance is made until such receipts for the second halves shall be received 
by the Society. 

59. No Dealings, &c.] — ^Tlie Society disapprove and forbid any dealings whatsoever for 
subsistence, clothing or other matter, between the Masters or Mistresses of any of the Schools 
or Nurseries, and any Member of the Society or Local Committee. 

60. Crediting Masters.] — It is ordered that no person or persons do advance or give any 
Master or Mistress of the Society's Schools or Nurseries, any money, provisions or goods 
whatsoever, upon the credit or direction of any person, unless this Society or the Committee 
of Fifteen shall previously approve or direct the same, by special order : and in case any per- 
son shall so advance or give to any such Master or Mistress any money, provisions or goods, 
without such direction, the Society will not pay or be answerable for the same, as the Society 
orCommitteeof Fifteen, by proper advancements, enable their Masters and Mistresses t^ 
purchase provisions, clothing, and other necessaries for the use of the children committed to 
their care, with ready money on the best terms. 

It is also ordered, that the foregoing Order be printed advertisement-like, and a proper 
number of copies sent to the Local Committees and Catechists of each School and Nursery ; 
and that they be requested to have them posted upon the Church and Chapel doors^ ofs j of

61. Transplantation.] — In tran8)>Ianting children, the Society licvcr allow more than eight 
to be put on one car. 

The .Soeirty allow twopence per mile, which includes maintenance, for the transplanta- 
tion of each child. 

The ^tasier or Mistress of the school from which any children are to be transplanted, shall 
give to the person employed to conduct them, a list of the names, ages when original1||^ 
admitted bj- the Society, and present ages, religion, original place of residence, and recbni- 
inendertf of the s^everal chiTdrcn ^ ¥^hid\ list is also to contain an exact inventory of each 
a^nd every article of clothing belonging to the children, given into the cafe of the pemoh so 
to conduct them, and the condition of each article. 

The Masters or Mistresifes of the schobls from which children are to be transplanted, ar^ 
to 2ive with such children their old clothes, with the addition only of a second snirt or shift, 
and a second pair of stockings; and they arc to tninsmit to the Secretary a particular and 
correct Retom, certified by the Catechist, of such articles of clothing, ancf the condition 
of tlicm, belonging to the children transplanted, as shalf remain in the school after iheit 
departure* 

i;\ny 5fa<tcr or Mistress who shall detain ntiy child or children ordered by the Committee 
of Fifteen to be transplanted, will incur the displeasure of the Society ; and such Master or

and sufficient excuse shall be given for s06h detention. 

The Masters or Mistresses of such Schools or Nurseries as receive children from Dublhi,

62. Clothing.] — ^The Society^s allowance fot the aiintial clothins: of each boy in th^ 
schools, is forty-four shillings, and for each girl in the schools thirty-nine shillings, to com- 
mence from the 2cith of September in every year. Patterns of the seveial urlicWs of cloth- 
ing to be provided anuusilly by the Musters and Mistresses of the sever;il Schools and Uiif- 
ftTrries, arc to be transmitted for the inspection of the Society, with the Quarterly Accounts 
for the 24th of June in every year, with the dimensions artd prices sj>ccified. 

At the proper season, viz. between the 24th of June and 1 st of August in every year, upon 
application being inade, a sum of money amounting to Iwo-Hiirds of the wtmie clothing 
allowance, is advanced by the Coflimittec of Fifteen, to enable tire Masters And Mistresses 
to iiurchase materials for the clothing, and to proceed in making it up. 

I'lie clr)thes to be of one uniform colour, except where otherwise directed by the Society, 
of dark brown frieze, or other approved stuff, for the girls, with lining of linen to the vest, 
l>ody, a|id sleeves, with vellow border. 

'I hi: Masters to provide for each boy a coat and vest of frieze, two pair of tick en brecdhcs 
lined, a hat or bonnet, three pair of shoes, three pair of stockings. For each giri, a jncket 
4n j^own of apj)roved stuff, lined, and petticoat ; and under flannel petticoat, three shifts, 
a fi<:ck-cloth or handkerchief^ tlucc pair of shoes, three pair of stockings. 

It is rerjuircd thftt every article of the children's clothing shall be tully completed on or 
|>f*fr#nr the 20th of Septem'ber in every year. 

Thi* Masters or Mistresses, immediately after the 29th of September in every year, when 
fh'* entire of the children's clothing is completed; sh.'ill produce the same, togclhcr witli a 
liht of the several articles thereof, to the Catechist, in order that he may certify the samo^ 
fifit only that the articles correspond with the list, but that the materials arc of good 
rind fiiirficicnt quality. And the Masters and Mistresses shall ai the next quarterly meeting 
jifiii ihi!

No child is apprenticed but to a Protestant Master or Mistress, nor to such if married, 
unless married to a Protestant. 

The age of each child apprenticed to be inserted in the Indenture. Both boys and 
girls to be entitled to the sum of three guineas from the Society at the expiration ot their 
apprenticeships, provided they procure a certificate from their blaster or Mistress, of their 
having behaved properly during the whole term of their apprenticeship, and likewise a cer- 
tificate from the Minister of the Parish or his Curate, of ttieir continuance in the Protestant 
religion, of having regularly attended divine service, and of having received the sacra- 
ment of the Lord's dupper : such certificates to be transmitted to the Committee of 
Fifteen. 

Responsible Protestant farmers to whom any of the Charter School bojrs shall be ap- 
prenticed, to learn the farming business, shall be entitled to the fee of five guineas m 
the same proportion as those apprenticed to trades ; and such boys also shall be en- 
titled to tne bounty of three guineas aforesaid, at the expiration of their respective 
apprenticeships. 

All persons to whom the children are apprenticed as servants, are precluded from the 
benefit of an apprentice fee ; but the apprentices, upon producing certifica.tes of good 
behaviour from their Masters or Mistresses, at the expiration of their apprenticeships, also 
from the Minister or Curate of the Parish wherein they have resided, ot their continuance 
in the Protestant religion, regular attendance at divine service, and of their having received 
the sacrament of the Lord's Supper, may at the discretion of die Committee of Fifteen, re- 
ceive the bounty of three guineas. 

Resolved by the Committee of Fifteen, That it appears expedient that an Engine should 
be purchased out of the bounty usually paid to such Apprentices educated in the Charter 
Schools, as serve their apprenticeships faithfully to the silk engine business. 

Ordered, That three parts of the indentures of all children to be apprenticed by the 
Society be executed ; one part to be given to the person to whom the child is apprenticed, 
another to l>e kept at the School, and the third part to be transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Society. 

A separate book is to be kept by the Master or Mistress of every Charter School, in 
which is to be entered the name and age of each child apprenticed, the date of the in- 
dentures, and the term of years, the name and residence ot the person to whom appren- 
ticed, the trade, and the dates of the different payments made of the fee, and of the 
cratuities given at the expiration of the apprenticeship ; extracts from which books are to 
be sent quarterly to the Committee of Fifteen. 

Apprentices Clothing.] — ^The Masters or Mistresses of children apprenticed, will be paid 
twentv shillings to clothe each child, upon application to the Secretary, provided such 
child had not been newly clothed by the Society within six months previous to the com^* 
menccmcnt of the apprenticeship, and provided a certificate to that purport from the Master 
or Mistress of the School shall be laid before the Committee of Fifteen. 

Books for Apprentices.]— The following books are to be given ¥rith each and every child 
apprenticed by the Society, and the Masters and Mistresses of the several Schools are to 
take receipts for them from the persons to whom the children shall be apprentioed ; viz. 
one OL-tavo Bible, one Common Prayer Book with Companion to the Altar, one of Secker^i 
Lectures with Sermons against Popery, one Wliole Duty of Man, one of Mann's Gospels 
with notes, one set of Hannah Moore's Tracts : and it is expected that each apprentice 
shall be ready to produce the aforesaid books in good order at the expiration ot the ap* 
prenticeship, when applying for the bounty for faithful service, as in case they are not fbrtn- 
coming, the said bounty win be withheld. 

Whenever a child shall be apprenticed from a Charter School, the Master or Miscreis 
thereof shall give immediate notice to the Secretary, stating the name, occupation, and re» 
side;!ce of the person to whom the child is bound, the term of years, and the name and 
address of the ilinister or Curate of the parish in which such person resides ; in order that 
the Secretary may write to such Minister or Curate, requesting in the name of the 
Society his attention to the conduct of the Master or Mistress and Apprentice, and par* 
ticulafly that he may observe whether they be regular attendants at divine service on . the 
Lord's bay.

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66. Bounty for faithful Service.] — ^Whereas from various causes some child^ in the AppendiXi 
schools remain unapprenticed at the age of sixtt .n years and upwards, and this inconveni- ^^^^ ., 
ence seems to prevail in the schools for females, notwithstanding the constant effort^ of 
the Committee of Fifteen to procure Masters and Mistresses for toem in reputable trades ; 
to remedy this evil, and to make way for a quicker succession of children to be educated 
in the principles of pure Christianity, it is resolved, that every Charter School boy and 
girl above the age of sixteen years, who had never been apprenticed, and who shall be 
recommended by the Local Committee and Catechist, into the service of some reputable 
Protestant family, and placed in such with the approbation of the Committee of rifteen, 
and shall behave in that same family diligently, soberly and honestly for the space of five 
years, and lay before this Society satisfactory testimonials thereof, and also a certificate 
from the Minister or Curate of the parish, that he or she has during all that time regularly- 
attended Divine Service and the sacrament of the Lord's Supper, shall receive a bounty 
from the Society of five guineas, and also be entitled to the usual marriage portion of five 
pounds. 

6j. Ushers and Usheresses.]— No person is appointed Usher or Usheress to any of 
the Schools, but by a General BoarcT, of the Committee of Fifteen of the Incorporated 
Society. 

No person is appointed Usher or Usheress to any School under direction of the Society, 
who is son or daughter, brother or sister of the Master or Mistress of the same. 

When a person is recommended by the Local Committee of any School, to be ap- 
pointed Usher or Usheress to a school, such Local Committee and Catechist is requested to 
examine the Candidate in Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, Scripture History, and the prin- 
ciples of the Protestant Religion ; and report to the Committee of Fifteen whether such 
candidate is fullv qualified to instruct the children in these particulars, and is in all other 
respects fit for the situation. 

The Local Committees and Catechists are also requested to forward to the Secretary, for 
the inspection of the Society, specimens in writing, and arithmetic of such Candidate, 
Usher or Usheress, certified as written by him or her in their presence ; and also such cer- 
tificates as such Candidate can procure, of his or her having been bom of Protestant parents, 
and educated in that persuasion, of having constantly attended divine service at Church, and 
being of eood moral character. 

The Ushers and Usheresses are, to the best of their power, skill, and abilities, to instruct 
the children in the different branches of their education, under the direction (rf* the Cate- 
chist and Master or Mistress, during the hours set apart for instruction by the Rules of 
the Society, and are, during play hours, to superintend their conduct, and then and at 
all times to pay strict attention to their morals, correcting them for improper behaviour, 
for slovenliness of dress, or inattention to the care of their clothes, &c. 

The Ushers or Usheresses are to sleep in the room with the children of the school, the 
better to enable them to controul their conduct, and prevent them from abusing the bedr 
clothes, &c. 

The Masters and Mistresses are to give notice to the Local Committees and Cate- 
chists of their respective Schools, and also to the Committee of Fifteen, if the Ushers 
or Usheresses shall at any time sleep out of the house, or otherwise neglect their 
duty. 

All Ushers and Usheresses who perform their duties faithfully and diligently, and by 
whose care and attention the children improve in reading, writing, arithmetic, and the 
other branches of their education, but not otherwise, will receive irom the Conmaittee of 
Fifteen a reward of two Pounds ten Shillings at the expiration of each half-year ending 
24th of June and 25th of December, in addition to their salary, and will be in the con- 
templation of the Society, for the situation of Master or Mistress of a school, but not 
of that to which he or she is Usher or Usheress, if in otlier respects (bey are qualified 
for such appointment. 

The Ushers and Usheresses are to cause the children learning arithmetic, to repeat 
off book the table of Guineas, to twenty at least, and of Guinea and Half, to ten.

60. Ideots, Unhealdiy Children, &c.]-^It having appeared to the Committee of Fifteen, 
bjT Returns from some of the Charter Schools and Nurseries, that children have been ad- 
mitted of unsound mind, and ideots, and others afflicted with evil, scald, and scrofulous 
disorders ; in order therefore to prevent as much as possible the admission of such children 
into the Society's schools, it is ordered, that every child hereafter to be admitted into any 
of the Charter Schook or Nurseries, who.shall within three montlis after its admission, shew 
the slightest sympton of ideotism, insanity, or defect in its natural understanding, or be 
afflicted with the evil, scald, or other scrofulous eomplaint, shall be immediately returned 
to its recommender. 

And it is resolved, that no Master or Mistress shall be allowed or paid for the diet or 
clothing of any child kept in the School or Nursery, at*ter discovery being made of its 
being imlcted with any of such disorders.

together with a house free of rent and taxes, and kept in repair at the expense of the Society ; 
an allowance for fiiel, soap and candles ; and in general, above twenty acres of land at a 
rent considerably less than the value. The Society advance money at the beginning of 
every quarter for the subsistence of the children, and pay and maintain a sufficient number 
of servants in each school. 

The Emoluments of the Ushers (except Clontarf) are as follows : Salary, 15/. per annum ; 
bounty for good conduct, 5/. ; allowance for diet, 6d. per diem, besides the advantages of 
lodging, coals and candles. At Clontarf, the salary is 2o/« per annum ; the conditional 
bounty, 10/. ; — other advantages the same as in the other schools. 

79. Committee for examining Candidate Masters, &c.]— Resolved, That of the Members 
this Society a Committee be appointed for examining into the qualifications of such per- 
sons as offer themselves Candidates for the situations ot Masters, Mistresses, and Assistants 
of Charter Schools ; and that no person be appointed to any such situation who shall not 
have been personally examined by the said Committee.

84. Straw Bonnets.]-^Resolved, That it be recommended to the Mistresses of the several

85. General Orders to be hung up.] — ^Tlie Masters and Mistresses are to be careful that 
a printed copy of the Dietary, and of each of the other General Rules and Orders of the 
Society, primed in sheets, be kept constantly hung up in the respective school and Com- 
mittee rooms ; and that a book containing the General Rules and Orders of the Society be 
ready to be produced to any lady or gentleman who shall visit the Schools or Nurseries.

86* Recipe for Cure of the Itch.] — ^Take a tea-spoonful of sulphur or brimstone, for five 
nights successively ; on the third of those nights, begin to rub with sulphur mixed with 
A-esh butter ; continue to rub and also to take brimstone inwardly on the fourth and fifth 
pight-; then on the sixth night take a dose of glauber salts. The patient is to be rubbed on 
every part of the body that is broke out, except on the stomach. If the butter has been 
salted, the salt must be washed out of it. The day after the salts have been taken, the sheets 
and shirts^ or shifts must be washed, and clean sheets and clean linen must be given to the 
child; Not even the hands must be washed till the days of rubbing are over. When the 
itch is so inveterate as to appear after the first rubbing, the child ought to be rubbed a^ain 
inabput a fortnight, for the same number of days and same manner as before. As itcn is 

Earticiilacly catching and infectious during rubbing, the children who are affected ought to 
e in the Infirmary during all that time. The rubbing will not hurt the child's health, even 
though the breaking out should appear not to be the itch. 

Half an ounce of glauber salts is a sufiicient dose for a child seven or eight years old; 
if the child be older more may be necessary, and if younger less. 

" .* i 

87. Recipe for Cure of Scald Heads.] — Half an ounce of liver of sulphur finely pow 
dered, and gradually mixt with a pint of lime water ; wash the child's head with this mix- 
ture two or three .times a day, keeping the hair closely shaved or dipt. It may be accessary, 
and is advisable, to keep the body open during the operation. 

88. Another.] — Black ground pepper, one part ; hog's lard, two parts; the lard to be 
melted with a slow heat, aud the pepper mixed in ; the bead to be snaved close, and weU 
washed with a strong lather of soap-suds, and the ointment well rubbed in afterwards ; to be 
continued daily till the head gets well. A cloth or flahuel cap to be worn during cure. 

89. Another.] — ^Take two quarts of the grounds of strong beer (not sour) boil them in am 
iron pot, then put in a quarter of a pound of white-rosin, well pounded, and let them boil, 
then put in hsuf a pint of honey and let that boil, then put in as much of, the finest ry^ flour 
as will make it of trie same consistence as thin stirabout, and let it boil fill it looks shining 
upon the spoon, (about a quarter of an hour's boiling will do) ; 'ti^t|i^3fc kept in an iron pot ; 

(i;et a fine woollen cloth and cut it in several pieces, and put of the poultice on each piece not 
ess than the thickness of a crown ; cut the hair off as clean as you can, then put as mady 
plasters to the head as will cover the sore parts, let them continue on 24 hours, then puU 
them off against the grain, by which means the hair comes off the easier. Put new plasters 
on every 24 hours, till the. hair is all off, which will be iju about a week. They must be conti- 
nued a considerable time after the head is apparently cured. The head must never be 
washed, but well rubbed with a cloth. 

90. Another.] — ^Take four ounces of black pitch, four ounces of Burgundy pitch, two 
ounces of white rosin, two ounces of bees wax, two table-spoonfuls of wheat flour, one ditto 
sulphur brimstone, and a small bit of butter without salt ; put them all into a vessel over a 
slow fire, and when melted, let it he well stirred, in order to incorporate the. whole ; then 
take a dressed sheep-skin, cut as much of it as will cover the whole bead, spread tae compo 
sition on the flesh side, and apply it to the head whilst warm. This cap must remain on the 
head for four weeks ; when taken off, if any of the hair remain on the affected part, it must 
be pulled out ; then apply a second cap of the same, which must remain on the head for 
three weeks ; then a third, which must remain for two weeks; and if the patient is 
greatly affected, let a fourth be applied, which certainly will effect a cure in the worst 
stages. After the last cap is taken ofl, care must be taken to keep the head very warm^ 
ana rubbed every day with an ointment of herbs, such as daisy roots, plantain leaf, rib-grass 
and the Uke. 

N. B. The head must be close shaved^ if possible, before the first cap is applied. 

91. Another.] — Let the heads be kept constantly close shaved, let them be rubbed every 
night with about a drachm of the yellow ointment of the Edinburgh Dispensary, called Un;^. 
Citrinum, made very soft with oil of olives, and then covered with woollen night-caps: They 
should take a purge once a week while they continue rubbing ; and they that are of a 
stronger constitution than ordinary, should first be bled. 

92. Imprest Account, Annual Statements.] — A letter or requisition from the Commis*- 
sioners of Imprest Accounts, dated the 1st day of May 1806, of which the following is a copy, 
having been this day taken into consideration ; viz.

It appears well managed, and 
had on it the following crops: potatoes, 3 acres in drills} barley 
3 acre>; clover 2 ditto; wheat 2 ditto; oats 5 ditto; flax 1 ditto; 
mciidow 3 ditto ; pasture 10 ditto. 

The farm supplies the consumption of the house in milk, pota- 
toes, and meal. But it must be observed, that tlie Master does 
not rely alone on what beholds from the Incorporated Society 
but uses the produce of his own farm. It might be advisable not 
to permit the Master of a Charter School to hold ground, except 
under the Society, as they may be tempted to use the - manore 
made upon the one in impi-oving the other: this however does not 
iippeor to be the case at JUallikelly- ^ 

All sufficiently good. 

The Master does not adhere to the Rules 
of the Dietary, alleging that he cannot at 
all seasons afford to do so; he occasionally 
gives them stirabbut and milk in summer, 
and beer and molasses and water in winter : 
the children ho«vever appear to be extremely 
healthy. 

Master is considered to be in good cir- 
cumstances, and a very honest man. He 
sometimes deals for ready money, and some- 
times on credit ; dops whichever answers 
him best : during the last dear season he was 
obliged to deal on credit.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

TO place the Charter Schools on a footing more beneficial to the community, I should 
advise that Nursery Schools should be established in the vicinity 6f Dublin, where children, 
under the inspection of the Incorporated Society, would be properly taken care ot^ their 
morals, their health, and their education attended to. 

They ought, in my opinion, to remain there till they attain the age of eleven or twelve 
years, by which time they ought to have acquired every information necessary for 
the line of life in which they are destined to move. The girls, while there, should 
be instructed in the principles of their religion, in readiug, writing, plain- work, and 
knitting. 

The education of the boys of course equally attended to. 

When sufficiently advanced in their education, I should propose their being sent to 
Charter Schools in the Nordi of Ireland^ where the greater part of their time should be 
devoted to industry, and so instructed as to become objects to the wealthier class of linen 
manufacturers to take as apprentices. 

The boys should there be taught the different branches of the linen business, be allowed 
a proportion of their earnings, as in the Foundling Hospital, which money should be kept 
ior tLem, till their apprenticeship was served. By so doing you will give them an early 
Wbit of industryi and you may enable them to set up for tnemselves, and continue to 

them 
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•■that liabity which is too often lost by their wandaing about in pursuit of Journey- Appendit, 
^' in which too often habits of idleness are acquired, morals destroyed, and improjier Ko.6. 
connections foriibed. 

'It miglit perhaps be deshraMe to have two or three Charter Schools, on a large scale, 
in the South of Ireland ; but to those schools, children born of Protestant parents alone 
should be sent. 

As to the girts, I should advise their bein^ perfected in plain work, too little known 
among the lower order of females, and to which the rasged appearance of themselves ana 
their children may in a great measure be attributed; also m washing, knitting, and weaving 
witli the flying shuttle. 

1 recommend weaving, tliough not in general a female employment, because I conceive 
that weavers may be much wanted, if spinning by machinery should extend through the 
country; for if I am rightly informed, in a manufactory in which 60 girls of 13 years 
of age are employed, more yarn is spun in a day than three thousand women could spia 
in the same time. 

It may become an object of great consequence to the linen trade, to multiply weavers 
as much as possible, and it may be the means f»f enabling women to earn more money than 
by any other means. 

To attain these objects, I conceive it necessary to have many more children collected 
in one house .than there are at present, perhaps 1200 would not he too many; that some 
might be employed in the different branches of manufacture, while others were attending 
in school. If necessary, it would be easy to show at how much less expense establish- 
ments on sucli a scale would he supported, than several small ones, and the utility of such 
would be as easily j)roved. But as 1 consider it not necessary to enter on the subject, I 
shall only remark, that as the object of the institution is to support and render useful the 
Protestant Charter Schools, the best mode of doing so, is to place those Schools in the 
North of Ireland, where the children wiH, if properly instructed, be eagerly sought for 
as apprentices in Protestant families, and, from their constantly associating with Protestants, 
be likely to continue in the Piotestant faith. 

!Qallikelly Charter School, 

Appears to me to be very well situated Tor a large estiiblishment ; the house might be 
easily added to, and I think a thousand pounds would give full accommodation to 150 
boys; the country is plentiful, the linen trade flourishing, a wealthy yeomanry, and 
many resident Clergymen very near it, the Church is close to it^ and the situation of the 
School healthy. 

] Ray Charter School, 

Is not so circumstanced ; the house is very small, and the land belonging to it not good^ 
the expense ^reat, a Master, Usher, and Maid for 30 children: I should recommend its 
being suppressed, and the boys turned over to Bally kelly. 

Ballycastle Charter Sohool, 

Does not appear to me to fee well situated, and the children remain there long without 
l}eing sought for as apprentices; such I found to be the case when [ was there, and manjr 
children of an age to be apprenticed were in the house. On my suggestion, seventeen of 
them have been applied for. I should strongly recommend the suppression of that School, 
and the transferring of the girls to some School better situated. 

In large establishments there are many advantages ; boys may be properly classed, 
talents properly directed, and much money saved. It appears to me, that a Master and 
Usher would, under a proper system of education, answer perfectly well for a school of 
150 boys4 as many of the boys would be constantly employed in the School of industry, 
where their eai*nings would much more than dcfrajr anv expense attending it, as may be 
9een by an inspection of the accounts of the Foundling Hospital. When the numbers are 
Jarge,¥ou may probably find among^ the boys some well suited for Parish Clerks, Ushers, and 
Schoolmasters, ali- much wanted in the "different parishes of the kingdom. It might 
perhaps be advisable to have a Sohool for that purpose, to which the select boys of all 
the Charter Schools should be sent, and returned to the Charter Schools for some time 
to act as Ushers. - 

In a political point of view, it appears to me to be a matter of the first consequence, that 
ereat attention should be paid to the education of those who are likely to be employed in 
tne instruction of the lower ranks of the people ; the necessity of which has been sufficiently 
shown by the mischief done by the lower order of Schoolmasters, and by the exertions o£ 
the disanected, both in England ami Ireland, to get possession of liteau 

In my opinion, at greater benefit could not be confeited upon this country, than such 
an establishment as might aflbrd ad'nually such a niimber of young men, brought up in 
principies of loyalty, and qualified* to become teachers of the common people ; that it 
IS practicable, is proved by Frederick the Second of Prussil^ who in a very short time 
established three thousand five htllidred schools in Silesia, having in the first place pro^

Board of Education, in the Autumn of 1808, by the Reverend Doctor Bbaufobt. No. 7. 

MAYNOOTH SCHOOL, for GIRLS. 

Situation.] — This School is situated very near the town of Maynooth, on the road to 
Dunboyne, and adjoining the Duke of Leinster's Demesne. 

House."* — ^The house is well built, and in ceneraJ good repair. It contains a dining-hall, 
which is also the hall of entrance, and is without a fire-place ; a school-room, a committee- 
room, a kitchen, apariraents tor the family, and two dormitories well ventilated, in which 
tliere are 28 beds ; all remarkably clean and neat. 

Offices,] — ^The offices are very much out of repair ; they consist of a bam, a potatoe house, 
a stable, and a cow-house, over which is the infirmary, accessible only by stone steps on the 
outside, and the last-menlioned building is propped up. There is a large court in front of 
the house, a yard, and a spacious garden, all surrounded by a high wall. The garden is ia 
very good order, and well cropped with vegetables. 

Furniture.] — ^There are only two tables in the hall, and one in the schoolHroom ; some of the 
bedding appears to be very old ; table-cloths are allowed on meat days to the children. 

Number of Children.] — There are at present 57 girls in this School, though the esta- 
blished number is 50. 

Health and Appearance.] — ^They appeared perfectly clean, and seemed to be all in good 
health, except one child, who has been a long time ill, and sleeps in the ipiserable in- 
firmary ; two others who had been affected with scald heads are nearly recover^ ; there is 
uo symptom of any cutaneous eruption among them; four children were vaccinated last 
year. Mr. Ferguson, of Leixlip, is the Apothecary to the school, at a salary, as I was told, 
of 20 guineas a year. 

Instruction.] — Their instruction appears to have been carefully attended to, for the first 
■class read witli uncommon propriety ; 45 of tlie number learn to write, and 33 to cypher, 
and they seem to have made a reasonable progress in both. 

Religion.] — They answered extremely well in the Catechism, and the elder ^rls in 
the Explanation of it ; they take it in turns to say grace before meals, and they all jom in a 
hymn after breakfast and dinner. 

Employments.] — ^They are taught to make and mend their own clothes, but have no other 
employment for the needle, as there is no demand in the neighbourhood for plain work ; 
ihey also knit their own stockings, and occasionally some for sale, but these goods go off 
so slow, and at so slow a price, that it is a very unprofitable manufacture ; the Mistress 
has therefore applied for, and expects soon to receive six wheels for spinning wool. 

Charge for Work.] — No charge is made at Uiis school, by the Incorporated Society, for 
the value of the children's work. 

Clothing.] — Their clothing is very neat, and in good order, considering that it has beea 
almost a year in constant use. 

Diet.] — ^Their food is conformable to the Dietary, except that they are sometimes in- 
dulged with potatoes a month or six weeks before the appointed period of Michaelmas; 
the stirabout and buttermilk which they had at brcaktast, when I visited the house, were 
of the best quality, and their bread was equally good. The farm supplies the house with 
milk, and some part of die other articles ; but the Master buys the greater part of the pro- 
visions for read}' money at the market of Kilcock. The annual allowance for the main- 
tenance of the children ia this school, is 4J. a day for each, but un addition of one half- 
penny lias been made to it, since last Christmas, on account of die high price of pro* 
visions. 

Land.]-— The whole extent of the land annexed to the school is 14 acres, at.the annual 
rent of 11 /. ; four of these (two of which are occupied by the house, garden, and offices) 
are walled in; the other ten acres are sufficiently fenced and divided into two fields, one 
under tillage and the other in posture, on which are five cows in winter, and six in sum- 
mer, besides two horses. 

Fuel.] — The Society allows 30/. a year to this house for fuel, which consists chiefly of 
coals ; but some turf is used also. 

Mistress.]— Mrs. Jones and her husband have had the conduct of this school about 
Iwelve months ; they both appear very attentive to their business ; and the great deanli* 
ness of the house and children, the neatness of her own person, and her attendance in the 
school-room, at a very early hour when I visited it, as well as the progress of the childrefl, 
are very much to her credit. 

Usher.] — ^The Usher is Ann Clancy, a young woman of nineteen, who was educated ip. 
the school of Santry ; she appears both diligent and capable in the discharge of her duty. 

Catechist.] — The Reverend Mr. Crane, Curate of Leixlip, is die Catechist, and attends 
regularly every Week. 

Local Committee.]— The Members of the Local Committee, who pay the most attendon 
to the school, are die Reverend Mr. Ashe, Mr. Coyne, Mr. C. Hamilton^ and Mi:. Fer- 
guson. 

Observations.] — The principal improvements that appear necessary, are a new and well 
4::onspructed infirmary, the addidon of a working room, and a fire-place n the dining-hall. 
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Appendix, The offices require an immediate repair ; and some is also wanting to the staircase, and the 

locks of the house. An additional number of tables in the dinmg-hall and schooi-roonil^. 
' would be very desirable. The tableclpths, ai^d SMiie of the bedding also, require to be^ 
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DUNDALK SCHOOL, for GIRLS. 



Situation.] — This School is situated near the extremity of the town of Dundalk, at the 
south end of it, and close to the Earl of Rpdep's Demesne. 

House.l — The house was considerably enlarged in the course of last year, by an addi- 
tional building of three stories in height at each end of the old house, which was at 
the same time put into complete repair; the rf>om8 on the ground-floor are, a gooil kitchen 
and scullery, and a school-room 20 feet by 18, which serves also i'ot a dining-hall ; over 
these are a commfttee-room, with a store-room witlunside of i^, and a working-ruom, off 
which arc the Mistress's apartment and an infirmary; the upper story is divided into two large 
and fopr small dormitories, which contain 30 beds, and might hold four more : these roouie 
are thoroughly ventilated, and, as well as the rest of the house, are kept perfectly clean. 

Offices.] — ^The out-pffices comprise only a storehouse and a stable : the yard in whtcif 
they are placed, and the court before the house, are ail secured by walls. 

l^urniture.] — The bed fiirniture in the dormitories is all good and clean ; there is hut one 
bed in the infirmary ; and the remainder of the furniture consists of two small tables and 
oaken chairs in the committee-room, one long table in the working-room, and two in the. 
school-rgom, with some forms. 

Kumber of Children.] — Eighteen Children have been sent here from the Dublin Nursery, 
in June ; the number in the house at present is 58. 

ifes^lfhand Appearance.] — ^Thcy are all clean and tidy; and were all in good health be- 
fore the children came from Dublin, but 16 of these were aflfected with sore eyes, and 
the infection spread so extensively, that 30 of the old scholars caught the distemper. They 
are all convalescent now, except four, who are still disabled from any application either to 
books or work. 

Instructions.] — This complaint has retarded their progress a little, but those wlio read- to- 
me performed very well; twenty girls learn to write, and appear to be well instructed ; sixteen 
are taught arithmetic; the heads of each class are always Monitors to the classes immediate! j 
below them, and assist in their instruction. 

Religion.] — It is probably owing to the same cause that they did not answer as well as 
I expected in the Explanation of the Catecliism and in Scripture history ; for I know that 
both the Minister of the parish and the Catechist pay particular attention to this branch of 
the institution ; Mrs. Thackeiy also gives up a good deal of time to improve those who have 
good voices in psalmody : they begin their meah with a grace and conclude with a hymn; 
and the eldest girl reads prayers daily, both in the morning and the evening. There is oiic 
girl of 1 5 in this school, whom they cannot teach to read, though she is very smart at all 
kinds of labour. 

Employment:] — Until very lately the industry of the clnldren was exerted in spinning 
flax, but the produce was so small that the Mistress lost four or five Pounds every quarter. 
They are now employed in spinning wool, and knitting it into stockings for their own use and 
ior sale : in the last quarter they made by. this business alone a clear prxifit of 2 /. 1 55. having 
sold 84 pair; and they earned about two guineas by plain-work. Tliey do also a great deal 
of house-work, three girls, with a Monitor over them, being appointed weekly in turns to 
clean the house, while one attends in the kitchen and two assist iu the laundry : there is a 
sufficient number of the oldest to make up four sets for this rotation. 

Charge for Work.] — ^The Charge made by the Society to the Mistress fj)r the value of their 
industry is one Pound -a year, for three-fourths of the number in the sciioo!. 

Clothing.] — Their apparel is remarkably i)eat, and in good order at all times; and when 
dressed for church they make a very pleasing appearance in blue stuff gowns with white 
pelerines and straw bonnets; the stulT is bought in Dublin, and made up at home by the 
girls; the best leather is also procured, and a shoemaker employed in the house, by which 
their shoes nrc cheaper and better made than if they were bought. 

Diet.] — The prescribed dietary is observed here, with the same exception in favour of the 
potfitoes, as at Aiaynooth; the milk is all supplied by dairy-men, at $d. per quart, but it is 
vqry ditticult to procure a sufficiency in the winter. Wheat and oatmeal areboughtfoif ready 
money at the market of D^indalk ; the butcher who furnishes meat is paid once a quarter. 
The Society allows 4 rf. for the daily food of each child in this school, to which one halfpenny 
has been added since Christmas. 

Land.] — No land is annexed to this school, but a jood of garden behind the house, which 
sccins to be in good order; and the Master pays a high rent for five acres about two miles 
from the town ; but he has made application to the incorporated Society to let him have a 
liuiu of 26 acres, part of their estate, which lies about a mile from the school, at theexpira- ■ 
tion of the present lease, which depends up4)n a very old life. 

Mistress.] — Margaret Balmer ha^ been Mistress of this school five years, and was as-, 
sistant to her mother, the former Mistjess, during eight years : Henry Balmer, her husbaiH), 
lives with her, and assists in the manage^nent and tuition ; he has an allowance for diet, but * 
no salary. 

Usher.J— The- Usher is an elderly wom.in, of the name of Kennedy, who resides with her 
family in the town, and attends the school from eleven till three o'clock, and from five in 
the evening till bed*time; she instructs the children in waiting, and assists Mr. Balmer in 

teaching • 
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teaching arithmetic ; her salary is j 5^ and die is allowed 6rf. a day for her diet. The Master Appendix, 
and Mistress are very assiduous, and have a general eood character. No. j. 

Catcchist.] — The Catcchist is the Revereml Mr. Finlay, Curate of the Parish, who pays ' v— H 

great attention to his duty. 

Local Committee.] — The Members of the Local Committee who regularly visit the school 
are, the Reverend Mr. Thacarey, Vicar of Dundalk, the Honourable Mr. Jocelya, Messrs. 
John and Robert Page, and Mr. Ford. 

Observations.] — It appears to me, that the school-room is too small for the number of 
children at present in the house; and that great inconvenience results from making use of 
the same room for eating and instruction, as the appointed time for meals immediately suc- 
ceeds the scliool-hours. I must observe also, that, for want of a sufficient number of tables 
hi it, no more than '28 could breakfast in that room the day on which 1 visited them, the 
remainder were in the kitchen ; I remarked also a great want of appropriate utensils for the 
purpose, as the stirabout was served to them, on U'enchers, in wooden bowls, and tin por- 
ringers; and I conceive that it is not enough that the food should be goo<t in its kind, but 
that it should also be laid before the children in a neat and orderly manner, that they may 
not contract habits of slovenliness.— Had the late addition been made under the directions 
of a skilful Architect, it might have been contrived, with the same quantity of building and 
the same expense, to have supplied a large school-room, and placed the infirmary so as to be. 
remote from the noise of the working-room, and the danger of communicating infection in 
the case of a contagious distemper. The necessary is inconveniently situated in the front . 
court, and so near the house as to be often very ofiensive. 

TRIM SCHOOL, for GIRLS. 

Situation.] — ^This School stands on a dry and airy spot, at no great distance from the 
south-east end of the town, upon the road to Summerhiil. 

House.] — The original plan of this Building is bad ; the staircase is particularly ill con* 
tiived, and a good deal out of repair; the remainder of the house has lately been put into 
good order, and whitewashed. The tiront door opens into an catin^-hall of good size, at the 
end of which is a smaller room, in which potatoes are stored ; behind these are an inconve- 
nient kitchen, a store-room, a passage, and an extremely small parlour. To this story aa > 
addition has lately been made, of a dairy, and an infirmary, which seems well contrived^ 
hut is still very damp : it is furnished with tkree iron bedsteads. The first floor containi 
a committee-room, with a small chamber at each end for the Mistress, and a long room^ 
which serves both for schooling and works. The whole of the second story is thrown into 
one extensive dormitory, the stack of chimnies fbnmng a great square pillar in the centre 
of the room : this apartment is lofty and aiiy, but very cold in winter, having wiij^dows 
on every side.; and it contains 29 beds^ ail in very good order^ All parta of this house 
are extremely clean, except the staircase, which cannot be kept so, as the school-room i« 
above stairs. 

Ofiices.] — ^The detached offices are, a cart-house, a oow-hoiise, and a bam, with a good 
haggard on one side and a large yard on the other. These premises, with a very neat court 
behind the front of the house and the road, and a liorge garden welt cropped, occupy two 
acres ami an half, which is enclosed and divided by good stone walls. 

Furniture.] — There is a suffteieocy of useful furniture and tableck>ths. 

Number of Children.] — ^The establishment is for 60 ^irls, of which there are at present 
57 in the house, all looking clean and heakhyv and quite free from sore eyes, with which 
many of them hud been infected by tluree children that were sent to this school from JDublin 
in the summer. Mx. Brady, Apothecary, of Trim, is paid 1 5/. a y«ar for supplying the school 
V. ith medicine. 

Instmction.J-^These children have made a good proficiency in reading ; 29 are learning- 
to write, and 1 4 to cypher. 

Religion.] — They appear also well instructed in the Church Catechism, and Crossman's 
Explanation of it : they say grace and sing hymns before and after every, meal. 

Employment.}^— I saw 42 uf them engaged in spinning flax and wool ; they manufacture 
the woollen yarn into stockings, for which there is a great demand from other schools; 
they supply that of Ardforaccan, and are now executing^ an order from the school oU the 
Strand (near Dublin^ for 500 pair; they also make up all dieir own clothes and linen, and 
are learning lo plait straw for bonnets ; they are made to clean the house nnd assist in the 
kitchen in rotation. The same price as at I)undalk is diargcd to the JViistress fur die firuiti 
of their industry. 

Clothin^.}>p-They are all well clad in blue Candeteeuy which is bought in Dublin and 
made up at home ; they have straw bonnets, and shawls, and wear chequer bibs ; they have 
also a few old cloaks, and are applying for an additional number ; their shoes ar£ contracted 
for at Trim, at.4J. 10^ £il. a pair. 

Diet.]-^They are fed according to the Society's direction; fresh beef and mutton are bought 
at the Market of Trim t\fr ready money ; oatmeal is supplied from the farm and wkeaten pro- 
cured from the flour-mills in qjiiaiitities, there being large chests for storiiig both sorts of meal. 
1 was much pleased with the regularity with which the children went down stairs in pairs 
when the dinner-bell rang. 

Land.]— There is asmiiii farm of seven acres annexed to this school, at a rent of 4/. 16s. 6(L 
well fenced, and all under tillage^ the Master finding it more profitable to raise bis owa 
x'orn, as he can hipe good grass for his cows, very near the bouse, at 3^ guineas pei; bead; - 
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Appendix, he keeps only four cows ia summer when miik is to be bought in plenty, and six in winter 
No. 7, when it is scarce. 

-* Master and Mistress.] — William and Charlotte Egan have been somewhat more than a year 
at the head of this school, which they appear to conduct with great regularity and attention ;^ 
they have three young children of their own. 

Usher.]— The Usher, Margaret Regan, has been in that station about nine months, and 
. was diligently employed when I was there; she assists the Mistress in teaching the children 
to read and to work, and, with the Master, instructs the children in writing and cyphering. 
Two Maids arc kept. Tlie allowance for fuel is 32 /. a year. 

Catechist.] — ^The office of Catechist is regularly discharged by the Reverend Mr. Wain- 
wright, who resides in the town. 

Local Committee.] — ^The Local Committee is constantly attended by the Reverend 
Mr. Elliott, Vicar of Trim, the Reverend Mr. Hamilton, Diocesan Schoolmaster, and 
Mr. Mochler. 

Observations.] — ^The principal deficiency in this house is a working-hall, especially as the 
school-room, in which also their works are carried on, is too low, not nine feet high, and 
cannot be readily aired, the windows being all on the same side.--*A stable is also requisite ; 
and some useful alterations might be made in the kitchen and in the necessary, both ot which 
are very inconvenient and ill-contrived. 

LOUGHREA SCHOOL, for GIRLS. 

Situation.] — ^The School of Loughrea stands upon high ground, on the south side of the 
Dublin road, a full mile from the town. 

House.]— The buildings are old and much out of repair, the windows are for the most part 
rotten, and the tops of the Chimnies in a ruinous state. The ground-door comprises a large 
and good school-room well floored with brick, a poor low kitchen, and a good parlour, with 
e closet for the Mistress and family : over these the Mistress has a very neat apartment be- 
hind the committee-room; and on both sides arc donnitories, each containing ten beds: 
these two rooms are not ceiled, and their windows are so placed in one corner as to make 
that end very cold, without admitting a good circulation of* air to the other. In the upper 
story, which is partly in the roof, are a large store-room and dormitory with eleven beds, 
well ventilated. The offices are conveniently placed in the back yard ; one has been lately 
rebuilt, but the remainder, including the infirmary, which is a miserable damp room, are in 
a wretched state. Both this yard and the court in front are surrounded by stone walls. 
• . Furniture.] — ^The bedsteads appear to be very old and want to be replaced, the bedding 
seems to be very good, and the hall is well supplied with tables and forms. 

Number of Children.] — Sixty girls are the number on the establishment, but there ^re now 
66 in the house : they are for the most part very young, only four of the number having been 
two years in this School. In the course of the last twelve months eighteen have been ap« 
prenticed, and eight of the eldest were drafted to Dublin in July. 

Health and Appearance.}— They appear very neat and clean, and have no cutan^us emp^ 
tions of any kind ; one child is confined by illness, and another is aflHicted with a scrofiila; 
the whooping-cough has lately made its appearance among them, but they are now more 
free from sore eyes than they have been these two years, having repeatedly caught that dis* 
order from the children which were sent here from nurseries. Doctor Shadwell prescribes for 
the sick gratis; and Mr. Clone, Apothecary, supplies the school with medicmes; his bill 
usually amounts to about twelve guineas in the year. 

Instruction.]— -The children read well for their age, and are taught to read in the Psalter, 
Testament and Bible, at their daily lessons, and in Mrs. Hannah Moore's tracts as a reward. 
Here also Monitors are appointed from the superior classes. At writing there are no more 
than 26; and 10 at cyphering; they appear to be well instructed, but tbeir progress has been 
impeded by the prevalence of ophthalmia. 
. keUgion.]— They know their Catechism very well, but have made no great proficiency 
in the Explanation of it as yet. 

' Employments.] — ^The stronger girls clean the house and assist in the kitchen by turns; 
they make up their clothes and linen, and knit stockings for the house. The Mistress in* 
structs them also in making lace; 13 are employed in that manufacture, and I am told that 
some of them are able to earn from thirteen to eighteen shillings a week at it; yet the Mis# 
tress says that the aggregate of all their industry does not amount in the year to 45 /. witii 
which she is charged for the children's labour. 

Clothing.] — ^The children's clothing is well taken care of, clean and neat, but the^ have 
no hats or bonnets to wear on Sundays. I was not told whether the materials were procured 
in DirbUn or in the country. , 

Diet.] — Their food, when I saw them, was very good, and the meat in the store seemed to 
be of the best quality ; whatever the farm does not supply in wheat or oats, is procured in 
large quantities from the mills in the neighbourhood, and the meat bought at market-price^ 
till for ready money. In summer tlieir own rows give a sufficiency of milk, but in the 
winter they are obliged to buy some. The allowance for diet is 3I d. per day^ with the addi* 
tional halfpenny since Christmas. 

Land.] — A farm of 25 acres at 14/. a year adjoins the School, exclusive of 2 acres, which 
«re occupied by the house, garden and offices ; the garden contains only half an acre ; it is 
M^ell cropped and in good order ; the Master has erected a wall round part of it, at bis own 
expense^ the land is rocky and ill fenced; seven or eight acres of it are under tillage, and 
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6 cows are Kept on it. The 'allowance for turf is 33 /. a J^ar, but ihc Master says It (MU A^pftjJbt,

Observations,] — There are in the three dorinitories ribbiore than 31 beds, "ivhjch are hjr 
no means sufBcient to aecommo<lalc 66 children. There ^e here'helth^r a workirtg-todm 
'nor a dining-hall, nor presses to keep the hooks or clothes %kfe. The children have gfl flieir 
meals in the kitclieo, and are without table-cloths, which Is ver'y slo^/^nVy. Thi^dlightto 
be supplied with bonnets and douks in wet Weather for Stindbys, as the chiirch of Loiighr^a 
is more than a mile from the school. It ha,s already been remarked that ihe hdtiste, dild 
particularly tlie offices, require considerable repair : to Whi(^h must be added h great ihcon- 
vcnience, which arises from the want of water; they are 'oUliged to draw the w^t^'that'is 
used at least two miles, for which the Society allo^v^a k cbmpGnsatifm of dhe ^gtfine^ 'per 
quarter.

ShukJ CMaly, and Mr. O'Maly, the Chief Magistrate of Casdebar. 

OhaerraxMOft.] — It appears extraordinary that there should be no more than so beds in 
tut dacMorr, when the established numoer of children is stated at 50. It is also to be 
acned, tba: there are neither infirmary, working-room or dining-hail in this house ; the 
chiidm are therefore obliged to eat in the kitchen, some at the table, and others at the 
dr»Kr. There is no boiler in this kitchen, neither is there a scullery or dairy attached to 
it. There is no clock in the house; nor have they any table-cloths. Another inconvenience 
ahtttt firom the circumstance of there being no water but what is brought from a small lake 
as ibe lover end of the land, which is said to be generally dirty and muddy in rainy weather. 

SCHOOL of ROSCOMMON, for GIRLS. 

Sftoation«3 — ^This house makes a handsome appearance, being situated on a rising grooiut, 
with alarpe lawn before it, about a mile and a half from the town, on the northern road. 

Uoose.5 — It has been put into complete repair this summer, and is now painting; it is 
cotered tfaiongh the dinmg-hall, in which tne fire-place is bricked up. One room it used 
both for sdKKM and work, uese are well flagged ; on the same floor there are, a remarkably 
good kitchen, a convenient dairy, a cellar, and a small parlour for the Mistress; over these 
are the comniittee-foom and two chambers in front. A large dormitory occupies the whole 
extent of the rear; it contains si beds, and is very clean and well ventilated. 

Offices.}— In the detached offices are a neat and airy infirmarv, two potatoe houses, a 
gtore^XKHU, stable, cow-house, and. bam, all in good repair. Water has been hitherto 
brought from a considerable distance, but a well is now sinking near the house : a perma- 
nent spring however has not yet been found at the depth of 61 feet. The garden is large^ 
and well stored with cabbage and other vegetables. 

Fomitnre.] — ^The bedding is good and clean ; the children have table-cloths at diimer, 
' and a competent number ofknives and forks ; two roller-towels hung up in' the hall. 

Number of ChiklrenJ — ^There is at present in this school one gin above the established 
number of 40; but she is to be bound apprentice immediately. 

Health and Appearance.l — ^They appear clean, neat, and healthy, having no other com- 
plaint among them than slight colds. Mr. Hart, apothecary of Roscommon, has lately 
vaccinated five of them ; be receives 4 guineas a year for his care, and is paid besides for 

medicines. 
Instruction.]— These children read tolerably well; 29 are learning to write, and 19 are 

ta^ght to cipher. 

Religion.J— I did not examine them mywilf, but had good reason to believe that they 
% are by no means deficient in religious kiioHk^dge. 

J Employmeut.}~The principal em ploymwit of these girls is to spin flax and wool, the 

^former is applied to the making ol linen, the latter in knitting stocking for the school and 

for sale ; they work well at timi nct-AUi, «4iwl make up their own apparel ; but they have no 

other practice, as very little plain work is to be had in this part of the country. They also 

take their turns in the kitchen and in cleaning the house. The charge to the Mistress for 

. tbdr work, is the same as at other scho<ils. 

Clothing.]— They arc well dad on week d^s in a sort of thin frieze, wove in the countiy, 
and died brown ; on Sundays they wear a dress of blue camleteen (for which the Society 
allows 5 s. extra per head) with jjockI straw bonnets andpellerines. 

Diet.]— The &rm suppUes the greatest part of their food, both in flesh meat, milk, aUd 
meal of both sorts ; die rest is purchased at the market of Roscommon for ready money, 
the fillowance for their diet is 3i d. per day, with the additional halfpenny since last 
.Christmas. 

Land.}— The farm contains 40 acres, well fenced and divided, at a rent of 32 il io«. ; of 
these, seven acres are under the plourfi (eight cows are kept for the bouse) and the re- 
mainder are employed in rearing and feeding cattle for sale. There is only 21 1. aUow^ed 
for fiiel, which is far short of the expense, as I am assured. 

blaster and Mistress.]— This school has been conducted for the space of four years by 
George and Sarah Clarke, who have no children; they appear to be very attentive, and I 
hear an excellent character of them. 

' l/sher.]— Mary ConnoUy.has been Usher to this school three years. One maid aiidan 
apprentice girl. are kept here.

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Local Committee.] — ^The gentlemen who pay most regard to this Institution, are Sir Appendix, 
Edward Crofton, Rev. Mr. Blakeney, Doctor Moriarty, Doctor Simpson, Messrs. Mills, ■ ^^ ^ 
Mitchell, and Devenish. 

Observations.] — ^The only deficiencies which I remarked here, are the want of a second 
table in the school-room, and one in the hall, where the girls are crowded at their meals. 
The school-room is rather too small ; and the addition of a working-room would render 
this school very complete. The ordinary dress of the girls varies in torm from that of all 
the other schools I have visited ; they *wear a short jacket and petticoat/which must be 
less warm, and looks much less neat and tidy than the gown, especially when they begia 
to out-grow them. 

MONIVEA NURSERY. 

Situation.] — The Nursery of Monivea makes a handsome appearance, being placed 091 
« gentle ascent at the head of the village, which forms as it were a broad avenue to it. 

House.] — ^The house is large, and has lately been put into' thorough repair. The ground 
floor contains a spacious school-room, a dining-hdl, a store-room, a large kitchen, and a 
good parlour for the Master's family. The next floor is occupied by the committee-nx>m, 
tne Master's chambers, a second store-room, and two clean and airy dormitories, in which 
are 32 beds. In the attic story, one room, which extends the whole length of the front, 
contains iS beds ; but this apartment, being from its great size too cold in winter, is to 
be divided by a partition and ceiled. Every part of the house is clean. The whole it 
remarkably clean, and well ventilated in all parts. 

Offices.] — ^The offices consist of a dairy, wash-house, potatoe-house, two stables, and a 
cow-house, all in good order. The garden is large, and well cropped with vegetables. 

Furniture.] — ^The bedding is very good and very clean ; and there appears to be a sufficiency 
of all the necessary furniture for sucn a house. 

Number of Children.]— The number of children in this Nursery at present is 87 ; of whom 
56 are boys, and 31 girls. 

Health and Appearance.] — ^This School is remarkably healthy at present, the sore eyes 
and measles which prevailed among the children for some time have entirely disappeared'; 
they have neither itch nor scald head ; and two only of this ereat number are invauds ; one 
of them is phdiysical, the other has an ulcer on the arm. Tney aire all kept ver^. clean and 
neat. The Reverend Doctor CoSj has a salary of 20 guineas a year for attendmg to their 
health. 

Instruction.] — Most of these children are very young, and for. their age have made- a great 
proficiency in reading and spelling ; the senior class read remarkably well : 16 are learning 
to write, and a few to cipher. 

Reliffiou.] — ^They answer remarkably well in the Catechisn^s. . »• - • 

Employment.] — ^The females learn to do plain work; and all are taup;ht to' knit' as sboos 
as they are able. There is no charge made for the value of their labour m this Nursery. 

Clothing.] — The freize of which their clothes ar6 ^ade in bought at the tnarket of 
Lou^hrea, and dyed in the country. A tailor is .constantly employed in the hous0, 
makmg or mending. Their shoes are bought at from .2 s. 2d. Xot^b. io\d. a pair; ' 

Diet.] — The wheat and oatmeal in the store are exceedingly good ; viiien the produce of 
the farm does not suffice, it is bought ftom the millers for ready nictoeyr &nd a mitcher in 
the village furnishes the house with meat. Three-pence a day is the allowance for main!^ 
taining the children, to which the halfpenny is now Mded, as 'in otheir places. 

Land:] — The farm belonging to this Nursery is at the db'tance of a mile from it, tmd 
contains 30 acres, thereat of which is 12/. a year; nine cows and two horses IM' kept 
on it, and eight acres are tilled. The Master holds another farm of 19 acres, for which 
he pays 18 f. an acre. 

Master and Mistress.]-*The master's name is George Davis; he and his wife^bave 
conducted this establishment ai years. 

Usher.]— Thomas Kain has been. Usher to it upwards of 25 years; he was educate^ in 
tliis house, and is now upwards of 60 years of age. He lives with' his family in the 
village, but is uncommonly attentive to the children. 

Catechist.]— The Reverefnd Mr. Gregg, Curate of the Parish, is the Catediist; biit 
having been for sonie time past confined by illness, this do^ is performed ifor'liim 
by the Reverend Mr. O'Rourke tad the Reverend Dr. Cofly with good effect/ «s 
appeared by the children's answering* Eight maid servants and a boy arei^dlow^ ta 
this house. •, 

Local Conunittee.] —The Committees are well attended by Mr* French of Monivea, 
Doctor Cofl^, Mr. Mahon, and Mr. Brown. 

Observations-] — I have but one observation to make on this well regulated Nurs^> and 
that is, to suggest the propriety of vaccinating annually all the children, who are notlviopr' 
tuned to have had thesmattpox. -. \..../ 

SANTRY SCHOOL, for GIRLS. 
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Situation.]— This School is situated at the distance of four miles from Dubliii, tw^^rodt 
Glasnevin, and nearly a thile and a half from the church of Santry ; between 'the- Cbrolrcfa 
and the School the road is extremdy bad and deep. - . k ::::'':.' 

House.] — ^The house has been bmlt at different times, a part of it being xery xdd). ^t is 
however convenient, and kept in great order and in good repaur. ' On the grbund^ floor ^t 
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'Appendix, affords a sch'6olHX)6in, aidiniA'g-'hally a tommittee^room, and akitcheiiy With all the ne- 
*No.'7. cessary appurte'tiaiicies. Afeove stairs^ "there ife Aii aparfment for the Mistress, 'and thr^ 
^ 4ormitones, which contain 43 beds, and are well ventilated. There is no pl^ce to irork in 
'but the 'school-room, whidi is too sinall for the accommodation of so many children ks are 
in.Uids school; it is heate'dby ataietal stove. 

OiBRces.J— The offices consist of a pbtatoe store, a cart-house, stable and cow-hotfse, all 
In perfect rqpair. The old garden is well sto<^ked, ahd a new one is preparing, whidi is 
more convenienUy situated. The infirmai^yis repairing. 

^Furniture.'] — The bedding is perfectly good, arid also the bedsteads, of "which 13 in one 
of the dormitories are made of iron, all have castors ; they use table-cloths at all their 
meals. 

Number of Children.] — ^ThfercfarelBj chifdreti in ihis 'school, the greater part of them very 
'yoiing,. as 18' of the eldest were removed to Baggot-street School some months since. 

Health and Appearance.] — They appear to be mgood health, and look vei^ neat ; a few 
Imtvc slight' colds, and two are amicted widi sore eyes, that complaint which has spread 
through ao many other Schools. 

Instruction<] — ^They read moderately v?ell for their standing ; only 17 of the. number learn 
to.'vtiite and cipher, biit the ^progress they have miade dbes great credit to the Master.. 

Religion^] — ^Tbe upper class appears to undierstand the Catechism remarkably well, and 
iveable to^ive a good explanation of it; they say grace and sinjg short hymns before and 
lifter ikteals, and thev sing^psalms at intarvals whi(e tiiey are at work. 

Employment.] — in this house none are idle ; th^y spin wool and Hax, they work at their 
needle, i&ty make lace, and even the youngest are karniug to knit. The usual charge is 
made for their labour. , , 

CIoAing.] — Their clothing, all made up at home of tea-grreen stuff bought in Dublin, is 
very neat, with which they wear chequer bibs ; on Sunday they have wliite oibs, and a white 
-do^kor handkerchief, and straw bonnets.. 

Diet.] — The bread used "here is all brought from Dublin, whereas in all'the other Schools 
.which 1 have visited, none but flat bread (baked at home and made of unsifted meal) is al- 
lowed ; the be^f, ^hich appears exceeding. good, is supplied by contract at ^ c2. a pound at 
all seaacms, with which thev have vegetables of all sorts. The allowance for diet is 4d. a 
di^, wMi one halfpenny addition since Christmas. Thirty tons of coals are furnished to tlie

Ma9t^r.]-^oseph Hine^, ^he M9^ter, 13 ipa,ipried and has seven cliildren ; his father, who 
ftill lives in the hovise, reigned the School to him eight years ago. He is by trade a 
weaver, and emplpys some journeymen, ^s w^U as fouf apprentices (bred in this School) and 
the boys as before mentioned, on 16 or 9Q Jooms. 

Usher .]~'-jQse{^ Fry^ the Usher, who w$is educated in ihis school, attends to the learning 
4ind industiy of the boy?^ tod writes a v^ery fine baud. One maid servant is kept, and diree 
female apprentices. 

Catechist.] — ^The Reverend Mr. Armstrong, Curate of Sligo, is the very attentive 
Catechist. 

Local Committee.]— Mr. Owen Wynne, and the Reverend Richard Wynne, Mr. Soden, 
Mr. Bulteel, apd several other gentlemen, are very constant in their attendance on the 
•Committee. - 

Observations.]— A dining-hall is much wanted, as they now eat in the school-room, 
which is rather too small. I'be beds seem to be rather too much crowded in the dormitories. 
There are no table-cloths, nor is there a sujficieucy of knives and forks, or other tabte 
furniture. . There is no infirmary to this School, and when any of the Boys are ill, they arCr 
'Pbliged to be removed to the store-room.

CREGGAN SCHOOL, for BOYS. 

Situation.] — ^T^ts Schoo} is situated on an eminence, about hftlf jbl miie south of the 
"Church and Parsonage-house of Creffgan, and at a good distance froiin the road; it is seven 
viiles from Dundalk, ^ many from Carrickmacross, and five fiom Casdeblany. 

House.) — The bouse is old and ill contrived, but has been repaired and wliitewashed tiiis 
summer, except an adjoining thatched buildine, which W93 forjuerly used as a |c4tcbcn, but 
lias been let to go to ruin. On one side of the hall there is ^ good J^ic\xenj fti|d on th(e 
other the school-room, whidi has been curtailed by a closet; behind it tlve Ma^ster has a 
small apartment. Two very bad staircases lead up to the dormitories, in each of whicn 
ihere are ten beds ; they a.re clean and airy ; between these ase the committee-joom ar^ 
ifae Master'^ bed^^aiubor. I cannot «ay ^at the house was as clean as most of the other 
schools which 1 hfive visited. 

Offices.] — ^The offices are but few ; and one rood of gai'den ground, very jU .fenced, ^eryos 
for cabbage, and the corn stacks. There are no walls pr lodges to enclose tl^ y^cis. 

Furniture.]— The committee-room is well furnished; the .bcddiflg Js good 4 imd tljere.ace 
4wo tables foi' the boys^ one in the school, apd the other in the k,itchen. 

Number of Boys.] — I was told that there w^re 43 boy.s ijj jthe school, h^t I ^aw paly 289 
as the otiiers were employed on the turf-bpff. at a distance. 

Health aud App.earance.]— They appear lie^lthy, weil fed, and content, hut np^ very neat 
or clean, being mostly employed about the turf, at pr^ent; neithier 4id they j^zem to Ue 
•quite free from eruptions on tlieir hands. 

Instruction.] — ^They read pretty well, but in a bad style ; most of them learn to write, but 
they do not a(>pear to have made a ^reat progress in aiithiuetic. 

Eeligion.]--^In the Catechism and in Mann's Kvplanation of it, thev answered very well. 
JBut it is fair to note, that tlve biggest hoys of the school were absent at their work. 

Employment.]— They assist as far as their strength permits in the cultivation of^be U^nd 
4iXkd m herding the c*attle ; ^nd a few of them knit stockings. The usual chargie is jnafle for 
•iheir labour. .. n 

Clothing.]— Their old clothing is nearly worn out; but their Sunday suit, <)f blue anji 
-scarlet, is very clean and well preserved ; their new clothes are now jq the hands of jt)^ 
bailors, who are making them up in the house, of materials which the plaster hod boMght in 
"I^ttblui; tbechiklren make a part of thek stockings, the remainder is purchased jn tine 
coun^try; they have 3 pair of brogues each in the course of the year.

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Appendix Diet] — They have plenty of good food, chiefly supplied by the farm, though not esractlTr 

* ' conformable to the dietary, for they have potatoes at dinner now at the end of August, and 
, j'^' . use only oaten bread in any part oi the year. The allowance for maintenance is three-pence 
halfpenny per head, with the temporary addition of a halfpenny. 

Land.]— Three acres are annexed in perpetuity totlie house ; there are 30 acres more, 

•for which a rent is paid of 6/. 15s. per annum; it is coarse and mountainous, and partfy 

fenced by rough stone walk ; the term of it depends on the life of Her Royal Highness the 

Duchess of Brunswick. Tlie Master holds in his hands/besides, a farm of 40 acres, at the 

distance of three miles. .He has. an allowance of 14 /..a year.for supplying fuel. 

•Master.] — John Gilier, who liod been Usher to this school for a long time, has been at 

the head of it thirteen years ; he has a wife and four children, one of them grown up, and 

following his trade of a hosier in this house; he has a general good character, and has the 

Appearance of being a good-natured man; the children seem so'much attached to liim, that 

.he had no difficulty in bringing back tvvo.of them, who-had.beeu seducedao. elope, bat qow 

vseem quite content. 

Usher.] — ^The Usher isWilliam Wright, who was educated here, and has been nowtwelve 
years in that situation ; he sleeps in one of the dormitories. 

Catechist.] — The Reverend James Frieland,'the Curate of the Parish, has been thirty-six 
^years Catechist to this school, and pays great attention to it ; as does also the Honourable 
" and Reverend Piercy Jocelyn, Rector of the Parish. Only one maid servant is kept^here. 

Observations.]— There is not a sufficient number of beds (only twenty) for the accommo- 
^dation of forty-three boys and the Usher. The, want of a dining-hall obUges the children 
to eat in the kitchen, and even there one table- is not-enough to hokl them; there are q# 
. table-cloths. 

ARDBRACCAN SCHOOL, for BOYS. 

* Situation.] — ^The situation of this School is about a Quarter of a mile 'from the TarisU 

Church, on one of the roads to Navan, from whence it is distant two miles and a half. 

. ,House.] — ^The house contains on the ground floor, a kitchen, dairy, and dining*hall, which 
'are flagged, the committee-room, and a small cellar. On tlie first.floor, there aretwo sniall 
.chambers for the Master and the Usher, a large store-room and the school-room, with stone 
.stops todt-scend into the yard on the outside; over these are three dormitories, which contain 

thirty beds, and a small apartment for the servant. The floor of one of the dormitories is 

much decayed, but they are all very clean and well ventilated. 

Offices.] — In a largcyard there are a cow-house, a stable, and a large workshop containing 
twelve looms; tliis yard and a court in front of the house are surrounded with walls.; there 
4s a pump. in the yard, but -it is dry )during a great part of the summer. Thegarfen is large 
^and clean, well kept, and fuily stocked with vegetables. 

Furniture] — ^There is a sufficiency of table-cloths, of knives and forks, and all other 
•necessaries except-sheets, of whic*h the Master says^thgr requrrea large supply. 

Nuuiber of Children.] — The number of boys on the establishment is sixty ; at present them 
ere sixty-four in the house, but four of tliem are ordered to be apprenticed to the Maaterof 
< iheschool' immediately. 

Health and AppearanceJ— They look well, and are in all respects healthy, except in the 

article of sore eyes, with which some of the boys were infected by the arrival of twenty-one 

from Dublin not lon^ since, who were not quite recovered from that complaint, but they are 

all much better. Air, Dickson, an apothecary at Navan, is paid 18/. a year for medicine 

<and attendance. 

Instruction.^ — ^Thcy read very well according to. their age; only thirty have as yet been 
*taugt)t to write, and fourteen to cipher. 

Religion.]— They are all well instructc<l in the Catechism and t}ieir.religious. duties,; one 
.of the boys always says grace before and after meals ^ they do not sing hymns here. 

Employment.] — The Master has instructed ten boys in the manufacture of corduroy and 

:fustian, and six others ase employed in winding for those who weave; the rest have no raaanal 

occupation but what they can do in the gaixten, and the farm; none of them knit. The 

charge for their .labour is 45/. and the Master acknowledges himself a considerable 

gainer by it. 

Clothing.] — Their old clothes are in very good order, and new ones have been ju«t made 
of a light-pressed frieze, the colour of a very dark grey, hought for the purpose at Kilkenny; 
they are supplied with stockings from the Charter School at Trim, and their «hoes are con* 
.jtracted.for at Navau at 45. 4^. per pair. 

Diet.] — ^They are. plentifully fed, the farm supplying a sufficiency of oatmeal and potatoes^ 
'five hundred weight oi' wheaten meal is laid in at a time from the mills at Navan; a butcher 
,at Navan. furnishes beeF, (no mutton is used here) at four-pence a pound all the year round, 
'including four or five beeves which are salted at Christmas for spring use; the butter-milk is 
'.bought trom farmers at ^d. per. gallon, and ^hen it is scarce in the winter, the children have 
U>eer from the brewer's. The allowance is here ^J<j. per day, with the additional halfpcm^ 
J) recent 
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.- 'Land.]— The house and garden occupy two acres* The farm contains fifteen acres, for AppeadiJi, 
^^hich a rent of 9/. per annum is paid by the Master; it is well fenced and divided; seven No. 7. 
Acres of it are under tillage, and seven cows are kept for the use of the house. 

Master.] — William Chislian iias been Master of thi^ sdiool about five years; he has a 
wife and two. young-children; he pays great attention to the education of the boys, and, 
l)<rving been bred to the business x)f weaving cotton £[oods, be instructs tlie boys in that 
trade with the assistance of a foreman, and deals, largely in those articles ; he has, besides, 
two apprentices, and will imuaediatcly have six. 

Usher.]— James Manning has been the Usher eleven vears; he is maiTied to one of tlie 
'.maids, who is sister to the £( aster's wife, and lives in the house. 

* Xfftechistr] — There cannot be a more assiduous Catechist ^han the Rev, Mr. Tooiuy, 
' Curate of Ardbraccan. 

Local Committee.] — Tliis Committee is well attended by most of the Members ; theLord 
Bishop of Meath, the Rev. Dean Moore, Minister of the Parisli, the Kev. Doctor Beaufort, 
tir\d tiie Rev. Mr. Brabazou, Rector and Curate of Cavuo, Messrs. w David and -Robl. 
Thompson* 

Observations.] — There is evidently a scarcity of beds for tlie number to be accommodated, 

'.for there are no more than 30 beds; and the two apprentices who were bred in this school 

> remain still in the house 'with the' 64 before mentioned. An infirmary seems to be an indis- 

j>ensable requisite in so large a seminary. It may be questioaedy whetlier the use of salted 

. meat be proper at any time of the year tor children. 

ATHLONE SCHOOL, for BOYS. 

'Situation.] — ^This-School is situated iA>outa quarter of a mile from the town'^^(in the county 
'-of Roscommon) on high ground, declining to the river Shannon. 

House.]— ^Thehouse> wbich makes a handsome appearance, is^ two sloriesbigh. On the 
-. ground' Hoor, the entrance-hall serves also for dining; on one side of it -is theschool^roont 
with a closet adjoining, and on the other a large and eomtbrtable apartment for the Master's 
family; a kitchen and dairy have been lately added behind the ball, but tlie kitchen is so ill 
contrived as to have no lieht, but through a glazed door into the yard. The upper storj 
contains two dormitories, m each of which there are 11 beds; they are well ventilated and 
'kept clean, notwithstanding the filthy- e:^pedient of {facing a tub at one end of the room 
AS a urinal ibr the- boys, by means of which the- boards and the ceilingunder that spot are 
become rotten; between these, are the- committee-room, and three bed-chambers for the 
ifamijy. The whole house isclean, but it wants ^plasterio^ income places and whitewashing 
in all. New windows-have been^put into the dormitories, but they are not £nished,.and 
admit a cold breeze between the frames and the wall. 1 was informed-tbat the lead upo4 
the roof was not staunch. 

' Offices.] — The offices are conveniently placed and in good order, excepting the neccssafy 
an -estimate for rebuilding it, and adding an infirmary and cart^bouse, has been laid before 
the Society some* time. . . 

Furniture.] — ^The bedding if good,* and there appears to 'be a silffictency of all ihe neces- 
sary furniture. 

^Number of Children.] — ^The establishment of ibis school is for 40 boyy; there are 39 in 
the house at present ; thirty-eight of them are free from all complaints, the other has been 
wilong labouring under the dropsy, and has been often reported as incurable. 

' ''InstructionT]— These boys read remarkably 4¥ell, and with a distitict, full voice; a great 
progress in writing and ciphering has been made by 23 of them, who are. also- taught to make 
;pcns. Monitors, from the ^uperiorjclasses, are appointed to assist their juniors. Here also 
there is one dull-boy, who has not 'been able to learn .aiiy thing in the course ^f several 
years, but is active and willing to labour. 

Heligion.^— Inthe religious part of their education, they are as mucli advanced as in 
•reading and-wrifcing. 

lEmployment."] — There is no other manual^nploymentfor the children ofthis school than 
'the knitting of stockings for theirown use, and assisting in the cultivation of die farm and 
.garden. The charge for their work is 30/. 

Clothing.^ — ^Their clothing is very goo4^ and, besides their overy-day suit, ihey have 

• another one to wear on Sundays, . 

.Diet*]— The Master &>]lows4bcdietaiy in all points : he y>rovides the greater part of the 
food at market, even .potatoes and milk. The allowance for each child is jj^. and the 
iaddilional halfpenny; but the Master says, that it is not sufficient now, provisions having 
.risen considerably inprice, since Athlone has become so great a military station* 

. Limd.]— The farm contains 20 acres; rent 2^5 /. 5*. Nearly four acres have been let tf" 
Government, at the rate of 10/. per acre, jfor military purposes ; a small part ody of tb 
:yemainder is under tillage, as four cows are kept on it. Ibc whole of tbis land im surroundei.

>Li>tKT.j — This school has been conducted eight years by Hob* Foot, who has u wife and 
i<:vea chiuiren ; tiiey appear to be a very rcspeciabie couple. 

IT^her.] — Thfre has been no Usher these last six months^ but that duty is at present dis- 
cbarsred by Ja* Maxwell, a boy of 16 years old, and the Local Committee have recum- 
Boended him ta the Society for the appointment. 

Catechist.] — The Reverend Mr. Sterling, Rector of Atlilone, is the Catechist, and payg 
A particular attention to the children. 

Local Committee.] — ^The Committee are generally attended by the Reverend Mr. 
Sterling, Revcnmd Doctor Srrean, minister of St. Peter s, in which parish the School stands^ 
Captain Handcock,and Mr. Hudson, and occasionally by the Coiiimanding Officer of the 
garrison. 

Observmions.] — There is no infirmary to this school; when any of the children are ill, 
thfv are removed to the bam. It ought to have been remarked above, that the brick floor 
of the i»clioul-room is miserably broken and bad. 

LONGFORD SCHOOL, for BOYS. 

Sitiiatirm.] — ^The School is built on a rising ground, about a mile from the town of 
l/^nirford, on the road to Edgcworthstown.

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Master.] — ^The Master, Richard Ring, has not been appointed to this School above two Appendix, 
years ; he and his wife seem to be well aisposed and intelfigent. j^^ ^^ 

Usher.] — ^There has been no Usher here since last April, when the late Usher 4ied 
suddenly. .- . 

Catechist] — ^The Reverend Mr. Irwin, Curate of Temple Michael, is the Catechist. 

Local Committee.] — Great attention is paid to this School by the Honourable and 
Reverend Dean Burke, and the Reverend Sir James Hutchinson. 

Observations.] — In this School also the want of an infirmary must be noticed. It was 
omitted, under the head of Furniture, to remark that the number of beds in the dormitories 
is too small for the accommodation of ^xty boys and the Usher, or even of the number at 
present in the house. The clock is so bad as to be of little or no use. 

FARRA SCHOOL, forBOYS. 

Situation.] — This School stands on a small hill, near the banks of Lougb«*Howell, a 
quarter of a mile from the church of Leny, and six miles from the town of Mullingar. 

House.] — ^The house is in good repair, and the additions which are now makine to it 
are executed, as far as they have been fipished, .in a masterly way : when completed, they 
will comprise on the ground floor a school-room, a dining-nall, and a working-room, all 
of large dimensions ; a kitchen, scullery, and dairy, with a good store-room, all well 
flagged, and a committee-room also. The Master's apartments will occupy the front on the 
upper floor ; and the three other sides of the square will form an extensive dorniitory, 
capable of containing 53 beds, and very airy, with a small room in the centre for the 
Usher to sleep in. 

Offices.] — ^The offices are also undergoing a great improvement, and when finished 
according to the plan, will afford a proper infirmary and a laundry, in addition to the 
present buildings. A part of the open field in front of the house is to be walled in for a 
play-ground, and for security ; the garden is large, well enclosed, and well stocked widj 

vegetables. 

• • . - • 

Furniture.] — ^The bedding is neat and in good order ; small metal wheels have been lately, 
inserted in the bed posts, on the suggestion of the Master, for the convenience of moving 
them from the walls when the room is to be washed. There appears to b^ 110 want of any 
thing, except an additional number of knives and forks. 

Number of Children.] — ^There are at present 52 boys in this school; but when the 
additional building is finished, it will accommodate upwards of an himdred. 

Health and Appearance.] — ^They have all a clean and healthy appearancle. All those who 
had not the small pox have been lately vaccinated. There is one poor lad in this school 
twenty-five years of age, who is nearly an ideot, but who is usefully employed in several 
menial offices. 

Instruction.] — ^Thesje boys read very wpll, and appear, to be making a considerable progrest 
under their present Master in writing and figures. 

Religioii.] — They are also well instructed in the Church Catechism and the Explanation 
of it. 

Employment.] — ^To knit their stockings, and to w-ork occasionally at die farm and in the 
garden, are their only employments. 'Die Master pays however 45/. for their labour. 

Clothing.] — ^Their cloifaing is clean, and their new suits are kept for Sundays till the old 
ones are worn out. 

Diet.] — ^The Dietary is in general punctually followed, but for want of wheaten meal 
they had oaten bread at their meals when I visited them. The mills from which the 
wheaten meal is brought are 16 miles distant from the school^ and for fresh meat and the 
.oaten meal, which the farm is not able to supply, recourse must be had to the market of 

Mullingar. 

Land.] — -To this establishment are annexed 32 acres of liffht dry land, and 15 acres of 
improved bo^, which is however still liable to be overflowed by the lake. • I did not learn 
the reiu that is paid for it. These grounds are ill-fenced, and but in bad order as yet. Tbere 
iurc 7 acres in tillage, and 7 milch cows are kept upon the pasture. 

Master.] — John Boyle is the Master; he has been placed in this school about one year ; 

he lias a wife and four children.

Usher.]— The Usher, Charies Ross, has not been in that situation above half a year. 
Two maid servants are kept here, and two female apprentices; 

Catechist.] — The Rev. Mr. Ward, who has been lately appointed to the perpetual Cure 
.of Leny, is at present the Catechist. 

Local Committee.] — ^Thc Committee consists of. Lord Sunderlin, iRev. Mr. Radcliflre, 
Chaplain to Wilson's Hospital, Rev. Mr. Robinson, Rev. Mr. Jephson, Mr. Tuite, Mr* 
Handcock, and Mr. Murray. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Append, IT maybe proper to remark, tliat all these Schools were visited by me withontan 
No. 7. previous notice, and many of them at a very early hour in the morning; that those vaa 
did Rot seem to cause the smallest confusion, and that in every instance the Hatter a 
Mistress imm^iately proposed to lead me through all parts of the noose* 
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^^ , of the children who were more or less aflTected with sore eyes in the Nursery of Monivea, 

^ ^ and the six schools into which the infection had been brought from the Dublin Nurseiy. 

It appears from the Report, that this great number of children are trained up in health, 
cleanliness^ and good order ; and althougti they may be better instructed in some schools 
than in others^ yet in all they are reasonably well taught to read and write, and all learn 
their duty to God and man. But as it is luso necessary that they should acquire early 
habits of laborious industry, it is to be lamented that a greater variety of usefril emplojr- 
ment has not been devised for their infant hands. This deficiency is most conspicuous m 
the schools for hoys, who have not enough to do in general; except at Ardbraccan and 
Sligo, where cotton and linen goods are manufactured, and even there a limited number 
only are engaged in that business. 

Were there proper objects to exercise their industry, it would be a benefit to the Insti- 
tution, and very profitable to the Masters, whose aggregate payments for the children's 
labour amount to 517/. 105. in twelve schools, for Monivea and Maynooth are exempted. 
It would also have the good effect of preparing the children for the hard work that awaits 
them during their apprenticeships. I have often heard in the course of this little progress, and 
I have seen at CoUon, that children from the Charter Schools are commonly less inchned 
than others to regular and continued labour ; and this probably is one cause of their fre* 
quent elopement from service. 

A few short Observations are necessary to close this Report. 

The expense of maintenance varies in different schools. In five of the female ones Jour- 
pence a day is allowed for the food of a child ; in the two other female, and all the male 
schools, the aHlow^nce is threepence halfpenny ; and at MoniwesL threepence -^ to which one 
halfpenny has been added this year throughout the whole establishment. 

In two of the schools, the comfort and decency of tablecloths accompany every meal ; in 
seven, they are only allowed at dinner on meat clays ; but in five schools, none are allowed 
at any meal whatever. 

The want of infirmaries at six of the schools, and the bad condition they are in at others, 
call for immediate attention. I must add, that four schools are without dining-halls, and 
ten of them without working-rooms ; and also that in some schools there is not a sufficient 
number of beds to accommodate the children. 

I have nothing farther to notice, but that in every school^ except two, the 67th Rule, 
which I conceive to be of great utility, is infringed by the Usher's not sleeping in the 
dormitory; at Monivea, a maid servant very properly lies in every room where ttiere arc 
children.

' ^ — — ' tress ; his salary is 12 /. per annum and a bounty of 8 /. per annum for good behaviour ; 

he is allowed by the Society one shilling a day for his and his wife's diet, 30 /. per annum for 
firing, and 6 1. for soap and candles. He has a farm of 20 acres, of very good land, 
siirrounding the school-house, for which he pays the Society only 12 s. per acre per an- 
num: of this land he reserves 13 acres for pasture, and keeps 4 milch cows to supply the 
children with milk, the rest of die land is under potatoes aud com ; the fences of part of it 
are but indifferent. 

A very young man, Thomas Moffat, has been Usher to the school about 1 1 months, at a sa- 
lary of 1 5 /. per annum, and 5 /. bounty at the end of the year for good behaviour ; and he 
is allowed sixpence per diem for his diet. There is one servant maid allowed to this 
Establishment ny the Societjr, at 5 /. per annum wages, and fivepence per day for diet. 
There were forty boys in this school when I visited it : of those, about two-thirds were 
healthy looking children, and the rest were delicate and puny; of which number one had 
a broken back, another a scrofulous scar under the chin, and a third a tumor over his 
right eye : some of the children had eruptive pimples on their hands, which I thought 
was the itch, but the Master said it was heat of blood, from the stiraboat, which formed 
a part of their food everyday ; he also said, that in his opinion, a larger allowance of bread 
would be conducive to the strength and growth of the children. The boys were going 
to breakfast when I entered ; each had a large mess of stirabout, and a pint can ot but- 
termilk, which was good. The children were all in their old clothing, which was shabby

1 saw Li a store-room two complete sfetsof clothing for jjf^ g^ 

each child, very little the worse for the wear ; one was a jacket and waiktcoat of brown frieze <- --^r * g^ 

faced with yellow, atid Was the iiuit furnished, by the Master, Who is allowed iz/. 4«. per 

annum for tne clothing of each boy; the other Viras a jacket and waistcoat, of blue coarse 

cloth faced with ted, one suit of which is fiirhlshed by the Society and sent from Dublin to 

the school once ih two years : these suits the Master said he reserved for Sundays and 

holidays. Each Child id ^hirted twice a we^k ; the hair bf all of them Was cut close, ddd 

their heads Were pretty clean ; they wear browh cloth bohnets. I saw also a good provision 

of shoes in the stote-foofn ; those on the childirStt Were very bad. I saw several great pile* 

of white litieh ih the same place, spun by the childreri ; the Master said they were worth 

above 50/. He is allowed fourpence per day for the diet of each child; and he is 

charged by the Society 20 s. pCt atiiliim a h^ad for the laboUt of three-fourths of the 

children, the other fburth being SUpt)os^d ot toO tehd^ ian age foi* any labout, the Mastet 

is not charged for thCiti. l^hey are employed in spinning, carding and kdittidg. 

The School-house is situated about ^ quai-ter of a inile ftOm the town of Castle Denhot: 
on a rising ^hdund, and is enclosed in a l^ge court, tt Contains a good school-tooih, but 
wants a dining-hall. There ^e two small donnitories ; one contcdnec^ 9 beds, the other 7* 
besides a bed for the Usher ; both wCie w^ll ventilated, aiid the flooring tod beds were 
clean 5 the walls whitewashed. The plating of the hous^ in very good fCpair, that of thd 
offices not so ; the window frames of the house were old and bad, and many |>ane8 of glaSi 
broken. There is an Infiriiiary detached fro'm the house, and on a ground floor; it con* 
tained three beds, not clean^ and the windoWs did not Open up or down ; and an adjoining 
room, intended Ibr a tooin of tecoVfery, was Uised fw a working-rooni. There- is no 
regular visiting Physician to this School, but the Master employs one Who liVes in thi 
neighbourhood, when necessary, and charges the Society for his attendance and fo^ 
medicines. 

A neighbouring Clergjrfnto is the Catechist and visitor ; he had visited the school and 
examined the children the djjty before I was there. 

I heard a boy, who was a Monitor, exaniihe a class of 15, in Dr. Man's Catechism, whicU 
all liad by heart ; and soiiie ahsWered explanatory questions which I phi, very wCll and rea* 
dily. I saw several specimens of very good writing. The school-room was in vefy ^oOd 
bider, the desks, flooring, 8tc. very clean, and the Kules of the Society, ahd JJieffcry, hUng 
tip in the room. Some of the boyS were as fair advanced ini arithilietic aS P^CtiCe, ttbout 
a dozen of the youngest were learning to spell. I'he ^^Cs of the children ttbta 7 yedti to 
14 years.

KILKENNY SCHOOL. 
Thursday, 18th August; one o'clock. 

This School-house, which is a spacious building, is situated on dh eminence about twO 
miles from the City of Kilkenny, with a large field of 13 acr^S in front of it, which is kept 
for grazing, and which is also the play-ground of the childreh ; at the bottom runs a stream, 
part of which is dammed up, and ihakes a very good bdthing-place for them. The house 
contains an excellent school-room 30 feet by 1^, the windows of which let down ; a large 
airy dining-hall ; and three dormitories, one contained 14 beds, the other, which is also 
spacious, contained 12, and the third, which was for the smaller boys, contained 8 beds : they 
were all perfectly well ventilated, the bed-clothes good arid abundant, and the sheets perfectly 
clean. The flooring of all the apartments and passages uncommonly neat, and the walls 
of every part of the house newly whitewashed. The apartments of the Master and Mistress, 
and of the Usher, were m'ost judiciously placed ih the centre of the house, so as to com- 
municate with the dormitoriei. The wiiole house was thor6ughly neat, arid a credit to tht 
Master and Mistress. 

William TsQbot has* b^en six^ years Master of this school ; his wife, an uncommonly de- 
cent person in manners and appelirance, is the Mistress. They have the same salary, botinty, 
and allowance for diet, as at the last school. The Society allows them for firing 30 /. 
ji^r annum, and eight gmneas for soap and candles. The farm which surrounds the noase, 
contains 20 acres of very good land, in exceUent order, for wbi^h the Master pays lo*. 
per acre * rent to the Society. He keeps eight cows, to supply the children with mtlk. 
1 saw a welt replenished dairy, ^nd stores and a wardrobe full. In the latter, I saw the

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new clothing for the year, commencing from 29th September ; it consisted of a, joekel: and 
waistcoat of excellent forest cloth^ ticken trowsers 2 pair for each boy^ and a leather 
cap faced with yellow, three pair of stockings, and. three ditto of shoes, and. three 
shuts is the annual allowance of clothing for each child, with three pair of sheets. 

There are three maid servants to this establishment, for whom the Master is allowed 
5 L per annum for wages for each, and 5 d. per day for their diet. There in an Usher, at 
15 /. per annum and 5 L bounty, and the same allowance as the Master for his diet ; he was 
absent on leave from Uie Catechist Visitor, whom I waited upon after I had visited the 
School, and who gave the best character of him as to his capability and good conduct ; he 
was brought up in the Charter School at Athlone, and principallv conducts the school. The 
Master's time is much occupied by the farm; his wife attends entirely to the domestic 
ecooomy of tlie establishment. 

I found 78 raddy, healthy and well-looking boys in the school-room, at their books, when 
I entered. These children I was informed were not employed at any manufacture ; their 
only labour is working in a large garden, and in picking the harvest at this season. Two 
of the boys had sore looking eyes ; the Master reported that he had got 28 boys from 
DttUin and Monastereven, since June, that several of them had arrived with sore eyes, and 
ibat the two I saw were not yet cured. I saw but one sick child, who had been long con- 
imnptive, and I fear was past hope ; he was not required to attend to any thing, and was 
ffeneraDy with the Mistress, or in the kitchen. There is an attending Apothecary, who 
IS paid 13 /. per annum; he had visited the school on the 9th ultimo. The boys were 
dressed in their old clothing, which looked still very well ; their shoes and stockings were 
good and whole : one large boy had a ragged coat on and torn breeches, which were 

Eut on him, as the Master informed me, as a punishmeut for having lately eloped : the 
oy told me be had been enticed away by a Collier, and was very sorry for what he 
had done. 

The school is divided into seven classes, of ten boys in each. I examined the two upper 
#nes in Man's Catechism, and was very well pleased with their answering. About 20 of 
the youngest are learning to read and spell, the rest read, and write some very good 
IDund hands. Their religious instruction 1 believe to be most carefully attended to ; the 
npper classes are taught the Protestant Catechism, as well as Dr. Man's : aU begin with the 
CSiurch Catechism. 

I saw the diildren dine on beef, which was a little salted, but excellent, and potatoes ; 
■everal did not finish their allowance. Grace was said at each table by one of the boys, 
hefore and after dinner, and an hymn sung ; every thinj; seemed to l>e conducted with 
great mediod, order and propriety. The ages of the boys from 6 to 15 years. 

These was a very favourable report in the Visitors book, from the Bishop of Ossory, made 
at the last meeting of the Local Committee, and a good one from the Catechist Visitor^ 
dated the day before I was diere. 

The only thing wanting to render this establishment complete is a eood infirmary, and 
aroom of recoverv. The present infirmary, which contained 3 beds, is a poor apart* 
ment, ill adapted for the purpore, being only 12 fe^t square, and most iujudiciously situ* 
ated next to the privy, which was placed under an open shed, and which had no sewer to 
it. The other offices, stabline, bams, 8cc. were very good, and newly erected. The old 
offices, which have been condemned, are not yet thrown down, which they ought to be» 
being in a dangerous state. 

I left the School at half past three o'clock. 

LINTOWN FACTORY.

The Lintown Factory. — 19th August, half past one a clock. 

This Establishment was founded and endowed by Bishop Pococke, the antiquary and 
traveller, who left an Estate, which now produces about 700 /. per annum for its support. ■ 

By Doctor Pococke's Will, the boys cannot be admitted into this foundation under the 
age of 12 or above the age of 14 years, and they must be of Roman Catholic parents 
exclusively. The School-house, or ractory, as it is called, is situated close upon the high 
road, on a lofty situation, over the town of Kilkenny, and about three-quarters or a mile from 
the market-place. The house is in good repair, except some breaches in the slating. The 
boundary walls, and all the enclosures, want considerable repairs. There are three acres of 
irrry.badf ground annexed to this establishment, of which not above an acre is productive^ 
ihn rest stone and sand pits. The house contains two dormitories, one 36 feet by. 18^ the 
other about 30 feet by the same ; in the first there were ten beds, in the latter eight, (the 
Mnntt/n apartment was contiguous to this, the Usher's to the former), both are lofty and 
wi«ll ventilated, and the beds were very clean, as well as the flooring of the rooms. There 
M M g^''>d ichooUroom, 28 feet long by 20 broad, which is also used os the dining-hall : there

aft two working-rooms, placed one within the other, the length of both nearly 50 yards ; 
they are rather below the level of the street, and contained Bi looms, besides several wheels 
for winding cotton on, with a sufficient space between each, and a broad passage along the ^ 
centre of the rooms ; both are thoroughly ventilated by a great number of wiudows at both 
■ides. The present Master, James M'Kowen, has been in his situation nearly t^vo years, and 
succeeded aMaster who was dismissed by the Society for misconduct ; he receives a salary 
of 40/. per annum, and is allowed 9 1, per annum for the diet and clothing of eacli lad. The 
boys are all apprenticed to the Master for seven years, and are by him taught to manufacture 
corduroys and pillow fustians; the Master fiinushes the raw materials, and sells the goods, 
manufactured, for his own profit, and informed me he had a great sale for the goods in the 
town. Some of the boys seemed to be very dexterous workmen. There were 28 lads in the 
factory when I was there; three had eloped the week before ; I never saw more robust 
looking lads ; their clotliing of brown and gray frieze, was in very indifferent order, their 
breeches excepted, which were of good fustian and corduroy, and they had no second suit 
for Sundays ; they were al] working without their shoes and stockings, which the Master 
said they always threw off when at work ; the size and strength of their limbs surprised me. 
1 asked the ^faster how he dieted his boys, and whether he adhered strictly to the dietary of 
the Society, in giving the boys tlie stated allowance of bread, and at the several meals, ac- 
cording to the dietary of the Society. He said he never gave them any bread, except at 
Christmas and the Festivals, but instead of it, gave them as much potatoes as tliey could 
eat ; about 3J pounds, be thinks, is consumed at dinner by each boy ; he added, that in 
winter he had sometimes weighed the meal, (he usually measured it) and found that each lad 
eat a pound of it made into stirabout for his breakfast; that he gave them meal three times 
a week, that a pound, bone included, was the allowance for each. He said that the exercise 
at the looms made them eat surprisingly, and that he did not stint them, which their appear- 
ance convinced me of- The eldest apprentice, a lad of 21, was the foreman of the factory, 
and was the only lad well dressed. The Master attends entirely to the factory. There was 
a very decent looking young man, an Usher; he was bred at the CharterSchool of Kilkenny; 
he has a salary of 40/. per annum, and apartments in the house, but diets himself; he con- 
ducts the school. The apprentices are divided into four classes, of 8 and 10 in each ; the 
classes are instructed alternately in the school daily ; those not at school continue at work, 
at which each boy is obliged to devote 8 hours at least. All the lads, excepting five, are 
from the town or county of Kilkenny, and arc allowed to see their parents whenever they 
call, and are permitted also at times to go into Kilkenny. There is an attending Apothecary 
at a salary, as the Master believes, of 13/. per annum; he attends when sent for. There \g 
no infirmary; in case of any infectious complaint, the sick lads are sent to the Fevei' 
Hospital in Kilkenny, 

I had no opportunity of examining the boys in their progress in religious instruction^ 
without taking them from their looms ; but 1 found a favourable report in this respect froia 
the Caiechist visitor, Mr. Roe, dated the 16th, who had examined them all in the different 
Catechisms, and the two upper classes in Sellou's Abridgement. About 7 or 8 of the boys 
write; I saw some specimens, which were but tolerably good. Tlie Usher informed me, 
that, coming from the looms into school, the boys never had steady hands for writing. 
Some few of the lads are in the Rule of Three in aritlimetic, and some arc yet learning to 
write and spell. When lliey came to the factory, few knew their letters, according to the 
Master's report. 

I have mentioned that the clothing of the lads was very indifferent, and that it was left to 
the Master to supply it out of the 9/. per annum allowed for each boy's diet and dress, i 
think this injudicious ; it cannot he exi>ected that the Master will give his apprentices more 
clothing than he thinks barely sufficient, but which will not be what others will consider 
enough ; and it is not possible that with one suit of cloilies only, the boys can make a good 
appearance on Sundays and holidays. 

I think it is of importance that children educated by the bounty of the State, or of private 
individuals, should, whenever they appear abroad at least, be distinguished from those of 
[heir own age and condition, by their more decent exterior appearance, and should also have 
some uuiform dress. 

I was informed by the Catechist Visitor, that the state and condition of this establish- 
ment had been greatly improved in many respects within the last three years, and that during 
that time the Incorporated Society had expended 500/. in repairs and in additional buildings, 
among which were a new school-room aiftl dormitory, ana apartments for the Master, I 
received a good cliaracter of the Schoolmaster and Mistress, and of the Usher ; the latter 
has been nine years in his place. Tlie Catecliist Visitor further informed me, that as tar as 
he could learn, the lads who were of Roman Catholic parents by both sides, when they had 
served their apprenticeships at ttie factory, relapsed to the Romish persuasion, which he 
attributed to the circumstances of their not being admitted until the advanced aces of la 
and 16 years, a time of life when their early religioua impressions were too firmly rooted 
ever to be 10 far eradicated as to enable them to withstand the strong solicitations of their 

Earentsand friends to return to their first profession of faith; but rhat he had been informed 
y miray, and had observed himself, that where the mother was a Protestant (the Society or 
Imeal Committee having lately so far relaxed from the strict letter of Bishop Pococke'a Will, 
as to admit lads of this description) that in that case, when the apprentice had served his 
lime, and was turned out into the world, be did not relapse ; that he knew tiiis to be the fafit 
with respect to three young meu whose mothers were Protestants, who had bct-n appren- 
ticed 
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a»i c ibe fcctMTt and who were now earning their bread at Kilkenny^ and adheriBg to 
f PlKMntant Keligion.

It 
five dormitories, two on the middle fioor and three in the attic story : the two first 
we9 Tcntilated, the windows of the others are very small ; there were 30 beds in the five 
dormitories. The bedding, blankets, quilts, and sheeting were perfectly good, but the latter 
bore evident marks that die apartments were not free from fleas. The Master said the 
flooring was so old, and the weather so hot, that he found it impossible to keep these 
^ivtmenu free from them ; that he had tried various remedies in vain, and that the 
bedding was daily shaken and beaten in the yard. The walls of the house, the flooring and 
the whole inside of it, was certainly in every other respect thoroughly neat, clean, and 
weD whitewashed. 

Simoo WTiiic has been two years Master of the school ; his salary is 16 1 . per annum, and 
a shilling a day for his and his wife's diet; allowance for coals, candles ana soap, 35/. per 
annum. There arc two maid servants, for whom he receives the usual allowance, which at 
aU the schools is 5 /• per annum wages, and 5 d, per day for diet ; he has a third, whom he 
keg>s at his own expense, not finding two sufficient for so large an establishment. There is 
an Lsher, James Moffatt, at the usual allowance; he has been seven years in tliat employment, 
fire at Strangford School, and two years at this, which he appeared principally to conduct. 

I received the best character of nim from very good authority. There are 57 boys in the 
scbooly their ages from 8 to 16; they are healthy welUlookiiig children. 1 first saw 49 of 
them at the parish church of New Ross ; they were dressed iu the extra-suit of the Society ; 
a bine jacket and waistcoat faced with red, with white ticken trowscrs ; they made a very 
creditable appearance. The rest, whom I saw when I visited the school, were too youngs 
the Master said, to go to church; they were in their ordinary suit, which, being a year old, 
#as very shabby and bad ; two only of these, who had sore feet, were without shoes and 
stockings ; all the rest had excellent ones on them, and their hair, hands, skins, and linen, 
were perfectly clean. 

The children are employed at work five hours each day and five hoirrs in the school; the 
larger boys manufacture curled hair for mattresses and chair bottoms ; the younger ones 
pki tlie nair and also oakum. The Master is charged 205. per head for the labour of three- 
foorths of them, and is allowed 4 J. per day, which is the same at almt)st all the schools, for 
their diet. He said he lost by their labotn when he employed them in knitting and spinning, 
hut inakes a profit now by the curled hair manufacture, which he superintends. Tlife Usher 
f/rifjdpaily conducts the school ; I examined his head class of 10 boys m a chapter of Seeker's 
l>-xnures, which I took at random, and was very much pleased at their answering. Forty of 
xtt^ boys write; I saw some very fair written copies in small and large hand ; 50 read, 7 are 
kp^'tttng; several of the boys have gone through tlie whole of Voster's Arithmetic, as I 
fr»w by their som books. There arc half-yearly examinations held at this school by the 
hy.hf f >immittee, and books sent down by the Society are given as premiums. An appU- 
ijtfiu/fi WW lately made to the Society to allow the head class, who had read all tike present 
i/ V/Tyi Uxiks, to read the Roman and Grecian Histories, but it was refused by the Society, 
*»^'j s*tA 'X/Oiiiderin^ such books fitted for charity schools ; but/ they desired the Master to 
t^^V,t iiuy of ttjc religious books distributed by tlie Association which should be sent. I saw 
$h0c*i >A'M:it<Mfy*% letter to the Master, dated the 17th August i8o8> on this subject.

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Cstal>lisbment in other respects so well furnished with every accommodation:; it is a white- Appendix, 
washed loft, 13 feet square, with a waste-room under it, and it adjoins the. bakehottse ; it No.4. 
luis two wiiulows about two feet high and broad, and the side walk are not five-feet in heii^ht. , 
It contained two beds; the heat was oppressive. I found two little boys who had sore 
eves, but who were in every other respect well, confined in this place by order of tlie 
ailending Thysician, and one of the small windows was darkeiTed by a quiU. 1 advised the 
Master to put a shade over their eyes, and to let theui out. They were the only children 
in tlie school who had any ailment. Ten pounds per annum is paid to the Doctor for 
attendance and medicine ; he visits when sent for. 1 staid to see the children dine ; their 
dinner was o\' mutton, which was very good, and potatoes; and they had a good allowance 
of both. Heft this school about halt past four o'clock, which I found altonrethci- in a very 
good state. I was informed by good authority, that nothing could be more wretched thaa 
:ilie state of this Establishment was three years ago,

KILLOTRAN SCHOOL, WATERFORD- 

23d August; quarter of a o'clock. 

When I arrived at this School, I found the boys, who had just dined, aH playing in a 
lawn in front of the School-house, which is beautifully situated upon a rising ground about 
tliree miles from the city of Waterford; an aventie shaded with large trees, and of con- 
siderable length, leads up to the house. There is an excellent farm of 26 acres in the 
hLghest state of order annexed to this Establishment, and for which the Society charge the 
Master 20/. per annum ^rcDt; of this land be reserves 18 acres for meadow and pasture : 
I saw 8 cows, 7 of which he told me gave milk ; he had 3 horses on the land, and some pigs, 
'which were kept confined in a place apart. Henry Balmcr, the Master, has filled tliat 
situation three years ; he has the usual salary, premium, and allowance for dirt, and 30^ 
per annum for bring, and 8/. for soap (mmI can(Iles. I saw a receipt for liis half year's pro- 
vision few: those articles, ending July 1808, amounting to 7 /. 91. ijrf. lie is allowed twp 
:«ervant maids, but keeps a third for his own family. A remarkably decent young man, 
named Amyas Griffith^ is his Usher, at the usual salary, bounty and allowance; he has 
^lled the situation seven years. The school-room is an admirable a{>artment for the . 
purpose, 30 feet in lepgth by 2i in breadth, lighted by four large windows; it was in the 
iiignest state of order'and neatness. The boys werfe called into school soon after I arrived, 
they were 50 in number; 1 never saw an assemblage of more healthy or cheerful looking 
children, very well clad in theextra-snit of the Society, which this Master made the every- 
<lay clcuhins ; their ages from 8 to 16 y^ars ; their shoes and stockings excellent, their heads, 
hands and skins perfectly clean. I observed one little l)oy in a straw bonnet, he had a so^e 
head, which was covered v^ith a plaster under the bonnet. There is an Apothecary, at an 
allowance of 15/. per annum for medicines and attendance, who visits when sent for; 
it is three months since the Master had any occasion to send for him. There is a small 
infirmary detached from the house, and a room of recovery under it ; the infirmary is well 
ventilated by two windows placed at opposite sides, and which opened downwards ; there 
were two bedsteads in it, but no beddmg; some old spinning-wheels were in a corner of 
it : the Master reported, ihat in the course of the last three years, it had only been found 
necessary to use it as an infirmary once, when two boys, who had a fever, were put into it ; 
one of them died, the only child lie had lost since he has been Master. 

The house, which makes an handsome appearance outside, contains two dormitories, each 
30 feet in length by 21 in breadth, lofty and well ventilated ; there were 16 beds in one and 
13 in the other; the Master's and Usher's apartments are situate in. the centre of the house, 
and upon the same floor with the dormitories ; the bedding, blankets, quilts and sheeting were 
thoroughly clean in every respect. The whole house is whitewashed every three months 
<die Master is only obliged to do it half-yearly by the Rules of the Society) and i\\e flooring 
of the rooms, the passages and staircase, were perfecdy clean, and polished in the neatest 
manner. The offices, gates and fences, were in the most perfect order. There was a 
remarkably clean and well cropped garden, which the boys kept in order. The privies were 
the only thoroughly neat ones 1 had yet seen. I 



<)f the present building could fit it for a proper infiitnary, I represented by letter to one of thf 
Members of the Society, that the mony would be throwii away. The Master of this School remarked, 
that when complaints ar« made to <be Society of want of accomnuKlation and repairs, if they would 
send a skilful person ac^ainted with building, to inspect and report what is really wanting, it would be 
highly advantageous to the interest of the Society ; as a sum of money had been lately spent upon the 
iiiHrmary of this School, and other parts of th« building belong'mg to it, without producing ell tht 
4iecommodatioQ and comfort necessary. 

t Such laad lets for four guineas per acre, as 1 was informed.

s-: so r^&d pravcrs and superintend a class ; this was made out for tliree weeks, and the boys 
xrcsfciag to their rank m the roll took their ;ums: there was also a roil of boys, who in 
isj^K cLsis^cr in turns were appomted to superiVitend the combing, washing and bathing of 
cxsr scdooiieilows, fiom six to seven o'clock every morning, as this time of the year is 
i^zzu'l CO tli::t cleanly and healthy practice and to combing. A sUeam which runs at the 
ficw^xs o: the laim was dammed up, and made an excellent bath. 

JLl u^ chlidxen are instructed in the Church Catechism, and the upper classes in Doctor 
ISjb's C^iechism, and in the Protestant. I examined the two head classes in a chapter in 
1^ Kev Testament; their answering convinced me that their religious instruction was very 
vc3 areoded to. I saw their copy books, which were clean and lairly written in both small 
SiT^ iarze hand ; and I perceived by tlie sum books, that some of tiie boys were in the riile 
-d Pnciice in arithmetic. 

1W bojs'are also employed in knitting and spinning, besides gardening ; there is a large 
voKjag-^fom opposite to die $chool-4'oom aiul of the same size, in which were 24 wheels. 
TW Ma«ier toicl me he lost by the labour of die children. Among the other instances of 
tibie method and regularity observed in this school, 1 saw in a book, an account kept eveiy 
dsT oTtbe manner in which each boy had been employed ; this book commenced from the 
ig of the year ; there was luso an education roll pasted up in the school. . 
a^ktrd most of the children, as I have made it a pKlictice at every school I have inspected^ 
Tt they came from, and whether their parents where alive or dead ? I have as yet 
ioTariabiv found, diat such as were not orphans, knew perfectly' what places they bad come 
bvm^ and most whether their parents were alive or dead ; several children at this school told 
tber had seen their parents last week ; the Master said, ths^t no parent was ever refiised 
littance, and that there was an order from the Society to the Masters to be very civil to 
ich of them as came to see the children. 

I left the school at half past five o'clock, satisfied that nothing, as far as I could judg^ 
n be better conducted : the most thorough and English neatness prevailed tliroughoiit ; 
the appearance of die Master, Mistress, L'slier, and Servants, was most respectable and 
tfiecefity that of the children uiost lieaithy and happy..

CLONMELL CHARTER SCHOOL. 

Thursday, S5th August; half past one o'clock. 

I fir *t saw tlie children of this School at the church of Clonmcll, at a visitation sermon ; dtqr. 
vcre dressed in dark brown jackets and waistcoats with yellow facings, and white troni'^ers, 
and made a very gocid ap|)earance ; 5 who had excellent voices accompanied the organ. 
When I reached the School, the boys were busy in taking off their Sunday clothes, and 
putting on the extra suit of the Society, which the Master made the common suit, and 
which was in very good order; their shoes and stockings excellent. Dinner wai» soon 
sen'ed in the school-room, which is also used as the dining-hall, there being no other; the 
lx>ys Ikod portions of veal and corned pork,, and there was not any fixed allowance of 
jyjtiAU}e% at the side of each trencher, but large heaps of smoking |)otatoes were piled down 
fbecditreof the tallies, and each boy helped himr/jif as he wanted ; grace was said before 
and aftc'r dinner, and the usual hymn suni;. Tlicre v»ere 46 boys, all healthy and cheerful 
l«x>king children, excepting a lad about 17, who the Master told me had the falling sick- 
tK-ftf* ; he IumI a stupid ratlier tiian an unhealthy appearance; the Master said the complaint 
had afhrcted his facukics, and that he never was required to do any thing ; he has been 
rc^MjriLii to the Society in every Report sent up for the last year; die IViastor was in- 
fonncd bv their Sctxctary he would be removed by their order to Dublin, upon the first 
i>{>[>ortunity. I observed but one lK)y who liad any appearance of having had a scald head; 
1;^' wuh {K-rfiCtly cured, but quite bald on die crown of his head : the heads, hand and skin» 
of the Uiys u 4 r<' quite clean. 

The house, uliieh was built in 174^, has a very antique appearance ; it is in a very good 

fjltujiiou, and about a iniie and a half from the iiiarket-lionse of Clonmcll, on the road to 

i 'arMrk-^iUHiuir, near the road side, l>i]t enclosed in a small court shaded with trees ; there 

ife a >4'ry largeand well encioised y^u-d behind it ; the otiices are round this. The house and 

#*ttir«'* are in food repair. There are two dormitories about 22 feet by 20 each ; the roofs are 

ijlrhrd, iiot/tiled ; each contained :2 beds, the sheets and bedding perfectly clean. This 

AlimUr piiU iumv htrnw every month during summer into the beds ; he is obliged only by the 

\[\kU'n of ll^t S*>ci<'ty toputitin once every quarter ; he suid he fouml it necessnry for clean* 

lhi(*i«4 to f»|Dl it in HO often at this season, that it was no loss to him, as it answered as well 

mHvi wmmI^ iur hi* cuttie. The house was very neat, but too small for the full num)>er of th'e 

establishment^ 
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leetaUishment, which is 50 ; tlie school -room and workings-room, which are divided fro!li Appcndhc 
'^ach other hy the hall, are ottly ahont 15 feet by -20 each. 'The Master has 24 spinning- ^q o 
•wheels, but at present employs but two, the boys being, when not at school, occupied in 
nveediag the crops of the form, and working in a large ♦garden of an acre, for which purpose 
:they had small spailcs adapted to their age and strcngtli. 

The present Master, WiUiam Martin, is an old man, and has bi^en 12 years in this situa- 
tion; he has 10/. per annum salary ; his daughte!*,who is tlie Mistr;-?s, and who conducts the 
^domestic economy of the estJiblishraent, has also a salary of 10/. per annum, and 4/. per an- 
.num bounty fur good conduct to each. The allowance for Hring is 30/. per anrium, fof 
candles and soap 10/. There arc two maid servants. The usual allowance for the diet of 
the children, and the usual deduction is made for their labour, by which the Master said- 
that he did not think he either made or lost. 

There i« an excellent farm of 24 acres annexed to this School, for which the Ma««ter pays 
the Society 185. per acre rent^ * he had 5 milch cows, he annually keeps 7, two had just* 
died ; 13 acres of this land are under pasture ; he has 2 horses and 9 sheep, and some pigs, 
who were confined. 

The school is conducted by the Master's son, who has been Usher 12 vcars, at the usiuil 
galary. The school is divided into five classes, with a Monitor to each, asiippeared by an 
^ucation book which he kept; all the books of the boys were clean and in good order, and^ 
are here, and at the other schools, kept in a press when not in use ; he informed me that all 
of bis boys wrote, and I ssiw a pile of clean and fair written copies. 1 eiramined his head 
class in a ehiu>ter of St. Luke, of which tUey explained the history very wcfll^ they had the 
Church and Dr. Man's Catechism, in which I examined them up and down, p *rfectly by- 
heart ; spare able to r^ad the Scripture, as I found on trijJ, the rest are reading and spelling 
in the smaller ^oks of the Society ; the Protestant Catechism is got by heaart by the upper 
classes, but ail begin with the Church and Dr. Man's, then the Protestant, and lastly Cross- 
Jiiaii's. Several of the boys told me they had seen their parents lately, and others said they 
iKid not seen theirs, but had got letters from them, which they had answered ; the (Jsher said 
he always examined their letters, to correct bad spelling ; hut that when a parent came to 
Tisit a child he left them together. There is an attending Physician, at a salary of 10 /. pet 
annum, who, I observed by the Visitor's book, had* from the 2d Jcly to the 28th, whilst 
some of the boys were ill and recovering from a icarlct fever, visited and reported in the/ 
book eveiT day, thef srtate of his patieirts during this illness, which ran through 20 of the 
children ; the Master informed me, that he had then converted his bam into an infirmary ; 
all the children recovered. The building allotted for an infirmary, and which is at one end of 
the offices, is only 12 feet by lo, the ceiUng about I2 feet from the ground ; it had two 
very small windows, was on the ground Soor, and no way tit for the purpose; suck 
as it was, howeve'r^it was very clean, and a bed with proper bedding in it, ana no lumber 
of any kind. 

I saw an abundant supply of sheets, shoes, stockings and clothing, in the Wardrobe, 

})lentiful stores of meal and flour, and a well repicaislied dairy. The Catechist Visitor's 
ast Report was dated thD 22d ultimo. I tliink this school a very well conducted one, the 
children alt looked well fed, cheerful and healthy, except the one who had fits. The Master 
and Mistress complained of want of room. I think some additions ought to be made to the. 
^ouse, or the nutnoer on the establishment reduced, 
I left the School at half past four o'clocL 
Jt appears by the school list, that of the 46 boys in this school, 

10 are of Protestant paients. 
13 of Parents one of^whom was a Protestant

CASHEL CHARTER SCHOOL. 

fi6th August ; one o'clock* 

This School-house is a most noble and spacious building, erected about 60 years ago, as 
appears by the dale over the door ; it is situated just under the Rock of Cashel, and cn- 
-closed in a very largie court. It contains an admirable school-room and dining-hall : 2 dor- 
mitories 28 feet square every way, in the one there were 18 beds, in the otner 17 ; they 
xvere clean and well furnished in every respect ; each bed was labelled with the names of the 
boys who slept in them ; (at all the Schools^ 2 boys lie in each bed) ; these rooms were per* 
feclly well ventilated by six windows, in each, the walk and flooring very clean ; there are 
two staircases to the bouse; the committee-room. Master's apartments, kitchen, store-roonls^, 
.&C. are most spacious. It has every accommodation for a great establishment of the kind,

' There is a very large garden (wliich was not in good order) behind the house ; in this there 

was a weli^f water, which is a scarce article at Cashel. There was an excelleat ball-allef 

for the bovs. 

. I found the Misitress of this school, who received me, in a great state of agitation and 
confusion, her husband, the Master (who had been se\Tn years in that situation) haTiDg 
lately absconded ; he bad gone up to DubHn to receive the money paid in advance every 
quarter by the Society for the maintenance of tlie School, and pretended to his wife that he 
had lost his pocket-book, and was airaid to return ; the fact is, he had contracted heavy debts 
(neai'Iy 400/. as I was told) for necessaries furnislied to the school by tradespeople in 
Cashel, and they had seized upon his stock ; the keepers were in the house when i entered. 
The Master of Castlemartyr School, who had been appointed to succeed him, had not yet 
arrived. The Catechist Visitor, the Rev. Mr. Whitty, suppUed the food for the children ia 
4,he iiUerim. AnU^her who had been 14 yeiu's in the situation, and of whom the Visitor 
(whom I afterwards waited upon) gave the best character, for the present conducted 
*the school. 

. There wore 75 boys in thescliool ; 7 had run away the last week, all but two were found' 
-and brought back ; one had returned voluntarily, lie told me he found lie could not get a 
])iace ; tlie ix»st said they had eloped because the Master flogged severely ; tliey all agreed io 
likino: the Usher, who they said used them most kindly and welL A mau bred up in one of 
t'he Charter Schools, who had been Usher at a school suppressed, acted as a supernumerarr 
IJsher, without any allowance* 

The boys all looked well and liealthy ; I examined their heads and hands, which were 
perfectly clean ; 16 of the least boys (whom the Mistress informed me had been sent down 
from the Dublin Nursery in May last) were very shabbily clothed in the extra suit of the 
Society, and a few of them were without shoes and stockings; all the rest, whom the Mis* 
ti-ess called her ozcn boys, were clothed in the suit supplied by the Master, which was veij 
good, and they all had good shoes and stockings on ; they had been at church, which they 
.'ue obliged to attend on Fridays. Not a boy was sick ; one little boy had a bandage over 
bis eyes, which were sore. The Mistress here complained also, diat ahnost all those sent last 
Srotn the Dublin Nursery arrived with sore eyes. 

' I saw the boys dine on wlieaten bread and broth ; I asked them which they liked best, 
bread or potatoes ; there was an universal shout of potatoes.' The Mistress said, that find- 
ing many of the <rhildren would not eat stirabout, she had discontinued it, and ^ave them* 
new milk and bread for breakfast, aud milk and potatoes instead of stirabout for supper : they 
ail appeared to have been well fed. I saw a large storeroom with a great deal ot sheeting 
in it, shoes and stockings, and the every-day clothing. The late Master (as the Visitor 
informed me) had by his plausible manners and conduct imposed upon the Local Com- 
juittee as well as upon liim ; but they had at last discovered that he was worthless and 
extravagant^ but that he certainly had taken good care of the ciiildren as to their food and 
clothing. There arc 21 acres of inditl'erent land aimexed to this School ; the tencres of it 
were bad. The whole of the house and offices were newly slated in the best and most per- 
manent manner^ Tiiere are two maids only allowed to this establishment. 

An Apothecary, who lives in Cashel, attends almost every day. The ages of the children 
were from 7 to 16 years. The Usher informed me that 49 of tlKJ boys read, 38 wjrote, and 
i)e shewed mesome&:ood specimens of clean writing; 36 were in arithmetic ; I saw that- 
several were in the rule of Practice ; about 15 were beginning to Spell, iexamined his first 
class in Scripture history, and was much pleased with their answering; the three Cate- 
chisms arc equally taught, first the Church, then Dr. Mann's, and lastly the Protestant. 
The Rules and Kegulations and DieUiry of the school were hung up in the school-room. 
I left the School at 4 o'clock.

INNISHANNON CHARTER SCHOOL. 

Saturday, 2Qth August^ tliiee o'clock. 

The very neat and Tcgnlarly built village of Innislumnon is beautifully situated in a 
d^( p valley, which lies about ic miles south of the -city of Cork, and within two miles 
of the town of Bandon ; the inhabitants are almost every one of tlie established religion, 
and are the descendants of a colony of Nortlierns settled here by the late AJr. Addeiiey. " 
The cotton weaving trade is carried on in Innishannon. The School-house is situated on 
an eminence over the village ; it has a sloping lawn of an acre, which is used as play ground, 
and is well enclosed by a wall. The house in every respect is well calculated for the purpose 
«f a school, and contams an excellent school-room about 24 feet square, and 3 dormitories, 
.tiiey are on the second floors the centre one is 23 foct square, the two others about 20 feet 
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long by 15 broad; they contained 32 beds, which were in the cleanest order; the Master iippMdixy 
puts fresh straw in the beds once a month ; the floors of these dormitories, those of the 2 j^^ ' g^ 
staircases and passages, andofiall the rooms, were uncommonly neat, and whitened with v. 
freestone. 1 found Iiere a good infirroaiy, situated at the top of the house ; there were 
four beds in it, perfectly clean and ready for use ; the Mistress, an uncommonly decent 
>\oman, informed nie that if a child complained of an headache only, he was instantly sent 
io the infirmary. There is an attending Apothecary at lo /. per annum salary. 

There were 44 boys in the school ; the establishment is for 50 : one boy had eloped the 
20th July, a circumstance which had not occurred before for four years past. All the chil- 
dren in tfie school (nine excepted, who came from Monastereven) are from the county of 
Cork, and most of them from Sandon, Kinsale, and from the village. The only delicate 
looking child I saw, was one of those sent from Monastereven, the rest were ruddy and 
healthy, two wore caps, and had underneath the plaster recommended by the Society for 
sore heads; they were in their every-day clothing, wliich was still pretty good, and had 
(all but two little boys with sore feet) shoes and stockings. I saw in the wardrobe, a jacket 
and waistcoat and a pair of breeches for each boy, perfectly good ; one of the latter 
had never been yet worn. The children were in the school-room, which is also the work- 
ing-room, knitting stockings, when I arrived ; they are also employed in the garden^ and at. 
the lighter labours of the farm. 

James Corry has been the Mastar seven years ; he has the usual salary and allowance 
for his and his wife's diet ; 20 guineas per annum for firing, and 4/. 10s. only for soap and 
candles; he is allowed €/. 6s. per quarter for the wages and diet of two maid servants. 
He has a farm, which is opposite to the house, of 40 acres, for which he pays a rent of 10s. 
an acre ; the Master reported that the land was not of the best cjoality, that half of it, 
was covered with rock and furze ; it rained so hard, that I was obliged to take his report 
of it: he has seven milk cows, which, with two heifers and an horse, were his stock. I 
saw a very full dairy. 

There is an Uslu.T^ Edward Duncan, whom the Master admitted principally conducted 
the school. The Master manages the farni, and his wife and grown up daushters the 
domestic occonomy ; their appearance, as well as that of the servants, was very idecentl, I 
examined the first and the last class,^ the former in a chapter in the New Testament, which 
some of the boys explained very well ; the last class read the short sentences in their spelling 
books as well as could be exi>ected from their ages, from 7 to 8 years ; 28. boys write 
some, good fair hands ; isdpner, some of them were in Reduction, and some in Practice, 
aU of these had gone through the first four rules. 

The parents are allowed to visit the children ; several told me they had seen their 
piirenrs within the week. The Master informed me that most of the children are appren- 
ticed in the county and some in the town ; that he has more applications for apprentices 
than he can supply; the boy who had eloped, and who was not yet fit to be apprenticed, 
be believes to be screened in Bandon. The Catechist Visitors la^t Report was datecL 
28th August. 

1 left this School at five o'clock, as much pleased, as surpirised at finding an establishment 

E laced in so remote a situation so very w^ell conducted, as far as I was enabled to j udge 
^y the school list of the children, it appears that of the 44 children in the schpo 1, 17 
#re of Protestant parents, the rest of Roman Catholic parents. 

DUNMANWAY SCHOOL. 

Tuesday, 30th August ; one o'clock. 

The School-house, which is situated three quarters of a mile from the Church of Dun- 
^(uanway, is a substantial building, about 60 years erected ; it is enclosed in a large court 
in front, and has another in the rear ; it lies on very rising ground. The town is the pro- 
perty of the Cox family, and is inhabited by the descendants of a colony of Northern 
weavers, planted there by Sir Richard Cox, the historian, and afterwards Chancellor of 
Ireland. The majority of tlie townspeople are of tlie Established Religion, as I was informed. 
The hoiisecontains two good dormitories, each about 30 feet by i8> the one over the other, 
the lower one had five large windows, the upper one three small ones; there were 15 
beds in the first and 11 in th^ others, well lurnished in every respect, and thoroughly 
neat ; there is a good school-room, which is used as the dining-hall. The whole inside of 
the house is in perfect order, and nothing but the slating of the house and offices seemed 
to want repair. The fences of the farm, the garden and court-wall, were in perfect 
order. 

. VV^m. Nonwood, bred to the weaving business, has been 12 years the Master, and hi^ 
wife the Mistress at the usual salary ; 15/. per annum is allowed for firing (turf) ; 8/. for soap 
and candles ; the Master said he could not supply his fuel at less than 30/. per annum, had 
he not rented a piece of bog. He holds 18 acres of land of poor quality from the Society, 
at 5/. 4s. per annum rent, but he also rents 48 acres of land adjoining, at 60 guineas per 
annum, part of which is pasture; he constantly keeps 15 milch cows (this the Catechist 
Visitor confirmed) and that he does not sell any milk, but finds that number necessarj' for 
4ms boys, as he never mixes the milk. Thereare two maid servants, at the usual allowances, 
I found abundant stores of flour, and potatoes, and turf, and the best supplied wardrobe 
( have seen ; I found in it two good coats for each boy (besides the one on them) one of 
which was almost new, and piles of shoes, stockings, sheets and trow^ers, neatly laid iipiu 
-large baskets, 
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Apiieodw Tlifce s^e 40. children io the school, all remarkably well-looking healthy children'; .ouue- 

. ^ * ^ only (vrhom I find not notice<l) was pointed out to mc by the Master, who Jiad a mml 
. Jf* - sv^lJng on his leg, whicli looked like a bad scurvy, he had had it off and on for five 
years. ' 

lli^ir everyday clothing was stiU very good, a^d tlieir shoes and stockings excel- 
lent* 

I found the boys in -the school-room when I arrived, and the Usher hearing the head 
class readuig the book of Kings ; they read very well, and they answered suich to please me 
in Scripture history ; t also examint^ them in the Explanation of the Creed, which they 
had perfectly from Dr. Man's Catecliism ; the Church, Dr. Mao's, and the Protestant, arq 
equajly taugnt fn^ ; 29 write, I saw some specimens of good writing; it appeared by 
Ae sum books, that several were in the Rule of Three and in Practice ; all bnt eight coul4 
read, « 
fourt^i 
who 

in general apprenticed to weavers at Bandon, Kilbrittaa, and Clonakilty, where the cottcgi 
t'raae is flourishing. The Visitor, the Reverend Mr. Tuckey (whom I waited uponj informed 
me tfiat they had more applications for apprentices than tiney could supply, that be seldoo^ 
consented to aj>preqtice any in Dunmanwa^, because tbe business carriol on there, was 
ipdkfng Vittpry, (a poor species of linen, which sells for 5 J. and 6 d. per yard, and which is 
boiight by the CofR merchants to be exported to the Brazils to clothe the slaves^ is so. 
very poor a trade that the masters could not afford to feed and clothe the apprentices as he 
cbuld wist), and ds^hty had been accustomed to ; but he apprenticed them in Cork, Bandon, 
Rilbrittan, dnii Clonakilty, to cotton wieavers mostly ; tW the inclinations of tlic boj a 
were always consulted before they were apprenticed to a trade or service. Their pareau. 
come firequedtly to see some of them ; two boys parents, who lived in Bandon, had been to< 
S(ee them, as they told m^, the day before I was tiiere. The boys are also employed in the 
garden, and at the lighter labours of the farm. At one o'clock 1 saw them dine on potatoef ; 

Sd milk ; each boy had about 2^1bs« to 3}bs.on his trencher, and a large porringer of milk.. 
le Master said be had discpn tinned to give stirabout, as tbe meal was at this season musty.. 
I ibund iiere, that all the boys also preferr<^ potatoes to bread. 

There is an infirmary, with a room of recovery adjoining it, neither well suited for the. 
purpose ; the latter was over ^n extra kitchen for baking bread, &c. and tlierc was lumber, 
in l!ne infirmair. The Ma^er reported, ths^ there had not been any infectious compUiot. 
in the school since 1796, vihen 60 soldieis, who had been billeted upon his house, had left, a 
i^er bfehind ; and mat during the 12 years that he had been Master, only 3 children luMi* 
died. 

There is no attending Physician to this school ; when ^ boy is ill, the Master go^ to a. 
Physician in Bandon, and dek^ribesthe nature, of his symptoms, and tbe Physician writer, 
a prescription gratis, which he the Master carries to the Apothecary of the iomgt^ who: 
makes it up, and the cost is charged to the Society. Tiie Visitor's lasc Report wbs 
date^26th. 

I had a most excellent account of the Schoolmaster, his Wife, and the Usher, from the 
Visitor ; and every thing I saw confirmed it. No tiling could exceed the decency .of the. 
appearance of the whole family; the children looked most cheerful and happy, and their 
instruction seemed very well attended to. The following anecdote I had from the Rector 
of tlie Parish, Mr. Tuckey : Six bqys, about two years ago, had been ordered by the 
Society to be sent up to Dublin 4 the Master conveyed them to Shannon Grove Nur- 
sery, where a person was waiting to take charge of them to Dublin ; but in a few days 
ai^r, they all ran away from their new conductor, and every one oame back to the school ; 
tbe Visitor reported their retum to tbe Society, who ordered them to be expelled with dis-' 
grace, which tpok place accordingly, and was, as Mr. Tuckey represented, a most affecrting 
scene ; several of the people of the town offered to take the boys as servants, but they wonM 
nptstay in X>nnmanwi\y on account of tbeirdisgrace, bnt went off in different directions : of 
one 01 tho^ on^ the Visitor had since an account; be was a iad of* 18, and had gone to his 
friends in Kerry, and had set up a school; his relations, who are Roman Catholics, have been 
urgent with him to change bis religion, but he has declared tliat he never will give up it^ 
or a Bible which he received at school as a premium, but with bis life. 

Left tlie school at two o'clock, very well pleased witli this establishment. .

I vjsitx^d I nnisliannon 'School again upon my return to Cork; I found aH the hoys in 
the school-ruoui with tlie Ujjhei-. 1 went over the ttirra, and found tbe land rocky and 
indifiifrcut, as describetl by tl^ Master, and tlie fences not good. I waited on the Catechist 
Vi:iitor; he infurnied nie that tlie Master fed tbe children remarkably well, and tlieir 
appearance shewed it ; and that the state of the scImh)! had been very much improved 
since his appointment; that under tbe late Master it had been in a very neglected state; 
-that tlic Lshcr principnliy conducted the boys educatiop, with the assistance of the 
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meoMr^s son. The sktiDg of the house had been lately put into complete repair, that Appendix, 
of the offioes was not as yet finiyhed; the privy wants flageing and new seats ; the pump ^^^ g^ 

\YHs dry^ aud the Master was obliged to send a horse and cart nearly half a mile for ^ ' y* * * 
water. 

€ASTLEMARTYR SCHOOL. 

5th September ; half past 1 1 o'clock. 

There were 34 fine, healthy, well-looking boys in the school when I visited it ; the 
establishment is for 40 ; six had lately been sent to Killotran School, to be apprenticed In 
Waterford, there 'being some difficufty in providing situations for the boys in Castlemartyr< 
as no trade is carried on there, nor is thjere any demand for appi^ntices. When the boys 
are not at school^ they are employed in spinning and knitting, and occasionally they woYk 
at the farm. Thieir ages are from 7 to 14 years. They were clothed in the extra suit of the' 
Society, which was m' very good order, and had excellent shoes and stockings ; I saw 
their Sunday clothing in the wardrobe, and a great {>rovisioQ of sheets^ shoes^ stocking 
and trowsers« There were cjao good stores of nour and meal. The school-house was built 
about 60 years a^o, and was endowed by the l^te Carl of Shannon with 20 acres of land rent 
free, so long as a school for 40 children shall be kept tliere, which is the condition of most 
of the grants of land to these schools, (as I was imormed); for these 20 acres the Master 
pays the Society a rent of 15/. per annum; t)ie house, which is in the most perfect 
repair inside and out, and in the neatest order, is a vpry good looking building, with' 
wmgs, enclosed in a spacious court, shaded with large trees ; it is in n very good and 
retired situation, about a mile fropi the town of Castlemartyjr. The bouse cootaios a 
most excellent dormitory^ 3}) f^t long by 92 broad, well ventilated by six windows.; It: 
contained 20 beds, which were in the neatest and best order ; the Master puts clean straw 
into the beds twice iti the quarter ; the Master^s apartment adjoins it; the school-room and 
dining-hall, which are about 22 feet square eaob, are at opposite sides of the entrance 
hall ; the kitchen is in one wing, and the infirmary is in the other, which is well adapted 
to die purpose, being lofty and sufficiently large^ with two windows which opened ^o^n- 
wards; it contained but one bedstead; it has only be^ used as ^ iafiriBiiry once m 
five years, as the Master fepoited, when a boy who bad an ague was put into it ; it was 
full of spinning-wheels when J saw it. 

There is an excellent garden, cultivated by the boys, whioh was in very good order. 
The offices, which are excellent, are at a small distance fjroni the bouse. 1 saw a well - 
supplied dairy ; the M&3ter keeps 5 milch cows ; t saw 110 /Other stpck. He has for tw^ 
maids, the usual wages and allowance. 

The present Master, Thomas Watts, has been in the situation five years, and had just 
been promoted to the Mastership of Cashel School, 

The salary and allowances for tlie Master of this sohool ar^ the same as at most of die 
others; there is 30/. allowed h^re for firing, and 10 ^uiiipea^ for soap and caodles. The. 
Usher, John Hill, has been five years in that capacity; he has the usual salary, andL* 
bounty and allowance ; he was represented to me by ihe XSatechist^ Mr. Sasith, as a mO0t 
capable person ; and an application was made to th^ Soqi^y by the Liocel Commiftie^ ta • 
apj)oint the Usher to succeed upon the vacancy o^ the Mastership, but it was tefiised, it 
bem^ one of the rules of the Society never to let the Usher of the same school suaoeed to 
the Mastership. * Both Master and Usher attended here, as the l^at^hist informed iiie^ 
to the duties of the school ; 33 of the boys read, as I found by trial, ^9 wtiieand 15 copter; - 
the Church Catechism and Doctor Man's ore the od|y ones tise4 411 this school ; ibe 
Catechist told me, ihat for two years past he badjgiyep direqtioas to baye the ProteslaUK 
Catechism discontinuedi as lie thought it not suited to the capacity of the ohiklrem I 
examined the whole school in the chapter on the Creed in Doctor Man's Catechism ; alt 
bat two, I think, who were under seven years of i^e, bad it perfectly by heart ; and 8om# 
of the upper boys explained the Scripture history of a chapter of St. Luke much to mf 
satisfaction ; I saw some very good writing. I did not see the Usher, who was absent on 
leave at Youghall. The children make their own clothing; i.e. they spin the frieze clotb 
i'oT their jackets, and* the ticken for their trowsers, and knit their own stockings* The 
Master said he gained by their labour, as many were now expert workmen. The master 
gives the children potatoes for sij^per, instead of bread. I staid to see the children dinep 
ihey had each a large pon-inger of excellent broth, thickened with meal and vegetables, 
and the usual allowance of bread. I asked the children, did they like bread or potatoes 
best, all uiuiwercd *' potatoes." 

The parents who come to see the children are freely admitted ; one little boy's mother, 
who lives in the town, etune constantly: the week before I was at the school, as the 
Master informed m<}, the sister of one of the boys had come from a <;|istance to feee him, 
and had encouraged him to elope, and had told him, that if he stayed in the school h^ 
would be daimned ! the boy instantly came and told his Master what his sister had said, 
and related it to his Kcbool-fellows with groat marks of displeasure against her* 

It is above two years since a boy had eloped. Several lads who had been apprenticed 

from

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AppeDdix, from this school, and whose Masters, as they alleged, had used them ill, had at difimat 
times sought refuge at the school, but were elaiiued by their Masters, and retomed. The 
attention of the Cateehist Vihitur to this school is, as I was informed, anremittiag, aitd 
as far as I could judsce, nothing can be better conducted. 

Left it at three o^lock. 

It appears by the school-list, that seven of the children were of Protestant parents^ die. 
rest of Roman Catholics; 21 arc from DubUu, the rest from Cork and Waterford, and 
three from Castlemartyr. 

CHARLEVILLE CHARTER SCHOOL. 

Thursday, 8th September 1808; half past one o'clock, 

Tliis is a School for girls, and it contained 52 when I visited it; two had Just been 
"bound apprentices, but had not yet been sent for by their Masters. As I was informed, 
the establishment is for 50; their ages from 7 to 13. Two little girls looked delicate in 
their health, one told me her mother ftved in Kinsale, she was consumptive 4 the otlier 
had some stomach complaint ; the rest were as healthy looking girls as could be seen any 
where. One girl only has eloped from the school within the three last years; she went off 
the day after her father and mother, who came from Dublin to see her, had been at the 
school. The eirls are taught to knit, to card and spin ; the materials are supplied by 
the Master, wlio is allowed 4 J. per day for the diet of each child, and is charged 205« per 
head for the labour of three fourths of them ; the spinning wheels and carding machines 
are supplied by the Society. 

The girls are apprenticed at about fourteen years of age to service, few of them at 
Charleville, which is a very Roman Cathohc town, but they are apprenticed chiefly in 
the counties of Cork and Limerick, at Rathlieall, Kilfinnane, Blarney, Adair and in "the 
neighbourhood, where there are numerous Protestant families. The Cateehist * Visitor, 
whom I met at the school, informed me that there is a great demand for apprentices, more 
tlian the school can supply ; that 20 girls have been apprenticed within these last thiee 
years; that of this number three had turned out ill and ran away from their masters, that the 
rest were now living m their places, in the houses of fanners mostly, and go to their 
respective parish churches, as the Cateehist -is informed by the Clergymen of the places 
above mentioned, who report to him the conducx of the apprentices f. 
. John Gray, an Englishman, has been three years Master of this school ; his wife, a 
very decent woman, is the Mistress; their joint salary is 12/. per annum, and 8/. per 
annum for good behaviour; one shilling a day for diet for each, allowance for fuelso 
guineas, for soap and candles 10/.; two maid servants at the usual allowance from the 
Society. There are 15 acres of very good land annexed to this School, for which the 
Master pays the Society a rent of 15/. per annum i}^: the farm was in very high order, 
there weire seven cows on it, which the Master said were all milch ones, nine sheep, 
and two horses; the master said he had some pigs, I did not see any. The dairy was 
well stocked. 

A young woman, named Phoebe Davidson, was the Usheress, at the usual salary, pre- 
mium and allowances; she had been two years in her place ; the Cateehist represented her 
as remarkably well qualified for the situation, and that she principally conducted the school. 
I^ examined the girls, and I found that they all read, and with an uncommonly good accent, 
which in this country surprised me; 22 write, I saw some very good specimens of their 
writing; 13 cipher.; they are all first taught the Church Catechism, then Dr. Man's and 
Stopford's, and then the Pn/testant Catechism. I asked the Usheress, did she lay much 
stress on the latter, she answefed, '^ Sir, they must all get it by heart/' The girls were 
dressed in an olive-coloured stuff of their own manufacture^ their clothes, and tiieir shoes 
and stockings, which they wore, were all very good ; I saw in the wardrobe the Sunday 
suit, it consisted of an olive-coloured stuff gown and petticoat, a straw bonnet, white huid* 
kerchief, and white cuff, and black worsted stockings ; besides this suit, which had as yet 
been only worn on Sundays, the new clothing for the year commencing the 29th of Sep* 
tember was also in the wardrobe, and a good provision of slioes and stockings ; and in a 
store a large stock of flour, meal, and candles. 

' The SchooI«house, which is about a mile from Charleville on the road to Mallow, is on an 
.elevated situation close to the high road, and not enclosed by any court-yard or walls : it 

contains

+ It were much to be wished that the Society would devise ?ornc effectual method of superintending ^ 
the conduct of the children apf)renticed from their Schools, and if possible of assisting them afterwards 
in their settlement in life, 'i'he sum of three guineas, which they at present pay to each of their 
adopted chddren for 'having faiihfully served their apprenticeships, is barely builicient to provide a 
decent suit of clothes, but inadeqralc f4»r purchasing the implementsof their trade, and of procuring a 
place to exercif-e it in. 1 was infunned at the Foundling Hospital at Cork, that the Governors of that 
Hstablishnicnt give to sncb of their apprentices who have merited it by faithful service, at the expira- 
tion (»f their ypprenl'ceships, ten, lifieen, and in fome cafes twenty guineas, (according to the deserts of 
ihc ><»uiiy man or woman, and thv nature of the trade they have been tiiught) to enable them to establish 
themselves in life, and to earn their livelihood. Might not some part of the profit of the Children's 
labour in the Charter Schools be reserved for thi^ pur|)ose ?

'S TheSociety have now a Superhilendeut of Apprcnlices. 
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<!onU'ms a scliool-room about 24 feet by I4> well ventilated; there is no dining-ball, the Appendix, 
kitchen is used for that purpose-; there are three dormitories, each about 14 feet by i8, ^ « 
there were eight beds in one which was on the second floor, nine in the second and eight in ^1 J ' 
-tlie other, which were on the upper floor ; the windows of these two were too small for 
proper ventilation. The beds and bedding were in the most perfect state of neatness and 
-#rder, as was every part of the house; it appeared however to me to be much too small for 
Ae present number on the establishment. The offices were not commodious, but they 
were in pretty good repair ; there is no inflrmary, nor has there been any ever built for this- 
establishment ; the pump be'mg dry, the Master was obliged to send to Charleville for 
water. Nothing could be cleaner than the inside of the bouse. I \<ras perfectly pleased 
vith the appearance and clothing of die girls ; and 1 received a very favourable account of 
the Master and Mistress, and of the whole management of the Establishment, from the 
-Catechist Visitor, whom 1 met at the School, and who t think is entitled to great praise for 
his attention to the conduct of the children during their apprenticeship. 

Left the School at four o'-clock. 

It appears by the school list furnished to me, that of the 52 children in the school, there are 
3 Orphans. 

14 of rrotestant parents. 
•2 of parents, one of whom was a Protestant. 
^3 of Roman Catholic parents. 
Of this number, 25 are from Dubnn, the remainder from the counties of Coi'k, limerick^ 
Waterford, Wicklow and Galway. 

SHANNON GROVE NURSERY* 

Sonday, nth September 1808; eleven o*clock. 

• 

' This was the first Nursery I had seen^ and I examined it with all the attention In my 
•power. There were 66 children in it, whose ages were from four to 12 years ; there was 
One girl of 14 ; of the whole number 17 were boys, whose ages were from four to six years, 
they were still in frocks. The clothing of all the children was of brown frieze ; the elder 
girls had white, the younger check bibs, and straw hats. The children were all very clean, 
and were healthy in appearance (three excepted, whom I afterwards saw in the infirmary); 
they were assembled in the school-room, preparing for church, the Usheress was standing in * 
the middle of the school-room with a rod in her hand ; and 30 of the elder girls, who were 
very well clothed, and made a very good appearance, soon after my arrival were marched 
off to church, which is two miles distant; the rest of the children were too young to walk 
•o far. The clothing of these latter was old looking, but Yfrfy and whole ; every one had 
shoes and stockings ; the Society allow no extra suit to the cliiildreu in the Nuheries. The 
Master furnishes all the clothing; and ii allowed 1 /. 105. for each ^irl, and the same sum 
for the boys ; he is allowed four-pence per day for the diet of each cnild, and no deductiooi 
is made for the labour of the children, on account of their tender age ; a few of the elder 
girls knit, and make up their own shifts; all attend school. When the children attain the 
ffge of seven years they arc usually removed to the schools as vacancies occur, but nearly^ 
half the children in this school are' now above that age ; 13 had been sent a month before- 
to the adjoining school of Shannon Grove. Two children of about 13 years of age had 
been decoyed away by their parents last week, as the Master believed, for the children dis- 
appeared the day -after they had been to see them. A very great proportion of the children 
were from Limerick Counur and City ; the Master, who had only been diere since August, 
and who had succeeded a Mistress who had resigned, finding that she lost by the school, 
reported, that he was told the people of this county and* the neighbourhood, when in dis- 
tress^ were very glad to put their children into this Nursery, but were desirous to get them 
back at 13 or 14 years ol age, when they can be of use to them : formeflyy as he heard, the 
country people used to beat the carriers who were employed to remove the children to the 
Other schools, but they did not do so now, but often took that opportunity of decoying 
them away. 

The house is a noble and spacious building, every way fitted for the purpose, and is in . 

excellent repair; it is situated about twelve miles from the city of Limerick, and three from 

the town of Askeaton, and close to the village of Pallas, on an high and beautifiil situation 

over the Shannon ; a spacious avenue planted with trees leads up Xo the Nursery and to 

the School-house, which is about 300 yards from it. The nursery-house contains two 

^dmiruble dormitories : the first, which is the whole length of the building, is 80 feet long 

by 1 7 wide, with two fire-places, it is lofty, and very well ventilated by seven large windows ; 

It contained 34 bedsteads *, 25 of which were furnished with bedding for the cnildren, and 

there were two beds for Nurses ; all were perfectly clean, as well as the floors and walls ; 

the other dormitcMry was over this, and was 50 feet by 17, with one fire-place, and five 

1/vindows; it contained 14 beds for the children and two for the Nurses, equally clean. la 

4i store-room adjoining, 1 saw part of the new clothing. The Usheress sleeps on this floor; 

the Master and Mistress's apartment is on the same floor with the other dormitory; the 

staircase is a spacious one ; the dining-hall is 36 feet by 15, and very lofty, the flooring of; 

hrick ; the school-room, of the same size, is opposite to it. Tlie offices are commodious,' 

4ind all in repair, excepting an old barn, which was in ruins. The house, offices, back-yard 

and' 
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an! ear.^on, occapy two acres, ciiven rent free by Lord Charleville. Ther6 is- no farfti 
>iC;^ JL ucx.-t! :o ih;*i Establishment ; the Master buys part of his milk^ the rest is supplied by fivfl 

— « ^ covx. which he grazes in the neighbourhood, at seven shillings a month per head. It ap« 

pears to me thnt a farm is on every account as necessary to an establishment of this kind ^ 
as to the schools, all of which that I have yet seen had them. 

Tbe^ infirmnry is about 22 feet by 13 broad at the widest part ; it contained seven beds in* 
escelJent onler, besides a bed for a nurserj' maid, whose sole employment it was to attend 
the infirmary; there were three sick children in it, one with a very bad sore arm, anothet' 
with a lump under her chin, both scrofulous cases, the third had a scald head. The Nnrse 
was a very decent looking person, and the infirmary, which is apart from the house, the besfr 
famished (excepting the one at Innishannon) I have yet seen ; but it is on a ground floon 
An Apothecary living in Pallas attends when sent for, he is paid half a guinea per visit, and 
charges for medicines besides. There are eight maid-servants and one boy allowed for 
this Establishment, at 5/. per annum wages, and 5 J. per day for diet for each* The 
Master, AVilliam Sparling, is allowed 20 /. per annum salary for him and his wife, 8i. pre* 
raium, and a shilling a day for their diet; be had been Master of Kilfinane Scho#ly which 
had been suppressed, as be reported, on accotmt of its being too small to accommodate more 
than 20 children, and an estimate for its repair and enlargement having amounted to above 
one thousand pounds, the Society had suppressed the school, and removed him and his wife 
to Shannon Grove. The Usheress, Anne Smallwood, was reared in the school, and had 
been seven years here, at the usual salary, premium, and allowance for diet. The Visitor^ 
whom I afterwards saw, gave the very best character of her and of the late Mistress, whoi^ 
care of the children and tenderness to them he highly extolled ; he informed me, that she 
resigned, tinding she U^t by the Schdol, which, considering the want of a farm, 1 think 
very probably may be the case with the present Master, if he feeds the children well*. The 
Usiieress iiiibrmed me, that 30 of the cnildren could read, the rest were spelling; that her 
flcbool was divided into five classes, that all were taught the Church Catechism, about 30 
Doctor Man*s Catechism, and 1 2 the Protestant. There is a Local Committee of 16 gentle-, 
men of the neighbourhood and from Limerick, who superintend the School ; several ot these, 
as appeared by the Vbitor's book, attend regularly and report upon it ; th«ir Reports were 
verv ravourable, as well as the Catechist Visitor's. 

f left the Nursery at lialf* past twelve o'clock, and returned at three o'clock, and saw the 
children dine at that hour on beef and potatoes, of which latter each child had a large por*, 
tion at the side of their trenchers. 

It ap[iears by the school list, that of the 66 children in this school^ 
. 8 are Foundlings. 
1 an Orphan. 
12 of Protestant parents. 
7 of parents, one of whom was a Protestant.

SHANNON GROVE SCHOOL. 

Shannon Grove School-house, which is situated in the same avenue tvith the Nio'sery^ 
and about 300 yards distant from it, is also a spacious building, erected about 40 years ago; 
It was in perfect repair. It contained two excellent dormitories, one of them 60 feet long 
by 19 broad ; in this there were 24 beds, perfectly . clean in every resjpect ; this Master give^ 
fresh straw for each bed twice in the quarter ; the Usher sleeps in this dormitory, which is 
well ventilated by eight windows; there is a smaller dormitory, 28 feet long by 19 broad, 
which contained 11 beds for the smaller boys, aud one for a maid who attends tiiem, the' 
bcfds were also in perfect order, and the apartment thoroughly clean. The floors and dl the 
uH%^^es of the house whitened with freestone, which gave them a very neat appearance. 
n^re is a spacious kitcheu, the flooring of which is bad. Tlie offices are numerous and 
tfyjmmodious ; the slating was undergoing a thorough repair. The schooWoom, which is 
UM=<latf the dining-hnll, is small and iU shaped. There are 28 acres of land annexed to this 
S^,4i<x>l, being a grant from Lord Chaileville's father; the Master pays for this i^s. an acre 
U/ the Society +. It was in the highest order. He rents also a farm adjoining, and keeps 
iH cows in profit, and docfs not sell any milk ; the Visitor, whom I saw after my visit to the 
uix^xA, oiniirmed this. I never saw so replenished a dairy. 

Hcy^Htd IluJse has been Master of this school since 1802 ; he wafs reared in the house, and 
ij^Mx^M^-A his father as Master ; he has a salary of 25/. per annum, for himself and his wife; 
H I, \Mfunts' is allowed for good conduct, and 1 s, per day for diet for each. The Usher, Johti 
Ws^itUf h»s befrfi 29 years in the situation, at the usual salary, 8lc. 

Ili^'f^f are 60 Ixiys in this School, 13 of whom had been sent in a month before flrom Ae • 
^yinin'tf Nursery ; the ages of the children from 7 to 15; there was alad wholiad been 
in ii^ ^:U<mA 1 5 years, and who was an idiot, and was employed as a kitchen boy, he was '

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w^H olollicd in the extra suit of the Society, and was very fat and florid ; I never saw a set Appeadixy 
-of better looking boys any ^4iere than those at this Schod, thoy \?«rc all very well clad in Ne. 8, 
the extra suit of the Society, their shoes and stockings excdlent. All, excepting 15, three ' 
of whom were lame, and the rest too young to walk so far, had been at Church, which is 
two miles distant. 

In two years past, but one dopement has taken place ; and it has been four months since 
a child has been ill, as the Master reported. The same Apothecary who attends at tlie 
Nursery, visits here when sent for, and charges half a guinea a visit. The infirmary, which 
had been a stable loft, and which was in no respect fit for an infirmary, was full of flax, and 
the stairs up to it broken and almost impassable. 

The boys arc employed in spinning and knitting their stockings, and at the farm and in 
the garden, when not at school. There was in the school-room, in which every thing seemed 
well arranged, ap Education^roII and a Labour-roll, showing at one view the employment 
allotted to each boy, and the books lie was reading ; a List of the boys in each class was 
hung over their respective forms; the Rules of the Society and Dietary were hung up. | 
bad ho time here to examine the boys in their learning, being obliged to return to Limerick 
the same day, th«« being no accommodation nearer. 1 saw some well written copy-books, 
and some ciphenng-booka, with sums in the Rule of Three and Pmctice. The Master and 
Mistress, as the Cateohi^t informed me, both conducted the school with the greatest i:^re 
and attention ; he seemed much disappointed that I had not examined the boys in their 
progress in religious instrucdoQ 9Ad In reading. The Master informed me, that all tiis 
boys, wbeii fit, are apprenticed in the neighbourhood, and that as fast as the boys are ready, 
he has applications ior them from the farmers about Adair, Ballingran, and Killcalane. 
These farmers, \mo are dcsomdants of the Falatiue$, are in very comfortable circumstances, 
and will not hire any but Protestant servants. He said that there were several young men 
reared in the school, now very well settled as farmers, and some as weavers, in the ncigli- 
bourhood ; and he further asserted, that this School had given an Admiral to the British 
Navy, who after he was made a Poat Captain came to visit the school, and thanked his 
father, who had been Master, for the care he had taken of him in his yputli. He said he 
was present in the school when this occurrence took place. 

At two o'clock I saw the children dine in the school-room on good beef and potatoes, 
nerved up in large bowls which were placed in the centre of tlie tables, and out of which 
each boy helped himself. This Master informed me that he never gave his boys stirabout 
for dinucr, but substituted potatoes; and gives milk and potatoes instead of bread for sup- 
per. I asked the boys which they liked best, bread or potatoes \ they angwered unanimously, 
*^ potatoes.*' 

1 saw here every tfiing to praise, and nothing to condemn, excepting the state of the 
infirmary, and that the privy wanted repairing and emptying. 

i left Shannon Grove at four o'clock. It appears by the school list, [that there were iis

NEWPORT SCHOOL, TIPPERARY, 
Newport, Monday 12th September; 2 o'clock. * 

This is a $^ool. for girla. When I entered the school-room, I saw 66 girls in it at wtirk^ 
15 were spinningy the rest were knitting, one was assisting in the kitchen. A draft of la 
Jittle girls, who had come from Chariemont-^street Nursery in Dublin, about three montfat 
ago, had brought sore eyes into die school, but tbey were cured when I «iw the school ; 
and nine of tlie grirls had latdy recovered from the wliooping cough; all appeared to me to 
be in perfect hetuih. Tbey were dressed iajt dark^coloured stuff, wkhoot any facing, that I 
recollect ; had all good shoes and stockings onj tbeir hands and beads were perfectfy clean, 
and they were plump and cheerful looking children ; their ages from about eight to thirteen 
years. I saw their new clothing in a storeHX>om of a dark-coloMred home-made stuff, 
i^ry thick and warm ; and a large store of shoes, stockings, shifts and flannel petticoats. 
The whole house was in the neatest state, woA best order ; the flooring, which was 
•coloured with freestone or marie, had the appearance of a itone floor. The house 
was built and endowed by one of the Roden family with twen^ acres of land, on con- 
tiition that forty girls or boys should be educated in tlie school, which is capable of perf*ectly 
accommodating that number, but is much too small for the namber at present in it. Tlie 
school-room is small and ill shaped, and the children are obliged to dine in a very small 
kitchen for i^ant of a dinin^-hall; there are two dormitories, about fifteen feet by sixteen, 
containing each seven beds in the cleanest state, they are on the second floor, and inside of 
them there was a closet containing four beds, two of which arc tor the naids, of which thare 
are three to the establishment; there were two dormitories more over the former ones, and of 
tlie same size, one contained eight the other- nine beds, all thoroughly neat and well supplied ; 
the committee-room was the best sized apartment in the house. * 

The Master, Thomas Blackstone, who has the usual salary of twelve pounds, and eight 
pounds bounty for himself and bis wife, has been above ibur years Master. The al low a nc e - 
ior firing is thirty pounds, and for soap and candles twelve pounds j U^is Master keeps 
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ATypendik, six milch cows; be gives the cirls potatoes for supper with their niJIky and strrabontf 
Ko 8. ^"'y ®^ breakfast. There is an X.^heress, at the usual salary; she and the Mistress coudoct 

1 1— J — L-/ the school ; the Visitor, whom I found at the School, praised both for their competency and 

^od conduct. Tlie Master superintends the schooi-iarmi and another which he rents. 
There has been but one elopement from tliis School in foiw years. The girls are apprenticed 
hi the neighbourhood of Limerick to services, and are in much request, as the visitor in- 
ibrmed me. There was a girl in the house when I was there, who had sought refuge in it 
from a master who had used her ill; lier return had been reported to the Society. 

1 examined two classes in reading, who read very fluently, and answered in Scripture his- 
tory uncommonly well; the Church, Doctor Mann's and Grossman's Catechism, are taught; 
hut the Catechist said he had discontinued the Protestant Catechism, because he thought 
the children could not understand it; the Catechist's lasj: Report of their progress in the 
religious part of their instruction, dated the morning of the day I was there, was a most 
favourable one; and as far as I could judge, this establishment seemed extxemeiy well 
•conducted, and the girls were well-looking, clean, and healthy children. 

The School-house, which is an antique looking building of three stories, is eoclosed in a 
•court yard, on each side of which are the offices, the slating of which as well as of the house 
had just been put into complete repair; there is a large jgarden in therere. The house is 
beautifully situated on an eminence over the village ot Newport, which lies about 12 milei^ 
irom Limerick on the Dublin side. 

There is no infirmary to this house ; a garret of the house is used for this puipose whea 
^vanted, but at other times for other purposes. 
Left it at half past three o'clock.

DUNKERRIN SCHOOL, KINGS COUNTY. 

Wednesday, 14th September; half past 10 o'clock. 

This is also a Scoool for girls, and it contained fifky ; most of these had been sent there- 
from the Dublin, Mpnastereven,^d. Shannon Grove Nurseries. The only sick child I saw 
had been sent from the latter place, she had some complaint in her head and knee, and did* 
Dot attend school; there had not been another chilci sick, nor had any child died in the 
■school since September last, when one of those sent from Shannon Grove died of a decay. 
7.'he Master saia, he believed all the sick children from Shannon Grove Nursery were sent 
to him; he had returned back two, who had the evil or scurvy. It is nine years since an 
^lopenunt has taken plac^ from this school, as the Catechist, whom I met at "it, informed 
jne. The girls were in the school-room when I arrived; some were at work, spinnings, and- 
others making up their new clothes, and the younger ones at their books ; the Mistress and 
Usheress (two remarkably decent women) were in the school-poom; all the girls, excepting 
three lately admitted, can read, twenty-seven write, and ten cipher; I saw some very good 
specimens of their writing. There are half-yearly examinations held at this school bj the 
lailies of tiie neighbourhood, six of whom are ot the Local Committee; andfunemiums of 
bibles and prayer books, and in some cases of silver medals, are given to the best answerers*: 
I heard tiu.* two upper classes read, which they did correctly, and with a very good^ 
accent,and 1 then examined them in the chapter in the Bible, the 7th of Saint Luke, woich 
tliey had read verse about; their biblical information in general was very rood for their* 
ages ; three of the girls surprised me by their answering. There is a class of six girk in tfait: 
)ichool,who are allowed to work for themselves; i. e. the price of the materials and of the day's' 
labour (which goes to the Mistress) is deducted, and then the frocks and bandkerchtels, 8cc. 
V'hfch they make up and work are sold, and the surplus b the property of the ghrls ; one girl' 
was pointed out who had lately earned three guineas; the money is kept by the Mistress* 
lor each girl till she is out of her apprenticeship. All the girls are apprenticed in the neigh** 
bourhoou, which is a very Protestant one; the Curate of it informed me, that there were* 
seven hundred Protestants in the parish, which is about four miles square. I saw in the 
Visitor's book the Report of tlie ladies and gentlemen of the neigkbourhood, who had* 
attended the last examination held in June; it contained the highest praise of the conduct' 
of both Master and Mistress, and of their management of the school, and concluded in the* 
following words: " We congratulate the Committee of Fifteen on the prospect of so many 
'' girls educated in this school, hkeiy to become such useful members of Society; and we 
^< tu-e satisfied, that no Master or Mistress can acquit themselves more conscientiously ia 
^ the discharge of their duty to the children and to the Committee of Fifteen." This wa* 
signed b^ seven ladies and lour gentlemen, who.I was informed were of the first distinction^ 
in the neighbourhood* >

Alexander Acheson has been Master of this school 3 years, and his wife the- Mistress ; Appendix, 
tlieir joint salary 12/. per annum, the usual bounty and allowance for diet; he is allowed No. 8. 

for firing 12/. per annum, and 10/. for soap and candles; and has two maid servants, who '^ v 

were both brought up in die school, and he is allowed 5/. per annum for each, and 56?. each 
per day for their diet. The Usheress,. who had been two years in her situation, and had the 
usual allowances, came from Baggott-street Charter School, in which she was educated. 
There is an attending Physician, who lives at Roscrea, 4 miles distant, who is allowed 15 I. 
per annum for medicine and attendance; I saw by the Visitor's book, that he had regularly, 
reported upon the case of the sick girl, the cleanliness of the house, and the goodness 
of the childrens food. There was a small infirmary detached from the house, it was per- 
fectly clean, but empty. 

Tlie School-house is beautifully situated upon an eminence, about a quarter of a mile from 
the Cluirch of Dunkerrin, and was endowed about the year 1740 by a Mr. Frank with 
20 •acres of excellent land, for which the Master now pays the Society 9/. per annum; 
it was one of the conditions of thegrant, as I was informed, that a Charter School should be 
kept there; the farm \i;js in very good order, and the Master had 5 cows on it, which he 
fcciid were all milch ones. The clothing on the children was very good, and the wardrobe 
and stores were well supplied ; the new clothing, which I saw the elder girls making up, 
was of a very strong and warm dark stuff, half yarn and half worsted, trimmed with yellow. 
The house, every part of which was thoroughly neat, contained 3 dormitories; one was 18 
feet by 26, and contained 1 1 beds ; another was of the same size, and contained also 1 1 
beds; the 3d was 18 by 18, and contained 6 beds ; the Usheress slept in one, and a maid in 
each of the others. There is an excellent school-room, which is at present also the dining- 
hall. A considerable addition was. building to the house, which would give it a dining-hall 
and other conveniences. The house has two staircases and a pprch, and makes a very 
good appearance outside ; there is a spacious court before and another behind it ; and a 
very fine well of water at a small distance supplies thtit necessary article. I saw the chil- 
dren dine on potatoes and milk, they had plenty of both, the former were substituted for 
stirabout, wliich in the Dietary was ordered for the dinner for the day. 

I left the School at one o'clock, very well satisfied with all I had seen.

STRADBALLY SCHOOL. 

Thursday, 15th September 1808; two o'clock. 

■Robert Shaw has been the Master of this school two years, with the usual salary and 
allowance, 25/. for firing, 8/. i6». for soap and candles. There are 29 acres of land be- 
longing to the school, for which he pays the Society a rent bf 29 /. per annum ; 14 acres 
are under meadow and pasture; he keeps five milch cows. He is allowed two maid servants 
at 5/. per annum wages, and 5^. per day diet for each; those in the house when I was there^* 
were hired by the week, being Roman Catholics, whom the Society do not allow to be 
tervants, in their schools, unless Protestants cannot be had, which was the case here, a» 
the Master reported, and the reason of their being hired by the week f. The Usher, Pa- 
trick Tracey, nas the usual allowance ; he had been above a year at the school, and wa* 
sent from Clonlarf Charter School, in which he had been educated. 

The School-house, which is close to the town of Stradbally, is a spacious building, about 
1 26 feet in length, with two wings projecting in front, forming right angles with the centre. 
It contains an excellent and lofty school-room 33 feet by 18, in very neat order; there are 
two dormitories situate in each wing, they are each 38 fi^et by 11, there were 12 beds ia 
one and 13 in the other, perfectly clean in every respect, as was every apartment in the 
house. There is a large garden, which the boys work in; it was in good order. 

There were 46 boys in the school when I visited; one boy had lately eloped : it had 
been two years since an elopement had taken place before. They were ail healthy well- 
looking children, and were dressed in the extra «uit of the Society ; their shoes and stock- 
ings were good, their heads and hands perfectly cl^an. The liair of the children, at all 
the schools 1 saw, was cut close to the head. When I entered the school I found a Monitor 
hearing the last class of the boys, whose ages were from six to seven, the Church Catechism ; 
they all had it perfectly by heart, though 1 found not one of these children could read ft; th^ 
Usher informed me that he and the Master had daily made each boy repeat a small portioa 
of the Catechism after them, until they had the whole by heart; he said it was an idea of 
his own, and that he had never seen the method practised before. Twenty-eight of the 
bo\'s write, 2 4 cipher, and ^H hut the last class, whicti contained 12, can read. 1 examined

Local Committfe consisting of 14 of the principal Gentlemen of the nei^bboncbood, some 
of whom regularly visit every week, as I was informed* The Cateehist* Visitor's last Report 
Iras dated tiie 8th. 

I saw the new clodiing of the children; it was of a strong thick brown stuffy ealled Csr- 
licfc Ratteen, and was faced with bright yellow. 

A Physician, who lives at Athy, is allowed 10 guineas per annum for atteadBxtce. I saw 
a well supplied tiiedi'cide chest furnished by tbe Society. I saw a spacious room in the hooser 
fitted up as an infirmary; there were two beds in it, and it was every way suited for the 
{purpose, excepting that it was next to one of the dormitories, but diere was no doos of 
communication between them. 

Tlie boys are apprenticed from this school chiefly to weavers and shoemakers at Mount; 
Mellick, and in the neighbouring parish of Emo, which is a very Protestant one; l^ieare 
inore applications for apprentices tnan the school can supply, as the Master reported. The 
aiges of tlie children from six to 13. I staid to see fhera dine; their messes consisted of 
beef, and cabbage and potatoes; the latter were piled in large smoaking heaps in the 
tniddlc of the tables, each boy helped himself as he wanted. This Master inlormed me that 
fie gave potatoes and milk (ot supper mstead of stirabout, according to the Dietary ; tie gives 
bread on the days ordered by the Society. I nisked the children which they liked best, 
Ibrcad or potatoes? they all answered ^'potatoes best*' The Master said he thought the 
children could be fbd much cheaper on potatoes, and he thinks (as I do) that the allowance 
of bread in the Dietary of the Society, which is one^thiidofa pound for dinner, and four 
ounces for supper, too small an allowance for the larger bojs, and barely enough for tb^ 
Smallest. 

I left the School at half pl&st two o'clock, satisfied, as far as I could judge, that it is a 
tery well conducted one. 
It appeared by the school list furnished me, that of the 46 children in this school, 
3 are Orphans.

MONASTEREVEN NURSERY. 

Friday morning, 16th September; nine o'clock. 

This School-house is a very noble arid spacious buiiding, situated at a short distance from 
the town of Monastereven. The house, offices, garden a'ld court-yard, occupy two acres. 
There is no land annexed to this EstaWislirment. The Master informed me that he rented 
a farm at a small distance, at 6/. per acre, from which he was supplied with milk, 
which is not to be bought in the town. The house contains a diaing-haii 36 feet long by 
about 17 wide, it is very lofty and well lighted by five windows ; a school-room of the same 
ailoe is opposite to it: there are two admirable dormitories, one on the first and the other oa 
the second ioor, they are the whole length of the house, and are each about 85 feet long by 
ti broad; there are nine windows in each, and two fire-places ; there were. 30 beds in one, in. 
which the Usheress and two maids slept to take care of tlie chilclren, and 25 beds in the other,, 
besides beds for four servants, and several empty bedsteads ; both dormitories were perfectly, 
dean and newly whitewashed, the beds were well furnished and very neat. There were 114 
children in the house when £ visited it, of which number 36 were boys, whoic ages were 
from four to about eight yearSf about 20 of the girls were from 10 to 13, but more than 70 
were under eight years old ; 39 of the children were in the measles, and one in a worm fever ; 
of this number, 13 were lying in bed in the upper dormitory, and seemed to be taken 
very proper care of; the room was very clean, and was thoroughly well ventilated ; 24 were 
in the infirmary, three of which only were lying in bed, the rest, who were recovering^ 
were playing about. The infirmary consisted of two cotitiguous rooms, of the same size 
each, viz. about 17 feet by 19 ; there were seven beds in one and six in the other, and a 
bed for a Nurse who was attending tlic children; all the windows were open (the day was 
a veiy hot one) and these apartments were perfectly clean. One of the children, I aui 
sure, had the whooping cough, and I recoumiended tiis instant removal. The infirmary is 
detached from the house, but one of the rooms of it is placed over the washbouse, in 
which, when I saw it, tliere was a great vessel of water boiling upon a large fire. The 
Master iuformed me that considerable additions, including a room of recovery and a hoc 
and cold bath, were to be made to i^ immediately ; that the contract for these and other 
improvements * amounted to 500/. A Physician, who lives at Athy, receives a salary of 2q 
guineas a year for attendance, the Society iurnish medicines; there was a very well 
supplied medicine chest. 1 saw by the Visitor's book tuat tlic Physician made regular 
Rt'portb; the two lixat were dated tlio i2Lh and i5tU of llie iiionth.

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the test of the cbiklrea ia die school-room, they were a verv- good lookiqg set of ApptoAt^ 
childreo; the ^irls were Tory well clethed in blue stufl^ with cbeclr bibs; the boys K«. 8 
wefte in blue fneze^ alaioftt a year old * ; they bad all very good shoes and stockings on, 
exceptiiig^^ two or three of the smallest boys^ whose shoes were bad ; I saw one ragged girl^ 
she bad bees admitted the day before, and was in her own clothes. Two of the little boys 
bad bad sone eyes ; the Master said ttey came with sore eyes lately from the Dublin Nurr 
lery ; and tw« bad soald beads> and wore the Society's pitch plaster ; the heads, hands, and 
skins of all the rest of the children were perfectly clean ; they aH looked as if they were 
vreU fed and well taken cafe of. 1 was informed by the Master that only two children had 
dUed in this Nursery siooethe 34th of June 1806. 

. Edward Kinsley has been Master two years last June, his wife is the Mistress ; their 
salary, bounty, and allowance for diet, tlie usual one; 45/. 105. is alk>wed for the full of 
this JBstabiishmeBt, and 32/. for soap and candles. Ten maid servants are allowed by the 
Society at the usual wages. A very decent elderly woman, Mary Egan, was the Usheress, 
at ike usual salary and albttumcesf she seemed to conduct the school ; she informed me 
diat the Church Catechism wd Crossmw's were only taught in it ; that 40 of th^ children 
cx^ald read and 30 spell, the rest were learning the letters. I saw here a class of 12 of the 
littk cliildren, not one of whom could read, wno had the Church Catechism, which I heard 
4hem, by heart ; the Usheress had repeated it over and over to each child until each had 
ffot it by heart, tu the same manner as the Usher had done at Sta^baQy School. 

The ^der girls knit and work. I saw the new clothings it was ^ dark blue camlet very 
diidc and warm, it bad not any facing ; check bibs and straw bonnets for the girls, and blue 
frieze jackets and white trowsers for the little boys. The sheets and shifts were of very 
good tliick linen. There was a well supplied dairy ; and the {»antry was fu& of brec^d. wUicn 
was made of wheat from which only the bran bad been taken. As far as I could judge, th^ 
children in this Nursary appear to be taken very good care of; the Master, Mistress, ani, 
Usheress^ seemed very djscent people^ their manners tp the childrea seemed kind 9JpA 
tender. 

I left it at half past eleven o'clock.

CHARLEMONT-STREET NURSERY; DUBLIN. 

Thursday^ i3tb October; 12 o'clock. 

This Nuraery contaiaed when I visited it, 101 children, of wbi^h 53 ^imegish^ ^mA 4k 
boys ; the ages of thechiUren ftom 4 to i^ yioars cid 5 of this pumber, u hgd been air 
mitted the day before; and the Master reported, that, exqepting 15 ot theobildr^, 4h^ 
rest had been not more than six months in the house, tii^t tk^j axe only 1st po fmv^mn here 
until there are vacancies in the sbhools in the couotry, afid t!^ I|^ W sei^t by order of the 
Society 15 boys the day before to Killotran Charte'r School, in tbe cow^ty of Waterford. 
Of the children in the house, 12 had sore eves, and more s^ipM Mv'eateoea with the com- 
plaint ; 13 had the evil or scrofulous complaints, some of whom had been lajtely sent from 
the schools in the country, and were onlv to remain in tliis W.ursery nntU there was room 
for them at the Clontarf bchool, whither they were to be sent for the benefit. (^sea-bathing; 
two or three had scald heads, and one was a cripple, and two or three had so,re legs. The 
clothing of most of the children was very shabby and indiflferont. I found tli^m all in the 
school-room ; about 20 of the elder §irls, the best dressed of the children, were at work, 
the rest unemployed. More than haU of the children are under 8 years of age. The 
Master is allowed 5J d. per diem for the food of each child, from which no deduction for 
their labour is made, on aoconnt^f tlie tender ages of most of them. He supplies their 
clothing, and is allowed 1 /. 175. 6d. a year for those children under 12 vears, and 2/. 51. 
for those above that age ; for this he is required to furnisli a stuff gown and petcicoat anJf 
under ditto, 3 pair of shoes, ditto of stockings, 3 shifts, a bonnet and bibs and handkerchiefs, 
for the girls ; a jacket and waiscoat of frieze, two pair of trowsers, and the abovementione^ 
quantity of Iben, and shoes and stockings, for the boys. The beds and bedding, and fur* 
niture of the house, aie here, as well as at all the Schools and Nurseries, supplied by the 
Society. 

Prince Crawford has been Master of this Nursery since 1799, his wife is Mistress ; theit 
joint salaries 24/. per annum, and one shilling per'day for their diet: 35 tons of coals arc 
yearly supplied by the Society ; and he is allowed to buy as much soap and candles as h(5

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AppevfliXf gj^js necessary, and to charge the amount to the Society ; about 30 guineas a jekr' he 
No. 8. thiriks now supplies these articles. There is an Usheress, who seemed a very decent eldeilj 
*^ "" ' woman, and who is allowed the usual salary, bounty and allowance; she had been 8 yean 
in this situation. There are 8 servants allowed for the house, and one for the infirmary; 
the Society pays the Master 15/. 165. 4d. a year for the wages and diet of each of them. 
There is uot any land annexed to this, or to any of the Nurseries ; the Master here said be 
renrted 2 acres in the neighbourhood at 16/. per acre, and kept 7 cows to supply good miUt 
for the children. 

The house is situated at the upper end of Charlemont-street, in the city of Dublini near 
one of the Grand Canal Bridges. It is by no means sufficiently commodious for so large 
an Establishment, and was not in the same state of order and neatness as the Nurseries at 
Monastereven and Shannon Grove. Two parlours, about 20 feet square each, formed the 
school-room ; it was not neat, or sufficiently supplied with tables or formsX The Church 
and Doctor Man's Catechisms only are tauffht, the Protestant Catechism has been discon- 
tinned. There are 6 dormitories : two on the first floor; one of them, 26 feet by 18, con- 
tainted 12 beds, the other, 19 feet by 18, contained 9 beds; they were clean and the floon 
.whitened with freestone : there are two dormitories over these, of the same dimensions, and 
containing the same number of beds: at the opposite side of the house there was a dormi- 
tory, 28 feet by 18, containing 9 beds, and a small one, inside, containing 4 beds ; these 
two are for the boys; the beds were clean, but most of the coverlets, 8cc. old, and sooie 
worn out: all the dormitories are very well ventilated, and a servant sleeps in each to take 
care of the children. There is no dining-hall. There is an infirmary, outside of the houses 
about 40 feet long and 13 feet broad ; it contained 18 beds in good order, but it appeared to 
me to want more ventilation, there being only two windows ; there were four children in it, 
one recovering from a fever, two with sore eyes, and one who was recovering from a 
mortification in his feet, and upon whom I was informed a most surprising cure was per* 
'formed. There is nn attending Apothecary, who is allowed 30/. per annum tor medicines 
and attendance ; he visits regularly, as I was informed. 1 saw the children dine in the 
kitchen, which was dark and damp, and not sufficiently large to hold all the children at a 
time, sfnd their meal was uot served in that regular and comfortable manner, whicb had 
gratified me so much at the other schools ; their mess was potatoes and milk and butter- 
imilk mixed. There is a large paved yard at the rear oi' tlie house, for the children to 
play in. 

It appeared to me that some improvements and regulations are wanting to render this 
Estabhshment as complete as one of the kind in the Metropolis ought to be. A dining- 
hall seems indispensably necessary*; and 1 think some efficacious remedy ought to be 
sought for, for the sore eyes of the children, which is evidently an highly infecu jus com* 
.plaint, and one of long standing in this Nursery. Several of the mothers of the children 
affected with s^re eyes, whom 1 met at the school (it being the day allowed tor their visits}^ 
assured me, that when they had put their children in, a few weeks before, they had not this 
" disorder ; and the Masters of several schools in the country had complained to me, that 
most of the children tent to them from the Dublin N^usery, arrived with- sore eyes. When 
I first mentioned this circumstance to the Mistiess here, she insisted that the chddren must 
have got sore eyes upon the road ; it was evident from what 1 saw, that they brought the 
complaint from this into the country Schools. I spoke to an apprentice of the visitin*' 
'Apothecary, whom I met at the Nursery, upon the subject ; he said, the seat of the dis- 
order was in the eyelids, he could not account for it« origin, but admitted that it was evi^ 
.'dently an infectious complaint. 

I left this Nursery at half past two o'clock.

BAGGOT-STREET SCHOOL; DUBLIN, 

Saturday, 1 5th October ; 2 o'clock. 

This Charter School House, which is spacious, and well adapted for the purpose, is 
situated on the Black Rock Road, a little beyond one of the bridges over tlie Grand Canal ; 
it is three stories high, with two small wings, the school-room is in one of them, and the 
infirmary in the other ; there is a paved yard behind the house for play-ground, and a 
small garden beyond it. 

This is a school for girls, and it contained 62, of which number three were sick in the 
infirmary ; the rest were very healthy, well-looking girls, whose age< were from 10 to 18

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.years old, Tlieir dress,, which was perfectly good and remarkably neat, consisted of blue Appendix 
lamleteen^ check bibs, white handkerchiefs, and worsted stockings, which they knit; their No. 8. 
clothes are supplied by the Society.* The master of the school is allowed 5 j rf. per diem ^ , ' ■ 
for the diet of each §irl. The girls are employed at plain and fine needle-work, which is 
afterwa-ids sold, and one half of the profit is carried to the account of the Society, the other 
ha« ijj the property oi' the Master; the returns of the labour of the girls last year amounted 
to 40 /. . Tney are apprenticed to trades and services, and a choice is always given them. 
iThis school is also intended to supply Usheresses to the other Female Charter Schools, and 
ito private endowed Charity Schools in the country. The present Usheress of the school has 
^cen one .of the girls of the house; and three others have been provided for as Usheresses 
to schools, since the commencement of this Estaolishment in 1804- 

. Saipucl Mac. Murray has been Master since the school was first opened, and his wife 
the Mistress; their joint salary is 24/. per annum and 12/. bounty, and one shilling a 
day. for the diet of both; 30 urns of coals are supplied by the Society, and 32 /. is paid 
tp the Master for soap and candles ; he is also allowed 15 guineas per annum for oue maid 
•ervant;. the rest of tlie busmess of the house is done by the girls ; six attend the kitchen, 
whieh. was in very neat order. "^I'he Usheress, who has been two years in her place, has 
tiie usuajl salary, bounty, and allowance lor diet. The school is divided into six classes, 
with a Monitor to eacli, the Usheresses are selected from the Monitors ; some of the girls 
afe now fit to be Usheresses, as I was informed. Whilst I was at the school, the Cate- 
chist. Visitor came, and 1 heard him. examine a class of 12 girls in a portion of Dr. Mans 
IJxposition of the Four Gospels; their answering was surprising, and proved that their 
r^^Iigious instruction was most particularly well attended to ; 55 of the girls write, some 
extremely well, as. I saw by their copy books; 52 cipher, some of whom are in the 
Rule of Three; all but two lately admitted can read and write. The school-room 
is. about 30 feet Jong by 17 broad, and was very well lighted, and perfectly clean ; the 
dining-hall, which adjoins it, is 26 feet by 18. Tnei'e are three very excellent dormitories, 
one over the school-room, the other over the dining-hall, and of the same dimensions; 
the first contained 12 single and 4 double beds, the other six double and 6singJebeds; 
the third dormitory. is 32 feet by 17, and contained 9 double and two s'mgle beds, besides 
a bed for the Usheress. All the beds were thoroughly neat in every respect; and well 
supplied; the whole house perfectly neat and clean in every part. The Infirmary is a very 
guod one, and was very well ventilated ; it contained 9 beds ; three girls were in this 
apartment, one in an erysipelas, one had sore eyes, and the third had some complaint in 
her back. An Apothecary is allowed 30 /. per annum for medecines and attendance; he 
had visited the day I was at the schooL 

The Committee of Fifteen is the Local Committee of this School, which appeared to be 
a very well regulated establishment in everv respect; the Master and Mistress of it seemed 
to be most proper and decent people in their fine; and all the girls had the appearance 
of being very well fed, well taken care of, and seemed very well instructed. 

Eighty girls have been apprenticed from this school since its commencement in 1804; 
the greater part of them in and about Dublin. 
I left it at four o'clock.

ROYAL CHARTER S C HOOL, STRAND. 

Monday, October 17th; 2 o'clock. 

This is an Establishment not only for the education of Charter School children, but 
alsfj for the reception of such children under the care of the Incorporated Society in the 
country schools, as are afflicted with chronic complaints, and who are sent from their 
diircrent schools to the infirmaries of this Establishment, for better advice and the benefit 
of sea-bathing. The house is admirably adapted for the purposes intended, being situated 
close to the sea-shore, ani about a mile from the Metropolis, and provided with suitable 
accommodations. The School-house is a handsome stonerbuilding, with a {)ortico arid 
cupoia,and is in perfect repair: it contains a school-room 40 feet long by 17 wide, well lighted 
and ventilated, a kitchen of the same dimensions adjoining it, and at present used as a 
dining-hali ; and three excellent dormitories, one 50 feet by 17, theotjier 40 feet by 17, and 
the third 2o by ditto ; in the first were 34 beds, in the second 17, and one for the Lsher, and 
in the third 10 beds ; all of them extremely well furnished and in the most perfect state of 
order and neatness, and the rooms were thoroughly well ventilated : the Master's apart- 
ments are contiguous to these dormitories. Detached from the school-house, and enclosed

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Appendix, in a court yard, are the infirDiaries for the child rcn affected with chronic complaints, and 
Na 8. the hospital for infectious disorders, whicli is also detached. The chronic infirmary con^sts 

' V ' of two separate apartments, with a separate staircase to each, and an apartment for the 

attendants in the centre: of these infirmaries, one is for hoys and the other for girls; 
the former is about 30 feet long by 15 wide, and contained 20 beds, the other is nearly of 
the same size, and contained 14 beds; the windows of both are small and low, and the 
rooms «rc dark, but each had a very large ventilator in the ceilinsf. At present therfe is 
but one female attendant for both infirmaries, who also superintended the hospital for in- 
fectious complaints, which is an apartment of about 25 feet by 15, with 4 windows in it, 
but has no ventilator; it contained 12 beds well supplied; there is a fire-place in each room. 
There appeared to me to be wanting an attendant for each apartment, and a ventilator iu 
the one last mentioned, and larger windows* to both. 

I found 27 boys in one of the chronic infirmaries, all but three of whom had been sent 
from the country schools, most of them with scald heads and some with the evil ; one who 
had this last complaint was bed-ridden, and another had suffered amputation of his leg : 
there were 5 girls in the other infirmary afflicted with the evil, except one of 23 yeairs old, 
who had the epile[)sy, and was an idiot ; in my opinion, she ought to be removed to die 
Hospital for Incurables, or to the insane ward in the House of Industry. These children 
are kept apart from the others, excepting at meals, when such of the boys as are not con- 
fined to bed, are suffered to dine with the rest of the school. 1 found in the infirmary for 
infc\:tious complaints 23 boys, and the Usher of the school, all in the measles. There is an 
attending Apothecary, who is allowed 30/. per annum for medicines and attendance ; he 
ciimeto visit the school while I was there. The master is ordered by the Society to putfresli 
straw into the beds in the infirmary once a month, and into those in the sciiool dormitories 
once in a quarter ; he said he was frequently obliged, for cleanliness, to give it uiuch 
oftener. 

Hugh Hampton has been Master of this Establishment since 1798, and his wife the 
Mistress; their joint salary is 24/. per annum, and 12 /. bounty at the end of the year for 
good behaviour, and a shilling a day for the diet of both. He has a farm of 9 acres at- 
tached to the house, for which he pays the Society 4 /. per acre yearly rent ; he keeps 
5 cows, and is obliged to buy milk besides ; 30 tons of coals are annually allowed him, 
and 32/. for soap and candles; he keeps six servants, and is allowed for each, i6/. per 
annum. 

George Payne, a lad of 17, bred up in the school, is the Usher; he has 20/. per annum 
and 10/. bounty. I was here informed that the Society had resolved to raise the allowance 
for diet 10 their Ushers from6rf. to one shilling ner day, in all the schools. 

There were 148 children in the school; of wh:ch number 5 were girls (those whom I had 
seen in the infirmary) their aG;es from 7 to 13 years. The Master is allowed 49 d. per daj 
for the diet of each child. The clothing of the boys in the school is furnished by the 
Society, and consists of a blue freize coat and waistcoat faced with red, two pair of breeches, 
4 pair of shoes, 3 shirts, 3 pair of stockin<js, and a hat ; besides these the Societj e\erj 
second year give each boy an extra coat, waistcoat, and pair of breeciies. 

All the children, excepting those in the infirmaries ana hospital, were in the school-room 
when I arrived; they were very clean, well clothed, and f healthy looking boys. TIic 
school-room was perfectly well supplied with books, forms and desks. 1 examined the 1st, 
2d, and 3d classes in a chapter ot the New Testament,. which they -Jill read very fluently, and 
some of them explained it surprisingly. I observed here, as 1 did at almost all the other 
schools, that the boys came up with great alacrity to be examined. I was informed by the 
Master, that at the yearly examination in July last, of all the charity school children in 
and near the Metropolis, held before the Members of " The Association for promoting the 
Knowledge and -Practice of the Christian Ileligion," he had sent 12 boys to be examined, 
and that all of them had obtained premiums; in consequence of which, as well as of the 
former good answering of his boys at these examinations, the Members of the Association 
presented to the Master a Bible with a suitable inscription, which 1 re.id, and which gave 
a very flattering testimony of their approbation of his conduct. Ninety of the boys write, 
as the Master in fornujd me; and 1 sciw some very 4»o()d s[)ecimens of round, small, and 
text hand; 60 cipher, some of whom had gone through Voster's Arithmetic. There is a 
Local Committee of ten Gentlemen resident in the neighbourhood, some of whom occa- ' 
sionally superintend the school, besides the reguliu* Catechist Visitor. One day in the 
week (Thursday) is allotted for the visits of die parents. The boys have no labour, except 
occasionally working in a large garden. Their whole time, except what- is allotted to play 
and meals, is passed in the school. At a proper age they are apprenticed to services and 
trades, and a choice is always given them of eidicr, as also ot the particular trade: the 
Master said he found much difhculty in procuring good trades for tfie boys, the apprentice 
fee of the Society being only 5 /. which is very low compared to the high apprentice fees 
now given. 

Tliis School is also intended to supply Ushers for the other Charter Schools, and also 
for private endowed Charity Schools ; a few have already been provided for as Ushers ; they

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are selected out of the class of Monitors. I saw the boys dine on bread and milk. The Appendix, 
Master thinks a third of a pound, the quantity of bread fixed by the Dietary for this day's j^q g^ 
dinner, too small an allowance. I found at this school alone that almost all the boys pre- »^ 
ferred bread to potatoes. 

The school appeared to be a very well regulated one; the Master attends to the 
duties of it himself, and seemed 10 be a very zealous, diligent and proper per&on in his 
station. 

I left it at half-past four o'clock.

ARKLOW CHARTER SCHOOL, for GIRLS. 

» 
Quarter of three o'clock ; 14th November 1808. 

This Establishment is for 50 girls ; I found 45 in it when I visited the school, * thirty of 
whom were at work, spinning worsted in an out-office, which was about 40 feet long by 
16 broad, and which had been converted into a working-room ; there were 40 wheels ia 
it ; the raw materials for spinning were supplied from a neighbouring manufactory, and the 
Mistress charged the Proprietor for the spinning of it; she said she paid 40/. per 
annum to the Society for the labour of the children, by which she admitted she was 
a gainer; the Sexton of the parish was employed by her as a foreman to superin- 
tend and instruct the children m their labour; the rest of the girls were in the school- 
room. They were all very well dressed in a dark green coloured camleteeriy and had 
very good shoes and stockings on ; those in the working-room seemed very expert at - 
spinning; and all the girls looked healthy and cheerful, excepting one who was consump«> 
tive, and another who had water on the brain. Three little girls, who had been sent with 
5 others from the Dublin Nursery about two months before, had still sore eyes ; the Mis- 
tress reported that the whole number sent had arrived with tliat complaint, and had infected 
many of her former scholars ; that the three 1 observed with bleared eyes, were some of • 
those sent from the Dublin Nursery, who were not yet cured. Besides spinning, the girU 
are employed at needle- work, and make up all their own clothes; they had but one. suit, 
the one i saw on them, and which was quite new ; for Sundays they had a cloak of a staff 
called bear-skin, and a straw bonnet The school-house is a very mean and old looking 
building with a porch, it stands in a court, \ and is situated near the road side, about half 
a mile beyond the town of Arklow ; it is in but indifferent repair, and is very incommodious, 
but was very clean withinside. The school-room is a miserable apartment, about 20 feet 
long by 18, low and dark, with a brick floor out of repair : there are two dormitories about 
23 feet by 17, with pitched roofs and not ceiled, and three small windows in each room, the 
frames and sills of which were quite decayed, both are dark and ill ventilated ; one con- 
tained 12 beds, the other 13, which were perfectly clean and well furnished with bedding, ' 
blankets and quilts : there is a small and inconvenient kitchen, and no dining-hall : the best 
apartment in the house was the committee-room, which is also the parlour tor the Mistress. 
The offices were in pretty good repair, and sufficiently commodious ; the boundary walls out 
of order. An out-office, called the Infirmary, is totally unfit for the purpose, being a miser* 
able apartment and on a ground floor ; its dimensions about 12 feet by 10, with two windows, 
having 2 panes of glass only in each ; it contained one bed in which a servjint slept. There 
are 20 acres of good land annexed to this establishment, for which the Mistress pays a. 
rent to the Society of % sixteen shillings per acre yearly : of this ground she reserves 
1 5 acres for pasture, and keeps five cows in profit ; the rest of the land was under 
tillage. 

Tne Mistress is a very respectable and elderly looking woman, of the name of Cul- 
len, who has been in the situation 20 years, and of whom the children seemed very fond, 
and whose manners to them appeared kmd and gentle; her salary is 18/. per annum for 
her and her sister, who assists in the management of the establishment (there being no 
Master) ; she has also 8 /. per annum premium, and is allowed for soap and candles 10 /. 
per annum, and for fuel 34 /. 2 s. 6 d. yearly ; she is also allowed for two servant maids 
10/. and 15/. 4s. 2 J. tor their diet. 

Her Lsheress, Jane Tydd, has been 12 years in the employment of the Society, and one 
jrear at this school, and was last at Newport Charter School ; she is a very decent young 

woman

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Appendix, ' woman in appearance, and s!ie almost entirely conduets the school education. Of th^ 
' No. 8. girls 24 write, and 1 saw some very clean and well written copies ; only 8 cipher, one or 
v.'hom is in the Rule of Ttiree. I heard most of the children read, which they did well 
and distinctly, and I examined the head class in Scripture history, in which they answered 
extremely well, I think at no school belter, except at Baggot-strcer. The Usheress informed 
me, that during the year she had been there, she did not recollect that any of the parents 
of the children from Dublin had called to yee tliem ; but some of the parents of children 
from the neighbourhood had been to visit them. Three little girls from Dublin, and one 
from the county of FiOngford, told me tint they hrid got letters from their parents since they 
were there. Many of the children from liiis sch{;oi, as the Mistress informed me, are 
apprenticed in the neighbourhood to Protestant farmers ; cind she said there were numerous 
applications for them. 1 do not believe t.hat there are any other charity schools in the 
r.eighbourhood, in which poor children are maintained and educated. The Catechist of 
this school is the Reverend Mr. Faton. I saw by his report, that on the last meat day 
before 1 visited it, the children had dined on corned beef and cabbage. I did not see them 
at meals. A Doctor Crofton, of Arklow, had been the attending Physician, at a salary of 
to I. per annum, but had lately gone to settle in Dublin, and when 1 saw the school bis 
successor bad not been appointed. J think this School-house would require a considerable 
sum to be expended upon it in repairs, and also in additions, to make it as coaiinodious 
as most of the other School-houses of the Society which 1 have visited ; nevertbelesi 
with all its straitness of accommodation, it was clean, and seemed well managed^ and tlie 
trliildren taken good care of. 1 left the school at five o'clock.

CONCLUSION. 

I cannot close this Report, without expressing the very great satisfaction which I expe- 
rienced from the very general good state of those Schools under the care of the Incor* 
porated Society, which the Board of Education sent me to visit and inspect. 

And if I have suggested some few alterations, which in my very humble jud<nneQt 
jni^ht be made with advantage to the Institution, and have noticed any injudicious' re<^u-> 
lations, which in the multiplicity of their business, and the difficulties of managing' so ex- 
tensive an Establishment, may have escaped the notice of the Committees of Fifteen ; I 
cannot have a doubt, should my observations be thought to have any foundation, that 
those Members of the Incorporated Society, through whose unremitting care and assiduity 
the present good state of those Schools is so much to be attributed, and who have 
nothmg more at heart than their perfection, will favourably receive the Observations 
which I have taken the liberty of making with freedom in the course of my Report.

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When children are reclaimed by their parents in any moderate time after their admission, 
the practice of the Committee of fifteen for some time past has been to yield to the parents 
solicitations, conscious that, if resisted, their dissatisfaction would induce.them to become 
very troublesome to the Masters and Mistresses of the Schools to which their children should 
be'sont for education; a circumstance that must obviously have a tendency to encrease the 
numlK-r of elopements, and thus defeat the ends of the Institution; and the Committee were 
the more readily induced to adopt this mode of proceeding, from a conviction, that a number 
of children sutticient to supply their Schools will be voluntarily offered by parent*, from 
v^iii^m no such interference is to be dreaded. 

.Applications from parents to restore children who have been a considerable time in the 
Schools, are complied with, when the children are affected with consumptions or confirmed 
bad health, when their conduct is incorrigibly bad, or when a change of circumstances in 
the parents renders them obviously competent to make a more ample provision for their chil- 
dren than the Etablishment of the Society can promise. But applications from parents ta 
restore children, for the obvious purpose of bringing them back to the Popish religion, are 
seldom, if ever made ; and if made, would certainly be resisted.

Bmidc tlie satisfaction which we receive from the prospect of having a number of useful 

imhjrctH added to the community, we must be gratined by having it in our power to evince to 

the (i'ovcrnmeiil of the United iKingdom, that the education of children in these Schools is 

ifhcarious, practical, . free from bigotry, and in every respect such as to put it beyond the 

vnv\\ of private defamation and public censure. When our Report passes through the 

ii;iiidii of « Government to the Public at large, it will be compared with Mr. Howard^s just 

ffprfM Illation of these Schools at a former period; this comparison will give an irrefragable 

prMWoflhe grarlual and encreasing attention which is now paid to the lowest classes of 

ji«'opK: ifi Inrlend. This improvmenf is owing to the sagacity and perseverance of the Coot^ 

iiiitu-«;or Fiftern, who have wisely entrusted part of the superintendence of the Charter 

Hi U(9tA% U} resiM-ctabIc gentlemen resident in the neighbourhood. By these and by other

DietJ — ^The present dietaiy has been proved to be excellent, by the best of all possible ^* '^' 

tests, the health and strenetb of the chilaren. It has been said that they uniformly prefer 
potatoes to wheaten bread ; perhaps quantity in this case compensates ror Quality. With 
jespect to stirabout, there is reason to believe, that food which passes down the tliroat with- 
out mastication, is neither so agreeable nor so wholesome as that which .undergoes sufficient 
mastication: It has also been said, that the stirabout has been laid aside in many places/ 
because it promotes cutaaeowi diseases ; for this however there does not appear to be suffi- 
cient founoation; for our Report states that oaten bread is used in some of these Schools,* 
and at the same time it is stated, that even in these but few boys were infected with any' 
cutaneous disease* Itmight however become a U3eful subject ot experiment and enquiry, 
which it is in the power of the Board to prosecute with very little trouble, and with great 
and permanent advantage to the public. 

Religious Instruction.] — ^This m almost every School fully answers and sometimes sur- 
passes expectation ; the Catechists most laudably attend their duty, and their labours are 
mceessfm. The Tract called, ^ The Protestant Catechism" had been omitted in many places,' 
it is now entirely discarded. After all that has been said by others, I shall in as few words 
as possible express my own sentiments; it is my duty to do so, or I should decline the sub- 
ject altogether. The highest authority that public station and private character can create, 
has sanctioned the opinion, ^* That whatever a good parent of the higher ranks should do 
^* for the religious instruction of his own children, should be done for the poor." This bu- 
nevolent and pastoral sentiment I am reluctantly obliged to Question: CliildR^n of opulent 
parents have their minds cultivated by various knowledge; they have abundant sources of 
instruction from books and conversation; they are thus taught to discriminate, and even at 
an early age to reason* At a Charter School, the children are with great propriety kept 
i;eparate from society, and no books get into their hands but such as their Masters chuse to 
give them, they should therefore be taught dogmatically. The doctrines of our church 
%ould most certainly be early impressed on their memories, and they should be made ac- 

Suainted with the nature and tendency of those error* against which wc protest; but I would 
y no means prepare them to be disputants, were they capable of entering the lists; I should- 
fear that they might burst from the nive a swarm of Sectaries. 

The absurdities of Popery are so glaring " that to be hated, they need but to be seen.** 
But for tlie peace and prosperity of this country, the misguided Papist should not be ren-r 
dered odious, he should rather be pointed out as an object of compassion ; his ignorance 
should not be imputed to him as a crime, nor should it be presupposed that those whose 
tenets are erroneous, cannot have their jives in the rijjht* ^' Thank God! that I am a Pro-* 
testant,*' should be a mental thanksgiving, not a public taunt. 

General Instruction.]— Writing, reading, and arithmetic, are the standing objects of at* 
lention. Of these, writing, except in ope or two instances, is well taught, reading not quite 
so well, and arithmetic less generally and perhaps less successfully than might he expected ;^ 
jet of all the common acquirements of which tne youn^ mind is capable, aridimetic is the 
mostusefril; its rules are logical, their foundation is laid in immutable truth, their develop- 
ment excites and gratifies early curiosity, and it is impossible to have learned the higher 
rules of arithmetic under a good Master, without having the general powers of the mind 
improved; and what end can be proposed more advantageous to society in the education of 
the poor, than to give them good sense and reasoning minds i To make the poor good and 
wise, and tractable, give them sufficient powers of discernment, and they will discern their 
real interests amidst tlie sophistry of those who endeavour to mislead them. 

Books.j^To form the judgment and influence the feelings of the children, beside the 
instruction of their Masters, proper books must be employed. I have been told, that in 
some schools the Greek and Roman Histories are forbidden ; such abridgements of thesft 
histories as I have seqn are certainly improper; to inculcate democracy and a foolish hanker- 
ing afler undefined liberty, is not necessary in Ireland. But there are many other books 
which may be advantageously permitted ; i shnll presume to mention the following : '' Bar- 
bauldV beautiful " Hymns," " Moral Annals," and " Butler'b Arithmetic," which is full of 
•olid 

countries. 

It is often said in England, that an Irishman does nbt know his right hand from his left; 
let our poor children be taught the cardinal points of tne compass. Jet them learn to know 
the polestar, and three or four of the constellations, the causes of day and ni^ht, and the 
annual motion of the earth ; even Cahban is proud of these a<x)uiffements. The principles 
pf draining, abridged, and similar parts of agricultural knowledge, applicable to the situation 
of the lower classes of the people, may be advantageously taught. 

The children should see specimens of the common poisonous plants and minerals, and an- 
tidotes should be pointed out to them.. 

For their amusement, stories inculcatine piety and morality, and industry, should bead* 
mitted. But every thing that leads to restlessness and adventure sliould be carefully avoided. 
The attention should be turned as inuch as possible to sober realities ; for instance, the habit 
of estimating measurement should be early taught, it enlarges and occupies the mind, 
and is of dail v use in every situation of life. A competent portion of what is here men- 
tioned might be taught by Masters visiting these School^ from time to time, without much 
trouble or expense.

». !c. l^r it DMT be am>roacbed. It is always in the power of the Master to encouraTC gardening, 

* ' ii is profitable to hiro, and healthful to his pupils ; nurseries of trees are still better sources 

i^ empfoyinent and of profit than common gardening. Boys take an interest in what at 
tliesame time occupies their minds, and employs their limbs; this interest will grow op 
with them, and may by degrees supplant th^t hatred for trees, which it is said sabsistt 
in Ireland. 

. KnitOM and spinning are totally nnfit and unprofitable for boys, weaving is a healthfid 
exercise ifnot followed with too much assiduity ; the flax mills now establishing in trelatid 
will soon supply materials eyery where. Is it to be supposed that the legislature will tefate 
to supply looms ? 

. Tiie hoys should not work more than three hours a day. Jjooms for cotton and wootlen 
px>ds should of course be employed in some places, instead of those for weaving nairrow 
sacking and coarse cloth. 

Stocking weaving instead of knittino; should be introduced: netting 9iid weaving sash- 
cordp curtain line, and fringe for furniture, might be tried. Basket-makine is a aood em- 
ployment; shoe-making is already taught, ana it may be more generally introduced, for 
aboes are becoming every day more common in Ireland. The hoiirs for play ixi itie schools 
^e not sufficient ; ball-playmg, gough, and cricket, and all manly sports should be en- 
conrued : '' Mens sana in corpore sano'* is the description of a useful citizen. A book 
shonld bekept, stating privately the genius, merits, faults and progress of every boy in every 
school : from each a certain number should be selected every year. And different schools 
aboold be established, either upon the present or upon a new foundation, to breed boys to 
different occupations ; servants, shoemakers, cabinet-makers, clerks, merchants, surveyors, 
schoolmasters, parish clerks and choristers, and soldiers, who must soon from their acquire- 
ments become Serjeants, and might then by their education be brought forward in society. 
It was thus that the Jesuits made their pupils superior to those in any other seminary on tnc 
Continent. *' Fas est et ab hoste doceri. ' 

In all cases the work-boy and his Master should have part of the profit of their industry; 
and surely the Master should be encouraged to look forward, as he grows old, to a penna^. 
nent establishment for life. 

Consolidation of Schools.] — Upon the whole, the greatest improvement that could l>e 
made in these Schools, would be to reduce their number; four scnools containing from six 
to seven hundred, according to local circumstances, would answer all the ends proposed 
by the present diffused establishments. The superintendence of these schools would be 
«asy and effectual. 

'fhat discipline by which armies are governed, which cannot take place in the manage- 
ment of a few boys, might be introduced amongst numbers; the division into small bodies, 
with the system of gradual subordination, and promotion from merit, would induce habiu 
of submission and emulation, which would be carried from the school into every situation 
where the boys might afterwards be placed. 

It would be practicable to send a Master in relation to these schools for a fortnight.twice 

a year, to teach various useful parts of knowledge, some of which are before mentioned From 

the impression made by incidental instruction, the bent of each boy's disposition might be 

learned, and his proper destination might be ascertained. A useful ana cheap apparatus 

might be had for tnis purpose, and a proper master be found, who should not aim at teaching 

Apprentices n^ore than what isobyiously useful. Were this effected, Protestant apprentices would soon 

of rrotestaiit be in such high request, as to make it an object of competition amonirst the parents of the 

Charter poor to have their children admitted into Charier Schools, and then by degrees, the foolish 

Scbuois. prejudice against this mode of education would be eradicated, a circumstance vrhich might 

in itself be of very high advantage to Ireland.

Among the ways proper to be taken for the converting and-civilixbg these poor delufbesd 
peopfej and bringing them (throcrgh the blessing of God) in* tin^e, to be good Cnrisiians aoid 
faithful subjects, one of the most necessary, and without which all otl^iers are like to prov^ 
ineffectual, has always been thouefat to be, tfhat a sufficient n«i«ber of Eadish Protestant 
Schools be erected and established, wherein the chiMren of Irish Natives mignt be instru^ited 
in the English Toiigue, and the fradttrnfentd principles of true ReligioR, ta both whiclr tboy 
are generally great strangers. 

"^ frf pursuance hereof, the Parish Mtmsten thfougboot the kingdom have generally gnd^^ 
voured, and oftai with some expense to themselves, to provide Masters for such schools 
within their respective parishes, as tlie-law requires thereto do ; but the richer Papists com- 
monly refusing to send their children to such schoolsr, and the poorer, which ai-e much the 
greater number, not being able to pay t^fi accustomed salary, as the law directs, for their 
children's schooUng, such schoolmasters, where they have been placed, have seldom been able 
to subsist; andin most places, sifficient. Masters are discouraged from iindertaking such an 
employment. Nor is it (we conceive) to be expected, thjtx the residence of the Protestaut 
Clergy upon their res^tive benefices, will ever be a sufBcieiit remedy for this growing evil, 
if some effectual eneooragemeht be not given to such English Protestant School. • ; 

To the intent, ih^^ore, that the youth of this kingdom li^ay generally be brought up ia ^ 

the principles of truereligion and loyalty in all succeeding geherations, 

We, your Majesty^s dutifal and loyal subjects, most humbly beseech your Majesty, that 
out of your sreat' goodness, you would be pleased to grant your Ro3ral Charter for incor- 
porating such persons as your Majesty shall think fit, and enabling them to accept otgifd^ 
benefactions and lands, to such a value as your Majesty in your great wisdom »hall 
think to be proper ; that the same miiy be employed under such rules and directions 
as your Majesty shall approve of, for the supporting and maintaining such Schools 
as may be erected in the most necessary places, where the children of the poor may be 
taught gratis. 

And we are the more encouraged to make this humble application, from the good success 
which the same method has already had, and <tbrough God s blessing) we hope will further 
have, afnon^your MajiBsty's subjects^ of North Britain ; 

And also m some measure by what we have seen already done ia this Ki]ig4oai in somie 
few places, where «uch Schools have been erected* and maintained at the private expense of 
-charitable persons.

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

'^iT E the undersigned Commissioners, appointed for enquiring into the several Diocesan 
^^ Funds and Revenues granted for the purposes of Education, and into the Free Schools . 
State and Condition of all Schools in Ireland upon Public or Charitable Foundations, 
in pursuance of the powers vested in us ; beg leave to submit to Your Grace, our 
Report upon the present State of the Diocesan Free Schools of Ireland. 

The Diocesan Free Schools were established under the authority of an Act 
passed in the 1 2th Eliz. c. i . which enacted, that there should be a Free School 
in every Diocese in Ireland, that the Lord Deputy or other Chief Governor or 
Governors for the time being should appoint the Schoolmasters in every Diocese, 
excepting those of Armagh, Dublin, Meath, and Kildare, of which the respective 
Archbishops and Bishops were to appoint the Masters ; that the School-house for 
every Diocese should be erected in the principal Shire Town of the Diocese, at 
the Costs and Charges of the whole Diocese, without respect of Freedoms, by 
the device and oversight of the Ordinaries of each Diocese ^r the Vicars General 
sick vcicante)y and the Sheriff of the Shire ; that the I^rd Deputy or other Chief 
Governor, with and by the advice of the Privy Council, should, according to the 
quantity and quality of each Diocese, appoint such yearly Pension, Salary, or 
Stipend, for every Schoolmaster, as he should think convenient, whereof the Ordi- 
naries of every Diocese should pay yearly for ever the third part, and the 
Parsons, Vicars, Prebendaries, and other Ecclesiastical Persons should pay the 
other two parts by an equal contribution, to be made by tlie Ordinaries ; and 
that all Churches, Parsonages, Vicarages, and other Ecclesiastical Livings, tliat 
have come by any title whatsoever to the possession of tlie Queen or any of her 
Progenitors, should be charged witli tliis payment and contribution, in whose hands 
or possession soever they are or shall come. 

It appears that Free Schools were actually established under this Act in most, 
if not all, of the Dioceses in Ireland, many of which continue to exist at this time ; 
but at no time do they appear to have fully answered the purposes of their Institution; 
before the Restoration indeed we have not been able to find anv account of 
them, but firom the state of the Kingdom it is not probable they were either 
regularly kept or usefully conducted; soon after that event, a Commission 
,appears to have 'been issued by the Lord Lieutenant and Council, directing the 
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Diocesan Bishops o( the several Dioceses to cany the Act of the 12 Elk. feftr efiec^ -• 
ree c 00 s , ^^^ ^^j. ^^^^ purpose to applot the Sums to be paid out of the different Eccle-' 
siastical Livings in each Diocese for the Stipend or Salary of the Diocesan School- 
masters, which was accordingly done in many, and perhaps in all the Dioceses; 
but if Schools were at that time generally set on foot, they appear to have been 
of little public Utility, partly from the want of proper School-houses, and other 
accommodations for the Masters: In the 12th George I. an Act was passed 
empowering Arcl\6^hQp6, Hshoips, &c; to sjbt apart an acre df Ground, out of 
any Lands belonging to them, for the site of a Free School, to be approved of 
by the Cii^ef Governor for the time being; aiid directing, that until such Ground 
be set out, the School should be kept in such convenient place as the Archbishop 
or JBishop of the Diocese should be able to procure, for a yearly rent or otherwise ; 
and further empoweriiig. the Grand Jury of eacii County to present from time to 
time such Sums as they should find reasoriable, for their respective proportion 
towards building or repairing tlie School-houses in their Counties, to he levied 
on the whole or such parts tliereof as are situated in each respective Diocese. 
Under tln^ Act a eonskievable improvement appears to liave taken place in the 
state of the Diocesan Schools ; but as Presentments for the different proportions 
of each County in the several Dioceses, were found extremely inconvenient, if 
not impracticable, , the Grand Jury of each County, in which a Diocesan School 
is situated, were by an Act of 2gth George li. empowered to present Sums to 
be levied on the whole County for btiildmg or repairing the School-house j still 
however there are several Diocesies unprovided with proper School*houses, and 
some without any, and the general benefit derived from the whole Tnstitution is 
far from corresponding with the intention of the Legislature, or even with the 
vmiAbet 6f Schools actually kefit or supposed to be so: It appears from an abstract 
of the Returns made from the several Dioceses, and herewith submitted to your 
Grace, that out of the whote Number, thirty-four, composing twenty-two Ai-ch- 
bishopricks and Bishopricks, only ten are provided with Diocesan School-houses in 
tolerable repair : in three others the Houses are either out of repair or otherwise 
insufficient, and the remainder are wholly unprovided, and the Masters of such 
Schools as are kept in them either rent Houses for the purposes) or are accommo- 
,. , ' dated in other ways. But it appears from the same Returns, that in some of them, 
no t)ioccsan School is kept at all, and in others no eflfective one — and that the 
whole number of effective Sclwols in all the Dioeeses together is only thirteen, and 
that the whole number of Scholars in all the Schools together does not exceed 380. — 
In the greater pa^rt of the Dioceses in which no School is kept, there is no Contribution 
fro(n the Clergy for the payment of a Master; but in some instances the Salary is' 
actuully paid by the Clergy to a nominal Master, who either keeps no School at all, 
or one on a different Foundation, in which the Diocesan is wholly absorbed. 

TbeSG irregularities and defects, in tiic present state of the Diocesan Schools^ 
appear to have arisen from various causes, in wiiich there is little or no ground 
for supposing ttie backwardness or inattention of the Bishops and Clergy to have 
had any share; the utter inadequacy ot tlie Stipend, which is or should be collected 
for the Maintenance of the Master, and which in no single Diocese exceeds 40 /. 
per annum, and in some is so low as 25 /. would alone account for the non^ 
existence or discontinuance of these Schools, except in situations otherwise advan* 
tageous, and where Grammar-schools would therefore be established and flourish 
witliout the aid of so inconsiderable an Endowment. — In several instances the 
establishment of other Schools in their immediate vicinity with ample Endowments, 
aixl on more enlarged Foundations, has either wholly superseded them, or, as we 
have already intimated, has swallowed them up. 

Such being the actual state of these Schools, it may seem to be doubtful 
whetlicr a system should be continued, which in its principle appears not altoge- 
ther equitable, and has never been found efficient in practice ; which is not called 
for by 'the present state of Society, and, considered as a Tax on the Clergy, 
opciates very partially and unequally, twelve out of thirty-four Dioceses con- 
tributing nothing towards its - object : At the period of its first Establishinent, 
the state of this Country was such as to require some effisctual provisions for the 
Education even of the upper and middle classes, and as that of the lower order had 
been imposed on the piirochial Clergy by the 28th of Henry VIIT. the same 
policy was pur 113d in the 12th of Eiiz. and it was perhaps the wisest which 
in the circumstances of the times could have been adopted ; at the present day 
it appears to be both unnecessary and ineffectual. If however it should be 
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deemed imprudent to abandon altogether long established Foundations, which Diocesan 
however imperfect or inadequate are still productive of some advantage, we take Ftm Schooli. 
the liberty of recommending the adoption of measures for rendering them more " ' 

useful and efficient, and placing them under such regulations that every Diocese * 
may contribute its proportion towards their establishment and sup jX)rt : ^ For these 
purposes we beg leave to suggest, that instead of requiring a School to be kept 
in every Diocese, which has been already found impracticable, a certain number 
only should be established in every Province, to be supported out of the Con- 
tributions from each Diocese in the Province ; or, if it should be found more con- 
venient, out of a general Fund consisting of contributions from all the Dioceses in 
every Province: Supposing the whole number of Schools- thus established- to be 
twelve, and that the average Contribution of the 34 Dioceses was 36 /. the Endow- 
ment of each School would be 102/. per annum; but it is presumed that the 
average might be raised to 40/. without bearing hard on tlie Clergy, especially 
if Impropriators were obliged to contribute, and if the Sons of the poorer Clergy 
and Curates were to be admitted into the Schools as free Scholars. In fixing on 
the situation for the Schools, regard should be had principally to the want of proper 
Grammar-scliools in the different Districts of each Province, and, as far as might 
be, to the continuance of the best of the Diocesan Schools already existing. By 
the Acts of the 1 2th George I. and 2gth George II. provision is made for building 
and repairing Diocesan School-houses ; and in tlie Act which would be necessary 
for the purpose here suggested, they might be so amended, as to apply and be 
accomniodated to that purpose, and provision might be made for puttmg them in 
force.

Report upon the present State and Condition of the Endowment called Wilson's 
Hospital. 

Wilson's Hosfital, situate in the County pf Westmeath, Ireland, was 
founded under the Will of Andrew WilsoUj of Piersfield in said County. The 
Will, in tlie following words, states the Hospital to be intended " for the habita- 
** tion of aged Men, being Protestants, and decayed Housekeepers of the County 
" of Westmeath and otlier adjacent Counties ; not exceeding Forty ; — and also for 
*' the habitation of Protestant Male Children of the said Counties; not exceeding 
** One hundred and fifty : Also, to erect a School-house, to be adjoining to said 
" Hospital ; the aged Men and Children' to be supported with Diet, Clothing, and 
" Firing, and all other necessaries for theii* subsistence." 

This Will, after some litigation, was confirmed by an Act* passed the Second 
year of the King, and the Trustees and Guardians appointed by the Will were 
made a Body Corporate, with a Common Seal, and with powers to elect Officers 
to let Lands, to appoint Salaries, form Rules, and make Bye Laws : And by one 
sweeping Clause towards the end of the Act, they are enabled to manage the 
Establishment as they please, provided they do nothing contrary to Law. 

The Trustees are, the Primate of all Ireland, the Archbishops of Dublin and 
Tuam, and tlie Bishops of Meath and Kilmore. 

BUILDINGS. 

The Hospital was finished in the year 1761. It is a square building enclosing a 
court, that' is surrounded by a corridore that makes part of the lower story, and by 
means of which there is easy access to all the lower offices. ' Each side of this 
square building is one hundred and twelve feet long externally. 

The principal fr*ont is a handsome Doric building surmounted by a cupola. Two 
wings are connected by conidores with the main building; one of these is

The height and' proportions and size of these 
g.| . rooms, are uncommonly well adapted to the purposes for .which they are intended^ 

there are large windows on each side which open easily. There is a large fire- 
place in each of these rooms', and they are properly furni^ed. Over these are 
spacious Donnitories, with windows on each side, as in the Halb below ; they have 
no fire-places, but tiicy have chimnies, by which a constant circulation of air is 
produced, even when the windows are shut. The principal building containi 
on the ground floor, a Kitchen, and every necessary convenience for the £ata« 
blishment 

The first floor is a3]otted for the residence of the Chaplain, who is Superinten- 
dctrf ; tffidf fat ftie fodghig of the old men. The vtppet tft»jf » oecd^ied by the 
family of the Superiofendent, by Vhe Schoolmaster, and other Oflteeiis^ This 
htiWitfjg al^o afftttim a l^andsome and commodious Chapel. Near £he Heuae 
there are very extensive Offices almost surrounding a yavd^ wfaieli is 357 feet in 
length, by J2 in breadth. 

These Offices contain stabling for above twenty horses, large cow-houses and 
slaughter-bcmsea 9 tsarpenlm 's shop^ mnith's forge, and other useful 06ke8 ; besides 
an Infirmary. Over these Offices are granaries and hay-lofts, which have been 
lately added to these buildings ; a^ behind the House is an extensive Garden of 
four' Irish aci^^ e€|uail tv more thnr six English acres. TbisGiiKkin is not as pro- 
ductive as it ought to be; nor are the Boys made as usefiil as they might be ia 
keeping it neat and clean.

House tolerably clean, and consequently the Children at the Hospital camnot lean

To reua^edy tlii^ inconvenience, stairs of Portland stone, or, if ft can be had, of 
««ome coarser freestone^ should be substituted for Gmestone. This improveoaeat 
would be cT&peusive at 6rst, but it would be amply compensated by the effects. 

The surplus now in the hands of the Treasurer, with what ntiust be accumulated 
before the propj!)seJ improvements can be fiinished, will be so great as to fiimish 
iiioney for tlieiu al(, and to ka\e a balance of 2,oooZ at the disposal of the 
TrustecB. 

If the farms belonging to the llouse should be let, there will be a very large 
fangp of. buiiding/i itHoecupied^ which may be converted most advantageously into 
Wortsshqns, where the Boys may be taujj^t various nanufactures, particularly one 
of the Offices, which is a turf'-house eighty feet loi^ ; and if coals, which may 
now be hacl at a reasonable price, were used instead of turf, this largje building 
might al^o be converted into Workshops. 

FUNPS.. 

T^e Fiinds of this llospital coY^sist in Estates and Farms aiid Tythes ftAd (jfleb^ 
in tlie counties of Westmeath, Longford, and Dubfih, of which a Rental is 
annexed; and a Demesne of 257 acres, mana^d by the Superintendent of the 
Hospital.

In the same year one hundred and «even Boys were in the House. In page 1 34, 
)%be number of men and Boys upon the Establishment is stated fdf the last seven, 
year$^; there is also subjoined, an Account of the number of Boys disposed of from 
the Hospital from 1 789 to 1808, in the Appendix, No. 3. 

Candidates for admission are to be recommended by the Minister and Chiu*ch- 
wardens of the Parishes in the Counties of Westmeath and Longford, and the 
TveigbbourfaDg Counties. They cannot be admitted without an order from two of 
the Trustees. 

The Boys remain from five to six years in the School ; and twelve or fourteen 
Boys every year are apprenticed to various trades. A suit of clothes is given to 
1;he Boy who is put apprentice, with a fee of 5/. allowed to his master, which is not 
4>aid fill the apprentice has been with tlie master two years. 

The Boys rise at sk in the summer, and seven in the winter ; they remain seven 
<or eight hours in School, but have but litde occupation out of doors. 

INSTRtTCTION. 

They are taught reading writing and aiiAmetic. They nxite uncommonly welV 
4Lnd in seneral have made, according to their years, a considerable proficiency in 
arithmetic. Till lately they read very ill, but witnin a few months they have made an 
*tLstonishing progress in reading and spelling under a new Master brought over by hisT 
<jrace the Primate, from Dr. Belfs estabfishment in England. The pupils are very 
"well instructed in the Catechism and its explanation. A list of the Books used in the 
School is sutyoined^. Statienaiy costs yearly above 2$/. 

tLO THING. 

The old Men are well clad^ by contract, in blue coats turned up with orange ; 

they 
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Wilson's tliey have hats and great coats. Their coats cost two guineas, their great coats one 
^ Hospital, guinea and an halt, tlieir shoes eight English sliillings a pair. 

The Boys also are clad, by contract, in blue turned, up with orange, with two 
caps of the same colours. Their clothes cost one pound one shilling, their shoes 
at five English shillings a pair. The Boys have now clean hnen three times a 
week. 

DIETARY- 

The old Men are each allowed five times a week, one pound of meat, weighed 
before it is dressed, equal to ten ounces dressed, and without bone, and excellent 
whcaten bread, and one quart of beer ; for breakfast six ounces of wheaten bread, 
with milk, or more commonly with buttermilk. On other days ten ounces of 
bread, beer, and three ounces of butter ; for supper six ounces of bread, and 
beer. An allowance of three pence per week is given to each of the old Men for 
tobacco. 

The Boys have, according to their ages, five or six ounces of bread for breakfast, 
and milk ; for dinner four days in the week, beer or milk, and from six to seven 
ounces of bread. Three days in the week six ounces of dressed meat, and four 
ounces of bread with beer ; suppers the same as breakfast. 

■ 

This Dietary is too profuse, as appears by tlie expenditure of the establishment^ 
And from the frequent detection of embezzlement practised by tlie old Men, who 
Secrete, and sell their provisions. But, uppn the whole, the diet and modes of 
living of these Boys must be highly salutary, as but two Boys have died in Wilson s 
Hospital during twenty years. 

There are printed papers of the Rules and Regulations of the Hospital, a copy of 
which is annexed to this Report. 

Observations on Funds and Accounts. 

Observations The number of acres in the rental is 3,058. 3. 10. the rent 3j102/. 5*. Most of 
on Funds ^j^^ leases were made for 21 years, in 1801, and are at the rate of little more than 
' one pound per acre ; and some of the Lands are now untenanted. 

From the preceding statements and others annexed to Uiis Report, it appears 
that there will soon be a surplus of more than 1,500/. perhaps t,ooo/. a year. « 

The rents are received with punctuality by Charles Hamilton, Esq. a gentleman 
of such property and character as to prevent any risk or loss. 

' As a very large contingent advance of the funds is expected upon the expiration 
of divers leases, it is advisable to have the Lands belonging; to the Hospital sur- 
veyed and valued by an eminent Surveyor, upon whom the Trustees can rely. Maps 
ako should be made of every part of the Estates, a precaution which has be$n 
hitherto neglected. In making such Maps, wherever it can be effected, the Pro- 
prietors and Occupiers of adjacent Lands sliould be served with notices of the in- 
tended survey ; and where it can be done, the mutual signatures of the Proprietors 
and Occupiers of adjacent Lands and of the Trustees should be inserted in the 
Maps, to prevent future litigation. Wherever any farm is nearly out of leietse, it 
will of course be advertised ; but care should be taken that ' the Lands should be 
advertised in the most extensive and effectual manner, so as to preclude the possi- 
bility of combinations to defraud the charity. 

There is a balance in the Treasurer's hands of 3,459/. 6"^. 3^. after leaving a suffi- 
cient sum to answer current demands : the remainder of this balance should be vested 
in the Public Funds. By not attending to this circumstance, seven hundred pounds 
have been lost to the Ciiarity within the four last years. 

The domestic Accounts of the Hospital were formerly kept by a Steward, who, 
though he was an honest man, was not capable of managing such extensive business.' 
Mr. RadcHff, the present Superintendent, has for some time kept these" Accounts 
in such a neat, clear, and satisfactory manner, as to afford a perfect insight into 
the receipts and disbursements of the Hospital, and into the profit and loss of 
the Farms : they are drawn u|) on engraved sheets, each containing a Week's 
Accounts, Debtor and Creditor. The amount of each folio is carried weekly to* 
the end of the book, and arranged under various heads of expense incident to 
the Establishment.

As the average of three years are pretty nearly the same, tbare is sufficient 
reason to believe that the economy of the House has been regular; the expense 
however far exceeds that of other charitable Establishments in Uie Country, which 
amounts in general to less than 15/. per bead, including the Salaries and Diet 
of Masters and Servants. 

Observations on Officers. 

The emoluments of Mr. RadclifF the Superintendent, altogether considerably obscrratioi^ 
exceed seven hundred pounds per annum, being at the rate of eight or nine ou Officers, 
pounds per head on the Establishment. On the other hand, the salaries of the 
other Masters are too small ; forty guineas is not sufficient for a Master properly 
qualified to teach such a large number of Boys, nor is 20/. an adequate salary 
for the Writing Master ; the Masters should not be confined to the school-room 
for so many hours a day. The present Master is not more than twenty years of 
«ge. If he be allowed to have some time every day at his own disposal, he will, 
it may reasonably be hoped, increase his knowledge, improve his understandmg, 
and by those means deserve farther encouragement. An object, which in all 
situations should be held up to the Servants of the Public; without hope, even' 
-enthusiasm sinks into listlessness and inattention. 

The good conduct of Mr. Radcliff], the present Chaplain and Superintendent, is* 
Acknowledged by those under his care, by the voice of the Country, and above 
all by the Trustees and Guardians of tlie Charity. He received a wound during 
the time of tlie Rebellion, in defence of the Hospital, M-hich nearly deprived him 
of the use of his right hand. He has resided in the Hospital twenty years, and 
has never been absent more days than amount in the whole to six montlis, being* 
at the rate of nine days yearly, during that long period. It is therefore desirable, 
that he should be permitted to retire upon terms adequate to his just claims and 
reasonable wishes. 

Supposing 4Jiat such a measure could be effected, a salary of three hundred 
pounds a year, with apartments in tlie House, a separate kitchen and offices for his 
family (without any ediowance for diet) would be an object to induce a Clergy- 
man of good character and abilities, and activity, to become the Superintendent, 
as well as Chaplain to this Establishment 

The business of a Superintendent should be to direct the Under Schoolmasters, 
and also to take an active share in a distinct department of the education of the 
youth in tlie Establishment. He should have nothing to do with the cares of the 
Farm, thesfe should be consigned to Tenants, who slwuld be bound by contract to 
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Wilson's supply the House with the produce of the Land. It is stated, in a paper 
Hospital, annexed, that the Farm is now as productive as it would be if it were let, but the 
Obs«rvations experience of most gentlemen contradict tliis opinion. 

on OfTicers The salary of the present Second Master sliould be increased after four or live 
and years, perhaps to (io/. per annum: and tlie salary of the Writing Master 
•to 40/. 

It appearsthat in the Foundling Hospital in Dublin, the clothes and shoes of 
t-be Boys are manufactured in the Ilouse ; this might be accomplished in Wilson s 
as well as in the Foundling Hospital ; stocking and other looms might be applied 
for to those Boards which are established for the purpose of encouraging our 
manufactures. And should these applications fail, the accumulating Funds of 
the Hospital could not be better applied than in fiirnisliing workshops and tools 
to teach early industry in various branches of manufacture. It can scarcely be 
doubted, that to breed up one hundred Boys to be able to earn their own bread, is 
better than to bring up half as many more to be scarcely fit to become 
Apprentices when they leave the Hospital. For the purpose of teaching the Boys 
at Wilson's Hospital such trades as will make them useful members of society 
when they are discliarged from the House, it would be necessary that proper 
Masters should be engaged at moderate salaries to instruct the Boys; these salaries 
should in part be fixed, and in part they should depend upon the exeition and 
the success of the Masters ; they should not be allowed to make the Boys work 
more than a certain number of hours in the day, but their reward should depend 
upon their teaching the Boys in that time to work well and expeditiously. All the 
Boys, even the youngest, should have a share of the J3roduct of their own industry, 
not in money, but in such indulgencies as are suited to their age ; as they grow 
older, the money profit of their labour should be laid l]y for them to assist in setting 
them forward in life. Thus the Establishment should not in fact be so much u 
manufactory for "the benefit of the House as for the benefit of the State ; affording 
partly clothing for the Boys, and chiefly a fund for encouraging skill and 
application. 

Such a Plan as this would prevent any difficulty as to finding proper Masters 
for the Apprentices ; because the Boys would go out as Journeymen. The Boys^ ' 
during the course of their education in the Hospital, would also apply with 
eagerness to leani trades, when they could look forward to fireedom and to 
success in the world, as their rewards when they should quit the Institution. Boys 
at a certain age might be bound to their respective Masters in the Plospital, and 
the periods of admission and dismission might be so regulated as to allow sufficient 
time for ad the purposes that have been proposed. 

To save expense, and to approximate the Establishments for old Men and Boys, 
the Teachers of the different trades might, if elderly Men. be admitted on the 
Foundation, without in any degree infringins; upon the intentions of the Founder, 
which appear to be not only charitable and beneficent, but wise and patriotic. 
Space for these Establishments may be found in tlie present buildings of the. 
Hospital ; if the Farm belonging to it were let, the houses that have been built 
for labourers near the Hospital, would serve as offices for the Farmer, who should 
have no connection with the Hospital, but to supply its demands at a certain 
rate and in certain quantities. 

Among other healthy and profitable employments for the Boys, would be the 
cultivation of a nursery for trees, which is much wanted in the neighbourhood. 
The garden belonging to the Hospital, which contains above four acres, affords 
an excellent opportunity for such an institution. The Boys at present do scarcely 
any work out of doors, except hay-making and picking potatoes ; they arc kept 
seven or eight hours every day at sedentary employments for seven years. Now 
k is most certain, that by the present modes of instruction they mi^t be taught 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, in one tenth part of that time, and both their 
minds and bodies would be improved by an alternation of active work and 
attendance in the school. A nursery for trees would require constant attention, 
but no violent labour ; it would be an amusing occupation, and might be made. 
interesting to the Boys by giving them some share of the profits, and by allowing- 
moderate competition among the litde gardeners. To superintend their work, a 
careful gardener of an advanced age must be found ; he might be admitted intO; 
tlie House as one of the old Men, if it were thought expedient 

In the literary education of the Boys, advantage might be made of the time 
gained by the new method of teaching to read. There are many books now for 
young people which inculcate religion and morality, and at the same time convey 
useful instructicn on the common affairs of life. A selection of these should be 

made 
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made for the Hospital, and they mi^t be given as rewards to the Pupils. The WilaonV 
Superintendent is at present allowed to dispense 20/. a year in gratuities, this Hospital. 
sum miglit be increased with advantage to the Establishment. Observations 

Such are the general improvements that may be easily made in the education on Ofircers 
of the Boy$ according to the present system; but by enlarging that system, and 
something more may be effected. It has already been observed, thaj: there will In»tr"c^*o«»*« 
in three years be a clear surplus of at least 2,000 /. a year, beside a capital of at 
least 2,000 /. It is but reasonable to expect, that such an income, and such a 
magnificent Establishment, should yield to the Public something more than a yearly 
maintenance for twenty old Men, and the putting out ten or twelve Apprentices 
to ordinary trades. At attempt should therefore be made to introduce a higher 
species of educati6n into the Hospital, for such Boys as evince superior merit and 
abihties. This would not only be advantageous to these individuals, but it would 
create a laudable and efficient emulation in the whole School. 

Plan of an Upper School. 

The first object would be, to select these Boys. For this purpose a regular book P**" of « 
should be kept by the Masters, arranged under various heads in columns. The ^PP^^'School 
comparative merit of each Boy might be marked under each head by numbers, ex- 
tending to three or four degrees. The conduct of each Boy should be marked daily 
by the Master, and brought forward to the ensuing page, so that at the end of the 
year the comparative merit of the Boys might be in some degree ascertained. 
From the highest of these three classes, five Boys should be annually selected by 
a Gentleman of probity and discernment, chosen from time to time by the 
Trustees of the Hospital. This Gentleman should examine the candidates in 
public and in private, separately and together; he should enquire from the Masters 
and Superintendent their general opinions, not only of the talents and industry, 
but of the tempers and dispositions of the Boys. 

The five Boys thus annually selected, should be distinguished from the lower 
School by their dress; and when they are fit to leave the Hospital, they should 
have a new and handsome suit of clothes, such as are worn by persons in the 
station of life for which their education and their own application has fitted them. 

The Boys in this upper School should be placed under the care of the Chaplain and 
Superintendent. By him their religious and general instruction should be extended ; 
they should be taught the higher branches of practical arithmetic, the practical use. 
of algebraic calculation, the common principles of mechanics, the commoB notions 
of chemistry and botany, which are now almost universally disseminated m other 
countries; common surveying and mensuration, not only on paper but in the 
field. The Head-Master should employ not more than four hours in the day in 
these instructions, part of which time should be spent out of doors, where many 
common objects might become the means of inculcating useful knowledge. 

It may be said, that Clergymen sufficiently qualified to become Masters of such 
an Institution cannot easily be found ; this difficulty -will soon cease, when young 
men at the University know that there is a demand for such talents, and this very 
difficulty will also prevent the situation of Superintendent and Chaplain firom 
becoming an object of patronage and interest. 

The Boys should likewise be taught the nicer parts of gardening, and the graft- • ' 

ing and management of fruit trees. For this purpose it is necessary that the 
gardner of the. Hospital should be a man skilled in every branch of his business. 
Many old gardners might probably be found who would be desirous of an asy- 
lum in this Establishment, especially if they had a good salary. 

For the upper School a library should be selected, containing books of more 
extended information than those of the lower Scliool ; the Superintendent should 
as much as possible lead the Boys to read and improve themselves upon the parti- 
cular subjects which he teaches, endeavouring to introduce habits of thought, re-, 
flection and invention, rather than of mere memoiy and repetitiort. Talents are 
to be found everywhere in Ireland; judgment and good sense m.jy therefore be 
engrafted by patient care and well chosen instruction, liy proper early attention, 
by books of clear and easy reasoning upon subjects that regard the future desti- 
nation of the Pupils, by small and gradual rewards, promoting moderate and 
generous emulation, by keeping continually in their view the relation which their 
present labours have to their future establishment in tiie world ; it is hoped, that 
some improvement of the moral habits, as well as of the understandings of the rising 
generation may be slowly effected. From ignorance or ill-judged incufficient 
instruction, and from eaiiy examples of falsehood, dishonesty and insubordination 
47* have 
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Wil»cn'$ have arisen much of that propensity to outrage and rebellion, which has been the 

UoB^iui. njjafortune and disgrace of this Country. 

Phai of an The Boys educated in this higher School should be led to consider degradation 
U|>p«r School from it as the extreme line of punishment; but if the Boys and Masters are well 

cbosen, the necessity for this punishment can seldom occur. The Boys in thia 
department of the Institution, will be prepared for situations higher than those of 
tnere mechanics: for instance, for those of Parish Clerks and Schoolmasters, 
situations which formerly were often united, and which arc obviously suited to each 
other, for the joint salaries of these occupations would enable a man to live re- 
spectably, so as to be looked up to in the Parish, instead of being obliged to 
struggle for a mere subsistence. The Pupils of this higher School would also be fit 
for Country Surveyors, for Sub- Engineers and Overseers, and Under- Agents, 
classes of men much wanted in Ireland. They would also be peculiarly lit for 
Tutors in tlie families of Farmers, who live at a distance from towns, and who are 
now obliged to employ persons of ordinary manners and insufficient acquirements. 
At all events these Boys, by their previous education in the lower School, 
would be able to earn immediate bread as journeymen in such manufactures as 
were taught in the Hospital. But to these occupations they would not in all pro- 
bability be obliged to have recourse ; as only five Boys would, according to this 
limited plan, be sent out yearly from tliis upper School, there can scarcely be a 
doubt of finding places for them all ; particularly, if those who are first sent out 
should answer tlie expectations of their employers. 

Obwrvations The lower School, and the twelve that go from it yearly, are separate considera- 
iT^^'^S^h*^ tions. Were the Institution of this secondary and upper School to fail, its failure 
^ ' *^ could not l)e considerably injurious in point of discipline and expense; were it 
to succeed, it would l)e imitated wherever there arc means of imitation. What 
could more effectually encourage the great mass of the People to acc^t of educa- 
tion for their children, than bemg witness of the success of those who had obtained 
advantageous situations, by their own meritorious application while they were at 
School. 

Observations on the Old Men. 
Oh&er\^\ota With respect to the old Men, at present two of them live out of the HospitaL 
Aien.^ ^^ ^^^^ Hospital, their diet is excellent in quantity and quality, their clothing 

warm and decent, their lodging a palace, and yet as they are idle, they are iKit 
contented. There seems therefore no sufficient motive, to induce the Trustees of 
Wilson s Hospital to increase the number of the old Men, unless they can be em-* 
ployed ; and on the contrary, there appear the strongest inducements from the 
state and extent of the buildings, tlie healthiness of the situation, the affluence of 
the funds, and tlie promising state of their present mode of instruction, to enlai^ 
and encourage, and to render respectable the education of as many Boys as the 
Hospital can conveniently accommodate. 

Observations on the Prejudice against Ch/irity Schools. 
OWrvations Ireland is one of the few Countries in the world, where absolute want, except 
tin the Pre- in large cities, is unknown ; and as among the lower Irish, filial piety is peculiarly 
"chartr^^^^ prevalent, retirement to an Hospital in old age is unpopular ; but caie should be 
Schools. taken to prevent tliis prejudice from extending to the idea of educating Children 

in Hospitals. 

Every means should be taken to render it creditable to have been educated in 
our public charitable Seminaries, which, fi'om the Reports before this Board, ap- 
pear to be in a flourishing condition, and promise to be of extensive and per- 
manent advantage to this Country.

Piersfield, (excepting the mansion-house thereof, and one hundred acres of land next 
adjoining thereunto) the towns and lands of Mullinoaran, Templeoaran, Monktown, Sysin, 
Rathcorballis, Downs, Garvagh, Ballygavey, Ballybegg, Quoine, Crossans, Rathbane, and 
Heathlandy all situate, lying, and being in the county of Westmeath; and also part of the 
towns and lands of Little Rath Darrs, and Boddingtown, situate in the county of Kildare; 
and also, the said Andrew Wilson's tythes and glebes, situate, lying, and being in the parish 
of Balrothery and county of Dublin, with their khd every of their rights, members* and 
appurtenances, unto certain persons in the said Willnamed, for a term of sixty-one years 
to commence from his death, if his wife Marraret Wilson, his brother-in-law Thomas 
Strongman, Elizabeth, the wife of the said Thomas, and his said Testator's nieces, 
Elizabeth Echlin, Susanna Bomford, and Elizabeth Simpson, or any of them, should so 
lon^live, upon certain trusts in the said Will particularly mentioned.

the time of the execution thereof about the age of fifteen or sixteen years only, and does not 
.recoUest some material circumstances relative thereto, by means of which the said Trustee^ 
on an ejectment brought by them against a tenant, who held over for the recovery of part

That at the General Annual Meeting of the said Corporation, to be 
held upon the last Monday in the month of November in every year in all future time, there 
shall be a new election of persons to serve in the respective offices aforesaid, or ihe former 
Officers continued, as shall be thought most convenient; and that at e^ery such new electioui 
or as soon after as conveniently may be, such Oath as aforesaid shall be administered in 
manner beforementioned, to the Officer or Officers su elected or continued,- and that the said 
Corporation sliall have a power at any General Meeting to remove any of their Officers at 
their will and pleasure, and upon the death or removal of any of them, to choose others to 
succeed in their places. And be it further Enacted by the authority aforesaid. That whenso- 
ever any Member of the said Corporation shall happen to die, the survivors of the said per- 
sons constituting the said Corporation, shall remain incorporated by the name aforesaic(^ to 
all intents and purposes, as if all the Members thereof had continued. And be it further 
Enacted by the authority aforesaid. That all leases to be made by the said Corporation, of 
any lands, tenements, and hereditaments belonging to the same, shall be made or con- 
firmed at the said Annual Meeting, and that every such lease shall be of lands, tenements^ 
and hereditaments in possession, and not in reversion or remainder, and shall be made for 
a term not exceeding tweuty-one years, and not dispunishable -of or for any manner of 
waste, and that upon every such lease there shall be reserved the best yearly rent that can 
rea^onablv be had or gotten for the premises thereby demised, at the time of making such 
UiUMiip without any fine to be had or taken for the same, and that no such lease shall ^t any 
time be made or assigned to or in trust for any person who shall at the time of making or

offence, be punished at the discretion of the Superintendent ; and if he commits the samo 
fiuilt a third time, he shall be turned out. 

If any person shall be found guilty of any immoral action, he or she shall be turned out» 
or otlierwise punished at the discretion of the Superintendent 

If any person belonging to the Hospital shall take or receive any gratuity from any person 
whatsoever who comes to see the Hospital, or from the friends or parents of any of the aged 
Men or Children entertained therein, or from any person who deals with or sells victuals 
to or supplies said Hospital with goods or merchandize whatsoever, they be turned out or 
otherwise punished. 

If any aged Man or Boy shall abuse his clothes, or be negligent in preserving them clesn 
and whole during the time limited for their lasting, he shall be punished at the discretion of 
the Superintendent. 

If any person shall break or abuse the furniture of his room, or any other part of the 
buildings or any other way prejudice the same, he or she shall be turned out, or otherwise 
punished at the discretion of the Superintendent. 

If any person shall keep fire or candle lighted after the hour prescribed, the priacipsl 
Officers excepted, he or she shall be punished at the discretion of the Superintendent. 

No aged Man or Boy shall be received into the Hospital without a certificate first had 
firom the Minister and Churchwardens of the parish wherein such Man and Boy reside^ 
of his poTetty, name and religion ; «uch certificate to be laid before the Committee for their 
approbation by the Saperintendent, and none to be admitted but by order in writing ftooi 
tte Committee. 

All ofieaces, misdemeanours, disorders, and crimes, committed in said Hos[ntal or else* 
wh«^ by the inhabitants thereof, not hereinbefore mentioned, shall be punishea at tbe dis« 
«retion of the Superintendent. 

If die Saperintendent shall not enforce the observance of the above Rules, and m^taw 
Older, regamrity and decency in said Hospital, he shall become liable to have his cootunissioK 
Tacated by said Trustees and Guardians. 

And all the foregoing Rules and Orders shall be hung up in some public place of said 
Hospital, that no person may pretend ignorance as an excuse for meir negligence or

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Blue Coat for the reception of 300 Children, but when the above large Sum was expendecf, 
Hog pital. whereby a Debt of 4,000/. and upwards was incurred, the Governors were 
obliged to desist. They had provided ample, and in appearance too expensive 
accommodations for officers to superintend an Establishment for ;]oo Boys ; a 
beautiful Chapel, a spacious School- Room, a Dining- Hall, but they had Dormitories 
for only about 1 20«Boy». It has been stated, to us, that the Debt will be paid 
off in the course of a year : this circumstance, with an increase of Income lately 
obtained, will enable the Governors to maintain more Boys; and it may be 
observed, that were Dormitories provided for 300, and were the Funds adequate 
to their maintenance,, the number might be feceivdd, without any additional 
Expense an account of Officers : besides the Expenditure for Clothing and Diet, and 
Apprentices Fees, only additional Assistants in the School, and Maid Servants would 
Dfe required. 

This is much to be desired, for it is a place of excellent Education, which promises 
fair to send into the world good Citizens and good Subjects. 

From the Returns made to us, it appears that the Steward of this * Institution 
was discontinued for irregularity in keeping his Accounts, about 4 years since ; 
that he possesses thfe apartments provided for tliat Officer, with the full Salary 
and Allowances ; and that the Duties of the Office are performed partly by the 
Agent, without additional Salary on that account, and pardy by the Buder, who 
ilecdvei fi^e Griiine^ annudlly, in addition to his Wages, for so doing ; so that 
it appears^ the Duties of an Office which has annexed to it Salai y and Allow- 
ances (besides apai'tments) amounting to 1317. 14^. are discharged, and very 
satisfactorily too, for five Guineas per annum by another person. . We cannot pass 
over this transaction without expressing regret that the Governors siiould bave thought 
it necessary to leave an inefficient Officer in possession of his Apartments and nill 
income : these circumstances suggest the idea of aboUsbing the Office aHogetber 
upon the decease of the person wha now holds it ; the Funds would tliereby receive 
considerable relief, and the Apartments niight be assigned to tlie Schoolmaster, or 
Other arrangettients made for the benefit of the Institution ; in these a better 
Infirottury might be provided, the present one being ill constructed. 

Of the Boys in this Institution, the Governors of Erasmus Smith's School main- 
tain thirty, at a charge of about 24/. per annum for each ; and the Treasurer of 
that Inmtulion (Chief JdsticeDo\^nes) applies tlie Fees ahtiexed to his Office by 
Act of Parliament to the maintenance of seven Boys. 
N6 Parliamentary Grant has been at any time made to this Institution.

HIBERNIAN SCHOOL IN THE PHCENIX PARK. 



To His Grace CHARLES Duke of RICHMOND and LENOX, 

&C. &c. 8cc. 
Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland. 

^The SEVENTH REPORT of the Commissioners for enquiring 
intx) the State of all Schools of Public or Cuaritabl£ 
Foundations, in Ireland. 

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

^^T^TE the undersigned Commissioners, appointed for enquiring into the several 

T ▼ . Funds and Revenues granted for the purposes of Education, and into 

tiie State and Condition of all Schools upon Public or Charitable Foundations in 

iTeland ; beg leave to lay before Your Grace, our Report upon the Hibernian 

School in the Phoenix Park, for maintaining, educating, and apprenticing the 

-CHphans and Children of Soldiers in Ireland. 

A Petition having been presented, in the year 1 769, to His present Majesty, 
.£roni the then Lord Primate, the Archbishop of Dublm, the Lord Chancellor, 
'With divers Noblemen, Bishops, Judges, Gentry, and Clergy of the Kingdom of 
Ireland; stating, " That upon tlie death of non-commissioned Officers and private 
^len in the Army of said Kingdom, and upon the removal of Regiments and 
-of drafts from Regiments to foreign service, great numbers of Children had been 
left destitute of all means of subsistence; that a Subscription had been set on 
^bot, in the year 1 764, for raising a fund to support tlie establishment of am Hos- 
pital, in order to preserve Children left in such circumstances, from popery, 
.]^ggary, and idleness ; that the Subscribers had received great encouragement 
Srom Parliament and the Public ; and said Petitioners praying, that His Majesty 
would be graciously pleased, by Letters Patent under the Great Seal of the said 
Kingdom of Ireland, to incorporate said Petitioners and other Subscribers to 
said charitable Institution;" His Majesty was graciously pleased to approve of 
-said charitable Institution, and being desirous that it should be conducted with 
wich economy and regularity as might render it a lasting benefit to tlie said 
-Military service of the Kingdom of Ireland, did by Letters Patent, bearing 
date tlic 1 5tli day of July 1 769, incorporate said Society by the name of " The 
Hibernian Society in Dublin, for maintaining, educating, and apprenticing the 
Orphans and Children of Soldiers in Ireland for ever," together with the other 
powers necessary for the ends of their incorporation. This Charter grants a 
common seal to the Society, with powers to purchase, receive, and enjoy in per- 
petuity lands, tenements, &c. not exceeding the amount of two thousand pounds 
per annum; to receive donations, and therewith to erect, maintain, and support 
in all places of the said Kingdom, where they shall judge the same most neces- 
sary and convenient, such Hospitals as they should think proper. 

In order more eftbctually to promote the ends of the Institution, His Majesty 
was graciously pleased to grant a new Charter to the Society, bearing date the 
6th day of February 1808, by which they are empowered to place in the re- 
gular Army, as private Soldiers, in such corps as from time to time His Majesty 
shall please to appoint (but with their own free consent), the Orphans and 
Children of Soldiers in Ireland for ever. By this Charter also, the Members of 
- the Corporation, formerly elective, are in future to be appohited by His Majesty, 
or the Lord Lieutenant, or otlier Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being ; and the President and Vice President, who M'ere also heretofore 
elective, are to be always the Lord Lieutenant, and Commander in Chief of the 
Forces, or, in his abswcc, the General Officer commanding; the Troops in 

Ireland. 
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Hibernian The Hibernian School, to which a Farm of about nineteen acres is attached, 
^^^^^^' ^ stands in the soutli-western angle of His Majesty's Phoenix Park, about two Eng- 
lish miles frou] the nearest purt of tHe CSty, tnd oeaiijr three froni the Castle of 
Dublin. 1 he situation, which is elevated, commands an extensive and chearfiil 
view over a rich and variegated tract of country, terminating in the Dublin and 
Wicklow Monjlfetios^ imd is in every respect salubrious, with the Exception of 
its being unhappily destitute of that prime necessary of life, good water. EfTorts 
have been nicide to remedy so serious an evil by a forcing pump, but after sinking 
to a considerable depth, the water produced has been found fit for culinary pur- 
poses only ; and a considerable quantity, for drinking, washing, and other uses, 
still continues to be drawn up a steep aseent from liie River Lrffey witli con- 
siderable toil and expense. Perennicd springs, however, have been discovered 
in the Phoenix Park, from whence a plentiful supply of excellent water may be 
conducted to the Institution by metal pipes, at an expense of about one thousand 
pounds, and a plan for this purpose has been submitted to tlie Governors. 

The foundation of the School was laid during the administration of Lord 
Toiwighcmd, on the 31st of October 1766, and it was opened in 1767. Since 
that period the number of children has gi'adually enoreased to four hundred and 
fifty, the present Establishment, of whom one hundred and fifty are Females; a 
considerable augmentation however is in contemplation, and the extensive build- 
ings alieady added, tvith others rapidly advaiicing, will render this School (wliich 
is to be assimilated as nearly as possible to the Chelsea Asylum) an institution 
of gieat national interest and impoitance. It consists of a centre one hundred 
and thirty-eight feet by forty-eight, connected by subordinate buildings to lai^ 
projecting wings, eighty- four feet by fifty each, forming a front of three hun- 
dred feet, three stories high, and of plain substantial masonry. The centre con- 
tains the Boys Schools, a Dining-ball and Dormitories, and at present the apart- 
ments of the Chaplain, and Adjutant, and Steward; but as the eaatem wing 
now nearly finished, m ill contain commodious apartments for tliese Officers, and 
also for the Commandant, the rooms which they now occupy will be converted 
into an additional School-room, and Dormitories for Boys. 

The present Dining-hall, sixty-six feet by twenty, is barely sufficient for the 
present Establishment; but the foundations of a spacious Dining-hall, one hundred 
feet by forty, and thirty-two feet high, and sufficient to accommodate eight hundred 
children, have been laid at the rear of the Boys School, with which it will 
comniunicate by covered corridores, one hundred and sixty feet long by ten wide, 
in which the Boys may play i^d parade in wet weather : when this is finished, 
the present Dinmg-hall will be converted into a School-room, and thus in tlic 
new arrangement there will be two School-rooujs for Boys, each sixty-six feet by 
twenty, and thirteen feet high, to which it is proposed to add a third of di- 
mensions not inferior, taken from the present apartments of the Officers; it is 
intended, as has been stated to us, that these School-rooms shall be sufficiently 
spacious for the accommodation of six hundi^cd children, but it would perhaps be 
advisable to subdivide them, as the noise occasioned by tMO hundred children 
reciting their lemons at once in tlie same room, must be very distressing to the 
Teachers: this circumstance has in the Foundling Hospital been judiciously at- 
tended to, where the Schools do not exceed in dimensions forty feet by twenty, 
and the children instructed in each seldom exceed seventy. 

The Boys Dormitories, on the second floor, ai'e very fine, they are over the 
School-rooms und of similar dknensions, and as tliey communicate by an open 
arch-way in the centre, they may be considered as one spacious apartment, one 
hundred and thirty-three feet long by twenty wide, and thirteen feet high; as 
the windows, which are sufficiently numerous, face the north, these Dormitories 
enjoy but little of the sun, yet in consequence of having a window at each end, 
they have thorough air, and seem perfectly free from damp: over these on the 
third floor are Dormitories perfectly similar, and all these, with one of sniaOfr 
dimensions on this floor, which is thirty-four by twenty-four feet, are well 
lighted, well ventilated, and kept perfectly neat and clean ; the beds, however, 
one hundred and forty-nine in number, are in contact, without any space what- 
ever between them ; a circumstance not perhaps favourable to health, and cer- 
tainly prochictivc of inconvenience in making the beds and cleansing the rooms. 
In each of these five Dorniitories an Assistant sleeps to preserve order. 

The western wing, already finished, is exclusively appropriated to the Female 
childi-en, one hundred and "fifty in number, who are thus judiciously detached 

from 
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from the ^thef parts of the Establishment, having their own appropriate play lUbtrpwm 
grounds this wing contains, eiedasive of a spacious Stair-case, a School-rooin ^cborf. 
i(Mty-l:wo feet by tw'enty-one, a Dining-hall thirty-seven feet by twenty-one, with 
^ Wash-hovse and Laundry forty-six feet by seventeen, all on tlie ground floor; 
Ofer the Sdiooi-room and Dining-iiall, on the secoinl and tliird iloor, are Dormi- 
tories of simiiar dimeiisions, containing eighty-one beds, and over die Laundry are 
two as 3ret ucwfiproprfaCed rooms, forty-siK by seventeen each : all these are spacious, 
aity, and lightsome, and are perfectly neat and clean ; die beds lieie, however, as 
3n th^ lioys I>oraiitories, are in contact; in this wing tliere are also convcnieiit: 
.apartaienls for twu School-mistresses, contiguous to the Dormitories. 

The Kitclicn, Bread-room, and other necessary stores, judiciously pkced between 
ilic Male aiKl Female parts of the Institution, to w liich they are well connected, are 
^spacious and convenient; apertures near the ceiling of tlie Kitchen to emit the steam, 
ivhich is occasionally excessive, would be an improvement 

The wings of the building and the other additions are erected in a manner much 
io the credit of the Architect, Mr. Johnson; the roof however of the original central 
buikling is so steep, and the slates so small, that it requires perpetual repair, and 
an stormy weatlier is dangerous, a circumstance which will no doubt be attended to 
and remedied. 

To the eastward of the Dining-hall, in an airy situation and perfectly detached, 
4in Infii'mary is to be erected of dimensions proportionate to the number of the 
c^ldren to which it is proposed to augment the Establishment : the two apartments 
used at present as Infii'maries, thirty-four by sixteen each, are not sufficiendy ven- 
tilated for the purpose to which tliey are assigned, they are disproportioned to the 
extent of the Institution ; and the Fever-ward, though a well ventilated apartment 
thirty-three feet by twenty-three, is accessible only tlirough the Convalescent^room ; 
hut these tempomiy inconveniences will of course terminate when the intended In- 
firmary is finished, w hen these apiurtments will no doubt be applied to the enlarge- 
ment of the Foundadon. 

The Chapel, about one hundred and eighty yards to the northward of the new 

Dining-hall, from which it is separated by the Garden, is neat and convenientp 

i)iit not being sufficiendy spacious to accommodate the number of children to which 

it is proposed to augment die Establishment, it will probably be tbund necessary 

to enlarge it. 

From the platform in front of the Hibernian Schod, the ground rapidly de- 
scends to the boundary wall and offices; die latter buildings, which at present 
•^eady disfigure the general appearance of this fine Institution, are to be taken 
-down and rel)uilt in the intended Farm-yard; and this space, when properly 
-dressed and brought as near to a level as local circumstances will admit, will 
^orm a noble area, in which the Boys may play, and perform their Military 
Evolutions. 

The Farm attached to the School being entirely under cultivation) the cows ne- 
cessary to supply milk, and generally thirty in number, are pastured in the Phcenix 
Park, without any charge to the Institution. 

The children admissible into this School must be between the ages of seven 
and twelve years, and the children of non-commissioned Officers or Soldiers of 
the line, in actual service, or of Soldiers deceased, or reduced, or removed to 
foreign service ; they are admitted on the certificate of some commissioned Officer 
•or oUier creditable person, and in the selection preference is given first to or- 
phans ; secondly, to tliose whose fathers have been killed or have died on foreim 
service ; thii'dly, to those who have lost their mothers and whose fathers are ab- 
sent on tbreign duty abroad ; fourthly, to those whose fathers are ordered on 
Ibreign service, or whose parents have other children to maintain; and it is re- 
<iuired that parents or friends, applying for admission of children, shall sign their 
consent to dieir remaining in the School so long as the Governors may think fit, 
and to their being disposed of at a proper age at their discretion as apprentices 
or servants, or, if lk>ys, to their being placed, with their own free consent, as 
private Soldiers in the regular Army ; in cases however of peculiar distress, children 
under the age of seven years are received, and there are at present a few of that 
description in the Schools. 

The number of 4:hildren at present on the Establishment, and to which die 
4iccominodations are fully competent, are, as already mentioned, four hundred 
iind fifty, of whom three huiidred are lioys, and one hundred and fifty Girls. 
Ou die 5th of January 1799, the children in the Scliools were in number two 

hundred 
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hundred and two, isince which period to the 5th of January 1 809 (a space of tea 
years) nine hundred and sixty-four have been admitted, making a total of eleven 
hundred and sixty-six ; of these, four hundred and forty-eight were in the Schools 
OR the 5th of January 1 809, four hundred and thirty-eight have been apprenticed, 
two hundred, and sixteen returned to parents, twenty-three given to the Army, 
six Boys ran away, and tliirty-five only died. The annual average number of 
Children being three hundred and twenty-seven, this mortality, amounting only 
to three and five-tentlis, or little more than t)ne in a hundred, must appear very 
inconsiderable, and is the best evidence of the salubrity of the situation and the 
care taken of the children. The Dietary, which is given in the Appendix, is ju- 
dicious, and the articles of food appeared to one of the Members of our Board, 
who went to inspect this Establishment, to be not only excellent in quality, but 
in quantity abundant, though not profuse. The children appear, with very few 
exceptions, fo be healthy, active, and chearful, and singularly free from scrofulous 
complaints, tliere being at present but four who appear to be afflicted with tliat 
complaint, which has of late years become so common in most of our Charity 
Schook, notwithstanding the pains taken to exclude it; of tlie three hundred 
]ioys at present in the Schools, fifty of the youngest are under the care of a 
Mistress, a female being considered as more competent to manage children of 
so tender an age; the remainder are divided into five nearly equal portions, 
distributed among the same number of Masters, each of whom having his divi- 
sion previously subdivided into convenient classes, with a Monitor over each, 
instructs the Boys in spelling with explanation, reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
and catechisms suitable to the age and capacity of each Boy ; the Chaplain, who 
is constantly in one or other of the Schools, besides examining from time to 
time the progress made by the Boys under each Master respectively in the dif- 
ferent branches of education, has a class consisting of about thirty Boys, com- 
posed of detachments from each School, which he lectures in the Holy Scrip- 
tui^es. The Boys arc kept alternately at labour and ihstruction ; two classes of 
the stronger Boys, about sixty in nuinber, are employed in learning the trades 
of tayloring and shoe-making, but attend the Schools for instruction one hour and 
ihalf during the early part of each day; the same number, and of a -similar de- 
scription, attend alternately .to instruction and agriculture, that most healthful and 
useful of all employments, three days in the week beins; alteniately assigned to 
each in the last year; twenty-eight of them, with the assistance of a gardener and 
two labourers, cultivated nineteen acres under garden and fann, which produced 
not only an abundant supply of potatoes, cabbage, turnips, and other vegetables 
for the use of the Schools, and valued at four hundred and eighty-six pounds 
ten shillings, but a surplus for sale, which, including young trees, produced two 
hundred and sixteen pounds seven shillings and three pence in the same year; the 
expense of cultivation was one hundred and fifty-three pounds six shiUings and 
eleven pence, which, as the Farm is rent-tree, leaves a clciur profit in its favour 
of five hundred and forty-nine pounds ten shillings and two pence halfpenny, or 
twenty-eight pounds eighteen shillings and five pence per acre; and this profit, 
exceeding that of the preceding year by fifty-nine pounds six shillings and three 
pence, appears to be in a progressive state. 

M'^hile these Boys arc employed in preparing the ground for crops, in planting 
cabbages and potatoes, and ploughing out tlie latter, their labour may be estimated 
at sixpence per day each on an average ; at other seasons they are employed at 
hoeing, weeding, &c. which are of little value, save in their tendency to promote 
good health. The Boys employed as shoemakers not having as yet attained to any 
considerable degree of proficiency in their trade, the average value of their labour 
cannot be estimated at more than twenty-pence per w eek each, and the same may 
be affirmed of the Boys employed as taylors. 

The course of instruction for the Female children is similar to that of the Boys, 
except that a part of their time is necessarily employed in works suitable to 
their sex ; they are taught to make their own dothcs, and to knit and mend 
stockings for tliemselves and the Boys, they make up all the linen for the In- 
stitution, and assist, in doing the house business: thus the advantage of these 
various occupations must appear in a favourable point of view, when we consider, 
tliat the saving produced to the Institution in the articles of provisions and clothincr 
by the children's labour is not inconsiderable, and that the instruction and ina- 
provement acquired in these several trades and manufactures must render them 
useful, and of course de&irable apprentices.

The expense of clothing a Boy is estimated at two pounds sixteen shillings Hibcrniaa 
^ and one penny, of a Girl at two pounds nineteen shillings and one penny, and . ^^<^^ ^ 
-the diet of a Boy or Girl at seven pounds four shillings and seven pence each ; 
:thfe children are apprenticed at the age of fourteen and upwards, the Males to 
taylors, shoemakers, weavers, smiths, and as servants, &c. tlie Eemales to mantua- 
makers, glovers, ribband weavers, and milliners, &c. as servants, &c. the children 
apprenticed to trades receive no bounty, those given as servants receive from tlieir 
master or mistress a bounty of five pounds at the expiration of their apprenticeships. 

The Officers of the Institution, with their respective salaries, arc,— a Commandant, 
. three hundred pounds per annum ; a Chaplain, who is Inspector of Education, one 
hundred and fifty pounds ; Adjutant and Steward, one hundred and eighty-two 
j)ound8 ten shillings; a Surgeon, one hundred pounds ; a Secretary, eighty pounds ; 
.and an acting Treasurer, eighty poimds: The three last, who are not resident in 
the house, have no other allowance ; the former, exclusive of their apartments^ 
have a sufficient allowance of coals, candles, soap, and vegetables. 

TTie Instruction of the children is committed, under tiie direction of the Chap- • Apoendlx^ 
lain, to a Serjeant-major of Instruction, with six Serjeant assistants, and to a 1^0.7. 
Matron, with three School-mistresses ; a Serjeant Master Taylor,' a Serjeant Master 
Shoemaker, and a Serjeant Master Gardener instruct such Boys as are selected for 
that purpose in their respective trades : For the salaries and allowances of these, and 
' -abo of the Servants belonging to the Institution, we refer to Appendix, No. 7. 

A new arrangement in the Officers and Servants of the Institution took place 
•on the 5th of January last, when their number was increased, and the amount 
<)f their salaries augmented firom one thousand and nineteen pounds one shilling 
•and sixpence, to sixteen hundred and fifty-six pounds sixteen shillings and four- 
pence, with proportional allow^ances : Tlieir emoluments are certainly liberal 
though not profuse, — none appear to be superfluous ; and from the order, regula- 
rity, neatness, and cleanliness that pervade every part of the Establishment, it is 
obvious that they perform their respective duties.

To the above we must add Parliamentary Grants, which in the last eight jears 
liave gradually increased firom four thousand three hundred and forty-one pounds 
four shillings, to fourteen thousand five hundred and eight pounds three shillings 
■ and eleven pence halfpenny net. The following Table, formed fix)m materialf 
supplied by the Govemors, exhibits a general view of the Funds, whetiier fixed or 
casual, with the Expenditure for each ot the last eight years ; and as the sums latterly 
depended on additional buildings, have been very considerable, these are particularly 
.specified. 
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From' the above Table it appears, that the average annual expense of one Child» 
Ims, in toiisequence of the rise in the price of the necessaries of life, gradually risen,* 
in the last eight years, from nine pounds eighteen shillings and four pence, to fifteen 
pounds fifteen shillings and ten pence three farthings ; and that the average for 
the eight years is thirteen pouncls seven shillings and three pence : as, however, 
the new arrangement in the Officers and Servants of the Institution, has caused' 
an additional expense, in salaries, of six hundred and thirty-seven pounds fourteen' 
shillings ind ten pence, exclusive of iancreased allowances, the average expense 
of; pne Child will probably, in future, exceed eighteen pounds per annum ; and it 
may be necepsary to observe, that potatoes and other vegetables produced by thc^ 
Farm, and valued last year at four hundred and eighty-six pounds ten shillings, and. 
milk, supplied from cowa. pastured gratis in tlie Phoenix Park, are npt included in 
this estimate. ^ 

It appears also, that in the same period the income of the Society exceeded tiie 
expenditure by the sum of seven thousand nine hundred and thirty-five pounds 
two pence farthmg, of which sum six; thousand eight hundred and fifty pounds 
fourteen shillings and ten pence appeared, to be in the bank of the Right honour- 
able David Latoucbe and Company (who act gratuitously (is Treasurers) on .the. 5th! 
of January l^809 ; „a circumstance which indicates the prudent . econon^ of the 
Governors. . 

In consequence of the . existing and probable future state of Europe, 9. respec* v 
table standing Army has become necessary to these Islands; audit appears de-^ 
sirable that every rj^asonable inducement should be held out to the Boys <^ this aod 
similar institutions to volunteer into the Troops of the line : this is a Favour- 
able idea with the present Governors, whose arrangements are obviously calcu- 
lated to impress martial ideas, and inspire an early taste for a military life. The 
Officers, Masters, and Assistants are distinguished by military appellations ; the 
classes are called companies, are regularly drilled, perform all their evolutions * 
by beat of drum, and are judiciously encouraged by the Commandant, in runninGL 
leaping, and such other exercises as produce agility c^ body and firmness of nerves. 
It must be observed, however, that though in the ten }ast years three hundred and 
seventy Boys were apprenticed, twenty-three only were disposed of in this de- 
sirable maiHier ; but this perhaps is to be imputed not so much to a disincli- 
natbn to this line of life, as to a defect in the former Charter, to the framers 
of which this idea did not occur: this defect however has in the last Charter been. 
obviated ; the Governors are now empowered to place such Boys as voluntarily 
prefer the service, in the Troops of the line, where they are entitled to the 
bounty allowed to volunteers by His Majesty's regulations : The education which 
they receive here must have a tendency to render them competent to fill the sta- 
tions of petty Officers in the Army ; and might it not be judicious to hold out 
to them a hope of preferment to such stations at a proper age, as an additional 
iiUnudus } .

powered to carry into cxecutioh such Orders, Rules, and Directions, as shall from time 
to time be made by the said Corporation, and which Committee shall continue till the 
first Monday in November next following the first General Meeting, at which time, and 
afterwards on every first Monday in November, yearly, the said Corporation shall, no- 
minate fiftieen of their Members to be a Committee for one year, for the purposes afore* 
-«iid. And our further Will and Pleasure is, and we do hereby empower, autliorize, and 
require the said Corporation at their General Meetings, to nominate and appoint lesser 
Committees, in all places wh^re any Hospitals shall hereafter be erected for the purposes 
expressed in the said Letters Patent, which lesser Committees shall be appointed at such 
times and places, and continue for such time or times as the said Corporation shall 
think proper. And we hereby further empower, authorize, and require the saia Corporation, 
at their General Meetings, to nominate and appoint fit persons in any place of our Dominions, 
or elsewhere, to receive subscriptions, money or other things, contributed towards the said 
Institution. And we hereby empower and authorize the said Committee of Fifteen in the Citr 
€^f Dublin, and the lesser Committees in all places where Hospitals for the purposes aforesaul 
«hall hereafter be erected, to nominate and appoint Chaplains for their respective Hospitals; 
and abo fit and able persons to be Sc4ioolmasters of the said Hospitals, auring the will of 
tlie said Corporation, to teach the Orphans, and other unfortunate Children of Soldiers in tbe 
said Hospitals, to read, especially the Holy Scriptures, and to instruct them in the principles 
of the Protestant Religion estabfished in Ireland, and in arithmetic, and such other parts of 
lilducntion as to the said Society shall seem meet; such Chaplains and SchoolmasteiB, 
neverilieless, to be licensed by the Ordinaries in Ireland, in their respective Dioceses, and 
to be af)proved by the said Corporate Body, otherwise such nomination or appointment bj 
the said Committee to be void. And our further Will and Pleasure is, and we do hereby 
direct, that the Treasurer and other Officers shall be accountable to the Committee of 
fifteen, at all times when required by the said Committee; and the sard Committee are 
hereby required to report annually, at such times as the said Corporation shall think proper^ 
to the said Corporate Body, the state of the Funds of the said Corporation, the Receipts and 
Disbursements of the year, in order that they may be examined, and entered in a Book ta 
be ke|)t for that purpose: the said Book, and all other the Books and Papers of the 8ai(^Co^- 
, poration, to be at all times open and free for the perusal of the several Members thereof 
And our further Will is, antf we do hereby empower, authorize, and require the said Cor- 
poration at their quarterly Meetings, in all times coming, and at no other Meetings, to 
liiake such Rules and Ordinances, and from time to time to alter the same, as they sbaU 
judge most convenient and needful for tbe good government of the said Corporation, and 
management of the affairs thereof, and the effectual promotion of the good ends intended

And our further Will and Pleasure is, and ivc do hereby direct that no Lease or Leases 
of any Lands or Tenements belonging to the said Corporation shall be made or executed, 
but at some General Quarterly Meeting, with the approbation of the Members thenpresent, 
or the majority of them, such major pwt being at Jeast seven in number y and that every 
Lease so to be -made shall be of I^nds, Tenements, and Hereditaments in possession, axid 
not in reversion, and for a term not exceeding three lives, or thirty-one years, whereon 
•hall be reserved the best yearly rent that can ne had for the said Lands or Tenements at 
the time of making such Leases respectively, without any fine, or other income to be 
taken or had for the same ; and that it shall not be lawful for the said Body Corporate to 
diminish their Capital Stock arising from the Annual Rent or Income of any Manors, Land^, 
Tenements, Annuities, Pensions, Tythes, or other Hereditaments whereof they shall at any

And lastly, — Our Will and Pleasure is, and we do hereby declare, and ordain, that' 
these our Letters Patent, and ever^ Clause, Sentence, and Article therein contained, or 
the Enrolment thereof, shall be m all things firm, good, valid, sufficient, and effectual 
in the Law unto the said Corporation, according to the purport and tenor thereof 
without any further Grant, License, or Toleration from Usi, oiur Heirs or Successors, 
to be had, provided, or obtained. Provided always, That these our Letters Patent 
be enrolled in the RoUs of oar High Court of Chancery, in that part of our said United 
Kingdom called Ireland, within the space of six months from the date hereof otiber* 
^ise these our Letters Patent, to be null, void, and in none effect, any thing herein con- 
tained to the cpntrai^' in anywise notwithstanding.

^THE Course of INSTRUCTION pursued in the School of the Hibernian Society, with a 

List of the BOOKS used in the Schools. 

The number of Male Children in the School being three hundred, thirty-six of the 
youngest are under the care of a Mistress, and the remainder are divided into nearly equal 
portions distributed amongst five Masters ; each of them having his division previously sub- 
divided into convenient classes, with a Monitor over each class, mstructs his Boys in spelling 
with explanation, reading, writing, arithmetic, and catechisms suitable to the age and capa- 
city of each Bov; the Chaplain and Master, who ts-constantlv in one or other of the Schools, 
besides examinmg from time to time the progr^Jss made by the Boys under each Master re- 
spectively in their different branches of education, has a class consisting of thirty Boys or 
thereabouts, composed of detachments from each School, which he lectures in t!ie lloly 
Scriptures. 

. The Female Children are under the care of two Mistresses, and one Master to teach them 
writing and arithmetic; the course of Instruction is the same as that of the Males, except 
that a portion of their time is necessarily emploved in suitable Female works, to supply 
their own consumption together with th:it of the Boys.

We deem it unnecessary minutely to estate the history of this Establishment 
through the succe^^ive va^'i^tious it has from tiipe to time undci^one ; it will be 
sufficient to state that the vices in the constitu^on, and the ab»ses in the ma- 
nagement of it, attracted the notice of tlie Irish Parliament in the year 1797, and 
by an Act passed in the 38th Geo. III. chap. 35, and founded on the Enquiry 
-end Report of a Committee of the House of Commons, the former Corporation 
of Governors, which consisted of nearly two hundred persons, was dissolved, and 
tiie whole conduct of the Institution w^s vest;?d in nine pev^mt named in the said 
Act, and their successors to be elected in the manner therein aj)pointed. 

This Act, which was temporary, was continued in the following Session, and 
i)y the 40th Geo. III. chap. ^A, ^^^ amended and further continued to the 24th 
•of June 1810, and to the end of the then next Session of Parliament. By tlie 
ijecond section of this last-mentioned Act, the Chancellor of the Exchequer of 
Ireland for the timQ being wa§ added to, and associated V'ith, tlie nine Govemorg 
4iamed in the 38th Geo. III. 

By the 41st Geo. III. chap. 50, the Governors or any five or more of them are 
authorized to elwt tti^ee, othjeif fit 8wi4 proper persoiv> to ^ Goyernoi^ of said 
'Hospital (sect. 2.), who must be approved of by the Lord Lieutenant for the time 
4)eing (sect 3.) 

# l^der the 40th Gw. lH. cli^a^p. 33, as amended by the said Vvst-mentioned* 
Act, th^ Institution has ever sii\ce been conducted. This Act (on which it ip to 
*e observed the Institution I'ests) witl expire at the end of the Session of Perha- 
onent, that follows the 24th of June next, unless it shall be in the memtim^ cooti* 
iiued by a new Law. 

Experience has proved in this, as well as in mcmy other instances, that a nu- 
•merous Corporation is by no means calculated, to condwct fiuiy Chwitel^lp lostitu- 
t^on with advantage. Responsibility so divided is (elt by none, and w^ ar^ 
informed, that (except when offices of eniolument were to b^ disposed pt) it w^s 
difficult out of a Bpard consisting of neajrly two hundred Governors to procure^ 
^e attendance of Jive once in a quarter to t^nsa^t the wdwary l^usiq^^^ of the 
llstablishment. 

The objects of such an Institution being twofold, first, to save the lives of de- 
HBrted and exposed Children ; secondly, to educate them in such a manner as to 
render them useful members of Society, it appears that neither the one* or the. 
•otlier were effisctually attained under the former Corporation- 

B]ut the reform, of this Institution in all its departments was undertaken with 
zeal and. pursued with assiduity. Several ladies of distinction devoted their time and. 
■attention to the. reform of the abuses that had. prevailed in the Infent DBpartmcnt, 
wdto the regulation of the Female Schools; and since the enactment of the. 38th 
Geo. IIL there has been, with very few exceptions, a regular attendance o£ Gover-^ 
iiors once in every week at the HospitaL 

In the manaaement of the Infant Department glaring abuses prevailed. It waa. 
these which principally attracted the notice of Parliament, excited, a considerable 
degree of public indignation at the time, and called into action the zeal and ex-, 
ertions which, have so' happily accomplished their refonn. These evils, being now 
completely done away, it is no longer necessary to dwell upon them, with mmute- 
ness; but it is indispensably necessary to bring them forward in a concise and'^ 

feneral way, in. order to convey a just notion of the difficulties imder which the. 
nstitution now labours, firom the great and growing increase of numbers occa«* 
sioned by the adoption of those measures of reform. 

First — No sufficient cane was taken to regulate the conveyance of IniiEmts front 
-distant parts to tlie capital ; the grossest negligence and. inhumanity were found to 
prevail in the conduct of the women employed for this purpose; hence several of 
the Children sent up from remote parts died on tiie road, others almost imme- 
diately after their being delivered- atthe Hospital. The attention of the Governesses 
•apd the Surgeon was immediately directed to tiie correction of these abuses; se*.

Eiffhth REPORT from the COMMISSIONERS 



From comparing the foregouig Tables, it appears that the mortality am6ng the 
Infants in the House, had in the half-year ending the 8tli of July 1 797 amounted 
to three-fourths of the number admitted, the admissions within that period 
having amounted to 1922 and the deaths to 14.59 5 whereas in the first half year 
in which tlie new system was adopted, the deaths amounted to a little more than 
half of the whole, the admissions being within that period 802 and the deaths 
418, and from the following Table, continued to the 8th of July. 1808, it will ap- 
pear that the mortality among the Infants in the House, though fluctuating, has been 
still farther diminished.

Tliirdly— Other salutary regulations contributed to augment the number of 
lives preserved: among these, one of the principal was. the employment of house 
wet nurses instead of spoonfeeding ; the wages also of the country nurses were 
increased on the 8th of September 1797 from two to three pounds per annum, 
and a bounty of two pounds was' allowed to every wet nurse who pi'oduced the 
Child entrusted to her in good health, with every appearance of having been well 
attended to, at the end of the year. Thus the regulations respecting caoriage, 
reduced the mortality of Infants consigned to this Institution previous to ad- 
missions ; the reform in the internal management, that of Infants in the House, 
and the encreased pay of the country nurses, with additional caution in selecting 
proper parsons for that purpose, contributed to produce the same effect among 
the Children sent to the country. Such as wish for more particular infonnation 
upon the foregoing topics, we beg leave to refer to the Publication already cited 
(Appendix, Is o. 11.) and to another printed by the Governors in the year 1799, 
and presented in that year, with then* Petition to the Irish Parliament. See 
Appendix, No. 10. 

The foregoing observations present a succinct view of the improvements in- 
troduced into the Infant Department of the Hospital, and the consequent in- 
crease of numbers resulting from that cause. But this was but the first branch of 
reform ; the preservation of life necessarily claimed priority of attenUon, but 
it is obvious that this should not be the sole object of such an Institution, and 
that to educate the Children thus preserved, in such a manner as to render them 
useful Members of Society is still of higher importance ; but this object w as -very 
imperfectly attained and in many instances altogether abandoned by the former 
(rovemors. First, the Children were not drafted into the Hospital till the age of 
ten or nine yeas at soonest, at which period bad habits were frequendy acquired, 
and the whole work of Education was to be begun. Secondly, a great majority 
of the Children were apprenticed at twelve years of age, and many in a few weeks 
after admission into the Schools ; they were apprenticed out on tlie recommen- 
dation of a single Governor, without due enquiry into the character or circum- 
^tances of the person applying; there was no fixed rule as to the period of their 
continuance at the Schools ; the principal object was to apprentice a sufficient 
number in each year to make room for those who were to be drafted in from the 

country ; 
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-c<5untry; thus as the defects in the management of the Infant Department Hospitaf 
•prevented the accumulation of numbers on tlie general Establishment, tliis sum- 
mary and precipitate mode of disposing of the Children received into the Schools, 
Jcept down the numbers maintained in the House. The difficulties under which 
the Institution has laboured of late years were unknown, and the expenses of 
conducting it were comparatively small. But tlie effects of the reform in the ma- 
nagement of the Infant Department soon began to be felt throughout the whole 
of tlie Establishment ; tlie increase in the number of lives saved annually aucr- 
mented the sum paid to the country nurses, but the further consequences of this 
increase of numbers could hardly escape the most superficial observation ; tlie 
period was not very distant when this accumulation of numbers was to be pro- 
vided for witliin the Establishment. The age at which Children were then drailed 
into the House was ten years; it was much to be desired that they could be taken 
jn at an earlier period ; by allowing them to remain so long with their nurses, 
habits were contracted unfavourable to the progress of tlieir Education in the 
House ; but under the actual circumstances of the Hospital in point of accommo- 
-dation and funds, it would have been necessary annually to postpone instead of 
.accelerating the period of reception. The Hospital was then capable of accom- 
-jiiodating only from six hundred to six hundred and fifty Children. In the course 
of the year 1803, on examining the Tables of Mortality kept since the com- 
mencement of the measures of reform in 1797, it was computed that about one 
in five, or thereabouts of the whole nuhnber received at the Gate, would be alive 
(and to be drafted into the House) at the age of ten years *; this would give an 
annual average of about four hundred to be drafted, tlie average off a(hnissions 
being about two thousand ; but unless the Children already in the Schools were 
turned out without any or with little Education, and apprenticed to such persons 
as might offer to take thein without discriiiiination or selection, not more than 
half this number could be actually received, consequently half of the Children of 
ten years of age must have remained with their nurses, and in tlie following year 
all the Cliildren who would then have attained that age. Thus in the course of 
a few years the Funds, extent of accommodation, and other circmnstances of the 
Institution remaining the same, the period of drafting must have been so post- 
poned as completely to have prevented the Education of great numbers, and 
many must have become adults in the country, without having participated of 
any portion of instruction from the Institution. 

These circumstances we find were stated by Memorial of the Governors to His 
Excellency Earl Hardwicke, when Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, early in 1803, 
and by petition to Parliament in the following Session 1804. In consequence of 
-which the Annual Grant was augmertted by an addition of five thousand pounds, 
which has been since continued. See said Petition to Parliament, Appendix 
No. 2. J 

This Grant was calculated at the then price of provisions and other necessaries 
of life, to enable the Governors to defray the expenses of the Establishment, con- 
sisting of the numbers as then augmented in consequence of the regulations oi 
1 797, and to maintain and educate in the House for four years twelve hundred 
Children, proposed to be received from the nurses at eight and apprenticed at 
twelve years of age ; and as the period for drafting the additional number would 
not arrive for two years after the Grant, as the Children received in 1798 sub- 
sequent to the adoption of the measures of reform would not complete their eighth* 
year till 1 806, the Governors were enabled, out of the amiual savings, to finish 
the accommodation for twelve hundred Children, to enlarge the Chapel then in a 
ruinous state and calculated for a much smaller Establishment, and to commence 
immediately to receive Children at eight instead of ten years of age. 

* The number of Children who actually attain the age of ten years is greater than in this proportion; 
but some are returned to iheir parents every year, and sonae are withheld by their nurses, some^* 
times in 'consequence of a strong attachment to them having been formed, and sometimes in conse- 
quence of their having become useful ; these two causes reduce the number to be annually drafted, S9 
as to render the foregoing computation to be not very far from the truth, absolute precision is mani- 
-ftstly unattainable.

The former Infirmary acconmiodation was found utterly in- 
ade(|uale; several of the Dormitories, designed for and ordinarily appropriated 
to the use of tlje healthy, were coiiverted into temporary Hospitals for the sick ; in 
spite of vigilance, attention, and cure, tlie mortality, as we are hilormed, was con- 
sideralile and alarming in l)0tli years, and it was ibund in^practicable to conduct 
the Institution upon the enlarged plan, without a new and much more extensive 
Inf:nnan\ 

The number of lives preserved has also considerably exceeded the calculation ; 
the sum paid for niirsis wau;es in tlie year endint^ the 'jth January ^Soj, wasus 
eight tiiousiuid one hundred and forty-three pounds eleven shillings and sixpence ; 
wiiereas in every succeeding year it has successively increased, as will appear troui 
the following Table :

Foundling on which we are now proceeding) be augmented every year ; if therefore the ad- 
missions should continue to increase, the difficulty could be met in two ways only. 

By increasing the House accommodation, or by limiting the admissions, which 
-are at present without any restriction. 

The former method is liable to great and obvious objections ; it would probably 
be deemed advisable to resort to the latter, and in a country circumstanced as this 
is, where unlimited admission has prevailed for a great number of years, it will 
•be extremely difficult to devise any mode of restraint which will not be liable to con- 
siderable objections. 

2dly. — As the average number of two thousand admissions gives an annual average 
of at least four hundred drafts at eight years of age, it is plain, that whenever 
the House shall be filled up to the Establishment of twelve hundred, the drafting 
cannot be carried on, unless four hundred Children shall be apprentice in every 
year : This exposes the plan to great uncertainty. The average number hitherto 
apprenticed has never amounted to one hundred and thirty, as will appear by 
the subjoined Table (A.); there must be a gi-eat increase of demand for apprentices, 
in order to establish an outlet for a sufficient number ; however as during a con- 
siderable portion of tlie period on which this observation is founded, there was 
not a sufficient number of Children properly qualified in point of age and educa- 
tion on the list, and as the improved character of the Institution and tlie good 
conduct of several lately apprenticed, has, as we are informed, given birth to many 
applications for apprentices, which under the actual circumstances of the Hospital 
could not be complied with, there is reason to hope that this difficulty will be 
surmounted. 

3dly. — The present wages of the country nurees (except for the first year) is 
hut three pounds per annum, and at this very moderate expense the Children are 
maintained and (in some sort) clothed to the age of eight years ; at present the 
Children of the Foundling Hospital are much sought for by the Poor, but if from 
any change in tlie circumstances of the labouring classes in the province of Leinster, 
th^ maintenance of a Child at three pounds should cease to be an object, the 
expanse of tlie Institution must necessarily be increased by augmenting the pay jof 
the country nurses. . .

INFANT DEPARTM:ENT. 

All Infants under the age of one year presented at the Gate of the FoundHng 
Hospital are admitted, a Registry is kept by the Porter, in which are noted the 
-number received (distinguishmg Males from Females, and those that are ex- 
posed from such as are delivered by their parents), and the places from whence 
they come, the Surgeon (who is not a resident Officer) attends daily and exa- 
mines the Children received. If found to be in health they are sent to the 
•country to be wet-nursed ; if diseased, or if their situation in point of health be

FottDdling each Child receiving three days School instruction in the week- For further 
Hospital, detail as to the Plan of Education, we vefet to the Appendix, No. 8. 

The principle on which the Governors set ou^ when they presented their 
Petition to lilarl Hardwicke, preparatory to their Petition to Parliament in the year 
1803, was, that each Child should receive four years Education, being taken in 
at the age of eight, and apprenticed at the age of twelve years. Ihe House 
being capable of accommodating but t^velve hundred Children, and about four 
hundred being the annual average number to be drafted in, it is obvious, tliat the 
circumstances of the Institution do not admit of the period allotted to Education . 
being any longer protracted ; and as half of this period is devoted to industry, it 
requires sedulous exertion on the part of all those employed in the Education, of > 
the Children, to improve the short space of time allowed for this purpose -to the. 
best advantage ; nor does this exertion appear to be wanting in any branch of 
this Department. The duties of the Chaplain (under whose superintendence tlie 
Education of the Females is placed) being also discharged in the most exemplary 
manner by the Reverend Ileniy Crofton, who has fiHed tliat office for upwards..; 
of thirty years. The proficiency of the Children of both sexes, especially m re- 
ligious knowledge, has excited the warmest approbation of all those who have 
attended the examination at the Foundling Hospital ; and at the annual Cate- 
chetical Examination of Children selected from all the Schools on Cliaritable 
Foundations in the Metropolis and its vicinity, the progress of the - Children of 
the Foundling Hospital has been paiticularly distinguished. The fruits of tills 
sedulous care of their Education are stated to have been happily experienced in 
the conduct of many of tlie Chikhren who have of late years be<H> apprenticed 
from the House, among whom it appears, that there have been several eminent 
and satisfactory instances of exeinplaiy good conduct and iidelity, which has been 
rewarded by the confidence and friendship of their employers and their own-, 
advancement in life.* 

The separation between the Male and Female Schools is complete; there arc dis** 
tihct play-grounds for each sex, quitie* inaccessible to the others

WOOLLEN FACTORY. 

The Woollen Factory at the Foundling Hospital was established in the year 
1^99. The present Superintendent was engaged in May 1802. It comprises 
the manufacturing of Broad Cloth, Camlet, and Flannel, and supplies the Hospi- ' 
tal with Cloth for the Boys' Clothings Camlet for the Girls' Gowns, &c. and 
Flannel for the Infants. There are at least one hundred Boys employed in the 
Factory, fifty working each day alternately ; on the oAer days of the week they « 
are at School. They are thus trained for WooHen, Cotton, or Silk Manufacturers; 
many orf the B6ys at the time of thei^ being apprenticed h«ve been able to earn, 
a^ stated to us, from one guinea to thirty shillings^ per week; every Boy is 
allowed one-sixth of his earnings, of which a regular Account is kept by t^e- 
Sb{>erihtendent, out of which he is paid t^vo-pence per- week, and the remainder 
is laid by and paid on his leavihg the Hospital. » 

The Factory has considerably encreased the demand for Apprentices j tlie «se- 
frrl habits of industry, thus acquired, hold out a greater inducement to the Indus ••; 
trious manufacturers than a fee. 

There are likewise about eighty of the Female Children employed in spinnings ' 
carding, and reeling the Yam for the supply of the Looms; the ages of the Boys ' 
edi^loyed are firom ten to twelve years, of the Giris from seven to ten years^- 
The attention of the Girls after that period is more partieulariy dir^ctad to im- 
provement in needle- work ; the net profit to the Hospital, after defiraying every 
expehse of attendance, repairs, and the Superintendent's Salary, is about- one 
hundred and fifty pounds per annum, f 

Several of the Cohimissioners. whose nftmes are snbseribed to this Report visited » 
the Hbspital on the 20th of July last, and were struck with the order widregukupity 
which every where prevailed, as well as with the neatness and healthy appearance

APPRENTICES. 

We find, tlmt great care is now exercised by the CJovcrnors in tlie choice of the 
persons to whom they apprentice the . Children ; a Certificate as to the character 
^nd morals, and also as to tlie ability Qf tlij^ person applying to maintain and instruct 
•an Apprentice in the Trade whicb he prpfesses to teach, signed by the Aliabter 
and Churchwardens of the pavish.in which the. applicant resides, is always re- 
<iuired. In addition: to these precautions, th? Officers of,, the Establbhment, in, 
their turns, visit tlie abodes of the persons applying (when resident in the City of ■, 
Dublin)^ and after having inspected the acpoiqmodationji and made further and 
more minute enquiry into the character aud . circumsjtances of the appliciants, senii 
in to the . Governors a report in writing, . sigi){^, by tli^px respectively^ without V 
receiving which no order is made for granting an Appr^itice. 

Nqtvyidistanding all. these precautions, disag^ointitic^nts are sometii^yi.es found* 
to occur; and, indeed among, a great numbi^r of Children it is to be expected 
^at some will turn out ill ; but this failure is in several instances to be attributed 
to^'the neglect, caprice, and ill-treatment of their employers. 

An inspection of the state of iall the Children apprenticed from the Hospital, 
"was made about eight years agp,Ji)y the Officers of the House, under the direction 
of the Governors of the Hospital j and a report made founded tHerebn ; andsiiiibj^ 
thfit period, much information has been obtained casually ^and .by the. exertions 
of individuals, as to the situation of the Apprentices. But there is no stdted 
general provision, connected with the Establishment, for continuing the superin- 
tending care and protection of the Governors over their Children, after they have 
left the Hospital ; the measure is not free Irotii difficulties^; in the coCfirse of « few^ 
years, there will be two tliousand five hundred Apprentices dispersed over all parts 
of Ireland. But we are confident that means may be devised for overcoming them^ 
and we trust, that the atteotiop ofithfeGofeni9rs which has been so laudably 
^exercised in the reformation of this Establishment, and* in advancing it to itar 
present state of order and improvement, «w|ll continue to be directed with the 
«ame zeal and judgment to supply what is yet wanting to complete the system*

T^he cheap rate at' \^ifcH Children 
are reared in the country is what has enabled the' Governors. to icondctct the rin- 
stit^on on terms of advantage to the public. From the Taible alreadt referred 
to (supra) which contains a statement of the different descriptions* of Children 
received, it appeal's that this Institution is not confined to Foundlings, properly so 
called, but affords relief to a considerable^ numtiglL^f ^he poorest class of th6 
community over-burthened with families greater than they arc able inaintam. 

Without deciding on the policy of such Institutions in general, or even the 
«xj>edieucy of establishing such an Hospital in this country (if none such were 
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Voundling in existence), it is manifest that the sudden abolition of it would be in the highest 
lioHpital. degree impolitic. Besides relinquishing the positive advantage to Society of sending 
every year into the Community a number of well educated Children, a sudden inter- 
ruption of free admission at the Gate, after such a resource having been so many 
years-open to the poor and the profligate, would probably be followed by the abandonment 
of many Infants. It follows necessarily that the Institution must continue to be sup- 
ported ; and as the benefits resulting from the mere saving of lives, without suitable pro- 
vision for their insti'uction, are comparatively inconsiderable, and as the whole course of 
Education will be obstructed if tlie Governors are not enabled to carry into effect 
the Plan pointed oiiit in their Petition to ParUament presented in the Session of 1 803 ; 
we cannot help submitting to the consideration of the Legislature the expediency of 
such additional Grant, in aid of the Funds of this Institution, as shall enable the 
Governors to discharge the Debt already contracted, and complete the Buildings 
necessary for the accommodaticm of twelve hundred Children ; recommending at 
the same time strenuously that the attention of the Governors should be speedily 
directed to the increased number of admissions at the Gate, which has taken place 
«ince the 1st of January 1 808, 'and the means of limiting and restraining admission, so 
far as shall appear practicable, consistently with humanity and sound poUcy.

WE send the Accounts of the Foundling Hospital you desire, but although they are made Appendix, 
Bp in this manner to the 5th January in each year for the Commissioners of Imprest, yet No. u 
jou will please to recollect that the annual general pay for the country nurses is made up '^ 
"to the 24th June in each year, therefore the balance estimated to be due to them on the 5tn 
J^anuary is only introduced in this manner to comply with the desire of the Imprest Board ; 
althovgh such amount will be part of the yearly wages paid'to the nurses for and after the 
S4th June following. 

And that the House Tax is -chargeable from the 24th June in each year, and likewise in- 
troduced in this manner to square the Accounts for the Imprest Board, in order to shew what 
would be the state of the Institution, supposing all matters to terminate on the 5th January. 

But you will perceive it will nearly prove tne true state of the question, and shew how 
much the Expense has exceeded the Income; if you will compare the amount of the Debts 
as we have stated them (excluding the nurses wages) with the BaI%Be of Cash then 
remaining, and the difference wiJl prove the deficiency.

.To the Right honourable and Honourable tiie Knights, Citizens, and Burgesses, assem- 
bled in the Parliament of tiie United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland ;— 
The PETITION of the Governors of the Ioundling Hospital in Dublin, 

Most humbly ^heweth, 
THAT the conduct and management of the Institution having been placed by Act of 
Parliament passed in Ireland in the 37th year of his Majesty's Reign, under a new system 
of government, the Governors consider it their duty to insert in their Petition to this 
Honourable House, a concise explanation of the state of the Charity, the progress that has 
been made in carrying into effect the benevolent designs of Parliament, and the growing 
exigencies of the Institution, arising out of improvements adopted in consequence of the 
•express interference of the Legislature. 

That on the first day of ISovember 1803, there were supported by the Institution four 

thousand three hundred Children, of whom six hundred and fifty have been in the House, 

Qged ten years and upwards, thirty-eight lufaflts in the Nursery, and three thousand six 

iiundred and twelve at nurse, or maintained in the country, ot whom one hundred and 

iburtecn are grown Children, sent thither on account of their bad state of health. 

' That several useful Manufactures have been established in the House for the instructioQ 

- and employment of the Children, by which they have been enabled in some degree to 

ligiiten the expense of their maintenance and clothing, and have made some progress uk 

Acquiring useful habits of industry. 

I'hat the Schools of the Institution have been placed under a new system of management^ 
"" oalculated to improve to the utmost the short period which (under the present circumstances. 
^ of the Institution) can be allotted to Education, and which in the few instances where aa 
opportunity has been afforded of a fair trial, has been attended with beneficial effects, sur- 
: passing the most sanguine expectations ; and tliat the Children, so long as tliey can be suf- 
fered to remain in the House, are carefully instructed in treading, writing, arithmetic, aad 
-' ^e principles of the Protestant Religion. 

That in the coui'se of the last year, an entire new Roof has been put in- the greater part 
-* ^f the Building (a measure of indispensable necessity for its preservation), and such a new 
*~ ^urraiigement made in the internal disposition of the apartments, as to enable the Governors 
^o accommodate with ease, an additional number of five hundred and fifty Children. 

The Governors beg leave further to state, that the regulations which were adopted in the 
^ .year 1797, for the better management of the Infant Department of the Institution, have 
been attended with the most salutary effects, with a view to the object to which they were* 
immediately directed, namely, the diminishing the mortality among the Infant Children^ 
■^'^hich had prevailed to such an extent as to become the subject of Parliamentary . Investiga- 
tion ; and that in consequence of the regulations which commenced in 1797, the number of 
lires-saved in the six years subsequent to that period, when compared with the number 
^laTcd in the six years immediately prior to it, has been augmented in a pro[>ortion of nearly 
^hree to one. 

This accumulation of numbers to be maintained out of the Fumis of tlie Institution, a 

^consequence necessarily resulting irom the upright discharge of an obvious duty, to which 

the attention of the Governors was in the first instance directed, and which was pecuharly 

^ <K>nfided to their charge by the Legislalure, must unavoidably lead to an increase of annual 

^ expense, which could not long be sustained by a system even of the most rigid economy, 

nor supported even for a limited period by any other expedient than thatx)f reducing the 

• number on the internal Establishment of the Ilouse, and the contractin<r the period allotted 

tor the purposes of Education ; hence the improvements in tlic Infimt Department adopted 

. iu 1797, on the confidence of Parliamentary Support, not only require additional aid in 

coosequence of the mere accumulation of numbers, but until that aid be granted must 

frustrate all endeavours to attain another object of the Institution, not less important than 

, the mere saving of lives, namely, the establishment of a regular system of Education, to be 

s^continued for a stated period, through which every Child must pass previouf. to his or her 

.47. Cc£ beini; 
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being apprenticed from the Hospital ; this period cannot with any reasonable proapeoi of 

eflectiially attaining the object in vieWy be contracted within a fiborter compasB tl^ four 

years, to coninionee at eight and terminate at twelve years of age. 
To carry this JMun into effect, it would be necessary to augment the number ontbeiatecnal 

Establishinent of the House, from six hundred and fifty to twelve hundred Children ; to 
$uch an augmentation tlie present Funds of the Institution are plainly inadequate, the ex- 
pense of bare maintenance in orbscurc situations of the country on the external Establish- 
ment, being trifling rn comparison with that of Maintenance, Clothing, and Educatioii m 
tlie House; nor can the increase of annual (;;xpcns;e from the proposed addition of five 
hundred and fifty Children to the Schools, be rated at a less sum than five thousaod pounds 
per annum, making the annual Expense of the whole number to be maintained and eciucated 
from Infancy to tlie age of twelve years, to be on an average six pounds sixteen shiUings atid 
five pence per Child; that until the Governors- shall be enabled oy the liberality of Parlia* 
meot to carry thenbove extension of their Schools into execution, the Chifdren must be 
suflfered to remain in the country totlie age of eleven or twelve years and upwards, by which 
time their habits are so formed as to render their instruction, particularly in the principles of 
the Protestant Religion, to which the prtgudices imbibed among tlieir nurses are altogelher 
adverse, a task of the greatest difficulty ; especially as in order to make room for the recep^- 
tion of thcnumbers who in eveiy successive year attain the same period of life, it has become 
and must continue necessary to apprentice them out, as opportunities occur, in the course of 
the same year in which they are placed on the internal Establishment. 

The Governors would deem themselves deficient in the duty which they owe to the 
Public, if they were to withhold these facts from the notice of Farfiament ; they feel thcm- 
sellres compefied unequivocally to state that as a SeiAinafy for the Education of Children in 
the piuncipies of Loyalty to their King, anfd attachment to the Protestaut Refigion and 
Constitution of the Country, the Fouiidlinq Hospital does not ner cannot be made to 
fulfil the purpose of its Establishment on tlie present footing, and oti the present scate of 
expense. 

The Governors therefore humbly pray this Honourable House will be pleased ta 
make such Grant for the support of the E^^tiiblisliment tor the year comuiencing 
the 5th January 1804, ^^ i^^ ^'^^i^ wisdom they shall think meet.

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A Report on the BO YS who have been apprenticed from the Foundling Hospital within 

the last -seven years : — June 7th, 1809. 

THE Children of this Institution being dispersed throughout Ireland on their leaving the 
blouse, it is impossible to speak of their mdividual conduct with precision ; it is certain that 
>»oiTje elope from their situations, owing to caprice, severity, and inattention of some Masters 
and Mistresses who use them harshly (whereas they were accustomed, to good treatment 
^hen in the Hospital), or to a rambling, unsettled state of mind uncurbed by parental love 
'^r fear. 

It is a pleasing reflection that most of the Children are found to be amenable, and at least 
i^ot inferior to those of any other Institution ; it is no bad proof of this, that of forty*five 
3oy8 sent at different times to the Factory at Buncranna, in the County of Donegal, not 
a single elopement has taken place, and their superintendent has represented them as sober 
and Jassiduous. 

But besides those, and many otliers like those, who are serving their time faithfully, 
there are others who distinguish themselves while in the House by their learning, and they 
ve now, with a very few exceptions, reaping the fruits thereof, Samuel Sharpe is ^ihopkeeper 
to Mr. Simpson of College Green ; William Mount was much in the confidence of his 
Master the late Dr. Plunkett, and he now lives with the Doctor's brother ; John Whitelaw^ 
-late an Usher in one of the Charter Schools, but now a Clerk to the Factory at Buncranna; 
Jacob Wall, once a Master in the Institution, but now a Soldier in the 26th Regiment and 
Master of the Regimental School; Samuel Hanger, once a Master also, and though dis- 
missed for misconmict, there arc still hopes tiiat the religious impressions which he received 
here, will under the influence of Divine Grace reclaim him, the same may be hoped o{ 
James WUder, who was once of the number of our Masters; Nicholas Ball is Master of the 
JFree School founded by Lord Sunderlin for the use of his Tenanti ; David WihuQtt jmd 
Gliomas Connor are now both confidential Servants, the former to D. Philpott of Denry 
Lcesory, in the County of Wicklow, the latter to John Wills, Esquire, of Baltiboys; 
Mathew Gilson is Shopkeeper to Thomas Wright of Monaghan, Merchant ; Edward Smitli- 
Clerk in the Marquis of SligoV Farm Yard ; Neil Plant, bound also to the late Marquis, had 
his Indentures given up to hiiii, with a present of ten pounds as a reward for his good con- 
duct ; Johu Porch is now a Master in the Hospital ; James Mills and John Hayes both 
Clerks to Mr. Younghusband, an eminent Linen Draper near Belfast; Francis Lee, Clerk 
to Mr. M' CuUogh, another Cloth Merchant near Lisburn ; Michael Dunn, bound to a 
Damask Weaver in CuUen, at the recommendation of the Right Honourable John Fpster; 
-John Cranston, Shopkeeper to Mr. Moore, Ironmonger of High-Street; Richard York, 
^Shopkeeper to Peters in Leinstcr-Street.; James Griffin, Apprentice to the honourable and 
Jieverend Mr. Pomroy, giving much satisfaction to his Master; James Allen, bound to the 
lleverend Mr. Hiimilton and highly xegarded ; John Hams, late a Master in our Hospital,

Courec of INSTRUCTION in the Bovs Schools. 

Aopendix, FROM the first of November to the first of March in each year, the Children of the 

N fi Foundling Hospital rise at seven in the morning ; durino: the two months of March and 

' V^ October they rise at six and aic at '♦)usin€ss by scncH ; hut from the first of April to the first 

of October they rise at five, and being allowed nearly an hour for dressing, saying their 

Erayers, -washing and cotnbing, by six they are seated in their forms and commence by 
_ pelling Lessons, said oflFor on Book, according to tlieir standing and progress; they proceed 
next to their Reading Lessons, each Class being under the care of a Monitor; a quarter 
before eight they all stand up to Catechism, some to the short Catcchi&m, some to the sane 
broken into short questions, and some to Stopford's, Crossman's, and Mann's; at ei^ht they 
to to Chapel, about twenty minutes after eight the bell rings for Breakfast, after which th^y 
immetliately proceed to make their beds and sweep tbeir Dormitories, School Rooms, 
8cc. &c. at half after nine they return to School, when all such Boys from all the other 
Schools as can read the Testament, assemble under the Monitor who examines for that day. 
^the head Monitors examine in succession), he prepares them until ten in a chapter or two 
of the Old or New Testament as the case may be ; in the meantime the Masters (who have a 
Salary of twenty pounds per annum, with diet and lodging) arc mending or making Penn 
and arrangin^^ the Copies and Pieces for writing ; a Boy is set on writing when he can read 
the Psalter, tne writing Paper is bought ruled, which saves much time, and the Maaters 
cot it in such a way that each quire contains one hundred and ninety-two copies ; this is the 
plan of Mr. Sisson Darling, and it deserves great commendation; for as our Boys who are 
at School and at trades alternately, write only three days in the week, a quire of paper 
more than suflnces for an individual during the whole year; written specimens from each 
School are laid before the Governors every quarter, and a Silver Pen is adjudged to th^ 
Boy who has excelled all ; this is often presented not to the very best writer, but to him' 
who has made the greatest progress in a given time ; this practice excites also considerable 
emulation among the Masters, each wishing to secure the Pen for his own School. 

A little before twelve, all the Boys who can read the Testament repair to the Examination 
, . Room, and at twelve the Superintendent of the Male School tries the proficiency of all in 

the portion of Scripture appointed for that day, teaching them to think, and to reason upon 
the tacts and doctrines wnich may arise ; when he finisnes this task, the Monitor, who has 
been listening attentively, goes over the same part again in the presence of the Superin* 
tendent, who corrects such questions as may have been asked amiss ; thus the boys are 
taught to explain the same chapter three times in the same day^ independent of their raiding' 
it in their seats and to their Master; while the more advanced Boys are thus occupied, the 
Masters have leisure to devote themselves to the advancement of the junior CJasses. 

At half after one all re^assemble in the School Room, and instantly stand up to the Gate* 
chism under Monitors until a quarter before two, when they ^o to wash and prepare for 
Dinner, at two they dine, after dinner some are sent to clean knives, &c. &c. ana some take 
recreation until four, when they return to School ; the upper Boys then begin to work sums, 
to learn tables. Sic. and the juniors read and spell, the two head Monitors from each School 
now also collect under one Master for the purpose of learning arithmetic. He is allowed four 
guineas yearly for this, and he examines them in general terms one evening in each week; 
at half after si:^ they all stand up again to the Catechism, and at a quarter before seven they 
disperse to prepare for Supper, which is served to them at seven. In the summer montbi 
they play alter supper until eight, but in winter they pass inmiediately from the Hall to their 
Dormitories. 

This is the constant routine of duty three days in each week; and the three other days are 
spent in like manner at their respective Trades ; the Books used in the Institution are Al« 

f>habetical Cards, from one of which placed in a window or pinned against a wall, one 
ittle Boy teaches six others widi ease; then Manson's Primer and Spelling Bpok, the 
Psalter, Universal Spelling Book, Mrs. Trimmer's Abridgment of the Old Testament; these 
with the Catechisms already enumerated^ the four Gospels, Acts of the ApostleS| and Dar- 
linjg's Arithmetic, constitute the whole of our course ; the head Monitors nave one copy of 
Josephus among them, which they read with singular pleasure and edification. You will 
perceive that the bias of our system leans much to Rehgiotis Instruction, in every country 
and amon^ all ranks the Bible should be made this basis of Religious Education, if your ob« 
ject be to improve the heart and the affections. 

' The time to be allotted in future for the acquisition of those branches of knowledge is foor 
years, but as every second day is spei|t ii) learning Trades, there are in fact not two year^ 
devoted to their attainment, when the time ;speot in tlie Infirmary is subducted, and when it 
is considered, that during the first month after they are drafted they are permitted by tbe 
SurgeOii to be pretty much at large ; the head Monitors of each School remain in the Mouse 
krpger than tlie above period ; the Boys at Trades are divided into Broad Weavers, Nanrosr

The STATE of the Foundling Hospital in Dublin, from qth of July 1797 ta 

8th January 1709; with Observations thereon. 

THE following Statement includes the result of eighteen months experience of certain 
regulations under which the aifairs of the Foundling Hospital in Dublin have been con* 
-ducted since tlie 9th of July 1797; whidi the present Board of Governors have detailed at 
some length, for the purpose of ascertaining, with as much accuracy as so short a period 
of time will admit, the practical utility of this great National Establishment. 

A careful inspection of Table No. l. which contains a systematic arrangement of the 
principal medical facts that occurred within the period alluded to, will no doubt be 
acceptable to many individuals who have leisure or inclination to pursue such enquiries to 
their full extent ; but as our object is to inform the Public at large, and as the subsequent 
Tables will fully elucidate the points we mean principally to insist upon, we shall at present 
confine ourselves to a few observations on the complaints arranged m this Table under the 
columns of " venereal" and " doubtful eruptions," which from their importance claim a 
priority of discussion. 

Wc have to observe, that on the commencement of the new regulations in July 1797, 
a laudable caution and ditlidcnce on tlie part of the Surgeon to decide on the precise nature 
of certain local eruptions on tlie bodies of many of the Infants, which principally originated 
from the abuses of carriage, but which had heretofore been considered as unequivocal marks 
of the venereal disease, induced him to class a majority of such infants under the head of 
^* doubtful eruptions,'* although he is now convinced from experience, that many of them 
MO classed were not contaminated with that complaint, and tin* remark will be verified when 
we examine the General Table, where in the months subsequent to July 1797, the doubtful 
eruptions, generally speaking, diminish in number as the abuses in the carriage were rectified*. 
But as in this Statement we wish to avoid bringing forward any observation, however just 
And weighty it may be, that is exposed to the snuillest cavil ; and as in the present case we 
rather feel inclined to assign the utmost latitude to our average, we shall adhere strictlv to 
ihe factsas tliey stand in Table No. 1. which prove, that thirty-eight vcncrcals and eighty- 
nine doubtful eruptions were admitted into the Hospital in the year ending 8tli July 1^9^ 
innking a total of one hundred and twenty-seven, wliilst the admissions in the same period 
amounted to one thousand seven hundred and fiity, establishing a proportion between the 
two numbers, of one to fourteen nearly ; ami when it is considered that each of the one 
^ousandsix hundred and twcnty-tliree sound Infants were for a shorter or a longer space 
4)f time put to the breast, and that not a single House wet-nurse ever received tlie smallest 
jrenereai infection thereby, the proportion above stated rests on clear and irresistible 
evidence, which, when compared witli what was formerly supposed to be the state of the 
Infants admitted into the House, places an important fact iu a new, and we are happy to 
«dd, in a more favourable point ot* view^ witn respect to the general health axid morals ol 
4iie nation*

The foregoin:; Table is composed of llirec half jciirs ailiiiissinns, the two former when 
joined together forming a complete year foui ihe rith of July 1797 to the 8th ot July 1798. 
A.comparison of one period with the other will shew that the admissions were- one hundred 
and forty-six less in the first than in the second half year; that the deaths, being greater ja 
th« second than in tlie first by one hundred and eleven, gives, notwithstanding the increased 
admissions, a larger reortality to tiie latter period. 

That part of the Table which notes the " jicriods of deaths" is pretty similar in both half 
years, wliitst that which notc» tlie " periods of giviug tht: Infants to. country wet nurses" 
proves, that in the second half year not so many Infants were given out witliin the first five 
da^s subsequent to adniissiou as in the first; on the whole, making an allowance lor the dif- 
ference in the admissions, the outlines of these two half-years nearly corres]>ond. 

Considering the above periods as forming a coin]ilcK: year, ihc following facts appear, to 
■ wit, the admissions one thousand seven (hundred and fifty, the deaths nme hundred and 
■erenty-svven, upwards of one haJf of the whole. Of tlie nine hundred and seven-seven, 
two-bundred and forty-eight died subsequent to the fourth week after admission ; and of the 
five hundred and fil'ty-six Infants given out to country wel-nurse, two hundred and sixty- 
eight Infants were from one to four weeks, and one iiimdred and sixteen upwards of tour 
weeks, in the nursery. 

In the Lliird bulf year, comprehending the six months to the Stb of January 1700, the ad- 
missions arc six hundred and eight, the deaths two liundred and foriy-oue,- and as ttie venereal 
and doubtfid eiiiptions, when added together, amount to no more than twenty-one, this esta- 
blishes a proportion with the admissions as one to twenty-nine only ; and it is with much plea- 
sure we have to-remark, that a comparison of the last half year widi either of the foregoing*, 
aSbrds satisf.ictory evidence, that within the lalter period the nioitality in the ilursery hiid 
greatly diminished, the doubtful eruptions had become Jess frequent, and every circumsiauec 
comiccted with the condition of tlie infants progressive/^^ improved. 

We will now endeavour to assign the cause torso great a mortality having taken place in 
«n Listitutioii which, since the comuieuceineut of the new regularioas, wc beheve to have 
'been umJtT good management; for tiiis purpose it will be necessaiy tu rccal the aticiitioLi of 
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•our readers to a former publication on the same subject, which sets forth,* that one of the Appendix^ 
principal improvements which had been adopted in the nursery, and that on which the pre- .No. 10. 
servation of the Hves of the Infants .almost entirely depended, was the employing of house 
liret nurses in lieu of spoon feeding; and providea the Infants could be given oJt early to 
country wet nurses, in a due proportion to the admissions, the happiest consequences might 
be expected to result therefrom. 

Every day's experience confirms the truth of tlie above remark ; and a moment's reflection 
t>n the peculiar disadvantages which have been entailed on diis Charity by the late disturbed 
state of Ireland, and especially of the counties in the neighbourhood of the capital from 
whence the country wet nurses exclusively came, will prove that the mortality durinsj the 
period alluded to must have been much greater than it probably will be when internal se- 
curity is restored ; the fact is, that from tlie commencement of the new regulations to this 
- day it has not been possible for the most strenuous exertions to procure a competent number 
;• of country, wot nurses, and since the breaking out of the Kebellion in May last, few country 
nurses have made their appearance at the Hospital, and as the Charity was open for indis- 

• criminate.admissions, the efforts of the nursery have consequently been in a great measure 
overpowered and defeated, experience having decidedly convinced us that ^poon feeding 
oould not be substituted witli any hope of success, and that whenever three Infants were put 
to the breast of one House nurse, the event was,* that on the sickness of one of them calling 

; for her peculiar care, the other two, by being unavoidably neglected, very frequently pined 
away and died. 

In such circumstances an obvious expedient presented itself, of which the Governesses im- 

• mediately .availed themselves, to wit, increasing the number of House wet nurses ; but this 
'. resource had its limits and was likewise attended with many local evils, although it appears 

.hj the Hospital books that upwards of seventy House wet-nurses were maintained in the 
[ mmery from the latter end of May when the rebellion broke out, and for many months 
;. after, each nurse having two or more infants at the breastt ; these facts speak for themselves, 

• audit is evident, from what has been said, that as the success of this Institution in saving the 
■ lives of Infants depends so much on the causes above stated, a mortality arising out of and 

coonected with such untoward circumstances ought not to be cstablislied as a standard in this 
..matter; on the contrary there are good grounds for believing and asserting, that with an 
' able and diligent internal administration, and plenty of country wet nurses, two-thirds or 
; j^erhaps three-fourths of the Infants admitted would be sent from the Hospital to the coun- 
try with a probable chance of life. 

Carriage of Infants. 

We now enter on /m important branch of our subject, whidi we know has been conducted 
with indefatigable di-ligence, in order to ascertain the actual state of facts. 

In a Publication already alluded to, it is stated that in the six months admissions into tlie 
Foundling. Hospital ending 8th of January 1798, the proportion between the deaths of In- 
^^lits brought upwards of fifty miles and ot those born in the county or city of Dublin, was as 
jiine to twelve m. favour of the latter. We now .subjoin a Table of Carriage for a complete 
year, arranged in such jsl way as to present a correct and contrasted view of tiie deatkt 
amongst these two descriptions ^of Iniants J.

A Table of INFANTS admitted into tlic Foundling Hospital fromQtli July 1797 to 
8th July 1 79S, and bora in tlie County or City of Dublin. 
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An inspection of ilie foregoing Table proves these facts ; 

First, lliat in the year ending 8t!i of July 1798 six hundred and twenty-eight Infants were 
ndmilted into the llospititl, which hud been brought upiviutls of fifty miles, and of these 
tliree hundred and eighty-seven died. 

Secondly, that within tiie same period six hundred and seventy-three Infants had been 
received into the Hospital born in the county or city of Dublin, and of these three hundred 
a:id thirty-one died. 

When, however, we consider that the proportion estabh shed in favour of the short car- 
riage is not very great, and when wc hi'ipect the remainder of the Table where the periods 
of death, of tlw long and short carriage arc classed in six divisions from forty-eight hours 
to the fourth week, and find that neiu^ly as many of the Infants carried upwards of fifiy 
miles have lived to and survived the fourth week ni the Nursery as those born in the county 
or city of Dublin; we shall he inclined to rely on the opinion of the Surgeon, corrobt^- 
rated by the unanimous sitffiagc of the Governesses, that after the closest inspection 
little difference could on admission be perceived between the one description oflnfanu 
and the other. 

We think that an attentive reflection on the operation of certain practical regnlations 
respecting the carriage of Foundlings to Dublin, wliich have been lately adopted and en- 
forced to riie utmost of their power by the (Jovcrncssee, will tend to confirm the truthof 
the foregoing opinion ; tliese are, " "

Tht oiTipring of the poor and necessitous, a great part never claimed by their 
p^reni.4, who frofn f:xrreine dUtrem, often accompanied witn disease, are incapable to m.iin- 
rain them, aad a small part tobectaiaied whenever a temporary pressure of misfortune has 
been removed. 

2d CiaAi. The oS^ptiaz of the vicioos and profligate, which may, for the sake of greater 
preci-iicn, be subdivided into two portioos. 

FirK. The offspriaz of acmarried females, who send their Infants to the Hospital as 
speedily as ffC^llA^ after birth to conceal tbeir shame. 

Second. Ti«» oi?*priag of disioLate parents, who though capable of maintaining the In- 
&nt are eioc inclined to be at any expense, considering it as an incumbrance which tlicy 
cannot ro^ sori pert with. 

2d CTa:is. Beloo^insr to mother-j who could easilv rear their Infants, but knowinir that 
they w: i be taken care of at the expense of the public, choose to send tiiem into the Hos- 
pttal. that they may procnre a nnrsmg, go to service, or follow their usual occupations. 

These classes comprehend the whole of the admissions into this Charity with an exactness 
sufficient forcvety pcrposeof general discussion, and if we could ascertain the proportion 
which they bear to eaca other, an important point would no doubt be gained; — all that we 
can DOW Tenrure to advance with toterabi.e certainly is, that the first class is by much the most 
namen?G5« the second the nej:t« and the third very small. 

Fcom wfaac has been said it appears, on an hasty view, that a plausible scheme of future 
wfocm would be to receive only the first class of Infants, and to reject a part of the second 
and the whole of the third ; but a moment's reflection will suggest the insuperable difiicultv 
of ascertainrn:;, bv auT examination into facb», the boundaries of each class, and the utter 
impcKsibtlity of guarding asrainst and detecting innumerable frauds, which would imme- 
diately spring up on every s^ide to impede the execution of such a plan with any prospect of 
imprvnement. 

A remedy of a different sort has been thought of by man}' intelligent persons who have 
turned their enquiries to this subject, viz. the refusing of infant admissions altogether from 
the country until the Child had arrived at one, or perhaps at two years of age, and substi- 
tuting county Foundlinc: Hospitals for infiint reception and maintenance. 

The objections to such substitution are in our opinion many and weighty ; — we shall state 
ll>ur, whii^ appear to be the most important. 

isi. If parents were so iucHned it would still be very possible for them, if they disliked 
the ix^unty institution, to send their infimts up to Dublin and pass them at the Hospital as 
hom in the city ; nor could it be possible, if the doors of the Charity be kept open for town 
Infiuus, for the Mtnlical Oflicers of the House to detect such fraud, if practised by a person 
»i>Iioitou« to deceive. 

ddly* Thechief argument assigned for county substitution has been, that the carriage 
of lufantH to Dublin was a grievous and intolerable abuse which nothing short of such a plan 
would effectually redress ; whereas late experience teaches, that certain simple and sensible 
rule»« rigidly followtHl up, have in tlie course of the last year very much removed the cause of 
c\mu4<iint. 

^k\\\\ Many of such county establishments, at a distance from frequent censorial scrutiny 
aiu) i\uuri>ul, would in nil human probability be mismanaged, so that in the endeavour to 
\\nrtvi one evil, a multitude would be produced. 

4ihlv, There uregtKKi grounds for conjecturing, that the augmentation of county receiv- 
iiut'^^^viiKni would create a proportionable increase in the total number of Infant Foundlings ; 
il would luing this Charity within the reach of very many, who though even affectionate 
udrt'ut^ would be tempted to avail themselves of it to dispose of their Infants, by having 
Um^u uumetl at the public expense, in a manner under their eyes, but who are deterred from 
Mrtuui with them, as matters now stand, by the great distance ofthecapi^ from their places 
^l^Hii>; mm\ thin liift wc conceive to be an objection of extensive consequence. 

W*« will now endeavour to estimate what would be the probable effipcts produced by an 
iJkJ&lHHI of Infunt udmiHsions in town and country, and the declining in any case to receive 
tW^Uttthcy hmi reached their first, or perhaps their second year, and whether the general 
VW^WMlVMi'V* of tliiii country would justify the measure.

nilv; of the first class, the offspring of the poor and necessitous, many would be eiiposed, ' *' 

an^ some might be kept hy their parents, for a certain time after birth, although 
if the Infants lived, which seems to be very doubtful, they probably would as street- 
beggai's, or in some other manner be thrown for maintenauce and education upon the 
bounty of the public or the charity of individuals. 

Of the vicious and profligate class some Infants would undoubtedly perish, very many be 
exposed, and, we fear, that the feelings of virtue and huqianity would frequently be 
grievously shocked by atrocities, which it would be here painful to touch upon, and unaeces- 
sary to particularize. 

The third and smallest class would unquestionably be reared by their parents. 

These are conjectures only, but they are probable conjectures of the effects of refusing the 
admission of Infants, and nothing short of giving the experiment a trial can ascertain with 
precision the quantum of vice and misery which would be created and entailed on the Nation 
thereby. 

Should the wisdom of the Legislature devise effectual measures for instructing the igno- 
rance, reforming die morals, enforcing the indusU'y, aud correcting the dissipation of the 
lower orders, the want of all which fills our Hospitals, the prinei^e of this Charity may 
then undergo revision, but until permanent means for these purposes shall he established, 
the Foundling Hospital of Dublin is highly necessary and ought to be preserved, it being 
the bounden duty of the public to save the Infant that is ready to perish, to instruct, to em- 
ploy, and to provide for the poor and him that hath no helper; — and litis leads us to observe 
upon the new rules. 

After what has been said, it is not necessary to enumerate tlie various regulations lately 
made in the infant department of this Charity, or to dwell on the spirit which has pervaded 
their formation and execution ;— It is much more important to consider the probable dura- 
bility of the present system, which, as a combined etibrt called forth by unusual public sen- 
sations, is to be estimated as far exceeding the medium of a harely strict discharge of duty 
applicable to permanent establislimenl.— Keeping the force of this remark jn view, still we 
tnist, that so many difficulties have been surmounted on the outset, and such salutary regu- 
lations brought into established practice, as will tend very much to preclude future mis- 
-management. Placed on ground which we feel to be singularly delicate, all that we shall at 
present venture to assert with confidence, is this, that whilst this Institution shall be pa- 
tronized and superintended by those ladies of rank and virtue, whose conduct, when 
contrasted with the frivolous and irrational dissipation of the day, shines forth with 
peculiar lustre, so long will it continue to be a most useful Charity; nor can we close 
this part of our subject without expressing our obligations to the Right Hon. Mr. Pelbam, 
to whose zealous exertions in tlie improvement and reform of this Establisbment the public is 
primarily indebted. 

Grown Children from 10 to 15 Yeanof Jge. 

As the preceding observations have been extended to some length, we shall endeavour to 
compress within narrow bounds, what vre have to offer respecting the Grown Children.

We shall subjoin a few Remarks on Education, Manufactures, and some improvements 
which have been adopted in other departments besides the medical. 

On the subject of Eflucation we have to state, that the Bo^-s and Girls are instructed in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, and from the representation of our Chaplain who super- 
intends the Schools, we have reason to believe the Children are making progress, although 
we are aware that many important regulations may still be introduced into mis part of the 
Charity ,which, we trust, time and observation will suggest. 

'I'h(! chief endeavour of every charitable institution which relates to Youth ought cer- 
tMulv ut consist JQ laying a solid foundation of morals, and establishing early habits of 
indnittry nda|>tod to each sex, and as neirly as possible suited to that condition of life they 
nrr dcMtined to fill; to go beyond this would we fear neitner conduce to their happiness nor 
iiNcfulncNM in the world, and to stop short of it would be illiberal and unjust; guided in our 
imtNuiirfw liy- ilu» view of the subject, we consider the profit, that may arise from, any trade 
m. MMiiMtfHcturc in which the Children could be instructed, to be asecom2arv,coanderation 
iiuIyi idlhongh that employment is certainly to be preferred which unites saia to the public 
wilii primnnent benefit to the individual. At present the Girls are taugnt to spin coarse 
Mild tiiit^ wool, to make their own clothes, and to knit stoekings, and some (^ the Bey» are 
iURMiit'lVil tM f-Mrdeners,Taylors, Carpenters, and Shoemakers, and we have it in contempla- 
tion lo ihirotluce the weaving of coarse woollen goods, which we trust, when eflFected, will 
riii«l«lr «• t<» t'loihe the whole of the Establishment at a much cheaper rate than formerly. 
And (H ih^ (ir(>wn Children amount nearly to four hundred Girls and two hundred Boys, 
iiiMUV (it wImmii An: fit to be apprenticed, we hope the puhtic will see how much they have it 
In •hrii' |M»wrr, by applying tor them, to relieve us from .the responsibility necessarily con- 
fl»«'l<'d|Wtlltiio KTi^al a charge.

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SECOND DIVISION. 
State of the Infants on Admission. 

1st. The apparentlj healthy amoant to 458, which is upwards of one half of the ad- 
missionsy and of these 157 have died in the Ilouse. 

2d. The weak, from various causes, 8cc. 8cc. amount to 243, more than a fourth of the 
admission?, and of these 171 have died in the House ; the compound proportion betwixt the 
deaths in these two great classes of lafaots is as 39 to 21 in favour of the apparently healthy, 
which proves, that tlie original discrimination was made with care and juagment. 

3d. Of the premature births, amounting to six, all of them (as might have been expected)^ 
have died. 

4th. Of the 19 venereals, jhe whole have shared the same fate. 

5th. Of the 57 doubtful eruptions, only 2 are now alive ; and being convinced thaa^t 
more than 4 of the whole number were entirely free from venereal symptoms, of one kini 
or another, we must consider the total of venereals as amounting to 72, which, with th. 
admissions, establishes a proportion of one to eleven betwixt them. And we are sorry 
be obliged to add, that the present state of medical knowledge does not affurd much hopi 
that Inifants so diseased, can be cured by the most skilful and judicious treatment. 

5th. Of the catarrhal complaints, amounting to 19, the subsequent division of the Table 
shews that all of them died, excepting two. 

THIRD DIVISION. 
Numberof Deaths, and their Causes. 

It appears from this division of the Table, 329 Infants died of complaints in their bowels, 
which calls for this explanation, that many of those Infants had undoubtedly other disorders 
which could not possibly be known; but this being the prominent disease, their deaths have 
been arranged accordingly, and the above observation comprehends what we have to say 
respecting the deaths from convulsions, which amount to 51. 

The two deaths from accidents arose from the Infants being overlaid by the House wet

FIFTH DIVISION. 

Period of the Death of the Infants. 

As this branch of our subject has never been properly investigated, and as an accurate and 
systematic arrangement of the deaths will throw considerable light on what has been effected 
in the Infant Nursery since the commencement of the present Report, we shall go into the 
detail with some degree of minuteness. 

We have accordindy subjoined the fol Iodine Table, which contains the annual admissions 
from 1785 to 179^ inclusive, with the total of deaths in the House during each year, dis- 
tinguishing those wkncU occurred in the Infant Nursery, and were certainly not venereal, from 
those which took place in the Infirmary, and were supposed to be so.

This Table presents the following facts, viz. 6oa admissions, divided into 698 Infants, 
■nnd 104 dry Children. Of these, 401 Infants, and 17 dry Children, making; a total of 418, 
died; sfx^of tlie deaths ocoairing within theiburth week after atfmissioa, and 49 subseqaent 
tliercto. 

There remains alive 384 to be accounted fm*, viz.. 231 iDfants given ^o country wet Dorse, 
and 1 04 dry Children given to country dry nurse. Of the former it is to be observed, fhat 
110 were given out to wet nurse within six days after admission, and isi subsequent to tfae 
•ecoad week, a majority of whom having been reared from three ta>six weeks in the Nur- 
'Bcry. The 104 dry Children were given out locountry dry nurse within the 6rst week after 
admission, and properly so, as the sooner a healthy Child, fiooi three to twelve monthsotd, 
4b provided with a country dry nurse the better. The remainder, consisting of 20 InfanU 
j'cturned to parents, and 39 living in tbe House, make up the total of admissions for the 
half vear, viz- 80s. 

M lien we compare this Table with the foregoing one, we williind the following variaticHU 
'betwixt ihem, which we shnll narrate circumstantially. 

ist. A majority ofeither of the former half yearly admissions wer^ considered to be vene- 
Teai, whilst it appears by the late accurate inspection of Infants 011 their admission, that not 
more than one in eleven of the last six months were contamiiiMed with this disease. adly<. 
31ie total of admissions of the entire year, ending 8th of July 1707, are i,Q32 ;and the total 
of deaths 4n the same period Rre 1,457, ^^'h'<^'i '^ nearly in the proportion of three to one, 
whilsttlie total-of adffiissioiKin the half year Bub8eqBeM4«4he 8th of July i7Q7, stands at 
802 ; the deaths at 418, which is scarcely more than the one half of the whole. Any peiaon- 
who takes the trouble to compare the Ifist half year with eitlier of the foregoing, separately, 
will lind, that with the six months, ending 8th of January 1797, the above computation wiU 
•fall under, and with the -six montlts, ending Stb of July 17974 it wiU exceed the prp- 
■portkiBs above stated. 

' It is likewiselo be remarked^ in -proof «ftlie better management of the Nursery, lliatia 
the deaths of the last six months, 49 Infants survived the fourth week, subsequent to thdf 
admission; whereas, Jn the former year, no Infants of the same description lived beyond otie 
inontb in the House ; and when we examine ihc total of those Infants who have been sent 
toconniry wet nurse inthelast period, we find (what has been before specified) that better, 
than one half of the whole sent out, lived in the Nursery from Mree to slt weeks^ wherca^ 
■ lieforc the new reflations took place, no Ciiild who did not ultimately die in the Uoase, 
was ever kept in it beyond one week after admission, nnd iliis is most decuisje in pioot^ibat 
-a thorough and most important reform has been made in the Nursery. 

(t will-here be proper to state tlic improvements wLicb have pt:odaced eucb beneHcid 
f fTects. 

The principal of those may be comprised under four heads. 

1st. The accurate inspection of tlie Infants on admission. 

2d. A medical treatment suited to the condition and ailments of <eacb. 

3d. Theuncoromon attcBiionpaid by the -Governesses iu arranging inthe most perfect 
manner, and in vigilsag daily^ and superiHteoding eveiy.part of the imemal economy of die 
Nursery. 

4ih. The introductionof House wet nurses. 

The advfmtagcs which may justly be 'cxpeoted to anse from an.accurate inspectioa of 
the infants on admission, -and from askilful and unremitting discharge of medical duty, an 
many and important, although after what has been said in considerifig the first and secoofl 
divtsioJis of 'lablcNo. I. it is not necessary to dwell on them here, aud more especially as 
we- kna-M jind feel ho^v much onr Jabomra have been surpassed by ^hose of a &uj)erior naA 
more (l;!<io teres ted kitid.

The subject of-rearing Infants from the breast,' or 'by spoon feeding, has often received an ^ 
ample land deliberate consideriation, and weknow that sensible and unprejudiced persons 
have appreciated the reaV merits of each method •very differently:; in some points however, 
all seem to be pretty much agreed, viz. that stout healthy infants may be easily reared by * 
the spoon, provided the norse be attentive and regular, but that diseased Infants (not 
including venereal complaints) or such as are born-witk^ak stamina, require the breast, or 
if spoon fed, solicit apainful and unremitting attention from the nurse to give them a pro« 
bable chance of surviving many weeks. . . 

Tlie ej^perienceof every day proves the truth of these positions, and tbey SLve decisive as 
applicable to a public Institution for the indiscriminate reception of every description of , 
Infants, amongst whomyj?® are strong and lively, very many weakly and diseased. 

Spoon feeding has moreover this disadvantage, that the quality of the aliments and their 
due admixture must 'be constantly attended to, as if the milk is sour, or the bread or biscuit 
improperly made, the Infant suffers; regularity of feeding in this method, is likewise indis- 
pensable, and there is danger that the ChUd shall, -from /carelessness, be sometimes over or . 
ttz/rfur fed, whereas, the breast is free from ^iese inconvfeniencies, and generally imparts a 
wholesonjc nutriment, which nature has suited exactly to the digestive organs. A wet nurec 
oannot suckie more than two Infants at a time, but in spoon feeding one woman has been 
supposed capable of looking after several, and this practice has heretofore produced muck 
misclnef in ihc Infant' Nursery. Besides what has been said, the connection which takes 
place Tictween the wet nurse and the Infant is clostr than that which subsists with the dry 
nurse, and being more congenial to nature, may often call forth affections which possibly 
would not otherwise have appeared, and which are infinitely necessary to give afeeble Infant 
a probable chance of surviving in thcearly period of life. 

Be this as it may, it must be stated as matter of fact ^ that the adoption of House wet 
nurses has been the happy means of saving a number of Infants, who must inevitably have 
perished under the most judicious system ot spoonfeeding which it woilld iiarve been possible 
to practise in a Charity on so extensive a plan as the one we are now considering. 

ft may here be asked, what are the number of wet nurses that such a system will require 
to be constantly kept in Ibe Hotisei and to this question a satisfactory answer may be 
returned. 

If we compute the total of Infant Children ommallv admitted at 1,500, the dry Childrei^ ! 
being excluded^ and if we suppose that one half of the Infants will^lie within a month, or 
perhaps six weeks subsequent to their admission, and that a «ixth ^ the. remainder are 
certainly or doubtfully diseased, this leaves 625 InlantsTdT House wet nurses, which divided , 
by 1 2 gives 52 Infants per month, and two Infants to each nurse gives 26 House wet nurses^ 
•«. calculation probably not far removed from the true one; and these nurses can at all times 
be conveniently lodged in the N ursery. 

If therefore, the exertions from without do not bear a:^oportion to those within, and if 
J|5 country wet nurses, or thereri>oots,'eannot be procured m each mowth,fi is ^evident, that 
this system of House wet nurses which promises so much, and which from its nature will not 
admit of considerable extension, will be finfdiy overpowered and rendered inefficient, as no 
woman can suckle more than two Infants at it time; and whenever from an accumulation 
of them in the Nursery, spoon feeding is from necessity substituted for the breast milk,, 
mi-^increased mortality mi|y be expected to follow. 

And here we feel it incumbent on us to bring forward an objection whicb will reddilj 
oecur to any person who reads this paper attentively, viz. allowing all due merit to the 
exertions which have been lately made,-and supposing thsct a continuance in the same course 
will turn out upwards of 50 Infants a month, as many of these Infants must at best hold 
Mfa on a precarious footing, little more will be ultimately produced by the combined and 
praise-worthy efforts in the Nursery, than to prolong their existence for a short period, at 
perhaps 4 in 6 will be fbond to die at country nurse in the course of the first year. 
As the objection is weighty, we shall consider it with attention and impartiality. 
If what has been already offered on thecomparative merits of wet nursing and^poon feeding, 
es applicable to this Charity, has produced any oenviction, we may assume as a datum, diat 
the former method is greatly preferable to the latter ; it has likewise been observed, that the 
system of House wet nursing has its limits, beyond which it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to extend it without insuperable local evils arising. 

It follows therefore, that spoon feeding must be adopted if the Infants who are tolerably 
Wealthy and free from venereal disorders are -not sent to country wet nurses within a certain 
period after admission, and in a certain monthly proportion, and surely no urgency of ex* 
ternal circumstances will ever warrant the sending out a single Infant from the IS ursery, who 
appears to be dying,. or ^n^ho may be in the slightest degree affected with the venereal disease. 
An attentive rd^ection on these circumstances will prove thatsendii^ out weakly Infants 
from the Nursery, is generally a matter of necessity, and perhaps affords them the best chance 
they have of suiviving long, or at all; and it must not be forgotten, that under any mode of 
rearing, possible to devise, a Jarge proj)ortioa of such infants will die in the first tweWcr 
-months. 

Here too we can bear ample testimony to the zeal and energy of the Governesses, who have 
lately turned their thoughts to this iniportant Department ot the Charity, and such arrange- 
iments have been planned, by establisbing County Inspectors of rank and character, oy 
enkurging the nurses salari^ and easoriiig their punctual payment quarterly, as eannot fail

Deaths how connected with the CarriqgR. 

On examiain§ the Ipst division of the first Table, we find that 276 Infants werecarriei 
-^ipwards oF 50 miles, and of these 164 died iti the House, that 319 Inftints were bom witbip the 
county or in the city otDublin, and of th^e 144 died in the ifpuse, tlhie compound propor- 
tion betwixt the deaths in the two is a§ p to 12 in favour of the Infants born in or near t*. 
the capital, and who could iM>t possibly have stiflfer^d much from theeffect of carrisLge. . 

Tliese facts have been noted with the greatest aqcuracVy and it must be added 4nat from 
"the 8ih of July 1797, to the 26th of Jjanuary 1798, only five instances have occurred of In- 
fdnls being "^"so mqcn abused in the carriage, as rendered it incumbent on the Medicsd i>e» 
partment to qon^plam to the Churchwaroens of the Parishes from whence they were sent, 
of the conduct of tne persons entrusted witH bringing them up4 the late careful iii»(>eetion of 
•each Infant on admission, affords likewise good grounds fpv believing that the stamina of the 
irountry Child is on the whole superior to that of the Infant born in or near, to .the 
inetropolis- ; 

^lloyring all due weight to those remarks, still it must be conceded that the carriage of 
Ihfants from a distant part of the kingdom to Dublin, mq^t from its very nature inevitably 
produce an increased mortality ampngst them, more especially in the winter months, and 
wherever they are intrusted into the hand^ of unfeeling and profligate people: however, in 
considering a subject «o complicated and on so large a scale as the present, wc must beware 
of drawing general conclusions from a hasty and superficial view, however forcible, and how- 
ever authentic certain facts may appear; it is only oy .connecting a systematic arrangement 
\vith an accurate and honest •medical inspection and report, that the ^oint we are now 
iiivestigating can be fully ascertained, and we beg leave most seriomly to impress this 
observation on the public mind, as applying forcibly to every thing that has been offered oa 
the matter now under consideration, which comprehending the result of six montbft expe- 
rience only, must be liable to many imperfections; as we will approximate the truth it 
proportion as our future researches shall etnbrape and illustrate a more e:i^tenaive body of 
evidence/

THE Governors of the Foundling Hospital in Dublin, have been induced to lay the 
foUo^wing short statement of facts before Government, i'rom a sinciere conviction that the 
interests of the Public, conjointly with those of the Charity, are concerned in-foirwanling 
a measure. of improvement, .which, if carried'into eflfectual execution, they are sangaine 
enough to f hope, would gradually establish a better system of inorals and industry amohffst 
the Childxen of the ^Ho^pital, and render them examples to the lower orders x)f uie 
jiueople of.tbis kingdom. 

. It may.bf^ necessary, as a preliminary observation, to remark, that, ontil lately, the 
attention of the Governors had, from necessity, been cliiefiy directed to>tbe amelioration oiE 
the Infant Nursery, and a«€*forence to preening publications will evince the success of 
their laboius in that department of the Ctiarity ; and although thev feel aeinceffesatisfactioaL 
in bavinff, under many discouragements, established a system, wnioh, as far as ic has gone, 
has in^eneat exceeded their nio^ ^anguine expectations, still the presiervation of Infant \\ft9 
tliough necessarily ^claiming priority of atteution, is but one ot nmnif duties, wiiich the 
guardians and protectors of Foaiidlings are especially bound to perform towards them. The 
Governors would therefore consider tliemselves as '' unprofitable Servants,'" and as shrinking 
fiom the uio>t arduous aud in\portant partof their responsibility, if they did notemgkiy 
^.c^y. possible, practicable efiort to. render those Children, so peculiaily pi^eservecl by^be 
humane bounty of .the public, penuanently useful, honest, and industrious Members, of itlie 
Community. 

.. Previoub.howeve^r to submitting an outUne of a plan for tlie future more appropriate 
l^dupiition of the Grown ChildiX'rx of tiie Foundling Establishment^ the Governors beg 
l^.uvc to slate, in detaij, the pi[a(^ice heretofore ^rsued iii thoiranstrttction and.8gtt%meDt 
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in the world, with the fatal oonse(|uenci?s which have m-'i^on therefrom, as a succinct Appendix, 
'ezamination of a few leading facts will shew the nature and magnitude of the existing evils, j^j^^ ^^^ 

and how indispensably necessary it lias become, that the system in question should undergo '^ y — l-^- 

•a thorongh change. 

1st. Foundling Children have never as yet been drafted back into the Hospital in Dub- 
Jin from country nurse, until they had rCcK'hed their ninth yerir, at wliich period, ex*pericn<*e 
.has proved, that in general a strong attachment had been formed, not only to tiie religion 
of their nurses (almost exclusively Catliolic) but to their vicious iiabits and modes of life, 
and which too often baffled subsequent attempts to eradicate and amend. 

2d. Until lately a majority of the Foundling Children were af)prenticed about the aec 
of twelve years, and it frequently occurred that some of them were bound out in a few weeKS 
8ub3eqyent to their admission into the Hospital; and we are sorry to be obliged to add^ 
'•Aattlie instruction communicated to them in religion and industry, during their stay in the 
House, by Protestant masters -or mistresses, has been superficial and defective, as habits 
-of theft, lyuig, and other vices, acquired at nurse, could seldom, in so short a space of 
.time, be fully corrected, so tliat many of these miserable creatures conmienced life unaer 
such unfaypurablc auspices, as sufficiently accounts for future profligacy, the growing ex- 
tent of which throughout the kingdom at large, and especially among the lower orders of 
.the metropolis, it is most painful to contemplate, and appears to the Governors to be an 
x)bject well worthy of serious national consideration. 

3d. To prevent an accumulation of Grown Children in the Hospital, which, prior. to 
ijgj, couldi not conveniently lodge more than six hundred, it became indispensably ne- 
4:essary that tlie number annually bound out should correspond nearly with tiie drafts re- 
ceived from the country ; to effect tliis, it was deemed necessary to grant apprentices to 
all persons applying, without that strict enquiry as to their character and circumstances 
on life, which appears absolutely necessary. If more care had indeed been taken in this 
.matter, the result, perhaps, would not have been very consolotary, as a majority of the apr 
jdicants necessarily belonged to the middle and inferior classes in the metropolis, which 
compose a portion of the community very ill qualified to curb the vice and to aid the inex- 
perience of youth by precept and example, and to train them up in sober and virtuous habits, 
^And this appears to the Governors to have been a radical defect of the greatest moment to 
be corrected, and which in their humble opinion, applies, in a greater or less ex tent,, to the 
circumstances of every Charitable institution throughout the kingdom, which embraces the 
.care of the rising generation. * * . 

. ' 4th., As it very frequently happened, from the death or desertion of the masters , or 
jnistresses to whom Foundling Children had been apprenticed, arul sometimes from a misconr 
'duct on the part of the Children themselves, that they have been tlirown on the world at a 
.critical period of life, wholly destituteand friendless, it is a circumstance of grievous na- 
ture, that the rules and present limited accommodation of the Foundling Charity, absolutely 
jureclude the Governors from re-admitting such Children intotlie Hospital f, and tliis is au 
evil so peculiarly distressing to very many unfortunate creatures, that it cannot too speedily, 
nior too effectually be redressed. 

We shall cloi>e Our prefatory observations with a single remark, viz. that, although li- 
beral and well informed writers have, by cogent arguments, contested the policy of preser- 
ving natioiial Foundling Establishments on an extensive scale, we think that the question^ 
as it applies to Ireland, can best be decided by tlxose persons who are thoroughly acquainte4 
"with the real condition of our poor, especially in the metropolis, and with tlie vice and pro^ 
fligacy which we are sorry to say are not confined to one class of society. — A sober reflectioa 
jon the nature and magnitude ot these mischiefs will perhaps convince a humane and candid 
man that a FoundUng Institution is an evil, which, in our present circumstances, pught tq 
be endured to relieve the most urgent distress and misery amongst the lower orders, as well, as tp 
prevent public feeling being outiaged from the iiirther depravation of morals dmongst us bj 
ihe commission of crimes we shudder to contemplate, and that a large Hospital in the capital, 
juider tolerable management, is to be preferred to ai multitude of smaller Establishments of a 
Similar kind in the interior of the kingdom, which would probably be ill conducted;]^, and 
? would 



* It has heretofore been too much the practice for Governors of Charitable Establishments to con- 
sider themselves as released from dll farther responsibility so soon as the Child has been bound out at 
im apprentice. ^ The Directors ofthejoundliug Hospital -in London have, in our judgment, >fixed the 
duration of their public duties by a standard far more perfect and humane, as a sekct Committee -is vested 
with powers frequently to inspect into the slate of their -apprentices and report to .the Board, from time 
to timis, on their relative situation and settlement in life, until they arrive at full age, at which period, 
and not before, the kind and parental care of the Governors is Jinaify resigned.' . 

J f The reasons for a rigid -observance qf.this rule are weighty, the Governors having cause to fear that 
the morals oT the children in the Hospital might be corrupted.by the admission of improfier persons, and 
masters'and mistresses would not only send their apprentices back under a feigned statement of cfistress 
whenever it suited their convenifence, but children would return whenever they were corrected; the erec- 
tion of a Manufactory which would open an Asyluni for such children outy as'were absolutely tlirown on 
the world, without any fault of their own, presents a remedy which will be more enlarged upon in the 
se^el. -

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Appendix, would infallibly add to the expense, as well as increase many of the inconvenienoies meant 
to be removed, by f^realiy augmenting the total number of Foundling Children, which woald 
thus become a burden on the nation. Be this howi^ver as it may, there can be no differ- 
ence of sentiment on one cardinal point, viz. that the moment the Legislatuie shall resolve 
to extend protection to Foundling Children, it becomes bound by every principle of justice, 
not only to consult their present, but to provide for their future and eternal weltare, by iaft- 
parting suitable Education, and finally placing them out m the world, in snch otrcumstaricei 
as have a fair chance to render the life saved a real blessing to the individual, and a flul^> 
stantial benefit to the community at large. 

We now beg leave to subjoin the foUowing Plan, which contains the outline of our sen- 
timents on this important subject, and which we with deference submit for consideration. 

Sketch of a Plan for the better Management of the GROWN DEPARTMENT of tW 

Foundling Hospital in Dublin. 

It is proposed that the Children shall be drafted mto the Hospital from country nurse at 
the age of seven years, and that they shall remain in the House for three years, at least, in 
order to be sniubly instructed in the prhiciples of the Protestant religion, and to be tangbt 
reading, writing, and vulgar arithmetic. 

To promote the general scheme of Education, the Children have already been divided into 
Male and Female schools, not exceeding forty in each, and put under different Masteis 
and Mistresses, irom which separation the most beneficial effects have arisen, as bad 
impressions have been more easily and effectuallv rooted out, and religious and indnstrioiis 
habits with greater facility substituted in their place, as the best support of future Tirtue and 
usefulness. 

No Child to be apprenticed but to Protestant masters and mistresses of a certain station 
in the world and of good moral characters, who will en^ge to treat them with care and ho* 
nianity ; and as the selection made by the Grovernors wdl, in the first instance, be strict and 
impartial, they will feel it incumbent on them to enquire, occasionally, into the situation and 
behaviour of the Foundling Apprentices and to aflord them protection, when necetsaiy, 
nnHlthty shall arrive at maturt age- 

All Foundling Apprentices left destitute by the death or desertion of their masters or mis- 
tresses, or their utter inability to maintain them, will be re-admitted by the Governors, and 
placed in the Manufactory, on receiving satisfactory documents settmg forth their real situa- 
tion. This indulgence however will be guarded by such restrictions as to prevent masten 
and mistresses from ever parting with their apprentices on frivolous pretexts, nor will the 
Asylum be open to such Children as shall elope from them without the most nrgeot 
necessity. 

It is proposed to open an extensive Manufactory divided nearly into two equal parts, one 
for Boys, and the other for Girls, into which all Children who had been three years in the 
Hospiud would be annually sent, to make room for the drafts from the country, and there 
be instructed in various branches of industry, to be either subsequently bound out to reputa- 
ble manufacturers, carrying on their business in the interior, or finally parted with, the 
Giris at eighteen, and the Soys at the aec of twenty-one. 

All sums of money eamecl by the Children in the Manufactory, after paying their endie 
expenses, will be kept by the Governors, and ^iven them when dismissed, that they may be 
enabled at the expiration of their apprenticeships to establish themselves in the world m a 
decent and comfortable manner. 

it will be important for many reasons that this Manufactory should be built as contiguous 
as convenience will admit to the Foundling Hospital, as m such a situation it will be 
under the immediate eye and direction of the Governors, and the expense of management 
will be greatly lessened by calling in, so far as can be done with propriety and advantage 
the assistance of the present resident Officers of the Establishment 

It will be a great desideratum in such a Manufactory to encourage those kinds of indnstij 
only, as shall, at all times, command a ready market, by beinj; suited to the wants of the 
poorer and middling classes, and such as will most completely ni the individual for eamiw 
a sure and honest livelihood by his trade, after he shall have been placed out in the worUL* 

From the trials which the Uovernors have lately made in the manufacturing line in the 
Hospital on a limited scale, there are good grounds for believing that the gradual extension 
of a well digested antd plroperly executed plan of this kind, nsight be made so as ultimately to 
compi^ehend upvraids of ii50O persons^ at a very moderate expense to the public, as the 
earqmgs of the Children woula, afler the first year, go a great way in defraying their fntost 
ixistructloA and maM^nance. 

AS it may be expected, that we shoidd offer some additional observations to illustrate what 
is above proposed, we shall include under a few general heads, what we have furdier to 
say, and 

1st. No regulation seems to be mere important to the welfiure of a Protestant Establish- 
ment, than that the Foundling Child shoald be withdrawn firom its catholic nurse at the age 
of seven years ; £^ further delay would^ on very many accounts, be detrimental,^ as leUgious 
opimon& are to be formed and established, infant vices corrected, and virtuous and indns- 

trioaa

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trions liiibits firmly implanted in the mind: The accomplishment of these impoftant *a!id Appendix^ 
^essential concerns will, in the opinion of the Governors, require three years of well regulated j^q, ^^ 
^ducatioUy as proposed in the plan, 

2d. The utility of the rule, which respects the observance of a more strict selection in the 
iiiture apprenticing of Foundling Children, reouires no fartlier additional-elucidation but this, 
^at it will be laborious and of difficult executK)n, and must frequently fail of being effectual, 
if the public do not heartily co-operate i& forwarding a measure, certainly not more 
•calculated for tbe ha{)pincss of the l^undliii^, than for the private safety and advantage of 
^very P^r^" i** Ireland placed at the head of a family. 

3d. The provision of an Asylum for deserted and destitute Foundling Children, is a 
regulation wrhich justice and humanity urgently call for, and the training of such Children 
Jto use&l industry for several years will, w^e trust, make a most haj>py and salutary change ia 
i^heir situation. 

Enough has already been «aid, in explanation of the advantages likely to accrue from the 

establishment of Manufactories for Foundling Childrea; but this t% the proper place for no* 

^cing a fact of a different sort, in proof of the indispensable necessity for speeaily adopting 

-jome measure of the kind, viz. that at present the accumulated aumber of Grown Cluildrea 

in the House amounts to iipwardBof 700, and ashy the regulations which couunenced ia 

June 1797, many lives have happily been saved which are now at country nurse, the sur- 

Tivors of the first years admissions, ending June 179^> will in iSc5 have completed their 

.seventh year; instead therefore of the numbers -ttsuaily drafted into the Hospital, tliere pro- 

t>ably will be double as many to be provided for annually, and as since 1 797 the mortality 

4>f Inftmts in the Nursery and at country nurse has, from the strict and steady enforcement 

of the original regulations, progresnvtfy dimmishedf tbeie are good grounds for believing 

ihat the annual drafts, subsequent to 1005, will increase in a very lar^eproportion. 

We conclude by impressing this last imt Mfwigty m the notice of Government, it being 
our bounden duty to give timely warnings that the growing necessities of this Charity will 
aot long brook delay, and that every praiseworthy and successful effort thai has been made 
Sox some years past has had a direct tendency to enlarge the sphere of future labours, and 
to call for still greater support from the bounty of the public, and we think it will not be 
idenied hj the humane and intelligent, that to preserve the lives of helpless Foundlings, in 
'the first instance, and finally to make them honest, happy, and industrious, must, at all times, 
but especially at this peculiar crisis, be an object of primary concern, when the lower orders, 
auffiering very aniversally under the pressure of the most poignant distress, so greatly stand 
in need of support, instruction, and salutary example, from the upper and respectable classes 
of society. 

THE Governors of the Foundling-Hospital, having in the foregoing pages 
4issigned their reasons for proposing to establish an Asylum where different Manuiactures 
«hal7 be earned on, and it being their decided opinion, that such an Establishment is indis- 
. pensably wanted to accommodate the annual accumulating numbers of Grown Children of 
the Charity — Humbly pray for such immediate pecuniary aid to carry the same into effect^ 
« Government in its wisdom shaU think proper to^rant. 

WHICH IS SUBMITTSD. 

Foundling-Hospital, 
Dublin, 1st May i8oi. 
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Erasmus Smith, Esq. and tliat when such a Coq3oration should be erected, the 
said Trustees should convey the Lands mentioned in the Letters Patent to the 
said Corporation and their Successors for ever, to the uses and trusts tlierein 
mentioned, and that Erasmus Smith had since presonced a Petition to the King, 
praying the erection of such a Corporation. The (Jharter then in the first place 
grants to Erasmus Smith, his Heirs, Executors, &c. full power, licence and au- 
tliority to establish Three Free CJrammar Schools, one in Drogheda, another in 
Gal way, and tlie third in Tipperary ; and empowers liim during his life, and 
after his decease, or during his sickness or absence from Ireland, tlie Governors 
of the said Schools or any seven of them (tlie Treasurer being one) to place so 
many, not exceeding twenty poor Children, in each or any of tliem, as shall seem 
convenient, besides the Children of Erasmus Smith's Tenants, who are not 
limited to any number; and directs the appointment of a Schoolmaster and 
Usher to each School, who are to teach Writing and Accounts, the Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew Tongues, and to fit tlieir Scholars for the University if desired : It 
then proceeds to incorporate thirty-two persons by name (of whom the Pri- 
mate, the Archbishop of Dublin, the Chancellor, the three Chief Judges and 
the Provost for the time being are always to be seven) into one Body Politic 
and Corporate, to be called, " The Governors of the Schools founded by Erasmus 
Smith, Esq." They and the Survivors of them, and such as should from time 
to time be elected to make up the said number, to be a Corporation for ever, with 
power to purchase and hold Lands, &c. to sue and be sued, to use a Commoa 
Seal, and to make Leases for twenty-one years and no longer, and that in posses- 
sion only and not in reversion, and without taking fines, and at the highest yearly 
rents that had been paid within seven years before tlie making or renewing any 
such Leases. It then directs, that vacancies among the Governors are to be filled 
bp within six montiis by election of the remaining Governors or the greater 
number of them assembled for that purpose. That Erasmus Smith duiing his life, 
and after his death, or during his absence or sickness, the Governors or any sevci 
of them, shall in the first instance, and afterwards from time to time as vacandet 
may occur, have power to choose and appoint Schoolmasters, Ushers, Scbchn 
and Officers for the said Free Schools (such vacancies to be filled up within six 
months, or otherwise the King to elect) and to order, direct and visit, to place or 
displace, censure or punish me said Masters, Ushers and Scholars, according to 
kich rules and statutes as shall be devised and established by Erasmus Smitli duriif 
his life, or after his death by the Governors, or any seven of them, to whom a 
j)Ower and authority to make such Rules is expressly granted by the Charter. 
And it further exempts the said Masters, Sec. from any other visitation ; but 
directs that both Masters and Ushers shall on tlieir appointment be approved by 
tlie Archbishop or Bishop of the Diocess, on subscribing the two first Canons cf 
tlie Church of Ireland. It further autliorizes the Governors to receive firam 
Erasmus Smitli, his Heirs, &c. and from his Tnistees before mentioned, the several 
Lands, a:c. granted to them by Letters Patent, and thereafter to be convg^ed i» 
tlie Governors, to be employed for the maintenance of the said Free Schools, and 
the other charitable purposes aforesaid, chargeable however with tlie payment <rf 
one hundred pounds per annum to the Governors of Christ's Hospital in London; 
tod also to purchase and receive any other Lands, Tenements, &c. so as the 
isame do not exceed two thousand pounds per annum. And it directs a Treasurer 
to be appointed annually for receiving the rents tliereof, who shall have sixpence 
in the pound on such receipts, and account yearly for the sums received and dis- 
tributed by him before the Primale, the Chancellor, and three Chief Judges, or 
any two of them. It fixes the salary of' the Masters at one hundred marks per 
annum, and that of the Ushers at twenty pounds per annum, provided the yearlj 
rents of the Lands amount to three hundred pounds per annum ; and if they 
exceed that aniount, tlie overplus is directed to be applied, first, to repair and 
beautify tiie Schools and School-houses ; secondly, to the establishment of an 
Hebrew or other learned Lecture iu Trinity College at thirty pounds per annum; 
thirdly, to the binding out of poor Children to be apprentices to Pfx)testant 
masters, and to the clothing them while in tlie Schools, and to such other chari- 
tabTe uses as !El*asmus Smith by deed or will shall appoint Lastly, the Charter 
approves and confirms certain rules and orders drawn up and submitted by Eras- 
hius Smitli, in his Petition aforesaid, for the regulation of the Schools, and the 
conduct of the Masters and Ushers, and restrahis the Governors from making 
rules, orders, or bye-laws contrary to the same.

amounts at present to about four thousand pounds per annum. That, in conse- 
quence of tills excess of income above the expenditure for a great number of 
years, and not\vithstanding very considerable grants* of money from time to time 
made for building and otlier uses to Trinity College and tlie Bluecoat Hospital, 
so great an overplus has acciTied, that the (jiovernors have purchased Go.vemment 
Stock to tlie amount of six thousand pounds, in the five per cents, and twenty-nine 
thousand pounds in the three and an half per cents, producing an annual income, 
at this time of thirteen hundred and fifteen pounds, besides in tlie Agent's hands, 
on the 1st of May 1809, a balance of 

The accumulation of so very large a surplus fund deserves, and has of late en- 
gaged the serious attention of the Governors, who are certainly called on to devise 
means of appropriating it, agreeably to the provisions and injunctions of the 
Charter and Act of tenth of George the First. Some of their plans for this pur- 
pose have been communicated to us by their Register, and by such of the Gover- 
nors themselves as are Members of this Board. They have resolved on founding 
an additional number of English Schools, on a plan which bids fair to be gene- 
rally and extensively useful, whenever any Proprietor of Land is desirous of having 
one established on his estate; provided the situation is otherwise eligible, the 
Governors agi'ee, on his conveying to them in perpetuity a certain proportion of 
Land, not exceeding two acres, to contribute a sum not greater than three hun- 
dred pounds towards erecting a School-house thereon, and to grant an endowment 
to the Master of thirty pounds per annum. Eleven such Schools have been already 
approved of by the Governors, and applications for many more have been re- 
ceived, and may be expected, especially if an Act should be passed by the Le^ 
lature for enlarging the 'powers of persons under settlement to make conveyance 
of Land for the purpose of endowing Schools. They have also determined on 
building a new School-house at Galway, the plan and estimate for M^hich have 
been approved of; and which, with the expcnce of inclosing tl^ ground, and 
other necessary works, will not be completed for less than between five and six 
thousand pounds. It has also been proposed by tlie Treasurer, and is now under 
the consideration of the Governors, to grant a considerable sum to the Governors 
of the Bluecoat Hospital towards completing the plan of its buildings, and for the 
repair of tlibse already erected. Anotlier extensive English School is also to be 
immediately estabUshed in the city of Dublin, on the plan of that already men- 
tioned. A plot of ground in St. Mark's parish has been taken for the purpose ; 
and a plan of the building has been submitted to the Governors, but not yet 
approved of; and it is their intention to found one or two more, as soon as proper 
sites for them can be obtained, in the poorer and more populous districts of the 
City. The success of that which has now been carried on for some years on the 
Coombe, is such as to encourage them in the institution of such Establishments. 
Still, after all these proposed measures shall have been carried into effect, there 
will remain a large and increasing surplus of incoine, foir which it is hoped the 
Governors will provide a timely and adequate application, so as to prevent its ever 
again accumulating to its present amount

Drogheda. It appeared from the examination of the Rev. Charles Crawford, taken on the 

1 2th of July 1 807, that he had been appointed IVfaster of that School in 1 789, 
previous to which time he stated the nuiiiber of Scholars to have been about 
eighty, of whom about . forty were Boarders with the Master, twenty with the 
Usher, and the rest were day Scholars, six or eight of whom were free. At th6 
tinie of his examination there were but thirty-two Boys in the School, of whom 
eight were Boarders and the rest day Scholars, five of them free. His salary as 
Master was. one hundred pounds per annum, in addition to which he had for 

some

somd years after his appointment (as had also his predecessor) received one jvb<v»ls 
hundred and fifty pounds per annum for the payment of two Assistants at his dis- fi)uiuie«i by 
a'etion. Tliere had been also an Usher appointed by the Governors uith a ^- ^^nU, 
salary of sixty pounds per annum, and an house fit for the reception of Boarders. . ^^y . 
It appeared however, tliat in consequence of the great diminution of tlie nunjber 
of his Scholars, tlie Governors had for the two last years discontii^ued the appoint- 
ment of the Usher, and had allowed tlie Master only fifty pounds for an AssisUmt ; 
and since that time the School having continued to fail off, they have dismissed 
Mr. Crawford from his employment (with an annuity however of sixty j)oun(i3 
per annum) and appointed the Uev. I-^ncelot Dowdall in his place. On the 01 h 
of May 1809, Mr. (now Doctor) Dowdall appeared at our Board, and stalcci to 
us, that since his appointment in 1807, the number of Scholars had increased 
from little more tlian twenty (one of whom only was a Boarder) to ninety-eighty 
of whom sixty-six were Boarders and the rest day Scholars. His salary as Master 
continues one hundred pounds per annum, which (as he stated and we are of 
opinion) is scarcely adequate to the situation, considering that he is to keep the 
School-house in repair, and that there is no Land annexed to the endowment; he 

Eays ten guineas per acre for ground near the town, which he must take for 
eeping milch cows. The Governors however have made him a liberal allovi - 
tnce for putting the whole of the buildings into complete repair; they have also 
re-established a Head Usher with a salary of one hundred pounds per annum, uni 
repaired his house ; and appointed a second Assistant at eighty pounds per annunt, 
who resides in the Master's house. Mr. Dowdall i)ays a third classical Assistant 
thirty guineas per annum, who also resides in his house ; Sixty pounds per annmn 
to a* French Teacher, and eighty pounds per annum to a Writing Master and 
English Assistant. 

The situation of this School is extremely favourable to its becoming a flourisliing 
Seminary, as it formerly has been, and is Hkely to be again under tlie con- 
duct of the present Master, who appears deserving of every encouragement. 
The School-house is spacious, and will accommodate one hundred Boarders. 
The Usher's house is also a veiy good one, and fit for tlie reception of thirty 
BOys. The School and Play-ground are well adapted for those numbers, tfie 
former being sixty feet in length and thirty in breadth, w ith a room over it for 
file Head Master's Scholars, and the latter consisting of near three roods. On tlic 
whole we have much satisfaction in reporting the improved condition of this School, 
and in expressing our hopes that it will soon recover and long maintain its former 
dmracter and celebrity. 

2d. Gahvay School. 

The Reverend Thomas Canham Wade, at his examination before the Board on 

the 16th of January 1807, stated that he was appointed Master of this School in 

I>ccember 1801, at the salary of one hundred pounds per annum, with the addition 

o€' a farm of thirty-three acres about a mile from the town, which he lets at fcnr 

pounds per acre, (besides a field of three acres nearer the town allowed him by 

the Governors for grazing) tlie whole subject to a head rent to the Governors of 

•cventeen jx)unds seven shillings per annum. He is also allowed to let tlie 

lotrer part of the School-house, which is situate in tlie High-street of Galway, for 

•hops, the rent of which amounted at that time to ninety^six pounds fourteen 

•hillings and sixpence ; his appointments therefore may be estimated at more tlian 

^ree hundred and twenty pounds per annum. There is an Usher appouited by 

"ie Governors at forty pounds per annum. The Master is obhged to keep the 

house in repair, but it was put into complete order on his ap})ointinent at the

I I ^' i And having been so represented to the Gov<;rnors by one ot their Body, who liad 

visited it in the year 1806, it has been resolved to erect a new School and School* 

house at a small distance from the tomi, on ground lielonging to the Governors, 

which was oixlered to be inclosed for the purpose thb summer. The present high 

price of timber has probably been the r<3ason that no furtlier steps have beea taken 

lor carrying tliis very desirable scheme into execution, 

3A Tipperafy Schcol. 

The Reverend Marshal Claxke, examined by the Board on the 1 2tli of January 
1807, was appointed Master of this School about the year 179C, at a salary of one 
hundred pounds per annum, with about ten acres of ground, rent free. The house 
is well situated neai' tlie town, and was stated to be capable of accommodating one 
hundred Boarders, and to be kept in good repair by the Master at his own expeoce. 
lie has one Assistant appointed by the Governors, with a salary of twenty pounds 
per annum, and an house and ten acres of Land. He pays another himself fifteca 
guineas per annum, who resides in tlie School-liouse ; he stated the number of his 
Scholars to be thirty-six, of whom twelve were Boaiders, and the rest day Scholars^ 
and fifteen of them free. 

The present state of tliis and of Gal way School is less flourishing tbu 
might be expected from their situation and other circumstances of thdr 
endowment. We cannot doubt that this is to be attiibuted in some draw 
cither to the want of exertion in the Masters, or to their not being as higldy qm* 
lified in other respects as it were to be wished. As far as the fonner cause mat 
have operated, the power of visitation possessed by the Governors, if regularly oc 
even occasionally exercised, would apply the most effectual remedy ; and witk 
respect to tlie latter, it is much to be desired that some regulation were adopted I5 
the Governors in tlie appointment of their Masters, by which the qualificalions at 
the several candidates might be distinctly ascertained. It is stated indeed to be 
their practice to advertise the vacancies of their Schools, with a view to invite 
persons properly qualified to offer for them ; and if this were to be followed either 
by an actual examination of the candidates, or by such a reference to tlie places 
of their education and former professional exertions as might produce autbeodc 
and conclusive testimonials of their merit, there could be Httle doubt of a decisioQ 
advantageous to the Public and honourable to the Govemdrs theuiselves. Some- 
thing of this sort, we are informed, took {^ace in the late apfM;ii,inent of tic 
Master and Ushers of Drogheda School, and the result has sufficiently evinced h 
utility. 

4th. Ennis School. 

The Rev. Michael Fitzgerald was appointed Master of this School in 1 782, irilii 
iJie same salary of one hundred pounds per annum, and under the same condition o( 
keeping tlie School-house in repair. There is no land annexed to the endowment, 
except the ground on which the School and house and offices are erected, and 
a. Garden and Play-ground, making in the whole about two acres. Mr. FitzgeraM 
stated, however, on his examination, that when extraordinaiy repairs were rewe- 
rented by him to be necessary, the ex pence of them had been usually defrayed by 
tlie Governors. The house is capable of accommodating forty-two BoarderSb 
Mr. Fitzgerald had once so many as sixty; but at that time the beds were occufued 
by two Boys, a practice which he has for some years discontinued. His number 
at present is thirty-one, and sixteen day Scholars, of whom eight are. free. At the 
time of his appointment, the School had fallen away so, that he found no Boarden 
and only a few day Scholars. The Governors allow him fifty pounds per annum for 
an Assistant, to whom he pays fifty pounds more, besides his board and lodgin^^. He 
pays another forty pounds per annum and his board. The School-room is divided 
into two apartments, one of forty feet by twenty for classical instruction, and the 
other twenty feet square for writing, &c. He pays t^vo Writing Masters, one 
thirty the other twenty guineas per annum, and a French Master tliirty guineas 
per annum, and they all boaixl in his house. The situation he states to be favour* 
able for a School, and he appears to have paid a faithiul and laborious attention 
to his duty for a period of twenty-six years. The number of Scholars lie thinke

thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And although the power given to the said Cbrplnration to make bye-laws from time to 
time, may very much' enable them to make such wholesome orders and constitutions as may 
be necessary for tlie well regulating and governing the charitable uses aforesaid, and the 
revenues to be given for the sustenance and maintenance thereof, as aho the persons to be 
hereafter employed in or about the premises, yet to the end the good and pious intentions of 
the Founder may be iu all tilings preserved as much as is possible, we have also thought fit, 
at the humble Petition of the said Erasmus Smith, to signify and declare farther, that we do 
well approve of tl>e rules, orders and constitutions following; viz. 

That the Masters and Ushers of such Free Schools respectively, shall wholly attend Rvlea and Orders fo^ 
upon their Schools, and shall be utterly incapable ofholdmg their respective places so the Sehoolnuuien 
soon as they shall use or exercise any other employment or calling of what nature br ^""^ Ushers 
kind soefver. 

That the Masters of sudi Free Schools shall take no money, reward or other gratuity 
whatsoever for the teaching of any poor child, which shall be of the number of the twenty 
poor children Irving within two English miles of such Free Schools as aforesaid, nor of any 
other children who are or shall be children of any tenants to, or inhabitants upon the lands 
or possessions, which shall or may belong to the Corporation aforesaid, how many soever 
%uch children shall be, and at what distance soever from such Schoob they shall happen t» 
dwell. 

Also the Master of such Free School respectively, shall teach all such children as shall be 
found capable thereof to write and cast Accounts ; and moreover shall instruct them in the 
Greek, Latin and Hebrew Tongues, and fit them for the University, if they or their parents or 
friends shall so desire.

, Also the said Masters shall duly, once every week, on each Lord's Day, catechize their 
Scholars, and for that purpose siiall make use of the Catechism set out by the late Most 
Reverend Father in God James Usher Lord Archbishop of Armagh, LonI Primate of all 
Ireland, and shall spend some time in expounding some part tlicreof unto them. 

And if any of the Masters of the said Schools shall neglect any of the rules aforesaid, 
it shall be held to be a just' cause for ronovul of such Masters, unless the said Governors shall 
in their discretion think fit to punish the said neglect some other way, or in some other 
manner. 

And moreover it shall not be lawful for any Schoolmaster, unless in case of sickness, to SchooWiiMtens nmim 
absent himself without leave from the said Governors, or any five of them, first had and ob- absent themseJves. 
tained ; and be who shall be appointed during such absence to execute the place and charge 
of such Schoolmaster, and to officiate for him, shall for his labour and pains therein, receive The penally if th^ 
such a prooortiofiable part «f the sahsy of such' absent Schoolmaster, as would have been do. ^^ 
payable to the said Schoolmaster if he hid not absented himself. 

And moreover it shall be lawful for each M&<iter to receive of every Scholar at his entrance Schoolmasters ,mtff.

Who are desirous to 
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be privileged as uforesaid, and except the children of the tenants to and inhabitants upon 
the lands iind possessions belonging to the said Mrasmus Snilth, his heirs or assigns, or which 
hereafter sliall belong unto ihc Corporation aforesaid, who are all to be freely admitted and 
freely taught, how many soever they be, and how far soever they live from the said Schools. 

iVovided always. That the said Governors or their successors, shall not have power to 
make or appoint any laws, rules, statutes, acts, orders or ordinances, after the deaih of the 
said Erasmus Smith, that will make void, suspend or weaken the same laws, rules, statutes, 
acts, orders or ordinances constituted by the said Erasmus Smith, or any branch or circum- 
stance thereof; which orders, rules, laws, statutes, acts and ordinances, are and always 
shall remain and be in their full force and virtue for the governing and ordering of the said 
Schools and woiks of charity. 

Provided also, Tliut if tlicsc our letters patents shall not within the space of two years next 
ensuing the date hereof, be duly inrolled in our High Court of Chancery in Ireland, that 
tlien all and every clause and article herein contained shall be utterly void and of no effect, 
any thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary in anywise notwithstanding; althougb 
express mention of the true yearly value or certainty of the premises or any of them, or of 
any other gifts or grants by us or by any of our progenitors or predecessors heretofore made 
to the said Erasmus Smitli in these presents is not made, or any statute, act, ordinance, 
provision, proclamation or restriction heretofore had, made, enacted, ordained or provided, 
or any other matter, cause or thing whatsoever, to the contrary thereof in anywise notwith- 
standing. In witness whereof we have caused tliese our letters to be made patents : Witness 
our self at Westminster, tlic twenty-sixth day of March, in the one-and-twentieth year of 
our reign. 

AN ACT for further Application of the Rents and Profits of th« Lands and Tenemcnu 
formerly given by Erasmus Smith, Esq. deceased, to Charitable Uses. 

WHEREAS Erasmus Smith, Esq. deceased, did set apart several lands in this kingdom 
for and towards the maintenance of Schools and other charitable uses: And whereas king 
Charles the Second, by his letters pitents bearing date the twenty-sixth day of March, in the 
one-and-twentieth year of liis reign, did empower the said Erasmus Smith to foand and 
establish three Free Grammar Schools (that is to say) one Free School in the town of 
Droqheda, one other in the town of Galway, and the third in the town of Tipperary. And 
by the said letters patents erected a Corporation, by tlie name of ** The Governors of the 
Schools founded by Erasmus Smith, Esq. who are thereby empowered to appoint School- 
masters and Ushers for the said Schools. 

And whereas the said Erasmus Smith charged all and every the lands and tenements set 
apart as aforesaid, with tlie several annual sums hereinafter mentioned (that is to say) to 
each of (he said three Schoolmasters sixty-six pounds thirteen shillings and fourpenee per 
annum, and to an Usher in each of the said Schools twenty pounds per annum, to an Hebrew 
Lecturer in Trinity College near Dublin, thirty pounds per annum, to a Register ten poundi 
per annum, and to the Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the city of London, 
Governors of the possessions, revenues and gootls of die Hospitals of Edward kin^' or 
England the Sixth, of Christ Bridewell and Saint Thomas the Apostle, one hundred pounds 
per annum.

the first Monday in every month, or oftener if necessary. It further directs, fliat none 
but Children of deceased, reduced or decayed Seamen in the Iloyal or Merchant** 
Service, or that had been so, shall be received into an^ Nursery or School of the 
Corporation. By the Bye-laws of the Society (which they are empowered to 
make by the Charter) none of the .Mombers of tUe Corporation (or Governors, as 
they are otherwise called) wlietber .byCharter or elccttan,can accept of any office 
under the Society with a salary, except that of Register. The present Surgeon 
to the Society is also excepted ; having bean a Governor when elected to that 
office, before the Bye-law was enacted. 

The Funds of this Society consist in, first, a Capital aRKMnrting on the last re- 
turn to ten thousand five hundred and nineteen pounds nine shillings and three 
halfpence, of which seven thousand one hundred and sixty-six pounds thirteen 
shillings and four-pence is in Bank Stock, eight hundred pounds in the Three and^ 
a "Half per Cents, and sixteen hundred and seven pounds eight shillbgs and seven- 
pence on personal security.

And 4th1y. in Parliamentary Grants. 

These have varied according to the exigencies of the Society from seven hun- 
dred and fifty * to two thousand pounds, till the last year, when, in consequence 
of alterations and improvements then executing in the House, the sum of two 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-six pounds was granted, and this year the 
Grant has been enlarged to three thousand tive hundred and twevity-three poundsu 
nett. According to the return of the Register, the expenditure last year was 
fiv.e thousand eight hundred and tl>irty-two pounds nine shillings anil eleven 
pence balfpenny. The total Income stated by the Regifi^ter was three tliousand 
nine hundred and eighty-one pounds fifteen shillings and seven-pence halfpenny ; 
and the excess of Expenditure, one thousand eight hundr-cd and €fty pounds 
fourteen shillings and four-pence. 

This was partly provided for by the sale of Government Securities to the amount 
of four thousand three himdred and fifty pounds (on which tliere ts stated to 
IjiAve been a loss of thirty-4[iiiie pounds sixteen shillings and five-penoe) ami to 
which the Governors were induced ibr tlie purpose ot* increasing their Bank Stoci^ 
whicfai on the Grant of a new Charter to the Bank, they were allowed us original 
Subscribers to purchase at one hundred and twenty-five per cent. The last in- 
stalment of their additional Subscription, was due on the t4th Jwe last« and has 
been paid out of the Parliamentary Grant of this year. The Funds are in some 
years assisted by a benelaction from Oie Ousel Galley of twenty guineas, iwd by 
41 bonus on Bank Stock, which in the year 1807 amounted to one hundi^l and 
Mven pounds ten shillings. In future however the latter is not expected, but 
in lieu of it an increase of the annual Dividend. 
BuiUiii^ The House is situated on Rogcrson's Quay, and is separated from the street 
by a court-yard, with a wall and iron gate. 

It is a plain su!)&tantial building, seventy-two feet by forty-six, with two wings, 
each thirty feet in front by sixty feet in dcfith, wliose fronts range with the rear 
wall of the house, and which include tlierefore an area to the rear of seventy feet 
by sixty. The part of this area next tlic house is on tlie level of the street, and ^orms 
a handsome Terrace, firom which there is a descent by a flight of steps to the other 
part, which is on the level of tiie basement story &nd Play Ground. The House 
contains apartments fiyr the Ciiaplain (who is allowed the use of the Board Room), 
tiie Master, Usher, and House-keeper, two Dormitories of about forty-eight feet 
by eighteen, two of about twenty-five by twenty-two, and one of twenty-five by 
seven aiid a half, with an Infirmary twenty-five by twenty-two. 

It is stated in the Petition for the Charter^ to be capable of accommodating two 
hundred Boys. In that statement, probably the Infirmary, and perhaps one or 
two rooms now occupied by tlie Officers were considered as Dormitories^ Those 
ustxl as such at present, would not contain more than about one hundred and 
sixty, and for this purpose the beds must be (as in fact tliey ape) quite close to

TiiCre are at 

Marine jncsent, as we have stated^ one hundred and ten Boys in liie School, a smaller 

8fUM<'ty» number than has been for tlie last Uiree or four years ; and in tl^e present state 

of the Scliool, \\ith respect to Instruction, it is not desirable that more should be 

H»i%trr and «(hnitted. Tljere »s no Master at present, nor has been since Jmwiary last, whea 

Uiher. (!,(. Ij^j* Master was dismissed, as was stated to us by the Chaplain, for mis- 

•coinhjct in suffering lion's to be sent on board the Navy before they were pro- 
perly quahfied ; his son, who was die Usher, was dismissed at the same time on 
the sanjc account. A person was appointed to succeed the latter in the following 
juonth, under whose single care tlie instruction of the Boys in reading, writing 
and cyphering has since continued; he b stated by the Chaplain to be a well- 
beJiaved man, but not U) understand navio^ation ; on our furtiier and personal 
examination it appears that he had never been employed in tcachuig before. He 
pays, however, tlie closest attention to hb duty, which he discharges to the best 
of his ability, and is in many respects a most useful officer; he keeps the Boys 
in the greatest order, and of late the number of elopements has decreased, ia 
consequence, as we believe, of his extreme vigilance and attenticMi: but in the 
article of Instruction the School is in a most deplorable state. If the Usher 
were ever so well qualified he could not singly teach so great a number, even 
in reading alone, especially as the practice of employing Monitors has not been 
introduced, nor indeed are any of the Boys, as far as we can learn, capable of 
acting in that capacity. The delay in the appointment of a Master seems very 
inexcusable ; after some time, indeed, an advertisement was inserted in the papers 
announcing the vacancy and inviting applications, and a day was at last fixed for 
holding tlie election, viz. Saturday tJie 20th August; a number of candidates ac- 
cordingly appeared on tliat day, and seventeen Governors attended tlie Board, 
but it was then discovered, that in consequence of some omission in point of form 
^ the election could not take place, and was therefore adjourned 'till the first Monday 

in November ; the School will tlien have been ten months witliout a Alaster. It 
had been resolved it ^eems at a former meeting, that the appointments of the 
Master should henceforth be increased in the article of salary to one hundred 
pounds per annum from thirty-five pounds, and to withdraw certain allowances 
he had formerly enjoyed, and this resolution was required by tlie Bye-laws to be 
proposed at one Quarterly Meeting previously to its being finally adopted at a sub- 
sequent one ; this had been omitted before the last Quarterly Meeting in August, 
and the measure could not tlierefore take place 'till the next in November ; but 
it seems obvious tliat the election might have been made notwithstanding, and the 
Master given to understand tliat his appointment, though not then regularly 
sanctioned would be so at tlie next meeting, and should commence from tlie day 
of his election. Several candidates have come to Dublin from different quarters, 
and it is much to be apprehended that from disgust at their disappointment they 
may not offer tliemselves a second time, and thus the advantage of selection may 
be in a great measure forfeited : we have reason to believe that much difference 
of opir.ion among the Governors prevailed on tliis as on other occasions, and we 
are sorry to be obliged to state, that partly from this circumstance, and partly from 
the small numlx^r of acting Governors who liad usually attended to the concerns 
x^f the Institution, and who, though men of unimpeached integrity and sincerely 
attached to its interests, appear not to have possessed suflicient energy or vigour for 
its projier maHagetiient and <lirection. The government of the Society appears 
for some time to have been in many instances defective and inefficient : it has 
been stated to us that on some occasions of late the Monthly Meetings of the 
(-Committee of fifteen have been ajjourned for want of a sufficient number to 
make a Board, though tlie state of tiic School during the vacancy of the Master- 
ship required a closer attention and more frequent inspection than ordinary; it 
xloes not appear that in that poriod the Chaplain iias been called Oik to give any 
assistance to Uie l' slier in the instruction of the Boys, or any other attendance in 
. the School than his general duty required at other times. Indeed the duties 

^hapldin. ^^f jiijQ^er kind imposed on the Chaplain appear to be wholly incompatible witli 

Uie due discharge ot those which properly belong to his office, and this we consider 
as another instance of injudicious management in the Governors ; exclusive of iis 
care of tlie Chapel and the performance of Divine Service on Sundays, he is very 
projierly rec^uired to give attendance at tiie opening of the School in the mornings 
lio instruct the lioys in reading the Morning Pcayer^ Psalms, and Lessons of ttie 

day, 
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We have subjoioed in the Appendix an Abstract of the Income and Expenditure 
of tlie Society for the last twelve years, and other Returns made to tis by the 
Register, of the number of Boys itditiitted in that period, and how dispo^d o^ their 
course of instruction, and otiier particdars of the Establishment.

Appendix, A RETURN of the Number of BOYS now in the Nursery, the Number of Boys which the 
No. 4. House is capable of containing, the Description of Children admitted, the Mode of 

application H>r Admission, at what Ages admitted and apprenticed, to whom apprenticed, 
and with what Fees and Allowances. 

The number of Boys in the Nursery 1808, is one hundred and sixty. 

The number which the House is at present capable of containing is about one hundred and 
seventy, but application has been made to Parliament this Session for aid to enable the 
Governors to trect additional Tiuildings, which if granted will afford accommodation for a 
Tcry considerable addition to the present number. 

The description of Children admitted are the Orphans and Children of deceased and 
decayed Seamen, whether in the Royal Navy or Merchants' Service. 

The maimer of application for Adtnisaion is by a printed Certificate, signed by Masters of 
Vessels and Housekeepers of the Parish in which the Child residesi, and oaeof the Subscriben 
to 8ucb Certifica^te attends to vouch, on oath if required, that the Child is the son of a 
-Seaman, &c. &c. 

The age for admission is nine years, or eight if the Board think the Boy sufficiently grown. 

Th^re is no certain age for their Apprenticeship, for the Boys are invariably sent on board 
the Royal Navy, or apprenticed to Masters of Merchants Vessels ; the time of their Appren- 
ticeship therefore depends upon their being of such size and so qualified, as to Nautical 
Education, as to make it an object to Masters of Vessels to take them. 

There aie no Fees or Allowances given to die Masters of Vessels on taking such Ap- 
prentices. 

In a very few instances where, from debility of constitution. Boys have been judged unfit 
for a Naval life, the Governors have caused them to be apprenticed to Tradesmen ; there 
have been only three instances of this within tlie last ten years.

J The COURSE of EDUCATION in Uie Hibernian Marine School, and the Books read 

in the School. 

The Boys are instructed in Reading, Writii^g, Arithmetic, and Navigation in general, and 
particutar attention puiid to their Instruction in the principles of the Protestant Religion. 

Boys of greater abilities, in addition to the foregoing branches, are freauently instructed 
in Book-keeping, Algebra, Spherics, Astronomy, Surveymg, Fortifications, Gunnery, Fluxions 
&c. Master, vacant. 

The Books usually used in the School are : 

Primmers, Spelling Books, Psalters, Common Prayer Books, Testaments, Bibles, and oc- 
casionally little moral story books, such as are recommended by the Society for discounte- 
nancing Vice and promoting the Christian Religion, particularly Mrs. Trimmer's, toeether 
i¥ith her Abridgement of the Old and ^iew Testament, and Explanation of the Church 
Catechism. 

Also, Gough's, Vester's and other Arithmetics; Robertson's, Atkinson's, Nicholson's, hut 
more generally Moore's Navigations, as being the most popular book on the subject, both 
in the Royal Navy and Merchants' Service; Doctor Hutton's Course of Mathematics; 
Dowling's and Jackson's Book-keeping ; Gibson's Surveying ; Simpson's or Emerson's Al- 
gebra and Fluxions; Muller's Fortification, and abo his Attack and Defence ; Simpson's 
and Starrat's Gunnery ; and other Books on those respective branches.

at which time, and afterwards on everv first Monday in November yearly, the said Corpo* 
ration shall nominate fifteen of their Members to be a Committee for one year, for the pur- 
poses aforesaid. 

And We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, further give and grant full 
Power and Authority ; and we do hereby re(|uire that the said Corporation, at any of their 
General Meetings, do nominate and appoint lesser Committees in ail places where any 
Nursery or School shall be hereafter erected for the purposes in these our Letters Patent, 
which lesser Committees shall be appointed at such time and place, and continue for such 
.time or times as the said Corporation shall think proper. 

And we do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, further empower the said Corpora- 
tion at their General Meetings to nominate and appoint fit persons in any place of Our 
Dominions or elsewhere, to receive Subscriptions, Money or other things contributed 
towards the said Institution. 

And we do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, further empower and authorize the 
said Corporation, at their General Meetings, or the Committee of Fifteen, in the City of 
Dublin, and the lesser Committees in all places where Schools and Nurseries for the purposes 
aforesaid shall hexcaft(T be erected, to nominate and appoint fit and able persons to be 
Officers and School-Masters of the said Schools and Nurseries during the will of the said 
Corporation, to instruct aud teach the Children to read, especially the Holy Scriptures, and 
to instruct them in the principles of the Protestant Religion, established in Our said Kingdom, 
a!id in writing, arithmetic, navigation, aud such other parts of erudition as .to the said 
Corporation shall seem meet. 

And We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, direct and require. That the Trea- 
surer and other Officers shall be accountable to the said Corporation, or to the Committee of 
Fifteen, at all times when required, and that they shall give a particular account in writing, 
of all Receipts, Payments, and Disbursements or the Corporation, and the same shall be ex- 
amined, audited, and subscribed upon the first Monday in November m every year, or within 
fourteen days after, by the said Corporatioii, orany fiveof them, or by the said Committee 
of Fifteen : And if by the said Committee they are required to report annually the same, at 
buch time as the said Corporation shall think proper to the said Corporate Body ; and also the 
state of the Funds of the said Corporation for the year, in order that they maybe examined 
and entered in a book, to be kept for that purpose^ the said bookj and all other the books 
and papers of the said Corporation, to be at all times open and tree for the perusal of the 
several Members thereof. 

And We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, empower and authorize the said 
Corporation, at their stated Quarterly Meetings, in all times coming, and at no other Meetings 
(seven Members at least being present, whereof the President or one of the Vice-Pre- 
sidents for the time being to be one,) to make such Bye-laws, Rules, and Ordinances, and 
Irom time to time to alter the same, asthey shall judge most convenient and needful for the 

good

Our aforesaid Lieutenant General and General Governor of Our said kingdom of Jrcland, at 
Dublin, the first day of August, in the fifteenth year of Our Reign.

B Y E-L A W S, fpr the Conduct and Regulation of the Dublin Marine Socict)-, 

and the Officers, Servants, and Objects thereof. 

L 

"VrOTICE shall be given by the Register of all General Meetings, whether stated or 
-^^ otherwise, such Notice to be delivered at the place of Abode of each Member resident 
in Dublin, within a fortnight of, and three days previous unto, the appointed time of each 
Meeting, and in cases of extraordinary General Meetings, the cause thereof, (if any be 
assigned) and the names of the Members requiring the same, shall be specified iu such 
Notice. 

. a.— At every Meeting, the Business thereof shall be commenced by comparing the 
Minutes of the last Meeting, and correcting the same ; and they, when so compared or cor- 
fected, shall be signed by the presiding Member ; no question shall be put upon any Motion, 
unless seconded. All Members to take their places when the Society proceeds upon business ; 
and, when speaking, to address the Chair, the others to remain silent. When two Members 
arise together in order so speak, the presiding Member is to determine who shall first be 
heard. No Member to speak above once upon the same question, without permission of 
the Membcn present, unless to explain ; and the Member who speaks to order, shall be 
first heard. 

3. — ^The names of the Members making, and seconding any Motion or Proposition, shall 
be always taken down, and inserted in the Minutes ; and no new Proposal or Motion shall 
ever be offered or made after the hour of three. 

4. — When&ny Matter is under Debate, no Member shall speak to any new business. No 
Proposal or Motion to be made, nor other business agitated, until the business of the day 
shall be concluded ; unless especial leave be given for uiat purpose. 

5. — ^The opinion of any ^leetil:\g ^ball be taken b^ Ballot, if desired by three Members 
present ; and in all cases of Ballot, when the same shall be closed, the presiding Member i^ 
to appoint two Scrutineers, who shall immediately examine the Ballots, and report the 
state Uiereof to the Chair ; the presiding Member only shall deliver the sentiments of the 

Society. 

6. — ^No Proposal or Matter whatsoever, which shall be proposed at any Meeting, or at 
any Committee, and shall be then negatived or rejected, or postponed for any time beyond 
six months, shall be again made or proposed until the expiration of twelve calendar months 
from the time of so making such Proposal, or mentioning such Matter. 

^..-^The Conmion Seal of the Society shall be kept locked in a box with three different 
lodes ; the keys whereof shall he deposited with the two Secretaries for (he time being, and 
with «uch of the Vice-Presidents as Mie Society shall choose for that purpose. 

8. — ^All Proposab attended with any new or additional Expense to the Society, shall be 
made at a General Quarterly Meeting only ; and to be confirmed at a subsequent Quarterly 
Meeting, under the restricUons hereafter mentioned, relative to the granting Money, and 
shall not be received at any such prior Quarterly Meeting, unless the causes for the same, 
and the full amount of sucli Expense shall be specified, and entered in the Minutes thereof ; 
and notice of the same shall be given in the Summons for such second General Meeting, the 
confirmation of die same to be at such Meeting bv Ballot, but no Amendment of such Pro- 

esal (unless the Expense be thereby increased) shall require confirmation at a further 
eetiag. 

Q. AH Elections whatsoever shall be made by Ballot ; and at all such Elections thjp 

Register is to produce to the Presiding Member, an accurate List of the Governors or 
Members then in arrear, and specifying how much is due by such persons respectively. 
The presiding Member is to cause such List to be openly read ; and is not to receive the 
Totc of any person who shall be so in arrear for one year or upwards of his annual Sub- 

•cription. 

^o. No person to be elected a Governor, but who shall be proposed at some General 

Meetioff at least one calendar month before the day of Election, and his name entered in 
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year, together with an allowance not exceeding one shilling by the pound for receiving 
such Subscriptions ; to be retained out of the produce thereof actually received by him. 

18. — The duty of the Treasurer is to receive all such sums of Money as shall be paid in by 
the Register, or any other Officer of the Society: and also any Donations not less than 
10/. in one payment. ' To apply the Funds in his hands according to the directions of the 
Society — to keep full and proper accounts of all such receipts and payments, and to settle 
such accounts with the Society whenever called upon by it for that purpose. 

19. — The duty of the Chaplain is to have Prayers, according to the rites and ceremonies 
of the Church of Ireland, read, and a Sermon preached on every Sunday, and on Christmas- 
day and Good Friday; to have the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper administered in the 
Chapel upon Christmas-day and Easter and Whitsun Sundays, and at such other times as he 
may find convenient. To catechise the Children monthly, at least, and to attend such of the 
Officers, Servants, and Boys as may be ill, or in danger of death ; for all which he is to 
receive an annual salary not exceeding 40/. a year, and no more. 

20. — ^The duty of the Physician is to attend such Boys as require medical assistance, and 
to visit and prescribe for them as often as there shall be occasion. He is to prepare those Boys 
who never have had the suiall pox, and to inoculate them in conjunction with the Surgeon, 
at such times and seasons as they think most eligible and proper ; he is likewise to pay 
attention to the dietary of the Boys, and make such reports to the Society and Committee 
of Fifteen from time to time as may appear to him necessary. 

21. — ^The duty of the Surijeon is to examine all Boys ordered for Admission, previous to 
their being received into the House ; and to report whether any of them appear diseased, 
maimed, of unsound constitution, or impaired in mind, body, health, limbs, or strength; 
to attend such Boys as may require the aid of chirurgery, and assist them to the best of 
his power. 

22. — The duty of the Apothecary is to take care that the prescriptions of the Physician 
and Surgeon are duly and properly made up, and their direction for giving the naedicines 
carefully marked down. He is not to supply the School with any medicines or salves, but 
by the direction and signature of either the Physician or Surgeon, unless by his own imme- 
diate direction in writing in their absence. 

23.— The duty of the Master is to take the care of the House, and of all the Boys ad- 
mitted therein ; and also to take care of the Chapel, and furniture thereof; to receive the 
Collections at the Chapel, and to return the same to the Register ; to superintend the se- 
veral menial or domestic male Servants of the House, and see that they do their several 
duties, and conduct themselves with decency and propriety ; to attend to the accommoda- 
tion of the Boys,, their morals, improvement, health, and cleanliness ; to see their apart- 
ments kept clean and aired ; and their beds and bedding decent and comfortable ; to attend 
to the Boys clothing, and the preservation thereof; to see the Boys behave themselves 
withdecei^cy at all times, and particularly at Divine Service, and at their meals; that 
their provisions be good in their several kinds, and that justice be done to the Boys 
respecting the same ; to instruct the Bovs diligently and carefully in. writing, reading, ele- 
ments of arithmetic, in navigation, and the necessary branches of knowledge connected 
with, and proper for, their station in the Seafaring line : he is to certify the several account.<i 
of provisions received and expended daily ; the number of Boys dieted ; and also the Offi- 
cers and Servants allowed upon the Establishment. All these matters the Master is to 
execute and fulfil, under and according to the Regulations of the Society, or the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen ; and he is further to conform himself unto, and perform, all other such 
Orders and Rules as have already been established, or hereafter shall be made by the So- 
ciety, or the Committee of Fifteen ; for which purpose he is, after every Meeting of the 
same respectively, to apply to the Register for mformation concerning any Orders or Di- 
rections that day made or given. 

The Master, upon being elected, is immediately to give up any employment or ofiice 
which he then possesses ; and is not to resume, or re-accept of the same, nor accept of any 
other trust or employment while continued Master ; but to dedicate his whole time to the 
care and management of his employment under the Society, and fulfilling the duties 
thereof as prescribed unto him from time to time. 

The Master, when elected, shall, together with two sufficient securities to be nominated 
by him previous to such Election, enter into a recognizance, or other sufficient security, by 
Bond, in the penalty of 100 L either to the Society, or such Officer thereof as it shaU 
appoint, conditioned for the due performance of the several Duties of his Office, and in 
such form as shall be approved of^by the Society — such Sureties to be approved of by 
the Committee of Fifteen ; and tlie security to be perfected within one calendar month next 
after such Election ; or, in default thereof, such Election to be absolutely void. 

The Salary of the Master shall not exceed 35/. yearly; nor his allowance for or in 
lieu of diet, exceed one British shilling a day ; but he b to have apartments in the House, 
and an allowance of firing, soap, and candles, as directed by the Society, not exceeding 
8 tons of coals, and 100 pounds of soap, and 78 pounds of candles, annually ; and he 
accordingly is to make the House his place of constant residence ; and use his utmost 
endeavours for the preservation and oefconomy thereof. 

24. — ^The Duty of the Usher is to attend the School, and the Duties thereof, subordinate 
unto the Master ; to assist him in all the Duties of his Office> as required by the Master ; 
he is to conform himself unto all Rules or Orders of the Society or the Committee of 
Fifteen.; he is to take charge of the School and House upon the death, and in the illness 
of the Master, and to act therein agreeable to the prescribed Rules for the Master's conduct 

as 
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28. — No Bovs to be admitted but at a General Meetinn; of the Society, or a Meeting of the 
Committee of fifteen; no Boy to be so admitted under the age of nine years, save only those 
who from their size or strength at the age of eight years, may be deemeil proper objects ; 
but none to be received under tlie age ofcight years. — No Boy to be received who shall not 
be strong and healthy ^ of sound intellects and constitution, perfect in his limbs, and no 
bodily complaint. — No Boy to be received into the School until he shall be examined and 
approved of by the Surgeon, and by him certified to the Master as a proper object for 
Admission, accord inc: to the foregoing regulations — that some person capable of being a 
sufficient security, do upon each Boy*s Admission, enter into security to the Society in a sum 
not less than 10/. conditioned for such Boy's demeanor and conduct, agreeable to the 
Rules of the Society, and that the Master do not receive any Boy without such security. — 
Each Boy, when admitted, to be clothed as directed by the Society or Committee of 
Fifteen. 

29. — The Secretaries have the condnt of apprenticing Boys committed to them, as before 
mentioned — ^and the Boys are to be apprenticed only to the Sea-Service, and to Seafaring 
persons, and none other. The equipment of each Boy, when apprenticed, is not to exceed 
3/. 2s. 6(L in expense of every kind — ^die same to be provided according to esiiniatet 
and specimens previously in tiie custody of the Master; and specimens of sucli equipments 
be always given to, and preserved by him. — Nevertheless variations may be made as to the 
materials of such equipments^ and the nature thereof, as from time to time shall be deesied 
requisite by tlie Society or Committee of Fifteen, so as that the expense shall not be increased 
thereby. 

JO. — No Governor shall hereafter take, accept of, hold, possess, or enjov any lucrative or 
beneficial contract with or mider the Society, nor enter into any such, nor hold, take, possess^ 
or enjoy, or be ejected intx) any office, place, or employment under the Society, or in the 
trust or service thereof, unto which any salary, fee, compensation, reward, allowance, or 
pecuniary gntificatiod shall be annexed, voted, or in any sort allowed out of the Funds of th» 
£$ociety, the Uegistcr only excepted ; and any Governor accepting of such office, trust, plac^ 
contract, employ matt, or appointment, or holding tlie same with any such salary, fee, com- 
penaation, reward, allowance, pecuniary gratification, or other valuable consideration w1iat<< 
9oever annexed or granted with or unto the same, or upon trust for it, shall from thenceforth 
absolutely forfeit his seat as a Governor, and be incapable of re-election while in such office 
trust, or employment : the present Chaplain, the Rev. Dr. Adamson, the present Physician^ 
Dr. William Gray, and the present Surgeon, Francis L'Estrange, Esq. only excepted, as 
having been elected unto those empk>yments before this present Bye-law was enacted. 

31. — No Bye-law shall be repealed, rescinded, or in any particular abrogated or altered, but 
at a General Quarterly-Meeting; and after such propjseu repeul, refusion, abrogation, or al- 
teration shall have been fully specified at the next preceding Q larterly Meeting, and entered 
upon or among the proceedings thereof; nor unless notice of such shall be expressed fully in tht 
Summons for such subsequent Quanerly Meeting, nor unless two-thirds of the Members at 
such subsequent Quarterly Meeting shall vote in favour thereol'; such votes to be collectedfaf 
Ballot, and not otherwise. 

32. — All former Bye-laws are hereby declared to be absolutely null, void, and of none 
effect.

And with a view to the 
eneral introduction of the English I'ongue and Language, it further enacts, that 
piritual Promotions should be only given to such persons as could speake English, 
unless after fp.ur ^^roclania^ion^ made in the next Market Towd such could not be 
had; and further, that every ^irchbishop,. Bisliop, and Suffragan, . and every otlief 
having authority and power to give order of Priesthood, Deacon, and Subdeacon, 
shall at the time they give to any person any of these Spiritual Orders, administer 
to each of tliem a corporal Oath, not o»Jy that he will endeavour himself to leai^i 
the English Language, and instruct and teach the English Tongue to all under his 
Rule, Order, and Governance, and in likewise shall bid the Beades in the Enghsh 
Tongue, and preach the word of Gkxl in Englieb, but ateo thai he shall " keepe or 
" cause to be kept within the Place, Terretorie, or Paroch where he shall have 
** Rule, Benefice, or Promotion, a Schoole for to learne English, if any of the 
^i Childr eft of his Pavoclv coi»e to Inm to learne the same, takieg £or the keepmg 
^^ of the same Schoole such convenient Stipend or Salarie as in the said Land 
" is accustpmably used to be taken." And it is further Enacted, that if the Bishop 
or Suftragan ottiit to administer such Oath to the person receiving any Spiritual 
Promotion, and " that shall have the service of any Paroch Church under him," 
he shall pay a fine of three pounds ^ix shillings and eight-pence, one moiety of said 
iine to be paid to the King, and tlie other to the Informer; and any person pro- 
moted to any Benefice as aforesaid, and neglecting to fulfil tlie tenor, purport, and 
^effect of said Oath, is for the first Qftensce to forfeit the subi of six shiltihgs mi 
jcight-pence ; for the second Oftence, twenty shillings; and for the third, to.be 
^deprived of his Benefice. There is a Provision in the Act, that it should not lextend 
or be prejudicial to any Clergyman residing in any Metfopolitan Cathedral, or 
^Collegiate Church, and studying at any University, or other^vise o»t of the Land 
•by tlie King's commandment, ^' but that such Paroch Priest or Priests which shall 
" have the Service of any Pai'och Church under him or them, shall during theff 
*\ absence teache the English Tongue and Lstnguage, and keepe a- Schoole aeecnrd^ 
** ing to the form of tliis Act, under a Penalty of twenty shillings a year for any 
^^ year that he shall omit the same." 

; Under, tl^ia Act the Parish School* of Ireland were established; and erciy 
Clergyman now inducted to a Living, takes au Oatli in the words following : 

^ ^ % A. B. do solemnly Swear, That I will teach, or cause to be taught^ an 
"'' English School \\ithin tlie said Vicarage or Rectory of as the 

■ " Law in that case requires." 

; How far tlie Provisions of this Act of Parliament, which related to the instruct 
t^H of the Irish and of their. Children in the English Language, were enforced b 
th^ reign, of Henry the Eighth; and whether any or what number of English Schools 
i^ere immediately estabUshed m consequence of it ; we have no means of ascer- 
tt^ii^ng at this distance of time. The measure certainly met with opposition from 
soD^ of the leading Members of the Church*. Though none of the Statutes of the 
i>ext Rdgn (Edward Sixtli) are preserved in the Irish Statute Book, it appears 
(if wc may rely upon the Historian Leeland and his Autliorities, Sir J. Davis, 
Ware, and a MS. t ^^ Trinity College, Dublin) that during that reign the Lish 
(.anguage wa^ become so predominant within the F^nglish Pale, that I^ws w-ere 
repeatedly enacted to restrain it, but mefficaciously ; and we find tl;e Irish Chancellor 
of tliat time complaining in a I^etter to tlie Duke of Northumbearland, President 
of tlie Council in England, — " That hard it was that Men should know their 
Duties to God and the King, when tliey shall not hear teaching or preaching 
throughout tlie year." 

"Where there was such a general want of Clergymen resident on their Livings, 
it may be presumed, that there were very few, if any, Parocliial English Schools 
then existing; and it appears from the Irish Statute Book that (in the reign of 
Elizabeth) the English Language had made so litde progress in tliis country, 
and that so many of the Clergcy themselves of the Reformed ChuKch were at tliat 
period unable to otBciate m the English Language, that in the Act for

t Cusack's LeUcr to the Duke of Norihumbcrlund, Anno Domini 1552J Cusack was then Chan^ 
cellor of Irtlund.

Domini 1560) it was found necessai'y to eimct, " That in .any Church or Place Schools. 
*' where the common Minister or Priest had not the use or knowledge of the " ' 

^' EngUsh Tongue," lie might celebrate the Services "- in Lutin, according to the 
." Order and Perm as tlicy be mentioned and set forth in tlie said Book (the liook 
" of Common Prayer) established by this Act, and according to the tenor of said 
** Act." It is not tlierefore very probable, that under such unfavourable circum- 
stances any considerable number of English or l^rish Schools could have been 
established in Ireland at that period. But of this we have no certain information; 
all tiiat appears is, that the Government was not inattentive to tlic circumstance of 
education at this period, for in the 1 2th year of the reign of Elizabeth, an Act was 
passed, intituled, " Ab Act for the erection of Free Schools," — the Act under which 
tlie present Diocesan Schools were established. This Act (as we have shewn in a 
-former Report) not only provided that a Free School should be kej)t in every Shire 
Town, but also provided, tliat a School House should be built in each (the first 
cvectioa probably of tiiese buildings in Ireland) ; and as the Preamble to this Act 
attributes " the ixwmifold and heinous Oilences, daily and hourly committed and 
perpetrated, to a lack of good bringing up the Youth of tliis Realm, either in 
Public or Private Schools, where thro good discipline tliey might be taught to 
avoid these loatlisome and liorrible errors ;" it may be infen'ed, that the establish- 
ment of the English or Parish Schools had not then been generally earned into eftect; 
and in fact, however fully sensible our ancestors may have been of the Importance, 
both in a Moral and Political ;point of view, of providing for the good Instruction of 
tlie Children of die middle and lower orders of tlie Irish People, it is almost certain, 
that tlie very unsettled state df Ireland durin<» the reign of Elizabeth and tlie greater 

Srtof that of hei* Successor (James the iii'st) and tlie convulsions of the three 
llowing reigns, (Chafles First and Second', ^nd James the Second) afforded little 
opportunity for carrying into effect the general establishment of English or Parish 
Scliools under tlie Act of Henry the Eighth, or of the Free Schools of Elizabeth, 
already mentioned. These Acts, however, prove that tlic impoitance of a good 
Education for the Cluldren of tliis Country, of the middle and lower orders, engaged 
the attention of our earliest Legislators ; and it is remai^kable, that both of these veiy 
antient Statutes attribute most of the evils which then afflicted this Country, to tlic 
.want of good and general Instniction. 

Some attention appears to have been paid in the reign of Charles the Second, 
rto the regulation of Schools in general, by excluding improper persons from having 
the charge of them ; for in tl>e 1 7th and 1 8th year of this reign, an Act was 
.passed, which provided " that all Schoolmasters should take the Oaths of Allegi- 
ance and Supremacy, and be licensed by the Ordinary." This Act was afterwards 
further enforced in the 7th year of King William the Third, when an Act was 
passed (chapter 4th) intituled, " An Act to restrain foreign Education ;" in which 
"it was amongst other things enacted, that the Act of the 28th year of Henry tlie 
'Eighth, before-mentioned, " should from thenceforth be strictly observed, and put 
in execution." The next Act of Fariiament in any way relating to the Parish 
•Schools (or to the Schools for the lov^-er orders) which is to be found in the Irish 
Statute Book, is one passed in the 8th year of George the First, chapter 12, and 
at present in force ; it is intituled, " An Act for the better enabling of the Clergy 
^* having Cure of Souls, to reside upon their respective Benefices ; and for the 
" encouragement of Protestant Schools within this Kmgdom of Ireland." In the 
9th Section of this Statute, it is enacted, " that, for the better Encouragement of 
•' English Protestant Schools, which are much wanting in tiiis Kingdom, ' it shall 
and may be lawful for every Archbishop and Bishop, with the Consent of his 
Chapter, and for every Dean, Archdeacon, Dignitary, Prebendary, Rector, Vicar, 
and Ecclesiastical person whatsoever, with the consent of the Archbishop or Bishop 
of his Diocese, to make an absolute gnmt to tlie Churchwardens of each Parish, 
. and their successors for ever, of any quantity of land to any of them respectively 
belonging, as glebe or otherwise, not exceeding two acres for an Archbishop or 
'Bishop, and one acre for any other person before-mentioned, for the use of a resi- 
dent Protestant Master to teach the English Tongue ; which Schoolmaster is to be 
nominated by the person making the grant, and to be licensed by tlie Arch- 
bishop or Bishop of the Diocese. And by an Act afterwards passed in the 5th 
year of George the Second, chapter 4th, section 9, Tenants in ice tail or for life, 
.in possession with immediate remainder to issue, may by Deed grant an acre of 

thirty 
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i^irish thirty shillings yearly value, and not part of demesne, to the Churchwardens of 
eb ools. any Parish for the same use for ever. This is the latest Act that we find in tlie 
Statute Book that seems to have any relation to Parish Schools. Since this Report 
was drawn up, but previous to its signature, an Act of Parliament received the 
Royal Assent last Session, intituled, " An Act for enabling Tenants in tail and for 
life, and also Ecclesiastical persons, to grant land for the purpose of endowing 
Schools in Ireland." By this Act, all persons whatsoever seised of any lands in 
fee simple, fee tail or for life, in possession with immediate remainder to his, her, 
or their issue of any interest in lands, are empowered by his or their Deeds respec- 
tively, to grant any part of such lands, not exceeding half an acre Irish Plantation 
Measure, wkhin the Liberties of any City or Corporate Town in Ireland, nor two 
acres, Irish Plantation Measure, in any other part pf Ireland, of whatever yearly 
value the same may be, and being no part of demesne lands, to B^y person or persons, 
Body or Botlies Corporate, whether aggregate or sole (who shall be approved of 
for that purpose by die Bishop of the Diocese in which such lands lie) and to his 
and their heirs or successors, in fee simple, or for any lesser uiterest, in trust, 
and for tiie use of a resident Schoolmaster, and subject to such conditions 
respecting the mode of appointing such Schoolmaster and his successors, ar.d 
the plan of Education and Regulation of such School and its concerns, as shall be 
specified in such Deed, or as shall afterwards be agreed upon between the persons 
making such Grant, and the person oi* persons. Bodies Politic or Corporate, who 
shall advance liis or their moi^ey to the amount of not less a sum than one 
hundred pounds, eitlier for the building of a School House on the lands so granted, 
or for the endowment of a Schoolmaster; and by this Act all Ecclesiastical 
persons whatsoever are empowered to grant any quantity of their church or glebe 
lands, not exceeding one acre, for the same purpose, in the same manner, and 
subject to the same conditions. From the foregoing view of the Parish Schools, 
it appears that they w ere, at tlieir first establishment, intended to be compulsory 
as well on the People as the Clergy, for the purpose of inti'oducing the knoudedge 
and practice of the English Language, tlien unknown, to the native Irish, who 
were required to bring up their Children in such places where they could learn 
that Tongue; and the coiTcsponding duty of keeping those Schools for teaching the 
English Tongue, or causing them to be kept, was enjoined to the Clergy at their 
institution ; but it ought to be remembered, that this Statute enjoining the Clergf 
to teach or cause to be* taught the English Language within their respective 
Districts, seems confined in its object of civilization only, and in no degree ad- 
verting to Protestantism, as it expressly requires the Clergy to bid their beades 
in English ; but it apj^ears, that in the time of Charles the Second, of William 
the Third, and of Anne, the advancement of the Protestant Religion was more 
distinctly provided for by the Legislative Regulations respecting Schools ; and from 
the Acts of George the First and Second, al)ove cited, it further appears, that 
the legislature expected that the Bishops and Dignitaries and Parochial Clergy 
should make grants of small portions of their church lands, for the purpose of erect- 
ing School Houses tlicreon; and many such gi^ants have from time to time been 
Jnade. It docs not however appear that at any time any grants of money have 
been made by Parliament, or any fund appropriated for defraying tlie expenses of 
building Parish School Houses ; and we have reason to think, that most of those 
actually erected were built at tlie expense of tlie several Parishes, or by the bounty 
of individuals. Few, if any, of these School Houses are much older than the 
^•eign of Anne, the most ancient we believe to be the School House of Saint John's 
Parish in the City of Dublin. Though tlie Act of Henry tlie Eighth, as is already 
stated, ordains that every Incumbent hi the Kingdom should keep or cause to h^ 
kept an English School in his Parish, yet there is no regulation made therein of 
the Stipend to be paid by the Clergyman to the person whom he shall cause to 
ivecp the School for him ; but we find that a custom has universally prevailed 
Xthough we cannot trace the period of its commencement) for the Incumbents of 
Parishes, in which Parish Schools are kept, to allow the Schoolmaster forty 
shillings per annum as his Salary, and whenever this small stipend (utterly inadc* 
quate at present) is paid by the Clergyman to a Schoolmaster, tlie School is 
considered as a Parish School. 

Wc noAv proceed to lay before your Grace a Statement of the result of the 
Enquiries made by the former Commissioners into the State of the Parisli Schools 
in Irtlaivd, in the year 178.8; and also an Account of the Condition which they 

appeared 
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Parish the south and west, and in some from the Province of Leinster, of lioitian Gatholicj 

Schools, refiisinii to send their Children to be instructed at them ; and this refusal is stated 

"^ to liavc arisen from an Order to that purpose, given by some of the Roman Catiiolic 

Clergy ; in consequence of which, Children x>f their persuasion, who had attended 

them, had been immediately witlidrawn, and sent -to Schools opened by Roman 

Catliolics in their neighbourhood. 

In many of the Parish Schools, the Parish Clerks are also the School Masters, 
and some of tlie Masters are .paid by the Incumbents a higher Salary than forty 
kliillings ,pnr annum, in some cases five, and in a few others ten guineas per annum, 
with the advantages of a House and Garden rent free. IJut these allowances, &c. 
are voluntary and during pleasure; and we have observed, tliat in -most cases, those 
?5chools arc the greatest, where the Allowances ai'e most liberal. But throughout 
the Returns sent in to us, there is a general complaint of the want of School Houses^ 
and of the difficulty of procuring properly qualified Masters, on account of the 
inadequacy of the Salaries, and the want of proper accommodation for tliem and 
their Scholars.; it is stated to us also, that the number oftlie Children attending these 
Schools varies at different periods of the year, being generally the lowest at tliose 
' Seasons (in Spring and Harvest) when any employment is to be had for Children, 
their Parents at such times keeping them from the Schools, for the sake of the 
small pittance they can earn by weeding the Crops and binding the Harvest, which 
sniall pittance (generally not more than three or four pence per day) is however an 
object to their indigent Parents. In one Retu4*n only it is stated (Return from' 
die U«ion of Sligo, Diocese of Elpliin) by tlie Clergyman, that many of the po6r 
people of his Parish were averse from sending their Children to School, conceiviog 
tliat the sedentary habits required there unfitted tlu3m for bodily labour. But we 
are persuaded, that, generally speaking, a very great and almost universal desire 
exists at this moment among the Poor of this Country, to give their Children some 
kind of School Education; among the many instances of this general inclinatioii 
stated in the Returns, we shall select the following. In the Return finom the Union 
of Castlemore, Diocese of Killalla, in which Benefice there are ten Schools, one 
of which id ac Parish School, it is stated, that six hundred Children attend these 
different Schools, " but that double the number could and would attend, were they 
not prevented by the poverty of tlicir Parents, who cannot afford to pay for their 
Instruction." — ^I'he Curate who makes the Return from the Parish of Upper Lang-' 
field, in the Diocese of Derry, states, that in his Parish, " the population, though 
poor, is numerous, amounting to nearly fifteen hundred Souls, about three-^fths 
Romanists, the remainder composed of the Established Church, and Dissenters, 
all Btriviug to a degree at once exemplary and affecting, to give their Children as' 
much learning as possible ; so that if there were a roomy and commodious School 
House, it would quickly be filled. The present School is kept in a small dark and 
inconvenient building bent by a Farmer." 

And in a Return from Drumaul (Diocese of Down and Connor) the geoeral d»- 
pi3sition in the lower Orders for educating their Children is. mentioned, and as a 
proof of it, it is stated, " that in two or three instances the poorer Parishioners : 
have erected School Houses by a voluntary subscription among themselves." And 
in the Return from the Union of Kilbride and Multifarnham, hi the Diocese of 
Aleath, a mere remarkable fact is stated, namely, that a Night School was kept at 
Multifarnham, *' to accommodate tlie Children obliged to labour in tlje day T 
at which School one hundred and thirteen Children are returped as attendino; 
The Clergyman who makes this Return, gives it as his opinion, " that the Parents, 
ill the choice of. a Master, ai'c governed more by his merit and proximitVj than by 
Jiis Religion, though, all circumstances equal, they would prefer a. Master of 
their own Religion." And in a Return from the Pansh of Lea, Diocese of Kildare, 
a i'act is stated, whfch seems to corroborate this ofrinion, vix! " That the Parish - 
Sdrhool was 'flourishing, until a Roman Catholic Priest encouraged ra Roman - 
Catholic to set up a School in opposition to it, and was at first successful ir 
drawing off such Pupils as were Roman Catholics. And further, that charges 
having been fabricated against the Protestant Parish School Master, which occa- .. 
sioned his dismissal ; another was appointed, who shortly after dying, the former 
Master was recalled, and replaced at the request of these very people who had 
cNiiibited the false Charges against him, and who solicited his return, as the ' 
Roman Catholic Schoolmaster had disappointed their hopes." It certainly, 

however.

Parish are of opinion, it would be proper that some measure should be adopted- for Uie coriti- 
^ ScbooU. nuance of the present and the enco^agementof future similar Establishments, as far 
^as may be practicable. 

But we are fully persuaded of their inadequacy^ ^as a system of general Educatioa 
of the Poor, even if it were practicable to establish an effective one in every Union. 

And tliis inadcf i^uacy iS the reason of our n«t entering more fully into tlic consi* 

/•deration of any Plan for {>uttingthem into a mare effbctive situation, as such a Plan 

might possibly interfere with oroe superseded by a general system for the Education 

^of the Poor, the consideration of which is. reserved tor the conclusion of our labours. 

We shall nevertheless at present observe, that not any Funds however great, or the 

• best considered Establishment, can substantially cany into effect either any improve- 
••men tin' the Parish Schools, or any geneful system of Instruction of the lower Orders 
< of the community, until tlie want of persons duly qualified to undertake the Educa- 

* tion of the lower Classes be remedied, and till some Institution be formed to fNrepare 
;.p««oas for that iniportant Office.

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

'^^^TE the undersigned, Commissioners appointed for enquiring into the several 

^ ^^ Funds and Revenues granted for the purposes of Education, and into the ScWlT 
S'^tj^ and condition of all Schools in Ireland, upon public or charitable Founda* of private 
^orm.s, in pursuance of tlie powers vested in us, beg leave to submit to your Grace Foundation. 
our* Report upon the following Classicae Schools of private Foundation in ' 
I^el»nd : 

CLONMEL SCHOOL: 

^'his School was endowed in the year 1685, by Richard Moore, esq. and 
Ste j)hen his Son ; who on the 7th of May in the year aforesaid, conveyed certain 
•^j^Uds in the County of Tipperary to Charles Alcock and Thomas Batty, esqrs. 
J^^ir Heirs and Assigns, to the intent, that a Free School should be erected in the 
-* ^^>#vn of Cionmel, for the Education and Teaching of all the Protestant ('hildren 
^^^9 its; and in Trust, that they employ the yearly Rents arising from the said 
^^-^^rKls in maintaining the said School ; and the said Deed empowered James Duke 
^^ Ormond, the said Richard Moore and Stephen Moore, esqrs* or their Heirs, 
*^^^ ^ the Mayor of Cionmel, or any two of them, to appoint and change the Master 
^j*^^ Masters of the said School, as tliey shall tliink fit and convenient. And it 
^*^<^uld seem that there were other limitations respecting the Patronage f said 
^i'lool, as will appear in the subsequent part of this Report. This Endowment 
S^^^sists of 370 Acres of Land in the County of Tipperaiy, and of a very old School 
jf ^^use in the Town of Cionmel, which the present Master, tlie Reverend Richard 



,-y, upon his examination before us, (iiUi May 1809) declared to be capable 
^^ accommodating forty Boarders, but to be at present in such vei^y bad repair as 
U^ require several hundred pounds to be expended upon it to make it fit for the

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Classical reception of re^dent Pupils. Mr. Carey having purchased from a Mr. Watto^ 
SchooU, who had been in 1773 joint Master with him, his interest in the Income of the 
F^imdatioL School for 8 70/. was appointed sole Master of this School in the year 1777, by 
. the then Earl of Mountcashel the descendant of the Founder, and the Mayor 

of Clonmel, the Trustees of the Endowment. It appears that the Lands which 
belong to this foundation were leased in the year 1788, by the then Earl of 
Mountcashel and the Mayor of Clonmel, to Edward Collins, esq. for three 
Lives or 52 years, which ever should last the longest, at the yearly Rent of 
200/. (subject to a Quit-rent of 5/. 14^. per annum) which Kent was 
veiy much under their real Value ; for it appears, that in five years after this 
I^ase was made, Mr. Collins let the Lands to a Mr. Maher, for the remainder 
of his term, at 400/. per annum. It further appeared from the examination 
of the Master, Mr. Carey, that he having been appointed by the said Earl of 
Mountcashel and Mayor of Clonmel, and being removable at their pleasure, 
did acquiesce in the said Lease till about the year 1801, when the Patronage 
of this School having been, as Mr. Carey has stated to us, transferred from 
the Mountcashel Family to John Bagwell, esq. by the Sale of the Estate to 
which it was appendant, Mr. Carey commenced a Suit in Chancery, with the 
approbation of the present Pati*on, to set aside the said Lease. It appears that 
this Suit at Law has been carried on at the sole expense of the Master, and that 
it was lately determined by the Chancellor's Decree, that the Lease to Edward 
CoUins, esq. should be set aside ; but tliat the under Lease made by Mm to Mr. 
Maher should be confirmed for the residue of his Term, of which, as we are informed, 
about 30 years are unexpired, and two of the Lives still in being. The present 
Income, therefore, which the Master derives from the Estates of the Endowment, 
is 400/. per annum, but Mr. Carey has stated their present Value to be about 700/. 
per annum. . 

Witli respect to the present state of the School itself, we find that Mr. Carey 
has not at present any Boarders ; but he states that at former periods he has 
often had forty; his number of Scholars, when M^e examined him, consisted ci 
2 1 Day-scholars, most of whom are Roman Catholics. One only of his Boys 
is a Free Scholar ; six of his Pupils are the Sons of Freemen of the Town of 
Clonmel, and as such are entitled under the original Grant to their Education 
gratis^ but their Parents being Persons in good circumstances do not claim the 
privilege. The Terms of Tuition for Day-scholars are four Guineas per annum, and 
one Guinea entrance ; the course of Education is confined to the Classics. No 
assistants are kept by Mr. Carey, nor is there any provision for Instruction in 
Writing and Arithmetic, &c. in this Establishmetit, for it appears, that there is 
an English and Writing School in the Town of Clonmel, to which Mr. Carey's 
Scholars resort ; and he has further stated to us, that thei^e is not much demand 
for classical instruction in Clonmel, although the Town is rich and populous, most 
pf the Inhabitants prefeiring to educate their Children for Trade and Business. 
There do not appear to be any Statutes or Regulations for the Government of this 
School, nor is there at present any Visitor to examine into its management. The 
Master, however, by the original Grant, is removable at pleasure. There is not 
any fund or provision for tlie repairs of the School House (which is a very extensive 
concern) except what the Master pleases to appropriate out of his annual Income 
for that purpose. 

CARRICKMACROSS SCHOOL: 
This School, which is also a classical one, was founded in tlie year 1611, by 
Lord Weymouth. The Endowment consists of a House and a Rent-charge 
tofjoL per annum, British, payable to the Master and his successors, chargeil 
on the Estates of the Founder in the County of Monaglian, now in the pos- 
session of the Marquis of Bath. This Grant w^as originally designed for the 
Education of tlie Children of the Tenants resident on the Weymouth Estate 
in the Barony of Farney ; but it appears that tliis privilege has not been gene- 
rally claimed by them. The late Master, the Reverend Doctor Shields, who was 
appointed in the year 1803, by the Marquis of Bath, having never had all together 
more than seven free Scholars, thou^ he has stated to us, that he has never 
refused an application for their admittance. Doctor Shields at the time of his 
examination before us, in May 1 809, had in his School forty-seven Boarders, and 
eleven Day-scholars, one of whom, was a free Scholar; and almost all his 
Day-scholars were of the Roman Catholic Religion. His Terms were as follows,

twenty-eight Guineas per annum, and five Guineas entrance for Boarders, and four ^^^^,*^ 
Guineas per annum and one Gyinea entrance for Day-scholars, The course of ^f p^^^^. 
Instruction is classical, with the usual opportunities of Instruction in Mathematics, Foundation. 
French, &c. ' /— — ' 

It appears that when the late Master was. appointed, the School House was 
in very bad repair; that it had been put into order by him at a considerable 
expense, a small part of which was defrayed by the Marquis of Bath out of his 
private Bounty. The School House is stated to us to be capable of con- 
taining fifty Boarders, with a very spacious School Room. The Play-ground 
and eight Acres of Land, and the Site of a part of the Offices of this School 
(in which an Infirmary is included) are not a part of the Endowment, but 
rented by the Master at 34/. per Annum. Dr. Shields had three classical Assist- 
ants, one at 1 00 /. per annum, another at 30 /. per annum, with board and lodging, 
also an under usher at 14/. per annum, and board and lodging, besides a French 
Master at 80/. per annum, arid a Writing Master at 40/. The Pupils are 
charged Four Guineas additional price yearly for French, and Two Guineas for 
Writing. 

By the original Deed of Endowment the Primate of Ireland, the Bishop of 
Clogher, the Provost of Trinity College, and their Successors, are appointed Visitors 
of this School, which is extremely well situated in every respect, there being no 
great public classical School within twenty Miles of Carrickmacross. It does not 
appear that there ai'e any particular statutes or regulations for tiie government of this 
School. 

The late Master, Doctor Shields, appears to us to have devoted himself sedu- 
lously to the discharge of his duty, His establishment in point of Assistants was 
very liberal, compared with the rates usually paid in Ireland ; and tiie School has 
risen in character since his appointment to the head of it ; and in consequence of 
his very good character, and his abilities as a classical Teacher, he has been lately 
appointed by the Members of the Board of Erasmus Smith, Master of tiie School 
of Drogheda, the principal School of their foundation, and the greater part of his 
Scholars have followed him to that place, where he has already a very flourishing 
School. In consequence of Doctor Shields' promotion, the Reverend S. Heatiey 
has been appointed in May last to the Mastership of the School by the Murquis 
of Bath, wiUi the sanie Income of 70/. per annum British. This Gentieman has 
twelve Boarders and nineteen Day-scholars — he has represented to us, on oath|' 
that the roof of the School House, owing to the removal, previous to his appoint- 
ment, of a party wall, to enlarge the dormitories, is in a dangerous state ; and tiiat 
many repairs are indispensably necessary for the safety of the roof, and to put the 
whole concern in proper order; that he has had an estimate made by a Builder of 
the expense of these repairs, which amounts to 243/. 5*. Gd. and which estimate 
he thinks a moderate one. By the original grant, made about a century ago, the 
master is bound to keep the Buildings, which are numerous and spacious, in repair ; 
but we are of opinion that it will not be in the power of Mr. Ileatley out of his 
present Salary, as Schoolmaster, to put the School House in complete order, 
i^eeably to the estimate for that purpose, which he laid before us ; and therefore 
we are apprehensive, that unless he receives some assistance the School House and 
other Buildings may fall to decay. He has expressed his readiness to us, should 
the concerns be once put into complete repair for him, to keep them in good 
condition. 

KILKENNY SCHOOL, or COLLEGE: 

• 

The Endowment of this Foundation consists of a House, and two Acres and 
three roods of Land contiguous thereto, together with a Rent-charge of 140/. per 
annum, payable to the Master and liis successors for ever ; and charged on certain 
Estates in Land, and Tythes belondng to the Ormond family in the County of 
Kilkenny and Queens Coimty. Ihe School, or College of Kilkenny, as it is 
commonly called, was founded by James Duke of Ormond, in the year 1684, 
who by Deed, bearing date the 1 8th of March, granted to certain Trustees, and 
their Heirs and Assigns for ever, a large Mansion House, and a Meadow adjoin- 
ing, for the use of a School; and vested in them certain Rectories and Tythes in 
the Counties before-mentioned, to pay out of the lirst rents or issues thereof 

140/. 
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Classical Ho/- yearly for ever to the Schoolmaster for his own mamtenance, and for the 
Schools, Djaintenance of one or more Usher or Ushers, to be chosen and employed by such 
Foundtt1o!i ^'^^^^'' ' ^"^ ^^ ^'^^ intent that there shall be so much laid out from time to time as 
^ shall be necessary to repairs ; and if his Majesty, his Heirs or Successors, at the 

request of the said Duke and of the Visitors, shall be pleased to make the said 
School a Free School, and to erect a Corporation for the government thereof, 
according to the statutes made by the said Duke, tlien and in such case the said 
Duke empowers the Trustees to make a Conveyance of the Premises to such Cor- 
poration. yVccording to one of these st^itutes, the Master was to be chosen by the 
Founder, and the heirs male of his body, Dukes of Ormond, who were to be 
Patrons and Governors; but upon failure of such Issue, the Provost, Fellows and 
Scholars of Trinity College, Dublin, were to be Patrons and Governors; the 
Bishops of Ossory and of Leighlin and Ferns, together with the said Provost, all 
for the time being, to be Visitors, and to visit yearly if they see occasion, who then 
(inter alia), if there be foundation Scholars, shall choose them for the University. 
The Master is by the statutes to charge the rates of the most remarkable School in 
Dublin, but for tlie Children of the Inhabitants of Kilkenny half as much : Children 
in the service of tlie Duke of Ormond to be admitted gratis. Visitors may 
recommend Boys, for whose Tabling persons out of charity may be disposed to 
pay, to be taught gratis. 

By the failure of the Issue Male of the body of the Duke of Ormond, the 
government and patronage of the School devolved upon the Provost and 
Board of Fellows of Trinity College, Dublin, in or about the year 1 773, when 
they appointed Doctor John Ellison, Schoolmaster. The House ha>ing been 
at that period nearly in ruins, Doctor Ellison, upon two or three applications 
made by liim to the Irish House of Commons, obtained grants of sums ot 
money to the amount of 5,064/. to be laid out in building a new one. Ac- 
cordingly the present spacious and noble School House was erected under 
the superintendence of Doctor Ellison; it is situated at the entrance of the 
town of Kilkenny, on the banks of the river opposite to the castle of the Earl of 
Ormond ; is built of stone in the most permanent manner, and is capable of con- 
taining eighty Boarders in single beds ; it has every convenient office annexed to it 
The concern is kept in repair by the Master, and is stated to us to be now in 
excellent order. 

Tlie Reverend Doctor Pack was appointed Master by the Provost and Board of 
Trinity College in 1793. He stated upon his examination before us on the iitli 
of May 1809, that he had at that period twenty Boarders, and twenty-four Day- 
scholars, but no free Scholars. He had just before had seven more Scholars, whom 
he had lately entered into tlie University of Dublin ; his terms were thirty Guineas 
a year for Boarders, and six Guineas entrance ; and four Guineas per annum, and 
one entrance, for Day-scholars. He kept two classical Assistants at a salary of 
fifty pounds each per annum, with board and lodging. He stated also that the 
Bishop of Ossory and the late Provost of Trinity College, Doctor Hall, had at 
different times inspected his School as Visitors. That previous to the year of the 
relxillion in 1 708 his School had been more numerous, having had at that period 
forty-three Boarders, ten of whom were of the Roman Catholic religion; but that 
since that period he had never had but one of that persuasion. There is at present a 
classical academy kept by a Roman Catholic Clergyman in the town of Kilkenny, in 
which young Roman Catholics intended for their priesthood are educated. The 
plan of instruction varies little at Kilkenny School from those adopted in the other 
great classical Schools in Ireland ; and it appears to us that Doctor Pack has 
regularly and carefully attended to the duties of his situation. Doctor Pack 
having in 1809 resigned the Mastership of this School, the Reverend Andrew 
O'Callaghan was appointed Master of it in the month of January i8io. We 
have received a return of the state of this School up to the 6th of March 1812, 
by which it appears, that Mr. O'Callaghan has forty-six Boarders in the FIou$e, 
a?id thirty-nine Day-scholars, two of the former ana five of the latter are Roman 
(Catholics, and four of his Day-scholars are free. Mr. O'Callaghan has a head 
U^ner at a salary of 100/. per annum, and two others, one at 80 /• and the 
other at forty Guineas per annum, besides an English assistant at 50/. per 
annum. His terms are Uiirty-four Guineas a year for each Boarder, and six 

Guineas 
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Guineas entrance, and for Day-scholars, 6 Guineas a year with one Guinea en- Classical 
trance. This. School House, one of the largest and most convenient buildings of the Schools, 
description in Ireland, is kept in repair at the expence of the Master, there being p^^J^^^ 
no provision made by the statutes for repairs. ,^ 

There are Statutes or Regulations framed by the illustrious Founder, as already 
mentioned, for the government of this School, but subject to alteration at tlie 
discretion of the visitors, who have, in some very few instances varied the original . 
rules; as for example, in raising the terms for Day-scholars from half a Guinea, 
the rate prescribed by the Founder, to one Guinea per quarter; but these altera- 
tions appear not to have been made by writing, a practice, for obvious reasons, not 
to be approved of. 

MIDDLETON SCHOOL: 

A School was founded at Middleton, in the County of Cork, in the year 1696, 
by Elizabeth Countess of Orkney ; who by Deed, bearing date the 23d of 
October, in that year, conveyed certain Lands in the County of Cork to Alan* 
Broderick and Lawrence Clayton, esquires, in trust, to build a School House, with 
all suitable conveniencies, in the Town of Middleton, and to be called a Free 
School there ; and the said Deed directs that the majority of the Governors of tho 
said School should appoint from time to time Head Masters, Ushers, and Writing 
JVIasters, at the Salaries following ;

The said Countess appoints certain persons -named in, the said Deed to tho 
number of seven, and their Heirs, together with the Bishop of Cork, and Sovereign 
of the Town of Middleton, both for the time being, Governors of the said School 
and its Revenues, and upon the death of any one or more of the said Governors, 
the major part of the survivors then present are empowered to elect a new Governor 

X)r Governors. ' 

• - . . ^ 

The Estates which form the Endowment of this School, and which are stated 
to us to contain two thousand Acres, have been let for Lives, renewable for ever, 
in two separate Leases, each at the yearly rent of 1 00 /. and a fine of 25 /. at 
the fall of every Life ; one of said Leases, as we are informed, was made in the 
year 1710, the other about two years afterwards. But the powers under which 
these Leases were granted we have not been able to ascertain, but we think the 
subject one worthy of investigation. The Lands are stated to us by tlie present 

Master, to be now worth 2,000/. per annum. There is a School House belonging 
to this Endowment capable of containing fifty Boarders. It is stated to us by 
the Master, and by our Secretary, who have inspected it, to be very old, having 
been built above a century ago, and to be now in very bad repair, the roof requiring 
to be renewed and slated ; a large Garden, and an Acre of ground are annexed 
to the Endowment, besides which there arc twenty Acres of Land, worth, as 

• stated by the Master to us, five pounds per Acre, let to him by Lord Middleton at 

' the low rent of thirty shillings. 

The Reverend Richard Grier is the present Master of this School, to which he 

. was appointed in the year 1799, ^Y ^^ Archbishop of Cashel, the late Earl of 

Shannon, the late Bishop of Cork, Doctor Stopford, and the then Sovereign of 

Middleton, the Governors of the School. The Master stated his income to us 

. to consist of the following salary * aind allowances, 1 00 /. per annum salary, as 

Master; 40/. per annum allowed for an Usher; 10/. as Agent for receiving the 

present Income of the Endowment ; 10/. per unnum for Repairs ; and four Ex- 

liibitions of 10/. each, paid upon the ientrance of each Boy into College, but 

which is withdrawn, as the Master has stated to us, if the lad does not obtain a 

Scholarship ; but there are exceptions to the rigid compliance with this rule. The 

surplus of the Exhibitions, whcif not claimed, is devoted, according to his statement 
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Ct)»$6icftt to US, to the r^piairs of the House, and accotitrted for to tte* Grovernonv ^iio are . 
Schools, , also ^^mpowered to dispose of this Forty pounds 'per annum fof other charitable, 
Fou^ation. P^^H^ses, as they shall thhlk' fit : It' is to be dbsti^ed, there was one lad enjoy* 
, * ing the JExhibition of 15/. when mc exaniiried Mr. Grier in May 1809. The^ 

Master had further statedj that the casual surplus of these Exhibitions, together with 
the 10/. allowed him regijilarly for repairs, is not sufficient to keep the Buildings in 
complete order, but merely suffices to keep the House habitable, it being so old, and 
requiring constant repairs. Mr. Grier had but six Boarders and eight Day-scholars 
at the time of his. Examination before us, two of whom were Roman Catholics. 
Four of his Scholars had just l^ft him, two of whom he had entered into the 
University : he had no free Scholars. He is bound to instruct any poor lad recom- 
mended by the Governors, but none have been lately recommended. Mr. Grier 
has one classical assistant; to whbitt he pays forty Gtrineas^ per annum (40 /. of 
which is allowed by the Governors as already stated) witli board and lodging : 
£[is terms are thirty Guineas per anhum and five! ^htramice, for Boar<ters, and 
eight Guineas a year with one entrance for Day-schokrs ; for French and Dancing 
there are extra charges of four Guinea per annuto each, and two Guineas for 
Writing and Arithmetic, 'the bourse of mistruction is die usual classical one, 
preparatory to entrance into Uti^ University, with the additicm of Euclid and 
Logic, and a good course of instruction in EtigKsli. This School has greatly 
declined in point of numb'gf*; for \^e find, that in the year 1783, ender a 
former Master, it contained sixty-five Boarders; in 1788 it conUun^ bMt taa 
Boarders, and eight Day-scholars, and the present Master had, when we examined 
him, only fourteep boys all togetfier, b'ut he stated to us that he had at one 
time forty-seven Boarders. He attributes this decline to what he calls the fluc- 
tuation of Schools, ai^, to the bdd state of the School House. Other causes 
may have combined. Thbfe are sieveral large classical Schools kept hy private 
individuals in its neighbourhood, one very considerable one at F^rmoy, which is 
but fifteen miles firpm Aliiidleton ; tiro at i Dtkgfaall ; one also six miles from Mid- 
dleton, and another within live miles of it, Ihe Master of which is a Roman 
Catholic Clergyman. The Govemore of this School are the Visitors. There are 
po particular Statuleis, 'except those Rules 'relative to the Exhibition^ and the 
admittance of free Scholars recommended by the Governors, as alreadj 
slated. 

A Mr. Harris, of Cork, left the Profit-RehtS of tt\'0 Houses in Cork, in the yemt 
lj^3 (their value not specified) for the establishment of a Mathematical^Lectureishi]^ 
iipon certain conditions at this School ; but the Wquest has never been paid to this 
j&iidowment, for what reasoh we kre uninformed. 

CORPORATION SCHOOL, WATERFORD CITY: 

We have not been able to trace the history of this Endowment, and acconUxig 
to the conception of the present Master, whom we examined in May 1809, it 
is . optional on the part of the Cor^>bration of Waterford, whether to allow any 
Salary or not: they have never, however, refused to pay the Master of this 
(School ; for it appeats, that one hundred pounds per annum has been annually 
paid by tiie Corporation, by Orderg on their City Chamberlain, to the Master 
for the time being, who is likewise bound in consideration of this Salary to 
preach and read prayers on evo^y Sunday m Saint Olave's Church in that City ; 
the occasional duties of the Parish being discharged by a Curate. The pi^- 
sent Master, the Reverend John Fraser,. was appointed by the Corporation of 
Watertbrd, in the year 1 793, by an Order entered in the Corporation Books^ 
. The School 1 1 >use consists of two adjoining tenements, situate in Stephen*' 
Street in Watiertbrd, one of which waa purchased by the Corporation (in whlit^ 
year we are not infonned,) and the other erected by them at an expense o£ 
about I,. too/. They are capable of accommodating sixty Boarders, but are 
stated to have been at the time of our examination ot tlie Master in bad repair, 
and what repaii-s have been made have been executed at tlie expense of the 
Master. There were in the School in 1800, six Boarders and twenty Day- 
scholars, none of which are free, nor does it appear that any such privilege is 
claimed. Mr. Eraser's tenns are for Boarders, thirty Guineas per anfium, and 
4iix Guineas entrance ; for Day-scholars that learn Latin, six Guineas per annum, 

and 
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und for English Scholars four, and one Guinea entrance for both, with the usual Classical 
opportunities of Instruction in Arithmetic, French, Dancing, &c. upon paying iJch<wi»f ' 
for the sajBQ, It appears that this Master has hadi heretofore at one time vftj" yov^^ 
live Scholars, of which twenty-three were Boarders ; at present he has no Usher 
or classical assistant It does not appear that there are any statutes or regulations 
for the government of this School, nor any Visitors, unless the Members of the 
Corporation of Waterford, in whom the appointment is vested, are to be considered 
as such ; nor has any other Endowment or Bequest been made for the use of this' 
School, except an exhibition of 15/. given by the Will of the late Doctor* 
Downes, of Waterford, for the use of a Student in Trinity College, till he shall 
have arrived at the. standing of A. M. such Student to be from time to time elected 
in the manner and subject to the conditions set forth in Doctdr Downes's Will. 
The course is much the same as that pursued in most of the classical Schools iii 
Ireland. There are two other classical Schools, but not upon any foundations; 
kept by private individuals in the City of Waterford, 

DUNDALK SCHOOL: 

This Endowment, situate in the Town of Dundalk, and County of Louth,^ 
consists of a School House capable of containing twenty-five Boarders, buih by the 
Corporation of Dundalk, and one Acre of Land granted by them for the use of 
the Master, together with an annuity of fifty pounds per annum payable to the 
Master and hi^ successors by the Earl (^ lioden, who inherited the Estates of 
the late Earl of Clanbrassil. This annuity was granted in consequence of a 
compact entered into between the late Earl of Clanbrassil and the Corporation, 
soon after the time of the original foundation.offbe School; the latter having given 
to the former a part of certain Comition& near the Town which were their property, 
upon condition that tiie Earl of Clanbrassil would endow this School with fifty 
pounds per annum ; and oblige the Master to educate the Sons of the I^reemen 
of the Corporation for half a Guinea per quarter each. The Reverend Gervai^ 
flnlay is the present Master of this School ; he was appointed by the late Earl of 
Clanbrassil, the 9th of September 1787. He had, when we examined him in May 
1809, thirty-six Scholars, fourteen of whom were Boarders, and of his Day- 
jKholars fourteen availed tiiemselves of the privilege of the grant in favour of the 
Sons of Freemen, and paid two Guineas per annum for their Education; the 
other Day-scholars paid four Guineas per annum, and one entrance, and hift 
hoarders twenty-four Guineas a year, and five entrance. At this School Mt. 
iinlay has formerly had forty-eight Scholars, of whom seventeen were Boarders. 
The Scholars have the usual opportunities of Instruction in French, &c^ from 
Masters who attend, and on reasonable terms. There are two assistants kept at 
the expense of the Master, at the Salaries of 25/. per aimum each, with board and 
lodgings the one a classical assistant, and the other a teacher of Writing and 
Mathematics. It appears that the School House is kept in repair by the Master ; 
peculiar attention appears to have been paid by Mr. Finlay, to the Religious I9- 
struction of his Pupils, and to the appropriate employment of Sunday ; mere are 
two other classical Schools, but not upon any foundations, kept in the Town of 
Dundalk, one by a Dissenter, the other by a Roman Catholic, the latter a very 
considerable one. 

LISMORE SCHOOL: 

There is a small Endowment for a School at Lismore, which was founded in 
the year 1610, by the Earl of Cork, who endowed it with a Rent-charge of 30./. 
per annum, and half an Acre of Land. There is a School House capable of con- 
taining sixty Boarders; the Duke of Devonshire is the present Patron of this 
SchodT, by whom the present Master, tiie Reverend Thomas Crauford, was appointed, 
in the year 1774, and who had formerly a very flourishing Classical School, aod 
entered a great number of young men in the College of Dublin, who were a credit 
to his foundation ; but owing to his great age and infirmities there are no Scholars 
at present educated at this Endowment 

BAND0N SCHOOL: 

. TiiEEE is a classical School at Bandon, endowed by an Earl of Cork and Bpr- 
Ungton, in the year 161 o. The Ehdowincot is twenty pounds lannually, aRent-

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Clastical charge on the Estates of the Founder, to which the Duke of Devonshire, as is 

Schools, stated to us, gives every year a similar sum of rio/. The Reverend William 

R)undati' n SuUivan is the present Master, he inhabits a House lately built by order of the late 

> Duke, for which he is to pay an annual rent proportioned to the expense of the 

building ; what this rent is we have not been informed ; the Master has at present, 

twenty Boarders and twenty-five Day-scholars, he has one classical assistant; 

DO stipulation is made in the Endowment for the gratuitous Education of any 

Scholars. 

KINGSALE SCHOOL: 

There is in the Town of Kingsale a classical School, endowed in 1767 by 
Lord de ClitFord, with a Salary of fifty pounds per annum, together with a large 
House formerly the residence of his ancestor Mr. Southwell. The House had 
been suffered to go much to decay, but is now under repair at his Lordships 
expense, and will be capable of accommodating a considerable number of Boarders. 
The Schoolmaster is the "Reverend John Stewart, who has been lately appointed 
upon the resignation of Mr. Markham, who (his state of healtli not permitting him 
to perform the duties of the School) retired with the full Salary by stipulation with 
Mr. Stewart. The School was kept in 1810 in j\Ir. Ste\vart's private House, 
wherein he is not able to accommodate more than t^o or three Boarders ; he had 
then about thirty Day-scholars. The Boys educating at this School are the Sons 
of the neighbouring Gentlemen and wealthier class of Shopkeepers. 

CASTLEBAR: 

There was a Classical School kept in the Town of Castlebar in the year 1798: 
this was a very small Endowment of twenty pounds per annum, given by Lora 
Lucan ; but soon after that year this School was discontmued, and there is now no 
Classical School in Castlebar, as we are informed. 

CHARLEVILLE SCHOOL: 

This School was endowed by the ancestors of Lord Cork ; in what year we have 
been unable to trace. The original Deed of Endowment has been stated to us to 
have been destroyed by fire, and is not registered. We find firom a document in 
our possession, drawn up by a Member of the former Board of Education in 1 788, 
that in that year there were in Charleville the ruins of a large School House, which 
was destroyed by fire. The Endowment is forty pounds a year, paid by the 
present Lord Cork, who is stated to be very anxious that this School should flourish. 
We are informed, that there is at present a commodious School House, and that 
Lord Cork accommodates the Master with a House and Garden at a low rent, for 
his habitation. A Mr. Willett is the present Master ; he has eight Boarders and 
twenty Day-boys. 

LIFFORD SCHOOL: 

A School was endowed here by Sir Richard Hansard, in the Reign of James 
the First, who by Will charged his Estate with tliirty pounds per annum for a 
Master, and twenty pounds for an Usher of a Grammar School at Lifford. There 
was in the year 1788, a small House for the Master, and another for the Lusher, 
and a School House which could accommodate ten Toarders, according to a docu- 
ment belonging to the former Board of 1788 in our possession. The Reverend 
Mr. Knox enjoys thirty pounds per annum, the Salary of the Endowment, of 
which he was appointed Master many years since by Lord Erne, the Proprietor of 
the Hansard Estate. At present, by his account, there is a School House detached, 
and another large House, which is divided between him and a Mr. MX'rea, an 
old man, and a Land Surveyor, who receives the Usher's salary of twenty 
pounds per annum, and who employs an English Miister at a salary of six 
pounds per annum, and the pn.fits of the Scholars, to teach Waiting and Arithmetic 
to about thirty of the Children of the Town. The present Master has stated 
to us, that he has made efforts to obtain Scholars but without success, there 
. being several classical Schools of good reputation near the Town and in the 
Neighbourhood. The House and School House are kept in repair by him. He 
states that upon his appointment he found them in very b^d condition, and

' age of 25 years, five pounds and a loom, and a small holding, in preference to 
other tenants \ylu) may ofibr." 

And he left the half of his Fork-hill Estate in the County of Ai*magh " to 
.be employed in prop agating ihe r el i gon ^ tmr hlcssed Saviour, partieij^a^Iy in 
the East, by adding to the number of Danish and other Protestant Missicmaries, 
as his said Trustees or any three of them, (a Bishop being one) shiall think pro^ 
per;'' and he bequeathed several Legacies and Annuities besides to different 
persons. 

Several doubts and difeculties having arisen relative to the legal construe* 
tion of this Will, . the Trustees of the Charitable Be(|[uests, and tiie various De- 
visees under the Will^ entered into Articles of Agreement for a division of the 
property, which Agreement was ratified by an Act of Parliament passed in 1789 : 
by this Agreement, one thousand pounds ^r aiiiYum was to be applied to the 
Charity for flbt propagation of the Gospel in the East, and three hundred and 
seventy-five ppunds for ever to he applied by the said Trustees for the Charity, 
for the children of members of the Church of Ireland. Tlus sum erf 375 /. per 
annum constitutes the present endowment of the Schools in the Parish of Fork- 
hill. 

. The plan adopted by th? Trustees tifter the passing of this Act, and ever sinciej 
acted upon; with occasional improvements, has been, to afford the means of In- 
st|-uction and Clothing, as far as Funds would admit, to all the Poor Children in 
Ais Parish; indiscriminately, but under Protestant Masters and Mistresses ; 
for this purpose there 'were three Schools built at different ex.txemities of the 
Parish \vith suitable dwelling-houses for Masters, and two for Mistresses to in- 
struct tiie Girls in sewing and needle- work. The School-houses are stated to 
us to be ail af present in complete and perfect good order, and to be kept so 
out of the Fund. There are altogether about 380 Children of botli sexes who 
attend these schools, of which number about 50 are Protestants. The Masters 
of the Male Schools have 40/. per aiinum each, out of which they are obliged to' 
pay an Assistant; the two School-mistresses have each a Salary of 20/. each: 
all have houses to reside in. There is besides an Inspector over tlie Schools at a 
Salary of 40 /. per annum, who is generally the resident Clergyman of the Pa- 
rish. There are many oiF the Scholars who when educated are apprenticed to 
different trades, but chiefly the weaving trade, under Protestant Masters, and 
at the expiration of their Apprenticeships they receive each 10/. and a loom. 
Tho Schoob are ^11 Supplied out of the fund w*ith paper, ink, books and slates. 

The Trustees of this Charity meet Quarterly, any three of whom form a 
Board, and examine mto the dtate of the Schools, and the conduct of the 
Masters, &c. &c. 

DRELINCOURT'S CHARITY SCHOOL. 

This School, which is situated in the Town of Armagh, was founded in the 
y^ar 1732 by the Widow of Dean Drelincourt. The present Income of the 
School is as foUo^n :

* — jicxt year eight more, and in the year after, eight more; and for many years 

Diqi:^se of subsequent to this period, that number of Children were maintamed in the 

Armagh. School. But in consequence of this very improvident Act of Parliament, by 

which a Rent-charge of 175/. per annum was fixed for ever as the Annual 

Fund for the support of this School, as the value of money decreased, and 

tlie necessaries of lile increased in price, tlie number of tlie Children have from 

year to year been reduced, so much so, that at present tliere are but nine Boys in 

llie School. 

There is a School-master at a Salary of twelve guineas p>er annum, and a 
Mistress who lives in the School-house, and who is a lineal descendant of the 
founder, at a Salary of 61. per annum, the sum fixed by Mr. Rainey in his Will. 
• The Children are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic ; the Boys are apprenticed 
to Trades, with a Fee of fifty shillings each, and a new suit of clothes ; they 
are taken into the School without any distinction of religion, but whilst at School 
are brought up as members of the Established Church. There is no Fund for the 
repair of the School-house ; and a few years ago, it being much out of order, the 
number of the Children was reduced, in order to accumulate a sufficient sum to 
put it into good repair, which it is now represented to us to be in. The Accounts 
of tlie School seem to be regularly kept. There is no Visitor of the School 
appointed by the Act of George II. but his Grace the Primate has at different 
times inspected this School. 

FEMALE ORPHAN SCHOOL. 

Circular Roady Dublin. 

Diocese of This Establishment was first instituted in the year 1 790, in an old house 
Dubhn. ]j^ Prussia-Street, in the City of Dublin, by two benevolent ladies, tlie late 
Mrs. Edward Tighe, and the late Mrs. Charles Este ; the number of Orphans at 
first was only hve, which has been gradually increased to tlie present number, 
one hundred and fifty. Two years after the first opening of the Institution in 
Prussia-sti'eet, tlie sale of the present School-house was fixed on ; and a Lease of 
half an Acre of Land in perpetuity having been obtained from Lord Monk, the 

Present very spacious School-house and Buildings were erected thereon by private 
)onations and Subscriptions. The Trustees of the Establishment have rented 
eleven acres of Land adjoining the House, at tlie price of ten j)ounds four sliiiniigs 
and nine-pence per acre. 

The Cliiidrcn received into this Foundation are Female Orphans, between the 
ages of five and ten years at the time of admission, and destitute of the means of 
• support; they must also be recommended by a Subscriber, and their Orphanism 
certified by the Minister or Curate, and Churchwardens of their respective Parishes. 
A Penal Bond is also required to be passed, subjecting some solvent friend of each 
Child applying for admission, to the payment of 50/. in the event of eitlier Pai'ent 
of the Child received being alive. 

The Children, who are lodged, dieted, clothed, and instnicted, are taught reading, 
writing, and aritJimetic, and instructed in the principles of tJie Christian Religion; 
they are also taught all sorts of Needle-work, Knitting, and Household work, to 
qualify them to become useful sei-vants. 

The only permanent Fimd for the support of this most useful arid well- 
conducted Institution, arises from the interest of .5,700/. Govemnrient five per cent 
Stock, which was an accumulation of Legacies, private Subscriptions, and 
Donations. 

Parliament gives an annual Grant of money to this Foundation, the average of 
ivhich, for the last three years, has been 1,633/. ^3^- 4^- per annum;

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There was also a • sum of 2,500 /. granted by Parliament for building a Chapel, 
but which being found too small for the purpose, has been laid out in Government 
■Debentures, the Interest to accuniulate until the sum is sufficient for the purpose 
intended.

The number of Children apprenticed as Servants (including nine who have been 
given out to their friends, who were able to maintain them) has amounted, since 
tlie first establishment, to one hundred and sixteen. 

The average Expenditure of tlie Establishment, for three years ending 5th January 
1811, has been 2,693/. 2s, gd. 

It is conducted by Governors and Governesses, who meet at the School-house 
on the first day of each month (Jcuiuary, August, September, and October excepted) 
to transact the business thereof. 

CALVERSTOWN. 

Sir Richard Levinge, Baronet, "who formerly resided at Calverstown, and 
died in the year 1 747, bequeathed the I^nds of I^ken in the County of Meath, 
partly let in fee-farm, and partly for 900 years, for 91/. 16^. for tlie main- 
tenance and instruction, at Calverstown, of Poor Children, and for binding them out 
apprentices. 

There is a School-house, which is reported to be in pretty good condition ; but 
there are only seven Boys at present maintained in tiie Establishment, for whom 
the -Master is allowed 8 /. per head for their support, schooling, &c. 

Wc have referred it to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations, to make 
enquiries respecting a considerable Arrear now due of the Aimuity of this School, 
charged upon the Lands of Lacken by the Fomider. 
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BLESSINGTON SCHOOL. 



There is a School at Blessington, in the County of Wicklow, founded by 
the first Marquis of Downshire, m which it was proposed, that Twenty Sons 
of Protestant Tenants of his Estate, should be taught reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, and to be clothed ; to be admitted at eight years of age, and 
dismissed at twelve. In all the Estate, as we are informed, from the first 
foundation of the School' till now, there could not be got so many Sons of Pro- 
testants whose, parents would permit them to take the benefit of tlie Listitution: 
Roman Catholic Children have therefore been admitted. The Endowment consists 
of an House and Garden, and a Salary of 1 5 /. per annum to the Master, and an 
allowance for Fuel of 4 /. 6 s. 8 d. The Cliildren pay for tiieir schooling at the 
usual rates of Poor Schools ; the number at present on tlie Establishment has not 
been returned to us. 

CASTLE-KNOCK. 

William Crosthwaite, Esq. by Deed dated i5tli Aumst 1720, granted 10/. 
yearly for ever, issuing; out of the Impropriate Rectory of loUystown, hi the County 
of Meath, to the Arclibisliop of Dublin for the time being, in trust, for tlie Edu- 
cation of Poor Children of the Parishes of Castle-knock, Mullahidart, and Con- 
fiillali. Diocese of Dublin. 

There are Twelve Children instructed gratis at present on this foundation.

MORGAN'S CHARITY SCHOOLS. 

In tlic year 1773, Richard Morgan, Esq. of Newcastle, in the County of 
Dublin, by his la»t Will and Testament, after bequeathing several Legacies 
to different persons, and certain Annuities to his nearest relatives, devised all 
his [>crsonal Property, and real and freehold Estates, " in trust, to the Lord 
Primate of Ireland, tlie Archbisliop of Dublin, tlie Chief Justice of tlie King's 
Bench, the Chief Paron of the Exchequer, and the Lord Mayor of tlie City 
of Dublin, all for the time being, and their Successors for ever; out of the 
produce of the said I^tate, to erect and furnish two separate Buildings, for 
tlie following purposes ; to wit, one to provide for the accommodation of one 
Jiundrcd l^ys, the other for the accommodation of one hundred (jirls, the 
Children ot poor reduced Protestant Parents; to be clothed, dieted, lodged, 
educated, and instructed in reading, writing, arithmetic, and other useful 
and necessary qualifications for persons of their condition in life, under the 
inspection of proper Masters and Mistresses, and when of sufficient age, to 
be apprenticed to Protestant Masters and Mistresses, paying witli each an 
Apprentice Fee of .5 /." And it is by said Will provided, that a sum not ex- 
ceeding 3,000 /. should be cxj^nded in said Buildings ; and it was further directed 
by the Will, that in case the fund should produce a greater sum annually than 
would be sufficient for the said purposes, that the Surj)lus should be applied in 
portionuig such of the Children as should behave well in their Apprenticeships, 
and should intermarry with Protestants ; and it was furtlicr directed by Mr. Moi^gan 
in his Will, that the said Buildings should be erected on Lands to be taken not 
exceeding two miles fi'om the City of Dublin, witliin a convenient distance from 
a Parish Church, and tliat not more tlian two acres of Land should be appropriated 
to each Building. 

Mr. Morgan died in the year 1784, 

His nephew and heir at law, John Godley, Esq. immediately contested the Wil], 
on the grounds that the Testator was not of a sound and disposing mind at the time 
of his making it. 

Tlie Committee of Charity of the Irish House of I^rds, in tiie year 1791, taking 
mto consideration the Will and charitable Bequests of Mr. Morgan, com- 
menced tor the Trustees a Suit in Chancery against Mr. Godley, who had 
entered into possession of the real and peraonal property of the Testator; and 
M tlie Law Suit was certain to be a contested, tedious and expensive one, and 
the issue of it was thought to be doubtful, the (Committee of Charity of the 
Irish House of Lords in 1792 recommended to the Trustees to enter into an 
agreement with Mr. Godley, and the other persons claiming under the WiU, 
to divide the real and personal Property of the Testator into two equal parts, 
one part thereof to be allotted to the Charity, and tlie other to tlie said Mr. 
Godley and the other claimants; and accordingly all Parties having con- 
sented to this arrangement, an Act of Parliamait, the expenses of whicli were 
paid out of the Fund, was passed in the 33d year of Cieorge the Thirds to con- 
firm said Agieemciit, and to incorporate tiie Trustees aforesaid, and their Suc- 
cessors for ever, by the name of " The Trustees of Morgan's Charity 
Schools." 

An amicable Bill for the partition of the Property was afterguards instituted, 
and a Decree for a division of the Estate and the personal Property obtained 
in the Court of Exchajuer in the year 1795. The execution of this Decree 
was however delayed in consequence of the death of Mr. Godley. It was at 
length finally obtained, and a commission issued for the partition; and the 
several Estates were equally divided between the Trustees and the Heirs of 
Mr. Godley; and a very respectable gentleman, Mr. Charles Hamilton, was 
appointed their Agent by the Trustees, a sufficient Fund having been coUected 
for the purposes of building the two School-houses. At lengtli, in 1810, some

l>y the rarhament of Ireland, at tlic Union, for the Borough of Swords, b^ 
{\\v .sum of 1.5,000/. And as this was one of what were called Foiuallopino 
Jtorouglis, and not private property, tlie sum allowed by Parliament to each 
J!orough, which at the Union was to cease to send Members to Parliament, was 
V(\sted in 'JVuslecs, namely, Ihe Chancellor, Archbishop of Dubhn, liishop of 
Kildare, Provost of Trinity College Dublin, Dean of St. Patricks, and the 
V^icar of the Parish; and it was determined by them to found a Scliool in the 
Town of Swords, for the education of the Children of the lower orders of the 
people, without any distinction of Religious persuasions; accordingly a very 
handsome and commodious School-house was erected, at an expence of above 
2,000 /. There are, a Master, Mistress, and Superintendent, at a Salary of titty 
pounds {)er annum each. The School was opened in the year 1 800 ; since which 
tinie abovfe twenty Children have been apprenticed from it to different Trades. 
There are now on the books 261 Children, of which number 127 are Bovs, 
and 134 (iirls; all are Day-scholars, and instructed gratuitously in reading, 
writing and aritlimctic. The most intelligent Scholars of each sex are appointed 
]Monitors of Clashes, and each Monitor is allow ed ten shillings per (juarter Salary. 
A fee, in no cases less than 10/. or more than 2')/. is given with each Child 
apprenticed, and tlie mi .-L deser\ing Children, and those who have attended the 
School regidarly, are, at a public annual examination, selected and recommended 
to tlie Trustees for ApjirciUiceships. 

Connected with this r^-Cablishment, and supported out of its funds, are also a 
DisjX'iisan-, and at Coal-yard, for ^npplying with Medicine gratis when wanted, 
and witli CoaU at a reduced price, the Parents of the poorest Children who 
have regulariy attended tiie School; the other indigent Inhabitants of Swords, 
u|H)n pn^|)cr recommendations, arc entitled to the benefits botli of the Dis- 
jHUisar} and of tliC Coal-yard. 

SWORDS. 

Dean Si^r^lovillo, in the year 1703, bequeathed a sum of money for the sup- 
}v»ri i^f a School in the l^arish of Swords, for the Children of poor Protestants. 
Wo tMul tliat the then Attorney General, at tlie relation of tlie Churchwardens 
o\ t!ie lar'ish, in the year 1779, filed a Bill in Cliancery for the recovery of this 
Ciiarilv, '1 he Suit was abandoned ; but on wliat grounds we have not been able 
to .isccrtain.

Mr, James Knight, by Deed dated the 30th November 1725, granted a Rent- 
charge for ever of 60/ yearly, for the support of a Charity School then kept 
in the Little Close behind the Cathedral of Saint Patrick's in Dublin, " for 
clothing, educating and binding out Apprentices, 20 Boys of poor Popish 
Parents, to be bred up Protestants : If the Children of such Parents are not to 
be had, the Children of poor Protestants are to be admitted." A long and 
expensive Suit for the recovery of this Charity, was instituted, and a decree in its 
favour given about the year 1780; the Rent-charge however is not now paid, 
or any School kept on this foundation. The Trustees of this Charity are the 
Archbishop of Dublin, the Dean of Saint Patiick's, and other Dignitaries of the 
Chapter. We have been informed by a member of the IJoaid, the I^)rd Bishop 
of Killalla, who, when Dean of Saint Patrick's, had fully investigated this business, 
that William Humphrey, Esquire, whose Estate is subject to this Rent-charge, 
has expressed his willingness to come to an amicable agi-eement with the Trustees, 
and to pay the arrear.

CELBRIDGE CHARITY SCHOOL. 

This is an Endowment by the late Right honourable William Connolly, 
Speaker of the Irish House of Commons in the reign of George the First ; and 
is situated at Celbridge in the County of Dublin. Here is a School-house 
sufficiently large to accommodate one hundred Children, with a garden and 
four acres under yard, out-offices and pasture, together with 45 acres of Land 
round the House, partly enclosed by an 8 feet high wall. The original Endow- 
ment was a rent-charge of 250 /. per annum on the Connolly Estate, to which 
Mr. William Connolly, the nephew of the Founder, gave additional Lands, so as 
to make the number of acres attached to the Endowment fifty ; and which are 
valued at four pounds per acre ; an annuity for ever of 9 /. per annum wasn 
purchased for 200 /. some years ago, which sum was the Donation of the late 
Counsellor Theobald Wolf; the permanent income of the Endowment is there- 
fore 450/. per annum. 

The late Right honourable Thomas Connolly made the School a furtlier 
grant for the lives of six persons, four of which are dropped (Lady Louisa 
Connolly and a Mr. John Simmons being the survivors,) and during their 
lives tlie School is entitled to receive per annum 50/. more, Mr. Connolly's 
annuity. 

In consequence of an application made in February 1809 by Lady Louisa 
Connolly, the only surviving Trustee, this Establishment was in the montli of 
December in the same year transferred to the management of the Incorporated 
Society for promoting Protestant Schools in Ireland, and the funds applicable to 
its support were legally vested in that Board. Under this aiTangement, provision 
has been made by the Society for the constant reception of thirty Children, at 
the recommendation of the Representatives of the late Mr. Connolly, because 
the School having been originally instituted and endowed for the benefit of tlie 
tenantry on the Estate of that Family, it appeai'ed proper that the first step 
should be to secure their Interest in it. 

There were in the School, at the time the incorpomted Society got possession 
of it, twenty-seven female Children, which number has been since increased to 
one hundred and six ; and the additional Buildings, which have been under- 
taken by order of the Society, and which are completed, aftbrd, as we are in- 
i()rnied, ample accommodation for one hundred and eighty Children. A local 
and 8U{)crintending Committee has been formed of the most respectable ladies 
and gentlemen of the neighbourhood, on the recommendation of the Lady Louisa 
Connolly ; the Curate of Leixlip is the Cateciiist, and there is a regular attending 
Apotliecary ; there is a Master and Mistress over this Establishment, a female 
Usher has been also appointed, and under their superintendence, with the 
assistance of the elder Girls acting as Monitors, the Children are carefully 
instructed in reading, writing and aritiimetic, and the principles of the Protestant 
Religion; and the Children, during hours set apart for labour,, are employed

RATHCOOL SCHOOL. 

This School is situated in the villanje of Rathcool, about ten miles from 
Dublin, and was endowed by a Mrs. fiercer, in the year 1 734, who left ber 
Estates to fiie Trustees, viz. the Archbishop of Dublin, tlie Bishop of Kildare, 
the Dean of St. Patrick's, the Archdeacon of Dublin, and the Minister of St. 
iJridget's Church in Dublin, all for the time being; for two purposes: first 
for paying annually thereout one hundred pounds to the Sick Poor of the 
Parishes of St. Bridget, St. Peter's, St. Nicholas without, and St. Luke ; and 
next for the maintenance of as many Protestant Children as tlie residue of the 
Income could atford. 

In the year 1 744, the School-house was completed : it is a good and .sub- 
stantial Building, in excellent repair ; at first, 20 female Children were received, 
now (1812) fifty Girls are maintained, clothed, and educated, the Income being 
increased from 330/. per annum to 635/. 16^. T d. subject to the 100/. per 
annum to the Parishes before mentioned, with a prospect of further increase at 
the expiration of some of the existing Leases, the greater part of which arc 
determinable. Besides the Estate, the sum of 450 /. five per cent Stock, ha.s 
been lately bought out of the Savings, and two Bequests to the. School, adding 
now 22/. 10^. per annum to the Income of the Charity. This Stock is vested 
in the joint names of the present Bishop of Killalla, and the Reverend Peter 
Lcfanu, Minister of St. Bridget's, who succeeded the present Bishop of Killalla 
in tlie superintendence and management of this School, under tlie controul of 
the Trustees, and who also, after the example of his Lordship, collects the Rents 
without any charge to tlie Charity, 

The Mistress of the School has a Salary of 1 2 /. a year, and is also allowed 
sixpence per diem for her diet: the Master, who is her husband, has twelve 
pounds per annum. The Children are maintained for ^{d- per day each, and 
twenty acres of the Land is annexed to the House, which the Master is allowed 
rent-tree, together with six cows, bought at the expense of tlie Institution, to 
make up for the smallness of the Allowance of ^\d. per head a day for each 
Child's tbod. There is also a Gardener and one Maid Servant paid by tlie 
Trustees ; so tliat the maintenance of each Child, exclusive qf the Salaries of the 
Establishment, may be estimated at 10/. each. 

The present annual Expenditure of this Establishment is not much above 
500 /. so that if the Establi^ment continues to be conducted with as much 
economy as heretofore, more Savings will be gradually made for contingent Expenses, 
arising from sickness, repairs, furniture, and in time for the increase of the number 
on the Establishment 

The Children are taught, besides reading, writing and arithmetic, spinning, 
knitting, needle-work, and particulaily every species ot household country employ- 
ment : their religious education is also carefully attended to. 

The Girls when fit, are apprenticed to Trades and Services, as opportunities 
offer. 

This Charity for many years past has been and still is extremely well conducted 
in every respect The Trustees visit the School, and hold frequent Boards^ and 
pass the Accounts at stated periods.

TUBBRIT SCHOOL. 

This School, which is situated at Tubbrit, in the County of Fermanagh, 
was founded under the Will of George Vaughan, Esq. dated tlie 23d day of 
June 1735, who devised all his Estate in the County of Fermanagh, and all 
his other Lands of Inheritance, Freehold and otlier Leases,, to tlie then 
Primate of Ireland, tlie Lords Bishop of Derry, Clogher, Raphoe, Elphin, 
Kilmore, Meath, and their Successors, together with certain other persons 
named in his Will, in trust, that tliey should yearly and every year lay out 
the sum of two thousand pounds in the purchase of Lands of Inheritance in 
fee simple, and continue so to do, until the annual amount of these new 
purchases, and the income of his Estates so devised, should amount to the 
clear yearly value of four thousand pounds; and his Will then directed, that 
xchm and so soon as such purchases shall be completed, and tlie Estates shall 
produce an income of four thousand pounds per annum, that his Trustees shall 
thai set apart so much of his Estates in the County of Fermanagh and County 
of Donegal, and of the Lands so to be purchased as aforesaid, as should 
make up and amount to 2,000/. per annum, which sum tlie Trustees aforesaid 
were to appropriate to the erection and support of a School-house and School, 
sufficiently large to contain three hundred Boys and two hundred Girls, who 
were to be maintained, educated, and instructed in the several branches of 
the Linen Manufacture, and in Hasbandrv, in such manner, as the said Trus- 
tees shall from time to time tliink most lit and convenient Said Endowment 
to be called and known by the name of " The Charitable Charter School of 
George Vaughan, Esq." He also desired that a Church should be built for the' 
use of the Children of the Establishment; and he further directed by his 
Will, that the other moiety of his Estate, amounting to two thousand pounds 
per annum, should be vested also in his Trustees, in trust, and for tlie use 
of his wife during her life, and after her death to several of his relations, who 
are specified in his Will, to the use to each for life of this income of 2,000/. 
witli remainilers to the heirs male, and the survivor of them during life, and 
in default of such Heirs, remainder to the Incorporated Society for promotbig 
English Prottfstant Charter Schools. Mr. George Vaughan having died in the year 
1763, and his Executors named in his Will having renounced the execution 
thereof, and his nephew Basil Brooke, Esquire, having taken out administration 
and soon alter died, and another nephew, Gustavus Brooke, Esquire, having suc-

There were 52 Ciiiklren educated at tliis School within this year of 
wl«ch number 40 remained on the Establishment the 2jth December 1810. This 
J is represented to iw as a very well-regulated • Charity. A part of the Income of 
this Endowment, which arises from Lands, we are informed wifi soon rise very 
considerably^ 

DEANE'S CHARITY SCHOOL. 

Moses Deanc, Esq. in the year 172G, left a concern in Cock-pit Lane, in the 
•CityofCork, worth about 136 /. per annum yearly, with directions that the said 
yearly rent should be put out to interest, for the jmrpose (hiter alia) of raising the 
sum of 1,200/. each, foi' the support of four Schools in the City of Cork, for 
educating and cloUiing twenty Boys and twenty Girls in each School. The interest 
of the Charity in tlie concerns in Cock-pit Lane, has expired about ten years since. 
There has been but one School established, which is in St. Peter's Parish. 
^Ir. Trench of Marino, the representative of the family, some years ago paid, as 
we are informed, into the hands of the Rector of St. Nicholas Parish 1,200 L which 
is now in the Funds, and has accumulated to 2,750/. The Parishes of Christ 
t^hurch and St. Mary's Shandon have not received their proiX)rtions, and have 
lately applied to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations for their inter- 
ference. 

There are at present twenty-five Boys and twenty-five Girls in this School, who 
«re clothed and educated. Its present Income consiijts of 72 /., paid by tlie Corpo- 
ration of Cork, but whether a voluntary annuity, or otherwise, is not stated to us; 
12 /. per annum paid by the representatives of Mr. Lysagfit, a Bequest; and 29 1 
.15 ^. jxiid out of Deane'^ Fund.— ^Total 1 1.3 1. 15 s. per annum. 

The School is kept in a very large house, capable of accommodating one hundred 
Children, which was originally the School-house belonging to Moses Deanes 
Endowment, "who during his lifetime erected il, and an Alms-house, and by 
•liis Will, dated in 1734, bcqueated rent-charges for ever, amounting to 216/. 
yearly, for their support The intentions of the Testator in this case have not 
been carried into effect by his Representatives, no rent being paid for the last 
thirty, .or forty years, and flie Estate no longer remains in the Family of the 
Founcler. 

A Suit was instituted in 1788 by the then Bishopof Cloyne, for the recovery of 
this Charity, but unsuccessfully, as we are iaformed. 



SHARMAN'S SCHOOL. 

A ^Irs. Sharman, and an Archdeacon Pomeroy, endowed a School many years 
-since in Hammond Lane, in the city of Cork. The total income of their joint 
Bequests, is now 23 /. per annum, tor which sum five Boys are educated gratis. 
The Master educates other Children, for whose instruction he is paid by the 
.parents. 

]Mrs. Sharman also endowed a School in St. Finsibury's Parish, in the City of 
Cork, with 10 /. per annum. In tliis School seventy Children arc now taught

BISHOP LESLIE'S SCHOOL. 

In a Document dmwn up by a Member of tlie Board of Education of 1788^ 
and now in our possession, we find the following Memorandums : " Robert 
Leslie, Bishop of Cloghcr, wlio died in 1672, devised the Interest of 500 i. 
for the maintenance oi a Free School at -Clogher. This money has never been 

applied." 

BISHOP GARNET'S SCHOOL. 

*^ By the Will of Doctor Garnet, Bishop of Clogher, it appears that at a 
meetmg of tlie Trustees of Bishop Sterne's Chaiities, it was ordered that a 

sum 
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rr.r^.>==^ Scliool-hoiise and Garden he is allowed rent-free. Besides these Boys on fi» 
^V?J!!^!;,/' FianKlation, he has six Boarders and twenty-five Day-scholars, Protestants and 
ronna«-jf.n. Ti^'^^ian Cathollcs. Nine of these Children are taught the Classics, the rest 

:\aiJing, writing and arithmetic; the School is of the greatest benefit to the 
to'.vn and neighbourhood, and the intentions of the Founder carried into fuH 
etVci t. The income of the Estate is now about one hundred and sixty-five pounds 
ptr annum. 

A\'e are indebted to the Lord Bishop of Cloyne, who is ths Inspector of thiir 
School, for the above account of this very well conducted Foundation. 

YOUGIIALL 

Thi^^ School was endowed by the Earl of Cork, in the year 1610, witli a large 
House, and a Salary of 30/. per annum for the Master: it was kept as a Classic 
School in 1 788. The Lord Bishop of Cloyne has made the following Report upon 
ihe present stat6 of this School. 

" The ]Mastcr of the School of YoughaJl, the Rev. Mr. Hackett, having been 
appointed by the late Duke of Devonshire (who is Lord Cork's representative) 
contrary, as I understand, to the wishes of the Corporation of Youghall, com- 
j>lained frequently to me of being opposed and discouraged by the latter, and 
though he seemed anxious to do his duty, it was a matter in which I could give 
him no relief. In consequence of this discouragement, he gave up his pupils and 
left the place, but it is represented to me tliat he still continues to receive the 
Salaiy from the Duke or his Agent, though the Charity is entirely firustrated, ami 
the School-bouse hired by.a«ianufacturer for the purposes ^f his ^ade/' 



BUTTEVANT. 

Tlie Countess of Lanesborough endowed this School, in the year 1 698^ witli a 
. House^ half an acre of Land, and 20 /. per annum. 

At CASTLEHARRISON, 

Near Charleville, in the Diocese of Cloyne, a School-house was built by 

Henry Harrison, Esquire, and endow^ed with 20 1, per annum, charged upon aa 

Estate in Dublin ; of tlie present ^condition of the endow ments at Buttevant and 

Castleharrison, we have received the following account from the Lord Bishop of 

'Cloyne: 

" The School at Buttevant, founded by Lady lanesborough, having no revenue 
but what arose from Lands which were Leasehold, and the Lease having long 
since expired, the property has changed its owner, and tlie School has of course 

ceabcd. 

'' "Hie School of Castleharrison near Charleville, has been many years without a 
Scholar. There, is a House belonging to this School, and a Salary, which ought 
to be paid by Mr. Harrison, of 201. per annum; and on the Charitable Committee 
of the Irish House of Lords interfering about 28 years ago, the School-house was 
repaired and some arrears recovered, but nothing effectual has been done since, 
and the present owner of the Estate being insane, has increased the difficulty of 
obtaining redress.'' 

EYRECOURT SCHOOL. 

Ihtfi-^fi oi The Rev. Richard Banks, in the year bequeathed all his property for 

J Ufui^n. jjj^ encouragement of a Protestant Schoolmaster at Eyrecourt Here is a 
good School-house, built by the father of the present Master, the Rev. Thomas 
Tlackctt (who once kept a Grammar School in it) for the -sum of about 6ooi 
chiefly the accumulation of the Interest of Mr. Banks's property, and a small 
.Huni advanced by Mr. Hackett the father. This School was built upon an 
nrrc^ of Land, leased for lives renewable for ever, by Lord Eyre, to the 
\U\. Thomas Hackett, tlie former Master, and lately renewed by Lord Eyre 
to th(! present Master, the Rev. John Hackett, who is his son and successor in 
th(^ School. Mr. Hackett the father having paid 3o7. to the tbrmer Tenant 
tor his interest in this acre of Lund, aiKl having advanced one part of this 

sum 
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och«r I^ncby which has since expired, and a certain Rent-charge of 38/. peranmmi 
OP. the Lands of Lystry, in the County of Galway, and of 6 /. per annum on the Lands 
et Callagh in the County of Mayo, both for ever ; and fiirtlier, the interest of 350 /. 
bequeathed in said Will to the Bishop of Elphin ; tlie entire of the abovc'^mentioned 
Gmnts or Bequests to be for the purpose of clotiiing and educating a certain 
number of (^hildrcn at six Schools, to be established in difierent parts of the 
Diircese of Elphin. 

After the decease of the Reverend Edward Nicholson, the yearly produce of 
the sundry donations was applied as directed by him, but it was iound that the 
donations were of very little service, by reason of the great number of Children 
directed to be clothed and educated in six different places, which of course 



required salaries to six dift'erent School-masters; and therefore, in the year 1744, 
nn Act of Parliament was obtained, consolidating the different Schools into 




and educated. 



In tlic year 1 749 a Lease of twenty acres of Land was obtained for Jives 
renewable for ever, at a pepper-com tine, at Primrose Grange, for 4/. per anouiD, 
and on that I^nd the Tiiistees caused a considerable House and Offices to be 
rprcted, ^\ hereon (as permitted by the Act of Parliament) they expended 
ti.c money becjucathed by the Will of the Rev. Edward Nicholson. The 
'rruitecs are now in the receipt of a net Income of 118/. per annum. It 
wa.i frnind that 15 Children could not be clothedy maintaimdj and educated in 
the Sc1iu(j1, and from time to time they have been reduced, and the present 
ro;;ulation is, to have nine Children on the Establishment ; for the maintenance, 
clotliini;, and education of whom 25/. quarterly is paid to the Master, from 
the rents, aiid he has the twenty acres free adjoining to the house, of which L^nd 
above lialf is unproductive mountain: the remainder of the income is found verv 
insufficient for keeping the School-house in repair, and for providing bedding 
and other necessaries for the Children, and for apprenticing tliem out when fit ; 
but in the year 1817 a rise probably of 30/. per annum will occur on tlie Lands 
of Ardlec, which will be then out of lease, llie Children are taught to read, 
write and cypher, and carefully instructed in the Catechism, and tlie principles 
of the Protestant religion ; the School-house last summer was undergoing some 
ro))airs, of which it stood in grfeat need, and the number of Scholars then in the 
House was reduced to siv only; such is the present state of tliis dedixiinff 
Establishment. 

The Bishop of Elphin, to whom we are indebted for our information re^>ecting 
tliis School, observes, that it is situated in a most retired spot, three miles from 
Sligo, the V^icar of which rewdes upon a benefice in another Diocese, the Vicar 
of Tangrath resides 23 miles from the School, his Lordship resides 32 miles, and 
the Arclihishop of Tuam 70 miles distant from it ; that it is therefore impossible for 
the Trustees to pay tliat attention to the Establishment that otherwise they might 
do ; and therefore the Bishop of Elphin strongly recommends that tlie Income 
of this Establishment should, if possible, be vested in the Incorporated Society. 
The size of the School-house, and the Land annexed to it, afford ^Kiilities and 
accommodation for a very large School, and abundance of Poor iChtldFen of the 
J'rotestant as w ell as of the Roman Catholic reUgion, would :be readily .off^^ced for 
reception into the School. 

HEWETSON^S CHARITY SCHOOL, 
At BetaghstozLTi, in the County of Kidare. 

Patrick Ilewetson, of Rctaghstown in the County of Kildare, Doctorof Physif, 
by his last Will and Testament, dated 23d of July 1770, devised the Lands 
of Betaghstown in the Barony and Parish of Clane, and County of Kildare^ 
containing 257 acres or thereabouts, with the Mansion-house thereon, and also 
tht> Uuuls of Dromcora otherwise Dramcora Bane, situate in the Barony of 
Killajpivoy, and Parish of Armagh in the County of Cavan, and containing 
-^s HCtvs or thereabouts, together with th« residue <rf all hip peFSonal PrppeHy, 

after 
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'• reclaimed, and now rediiiiiiing bog," upon which Lands a "contivl:^*:'cibIe suim 
ha< been by him cx|HMulod in draininj]; tlicni. And it appears that the number 
or Puor Children Hiaint^incd in thcHoiisr, amonntecl in September 181 1 totcrr 
Pi^vs and six (iirls ; the former of whom are alternately em}>loyed in agriculture 
ap'l VI School, and the latter as Servants in the House and in School*; also a list 
of i:ie ri:ildren, with their ages ami cnjploym.eiib, is given in t'le Appendix. 

The Master of the Establishment has a salary of 100/. per annum, witb 
upaitments, fuel, grass for a cow, poUitoes and vegetables from the farm ; there 
arc al?o a School-master and Stewai'd, but at what salaries tyid allowances is 
not irpccilicd. 

It apjK^ar^ fiom statements furnished to us by the I^rd Bishop of Kildare, 
and an»K*xed to this Report in an Appendix, that the total expenses of thia 
I'stah^Sl'iricnt from May 1805 to the end of December 180Q, amounted to the 
sum ot 7,710. ipv. Orf. ; that towards answering that expenditure, ihe following

It is with great regi^t we observe, that not any -children appear to have been 
instructed in this Establishment, nor any to have been apprenticed in the w-av 
of trade, according to tlie intention of the Testator; and we cannot but express 
(;ur opinion, that the application of the funds of this Charity toaa Establishment 
for Agriculture or Manufacture, however laudably intended by the acting Trustee, 
ba^ arisen out of a misconstruction of the Testator s Bequest, which appears to us 
crvidently to have been intended, according to the words of the Will, " for the 
maintenance of a Charity School for Poor Boys and Girls, to be there carefully 
instructed in the principles of the Protestant Religion, in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, and when properly qualified, to be bound out Apprentices jtt tiic wajf of 
trade, witli proper fees, to Protestant Masters."

KILLALOE SCHOOL. 

The I^rd Bishop of Killaloe has established a School at Killaloe, and pays the 
^ faster 40/. per annum, and has given him a Dwelling-house and School- house 
rent-free. There were fifty Scholars in September 1811 at this School, who were 
all free Scholars, and were taught reading, writing, and arithmetic. The Dwelling- 
house and the School-house were in perfect repair.

TULLAVIN SCHOOL. 

William IVfoore, of Tullavin in the county of Cavan, Esq. by his Will dated 
1st January 1803, bequeathed the sum of four thousand pounds to his Trus- 
tees and tlieir survivors, in trust, to " lay out the same hi the purchase of 
Government Securities, or on Mortgages, Judgments, or other landed Securities, 
and out of the Interest thence arising, to apply a sum not exceeding 50/. 
per annum, as a stipend or salary to a sufficient and capable Master, of good 
charaqter and morals, of the Protestant Religion, for keeping a public School 
at or near to Tullavin, for the education and instruction of Protestant 
Children; the remainder of the Interest of the aforesaid 4,000/. to be applied 
to the purchase of books, paper, hats, shoes and stockings, for the Children, and 
also for the purpose of obtaining and paying for the board and lodging at a 
moderate rate, contiguous to said School, of such Protestant Children whose 
own residence is too distant from the said School to allow their daily attendance 
thereat. The Master of the said School to be removable for misconduct by the 
Trustees." 

There is a School kept at Tullavin, in two small conti^ous Cabins ; the 
number resorting to it varies from sixty to eighty Boys and Girls ; the Children 
are of the Established Church, and Dissenters and Roman Catholic, but in 
what respective proportion we are not informed; the former are taught the 
Church Catechism ; those of the other perisuasions are left to be instructed in 
their Religion by their own Ministers or Parents. The Master hfis a Salary of 
50/. per annum, the Children are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic 
There is an assistant who has no salary, but he receives bis board and lodging, 
and is himself instructed by tlie Master in the higher branches of Arithmetic. 
A few of tlie Ciiildren have lately been supplied with Shoes and Stockings. 

The Commissionei-s of Charitable Donations are at present carrying on a 
law-suit against the Executors and Trustees of Mr. Aloore's Will, for the 
purpose of securing the principal sum of 4,000/. left for this Endowmentp 
the Interest of which sum would certainly be sufficient to maintain a School 
of a much better description tlian tlie one which now exists ; and tbe savings 
which must have accrued out of the Interest on the 4,000/1 since the year 
1 803 (when Mr. Moore died) upon an Establishment such as that now existing 
at Tullavin, ought to be sufficient for providing a suitable School-bouse for the 
Endowment. 

THE BLUE SCHOOL. 

Mrs. Alicia Craven granted in the year 1724 to the Bishop, Dean, Mayor, 
and Recorder of Limerick, and their Successors for ever, several Houses, in 
trust, tor the suppoit of a Ciiiuity School called the Blue School. The Cor- 
ixmition of Limerick i)aid 20 /. per annum regularly to this School, until the 
vcur I745i when they discontinued it. The present income of this Charity 
kmiHUits to 98/. 2S. 6(1. per annum, 49/. 12s. 6d. of which arises from the Rents 
ot Houses Vnd tbe remainder from the Interest of the principal sum of uoa/. 
the iut)|x*rty of the Charity, arising from savings and benefactions -at different 
time:^ Of tliis sum, part bears Interest at six, and the rest at five per cent but 

ri:t?tiier the whole is secured in the Public Funds, or lent upon private security, 
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fis'e pounds per cent shall be found sufficient to produce 15/. sterling annually English 

to each Parish, ought to be considered as a Bequest of 300 /. sterling for tiie Schools of 

benefit of each Parish ; and it appearing that there are 31 Parishes in said Diocese, Foi,I,Xuoi,. 

it is furtlier ordered that the said Bequest ought to be deenrjcd and is hereby decreed 

as a Bequest of the sum of nbic thoitsand three hundred pounds sterlings payable Diocese of 
-nithin one year after tiie death of the Testator. Raphoe. 

And it is further ordered, that the Trustees of the Charity, in tlie pleadings 
mentioned, lay before the Master a Scheme fcnr the founding and conducting 
of the Schools mentioned in the V»'ill of the Testator, and for purchasing books 
according to his said Will, and for applying the balance which shall appear by 
the Master's report to be in their or any of their hands, upon the account here- 
inafter directed; and the sums to be reported due for interest, and the divi- 
-dends of debentures accrued and to accrue until such plan shall be settled and. 
4ipproved of; and in forming such plan, that the amount of tiie Salaries to be 
paid to the Schoolmaster of each of the Schools directed by tlie Testator to 
l)e established in each of the said Parishes, to be made so lar to depend upon 
his having a certain number of Sciiolars in his School, that such salary may 
not be paid in the whole, unless he shall have a certain number of Scholars, 
and may be diminished in proportion as the number of Scholars shall be dimi- 
nished, and shall not be paid at all, unless he shall appear to have a certain 
number of Scholars ; So that if from the neglect, inattention, or want of capacity 
of the Schoolmaster, the School of any of the said Parishes shall not be kept, 
or shall not be effectually kept according to the intent of the said Testator, the 
Salary of tlie Schoolmaster shall be diminished or not paid at all, according to 
circumstances; and having regard to the size of the Parish, and to the number 
of the inhabitants thereoi^ and the increase or decrease of the number of such 
inhabitants : and in such plan that the proper provisions be made for ascertain- 
ing the number of the Scholars, and the conduct of the Schoolmaster, before 
payment of Salary for the preceding year or half year ; and for enabling two 
or more of the said Trustees to stop the payment of the Salary of any School- 
master for any misconduct, until his conduct can be investigated by some larger 
number of said Trustees, and empowering such larger number wholly to stop 
the same. 

And it IS ftirther ordered, that said plan also proposes, that any stoppages to be 
made for want of Scholars, or misconduct, shall be applied to the general purposes 
•of the Charity within the same Parishes, at the discretion of the Trustees. 

And it is further ordered, that the Master also enquire whether proper School- 
masters have been hitherto provided in the several Parishes in said Diocese, or 
-any and which of them, and whether the Children instructed therein respectively 
have been properly instructed, and what number of Scholars have heretofore 
'been from time to time in each of said Schools ; and that said 1 nistees also, in 
the plan hereinbefore directed to be laid before the Master, propose a scheme 
for the regular visitation of such Schools by some one or more of the Trustees, 
as circumstances will admit ; and for obtaining annual returns thereon to the 
Lord Primate, the Archbishop of Dublin, and the Bishop, Dean, and Arch- 
deacon of Raphoe, or such of them as the said Trustees shall in their said 
.plan think fit to propose for that purpose ; and tliat the Trustees do also propose 
what proportions of the income of each Parish shall be applied for Salary of 
Schoolmasters, and what for books, and what for other necessary incidents 
to the Schools ; and that the Trustees do also propose some plan for vesting the 
Trust Fund in some of the said Trustees, or in other proper Trustees, or in some 
other manner, so as that same may be perpetual, and the trusts continued for 
the purposes of the Charity, and for laying out the proportion of each Parish, 
or the proportions of different Parishes, or the whole fimd in the purchase of 
Lands of Inheritance in fee simple, according to the Testator s Will : and in 
forming such plan as aforesain, that said Trustees do have regard to forming* 
-an acting Committee, consisting of a smaller number or part of their body, for 
conducting the aftkirs of said Charity, and giving to such Committee, or to a 
-certain portion of such Committee, such powers as may be necessary for tlie 
good management of the Charity, either conclusively or by making reports to the 
avhole body of the Trustees as otherwise might be required^ . and for appointing 
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I niinihiMfin. ;\,,f| it J., further crthrf-A. th^t t.-: r ,«t.- ^.: f.-? ^e-rcri'. ^j-r :*r:e^ and plans l.erein-

This ly^eacv of Colonel Ror.orts ^ii's. as aripir.r- l.v the Dccre? above recited, 
was contested for some vears in C.:a:ict: v bv t..r.- Lx-.CLitor? and Heirs at law, in 
consequence of which tlie C:-arity was in ^1 f.Jii -: and therctVrc when the 
Trustees of this Charitv obtaineJ a Decree in tiieir lavr.ur. t!:ere w£^ a reduiidancv 
inorc tlian sufficient, from i.ie iritcrest to p^y accorvihij: to Colon. I Robertsons 
Bequest 15/. to each Parish. 

The whole money received from tlic Exccut.rs was vested in Government 
Securities in t!ie name of tlie Bishop of RaphL*^.*. xi\t Dean and Archdeacon of that 
Diocese, as Trustees for Colonel Robertsoirs Ci-arity. The sum now belonging 
to this Charity, is, as we are informed, abor.t !.•;.',■-•'/. By tiie Dtcree of the 
Chancelhjr abfive-mentioned, tlie CleriTv are direcitd to elect a Committee to 
conduct the business of the Charity, wi;o under certain reiTjlat-ons are to pay 
twelve pounds per annum to each Parish, and three pounds lor books. The 
pi'cscnt Committee are the Bishop, the Dean, and the .Vrciideacon of Raphoe, 
Doctor Alcock, Doctor Stopford, DiKrtor Usher, Mr. Honian and Mr. Smith. 
At tlie visitation the i;ishop of Rapnoe appoints vi-iturs lur each School, and 
before the Schooiniasler can receive his salary-, he nrist procure a ceriificate 
from the visitor of his having taMjht on an iivirc^c during tiit preceding year 
a^ least 25 Boys, and in case of any deficiency of nuinbL-rs, a proportionable 
part of his scdary is deducted. 1 he Committee each year select ihe books that 
shall be distributed, wiiich consist aenerallv of Bibles, Praver b ioks, and selec« 
ti4)ns from the books publisiied by the Society for discountenancing \'ice. From 
the accumulation which arose during tiie time that the Will was contesting ia 
Chancery, the Committee determined to grant 45/. to each Paiish towards 
the building of a School-house, where the incumbent could procure a sufficient 
plot .of ground with a good title in perpetuity; several grants have been made, 
but the dilliculty of getting grants of land in perpetuity, has, as we are in- 
formed, occasioned several Parishes to be still witliout School-houses on tliis 
Foundaiion. 

At tlie Bishop of Raphoe*s visitation every year, the Agent to this Charity 
furnishes his accounts ; a floating balance, as we are informed, is always left in his 
lumds, sufficient, according to calculation, to answer contingent expenses, and the 
overplus, if any, is directed to be vested from time to time in Government Securities, 
lodged in the Bank in the name of the Bishop, Dean, and Archdeacon of Raphoe, 
in trust for the purposes of Robertson's Charity. 

SAINT JOHNSTOWN. 

St. Johnstown near Longford, there was formerly a School kept, and 
was originally endowed, as we have reason to believe, by the celebrated 
Jter lialeigh, with 60 acres of Land. The Schoolmaster was annually 
by the Corporation of SL Johnstown, — a man of the name of Ratigan 
: last Master; from the neglect of the Corporation, according to our 
ion, they continued him, without renewal of election, for a number of 
Ratigaui whgdied sometime between 1770 and 1780^ bequeathed by Will 
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ihe sixty acres of the Sc\\0^\ Land to his son, as his own property, who at some 
time between the years \ ^ So and 1788 sold the same to an attorney, wliose descen- 
dants are in possession of these 60 acres, worth now above 1 20 /. per annum, as has 
been stated to us. 

We have thought it right to refer this case to the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests, and have requested of that Board to take such proceedings 
at law as they may deem most expedient for the recovery of tiiis embezzled 
Charity. 



JAMESTOWN SCHOOL.

There is a School at Jamestown in the Parish of Kiltogard and l^ioce5^e of Tuam, 
which was endowed by an Earl of Mountrath with Lands in the Parish of Cloon, 
County of Antrim, which are now let for 34/. per annum, but on what lease we 
are not informed ; the late Earl erected a handsome School House with oiiice3 
in Jamestown for tlie Master ; the present Master has eighty Sciiolars, who arc . 
taught reading, writing and arithmetic ; of this number 40 are free Scholars, 
Boys and Girls, and are the Children of the Poor Tenants of Lord Mountrath's 
Estate, the rest pay for their instruction: of the whole number, 12 only are 
Protestants; the Master keeps an Assistant, whom he pays, and the School House. 
and Offices are stated to us to be in very good repair, and are kept so at the 
Master's expense. 

THE BLUE GIRLS SCHOOL. 

The Blue Girls School in the City of Waterford, was founded by the Mason 
family, and is supported by a permanent annual income of 143 /. 7 ^. 6 d. of which 
sum 60 /. is a rent-charge for ever payable to it by the Corporation of Waterford. 
In the year 1784 Counsellor Alcock left 1,000/. to the Listitution; the interest of 
which 60 /. is part of the above annual fund. 

There is a School House, part of which is let in lodging, and 34 Girls are clothed 
and educated in this School; we have had no return of tlie Salaiy of the Master; 
the Children do not appear by the account furnished to us to be dieted.

BISHOP FOY'S CHARITY. 

Doctor Nathaniel Foy, formerly Bishop of Waterford, by his last Will and 
Testament, in the year 1 707, endowed this School with the residue of his fortune, 
after the payment of certain legacies, and directed that the produce of said residue 
should b6 vested in Lands,, for the support of a School in Waterford, to teach the 
Children of the Poor gratis ; and to dothe and apprentice them, when fit, to trades; 
and also that the number of the Children should be increased in proportion to tlie 
increase of the funds or rents of the Charity. It appears from a document in our 
possession, of the state of this School, which was investigated by the menibers of the 
Board of Education, which sat in 1 788, that the annual income of this Cliarity was 
in that year 523/. 11^. and that there was then the sum of 1,400/. in money 
lodgfid in private security, belonging to tlie Trustees, and that 75 Children were ia 
fhat year on the Establishment. 

An Act of Parliament was passed in the 1st year of George the 2cl, for tlie regu- 
lation of this Charity ; and a further Act, to enlarge the powers of the former, and 
intituled " An Act to perpetuate and better regulate the Charitable Foundation of 
Doctor Nathaniel Foy, late Lord Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, and for other 
purposes," was passed in the year 1 808. ^ 

By this last Act, the Estates of the Charity are vested in the Lord ]]isliop of 
Wateiibrd, the Mayor of Waterford, and tlie Dean of Waterford for the time biding, 
and powers are given to thein to sell the present School Houss, and to erect in a more 
convenient situation a new School House suitable to the future extent of the Endow- 
ment, with powers to pay a Master a Salary of 100 /. jx?r annum, and !^o L per annum 
to each Usher, and to mahiia'iu, board mid lodge the SchoolMaster, Ushcis, Servants 
andChihlren in the School House, Bishop Foy in his Will having limited his Trustees 
to instructing and buiding out the Children only. There were in 1808 fittv- 
.seven Childreil insti'ucted at tliis School ; the number now attending the School is 
sixty-seven, 
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IN concluding this Report, we beg leave to state to your Grace, that we KnglisU 
have had frequently occasion to observe, in tlie. course ot our cnquhies into the •-^|^.*>*^*» ^f 
various Charitable Funds in Ireland, that the money belonging to them is too Foundation. 

#ftcn vested in private securities, to the evident hazard of its entire loss ; and Me 

have found also, that where such money has bGei) yested. ip Gpvernmeot Se- l]}^^]!' ^/ 

curities, that tlie names of individuals have been used, instead of tliosc of tlie 

several Trusts or Corporations to which the properties belong, ami an impiii- 

dent choice made of the five per cent, funds, instead of those of three and 

a half; which last we conceive, for permanent Establishments, should always 

be preferrecJ. And we submit to your CJrace, thajb those evils might be removed 

by empowering the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests to 

compel in all cases the Trustees of Charitable Foundations to call- in such sums 

as are now laid out on private Securities, and to invest them and all other monies 

belon^ug to such Charities, in Government Stock, at three and a bajf per cent iu 

the names of the several Trusts respectively. 

And it would also we conceive be advisable, that powers should at tlie same 
time be given to tlie same Board, to call upon thg. Trustees for surveys of tlie 
several Estates belonging to their respective Foundations. 

We cannot close this Report to your Grace, without noticing a most useful class 
of Schools for the education of the lower classes, founded by " The Asso- 
ciation for promoting the practice of the Christian Religion,'' and iiave there- 
fore subjoined in an Appendix, the Plan and Conditions upon wjiich the Asso- 
ciation have given their assistance in enc^wing these Schools, together with a 
list of the number which tliey h&vc establisbed* the. Salaries paijd bv them to the 
respective Masters^ together with the number of Children returned as attending 
the same.

THAT, to promote the establishment of Schools throughout Ireland, this Association will grant 
the AiUowing encouragement for building the same, upon proper application, and on tlie subsequent 
tenus ; viz. — A third part of the expense of building any School-house, provided said tbird shall not 
exceed the sum of ^^.50 for each School, to be paid as soon us a I^ase, or grant of one acre of ground 
in perpetuity for the purpose, shall bo granted and registered ; and satisfactory proof laid before the 
Association, that tlie said house is roofed in with new foreign timber, and slated, and built of lime and 
stone, or brick ; and they will also grant an annual salary of j^. lo to a School-master, or Mistress, 
and a gratuity of £, 5 at the end of every year, provided he or she shall produce a Certificate from 
the Minister of the Parish, and three or more of the subscribers, of his or her diligence and good 
ciMUiuct: these grants to be continued so long as the Association shall receive Parliamentary aid fur 
the purpose. 

Resolved, That previous to the payment of any Money granted in aid of the building of any 
School house, an exact ground plan, and elevation of such School- house, together with an Estimate 
of the expense, shall be transmitted to the Secretaries^ and that such transmission shall be 9M 
indispensable condition of the payment of such Grant.

; afixious, as early as possible, to meet the expectAtians of Your Grace and the 
Government ©f Ireland, whose solicitude on the subject of a Plan for the general 
Education of the lower orders of the People of Ireland, to be suggested by this 
'BoArd, wad etinced >iri the Letter addressed to our Secretary on the 17th day of 
Janaairy 1811, by your Grace s late principal Secretary, tlie Right Honourable 
Wittkun Wellesley Pole.

We have applied our efforts to the framing of a System, which, whilst it shall

Thus it appears from the Reports which we have already presented to your Grace, 
tbat there are 33 endowed Classical Schoob in Ireland, (besides several others of 
private foundation, \^ Inch are mentioned in our Report, No. 1 2,) the united emo« 
luincnts of which amount to about 9,000/. per annum, and the number of Scholars 
educated in them to nearly x,ooo. 

And tliat. exclusive of the Parish Schools, in the City of Dublin, and of other 
SciKH^U in diderent places^ supported by private Endowments (which latter we do 
iK)t hiere nHrapitulace. a:^ they are cootamed in our Re[K)rt, No. 13,) there are 44 
Public E:f iablt«huients lor the Education of the lower classes, in wluch upwards of

Ufctnaikg, Grants for building and endowing Schools, — to purchase or accept Conveyances 
for the Sites of such Schools, — to decide, in the last resort, on the appointment, 
-conduct, and dismissal of Alastcr^,— to prescribe the course and mode of Edu- 
-cation*-to provide for the expense of furnishing Books, — and to have a general 
control over the whole of tl)e proposed Establishments for the Instmction of the 
Jower classes. 

Tlie first object which we would recommend to the attention of this Board would 
hCy as we liave already mentioned, to ascertain from the infoimation which they 
Tvill collect, as well as from the Eiuuuination of tliat already in our possession, ir 
^hat situations it may be proper to proceed to the establishment of Supple- 
^mentary Scliools. It may at this early period be premature to attempt to form 
any estimate of the expense of founcling and endowing such Schools, as tlic 
number that may be required can be but vaguely conjectured; we may however 
be allowed, from a view of the scale upon which tlie Governors of Erasmus Smitlx's 
Schools are now proceeding in the foundation of similar establishments, and which 
3eems to liave been adopted on sufficient consideration, to estimate tliat each 
^chool would be a charge on tlie Government of about Five hundred Pounds for 
.'building, exclusive' of the purchase of Sites, and an annual Salary of 30 /• for the 
Master of each. 

Some time, perhoips, must elapse, before the Commissioners can hsre pro- 
'Cured the necessary information, to prepare them for entering on the |>art of 
r.their duty we have been last describing. But that interval may be most use- 
fully employed in forwarding a measure of the highest importance to the succesa 
-of any plan of National Instruction, we mean, that of preparing a sufficient 
number of Teachers, competently qualified to convey that instruction; we hav€, 
• already adverted .to the deplorable want of such qualification in a great ma- 
jority of those who now teach in the common Schools, and to the pemieious 
.'Consequences arising from it; their ignorance, we hare reason to believe, hr 
riot seldom their least disqualification ; and the wsuit of pFoper books oftett 
--combines with their own opinions and propensities, in irrtreiducing inta their 
.Schools such as are of the worst tendency. Even for Schools of a superior' 
description, and under better control, there is a general complaint, that proper 
Masters cannot be piocured without much difficulty:; and we are penHmded, 
tbat a more esseiitiaJ siervice could not be rei^ircd to the Stale, 'timi by QSMjy- 
ing into effect a practicaMe mode of Srtj4>plying a successioa of weU-q{uatified 
Instructors for the cbiklren of the lower cla^s. It fortunc^y ha^fKiM,. that^ 
there are in this country. e:$,i3tug^ e3tabUs(bments, as weU. Roman Catholic a% 
Protestant, which, we are persuaded, might with little difficulty give effectual 
assistance towards tliis great national purpose. This the Commissioners would 
r^nd no difficulty in arranging with the Governors of the several Institutions* 
in such arrangements^ ana indeed in the whole of this part of the scheme, 
much will of course depend upon the discretion of the Commi^siowrs, andf 
■ we recommend that they should be directed and required to apply themsefres 
immediately to the preparing a sufficient number of well-qualined Jtfast^rsi, 
to undertake the conduct of such Supplementary Schools as they shouM froni 
time to time proceed to endow; the progress would naturally be gradual, and 
time would thus be allowed for. competent blasters to be prepared for them. 

In their choice of situation for the supplementary Schools, the Coouxrissio&eri 
should be directed not solely by the apparent necessity for- thojoa, &oh^ the waal^ 
of proper, or of any Schools,^ bu( partly by tlie facuitiea afforded for at propec 
establishment for the Master, and pai^dy by the prospect of tli^ir succeeding tot 
such a degree as to hold out exan^ple and. encouragement foi tliek farther pcogifefia 
and s*4ccess. 

Wc are willing to hope that Ir Schools^thus advantageously si^ated^ ti^ general 
adi)|)tion of, and a steady adherence to, a Course of Education manifestly superiop 
in ltd u)ode and otyects ot instruction^ and uniting a* careful atteutioa ta Aloral send 
Religious i'rincijjles, with an evident purpose ot respecting the peculiar 'i'enets of 
dillcient Sects of Christians, would.excite at first in their unmediate neig^bourlix)ody 
Uiid t)y d.g.aes in every part of Ireland, a strong prepossession in favour of suqiv 
EhL.it.lijiihiitnis, and effectually obviate any prejudices that uught ha^:e. been enter- 
Uiiiicd against them. 

During 
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During the period in ^rhich the Commissioners may be employed in the pre|)hra- General 
-tory Inquiries already ialliided to, their attsention may aiso b^ directed to the election . ^^^"^'^^ 
• of proper Books for tlie uto of ail the Schools Under thdr managprnent; it beihg 
our OpinioOj that notiiiog should be tawght in afly of thfeift) tvithout the express 
npprobation of the Commissioners, nor any Book -introduced, which has not been 
•auctioned by them; and from the execution of this part of the Plan we anticipate 
advantages of the utmost importance to the whole Country, inasmuch as we cannot 
doubt, tliat the Books thus prepared will, by degrees, be universally adofited m 
every School, whether public or private : atia while Education is thu^ tacilitated by 
-an uniform System of Instruction, the (tv\h arising from the want of proper Books 
adapted to the intbrior Schools will be remoted, and the Childretiflo Ibnger cxpbsed 
40 the corruption of morals aiid perVersioli of pridcipdes too often arisiilg froth iile 
lk>ok8 aciuullj in use. 

In such selection of Uoc^cs for the new Schools, we doubt not but it will be fdiind 
practicable to introduce not only a number of Books, in which moral principles will 
^bc inculcated in such a manner as is likely to make deep and lasting impressions on 
the youthful mind, but also ample extracts from the Sacred Scriptures themselves, 
ai> early acquaintance with which we decua of the utmost importance, and indeed 
indispensable in forming the*mind to jiist notions of duty and sohnd principles of 
xdiidutt. 

'It ap^)cars to us that a Selection nia.y be xnade, in whicli tlie most important parts 
of Sacred History shall be included, together with all the precepts of morality, and 
art tlie instructive examples by which f hose precepts are illustrated and enforced, and 
ivbich shall not be liabte to any of the obieciioni wbith have been inade to the use 
of tlie Seriptare^ in the course of Education. 

.The study of such a Volume of Extracts from the Sacred Writings- woaW, in our 
opinion, form tlie best preparation for tliat more partidular religfous Instruction 
which ii would be the Duty, and,- h^ doubt not, ^ IvicliiiatkAl^ild<9/ Of t)i^ftve- 
ral Ministers of Religion to give, at proper times, and in other places, to the-Children 
-of theu- respective Congregations. 

To enter into a minute detail, or to define the Limits of the Instruction to be given 
-^mtiiose Sehoi^, or the ma i mer m whieb it- eu^ to be co mmunicat ed^ we d^am 
not within our province, but to belong to the duty of the Commissioners, whose 
appointment we have proposed, as the first step towards establishing a better System 
of Education for the Children of the lower orders of the people : at first we reckon 
that Instruction will be confined to Reading Writing, and the common Rules of 
Arithmetic, taught at different prices, and with a free option to the Parents to have 
their Children instructed in one or all of them. Time and experience will determine 
,the expediency, and the means of giving, to such as may desire it, a. more enlarged 
course of Education, and of providing for those whose talents may deser\'e it, toat 
Instruction which their poverty might place beyond their reach : But we are of opi- 
:iuon, that more advantage will at piesent result from giving a limited Education to 
a considerable number, than from providing a better system for a few, particularly 
as Masters tjualified for the latter purpose could scarcely be procured ; and we anti- 
-cipate, as the first and most ceitain fruits of the appointment of these Commis- 
-sioners, the selection and publication of a number of Books for the use of the 
Schools which they shall establish, a prompt and liberal Supply of which to tlie 
Schools at present in existence will produce immediate and beneficial efiects- 

Having thus laid before your Grace the result of our deliberations, we beg leave 
4o represent to your Grace, that it seems most expedient to make a tiial, upon a 
limited scale, of what is here proposed, and to suggest, that the Commissioner* 
above mentioned should at first proceed to erect only a small number of Schools in 
different parts of Ireland, upon the plans that have been recommended in this 
Report, trusting that such an experiment will tlirow new lights upon the subject; will 
4end to promote what may be generally advantageous, and correct the errors which 
unavoidably attend new institutions. 

In concluding this subject, weconceiveitmay be satisfactory to your Grace, that 

such papers, communicated to the Board by its Members, as contain more detailed 

circumstances applicable to the subject of General Education, should be added as an 

Appendix to this Report ; not meaning, however, thereby to indicate any approba-

Haying 
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Having arrived at tliis advanced stage of our labours, we think it an act of indis- 
pensable justice to bear testimony, in the strongest manner, to the zealous exertions 
of our Secretary, John Comeille, Esquire, from whose indefatigable pains, capacity, 
and accuracy, we have derived very efficient services* towards the accomplishment of 
our multifarious Inquiries. 

We have not found it necessary to use the powers given by the Act establishing this 
Board, of appointing a second Secretary, inasmuch as Air. Comeille has devoted 
his time for years in assisthig our complicated investigations, witli the most willii^ 
application, and the most exemplary fidelity. 

We -consider the sgiall salary of his office as a return altogefner inadequate to his 
distinguished services; and as this has .been a great national undertaking, we beg 
leave earnestly to recommend him to your Grace's notice, in order that he may 
obtain from the Government some permanent appointment, as an adequate reward 
for his past services.

Letter from the Right honourable Henry Grattan, to the Secretary of the 

Board of Education. 

Sir, Welbeck-street, March 85th, 1811. 

I HAD the honour to receive your letter, written by the commands of the Board of Edu- 
cation, expressing their desire that the absent Members of that Body should commonicate 
by letter their plans on the subject of the education of the poorer orders of the people of 
Ireland. 

In obedience to the wishes of the Board I venture to submit, what I do not presume to 
call a plan, but instead of one, a few ideas founded on that plan which the Legislature hat 
already recommended. 

I would pursue the sug2:estion of the Act that established Parish Schools, with such alter- 
ations as must arise from tlie change of time, circumstances, and condition. 

According to that Act, I would recommend Paiish Schools as bringing education to every 
man's door; but Parish Schools better endowed than the present, and on a more exteosiye^ 
and by far a more comprehensive, foundation. 

And I wbuld stjbmit, as a proper subject matter of education in those schools, not only the 
study of the English tongue, reading, wriring, and arithmetic; but also the study of certain 
books of horticulture and agriculture, togetlier with treatises on the care and knowtedge of 
trees. 

I wbuld recommend that such studies should be pursued in the English schools already 
established* 

I should recommend that in those Parish Schools the Christian religion should be taught^ 
1)ut that no particular description of it should form a part of their education— in the place 
thereof, it might perhaps not be improper to devise some general instructions regarding the 
fbnr great duties of man, — duty to God, duty to one another, duty to the country, and duty 
to the government 

I beg to add, that one great object of national education should be to unite the inhabitants 
of the island, and* that such an event cannot be well accomplished, except they are taught 
to speak one common language: I think the diversity of language, and not the diversity of 
religion, constitutes a diversity of people. 1 should be very sorry that the Irish language 
should be forgotten; but glad that the English language should be generally understood; 
to obtain that end in Ireland, it is necessary that the schools formed on a plan of national 
edncation, which teach the English language, should not attempt to teach the English reli- 
gion, because the Catholics who would resort to our schools to learn tlie one, will keep aloof 
if we attempt to make them proselytes to the other ; and we should by that attempt, reject 
one great means of uniting jour people; and we should continue to add to the imaginary 
polittchl division, supposed to exist in a difference of religion, a real poHticai division ioniied 
on the diversity of language.

Letter from Richard Lovell Edoeworth, Esq. to his Grace the Lord Primate. 

My Lord, 
IN obedience to the Resolutions of the Board, I offer to your Grace the result of my 
reflections on the Education of the Poor of Ireland. 

I am thoroughly sensible of the importance, and as fully sensible of the difficulty of the 
tindertakidg. 

The public expectation has been much excited by the appointment of this Board, by 
the respectability of its Members, and by the prudent silence which it has hitherto pre- 
served. Enthusiasts imagiue that some extraordinary scheme may be devised which shall at 
once change the views and the habits of the Population of Ireland; while others, aware 
of the difficulties which occur on every side, despair of our being able to effect any 
material Improvement in the present modes of Education, and smile at those who turn tlieir 
attention to such a hopeless inquiry. It should, however, be recollected, that within half a 
century a prodigious improvement in (he manners and habits of this country has taken place; 
and it seems evident, that this improvement hiis arisen from the betrer Education of every 
class of Its people : there are mere Schools, there are better Books; and the private advan- 
tage of some degree of Literature is more generally understood thaa formerly. For one 

person 
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person that could read or write twenty years ago, tliere are now twenty ; and the same Apprndfxy 
advancement in every species of Knowledge may be perceived in every city, and every No. 3. 
village in Ireland. '^ . ■ ■ ■^ 

If this has been the case, under the present modes of Instruction, which are obviously 
defective, is there not just reason to suppose that a more rapid and extended benefit may 
be obtained by a better system ? 

There are, however, I am well aware, persons who altogether deny that any improvement 
in the people has resulted from their having had more education. There are persons who 
oppose the instructing the poor, even in the elements of literature, because, say they, if the 
poor are taught to read, they may read what is hurtful ; on the same principle we might as 
well object to the appetite for food, because poison may be swallowfd instead of wholesome 
nutriment. That pernicious books are now read in the present Dav-Schools of this country-, 
is certain, but this arises from the negligence of those who superintend these Schools, and 
who do not put proper books into the hands of the children. Does any rational being 
imagine that there is an innate or unconquerable propensity in the human mind for reading 
only ** the Spanish Rogue ;" or " the Adventures of Captain Frene ?" Put good books (I do 
not mean merely religious books) that shall entertain and instruct them, into the hands of 
the children of the poor, and they will soon form a taste that must disdain such disgusting 
trash. To prevent the circulation of what is hurtful the utmost care should be taken in 
^selecting Books for Schools, and none should be introduced without the sanction of those by 
whom the Masters are chosen ; but in the meantime it must always be a sufficient answer to 
those who object to teaching the rudiments of knowledge to the poor, that of Three thousand 
Boys, who have been educated at the Sunday Schools in Gloucester, but one has been 
convicted of a crime : that of Four thousand educated at Lancaster's Schools, not one has 
ever been brought into a court of justice ; and that the humane and observing Akerman, who 
was sometime ago keeper of Newgate, asserted, that not one person in a hundred of the 
prisoners who had learued to read and write, had been executed during the time that he had 
been governor of that prison. 

To attempt to controvert such facts by declamation, by assertion, or by the mere opinion 
of individuals, is merely beating the wind. It is true, and it is fresh in our memories, that 
in the progress of the last rebellion in tliis conntry, those who could read and write were at 
first employed to inflame and direct the rest; but there is good reason to suppose that this 
happened irom their being but few that could by writing carry on the schemes of th^ 
disaffected; and 'that the pre-eminence and temporary consequence which these fellows 
acquired from their being able to read and write, was the cause of their being more easily 
induced to disaffection ; but this would not have happened could numbers have been found 
who bad the same means of becoming useful to their leaders ; and we may further observe, 
that these Scholars were then tauj^ht a useful lesson, which cannot be easily forgotten ; they 
found, that when brought into action more ignorant and more desperate men took the leadf, 
and the scholars felt that they were neglected and despised. 

It has been said, that a Gentleman, to whom the world is much indebted for a large share 
in the late improved methods of teaching, 1 -mean Dr. Bell, has given it as his opinion^ 
that arithmetic is not a necessary part of early education. 1 am obliged to declare an 
opinion that is precisely contrary to this— if it were necessary to dispense either with reading 
and writing, or with arithmetic, I should rather dispense with the two former than with the 
latter. I think it was Swift, who when he was asked what the Irish nation needed most for 
its improvement, replied, " to learn that two and two are four." 

I consider arithmetic as the most instructive science that can be taught to children. It 
18 the first occupation of the youthful mind that disciplines it to think with accuracy ; and 
whoever has learned the conmion relations of numbers, whether he has learned by the eye, 
or by the ear, has made an advance in accurate reasoning that cannot be so easily or so 
certainly attained by any other process that has been yet discovered. The names of numbers, 
and the figures which dfenote them, are symbols by which a perfect system of induction is 
carried on by the understanding, and whoever has once acquired a clear notion of this mode 
of reasoning may advance gradually to the most difficult problems in every human science. 

Arithmetic is not only the most certainly useful, but the most securely safe, acquirement 
for the lower ranks of the people ; from books, if ill chosen, they may learn error ; from the 
relations of numbers nothing can be extracted but truth. 

I do not know on what grounds arithmetic can be objected to, except on the truly Popish 
principle, disavowed, indeed, by all liberal Catholics, that the people should not be taught 
to think. 

This principle is ^ dangerous as it is illiberal ; for it is in these days absolutely impossible 
to prevent the people from thinking. 

The progress of knowledge has spread now so far ttiat it cannot be stopt without destruction 
to those who attempt to arrest its course. The people will read, and will think ; the only 
question that remains for their governors is, how to lead them to read such Books as shall 
accustom them to think justly, and thus make them peaceable subjects and good members 
of society. 

^e must aext examine whether the difference of religious creeds^ and the anunositiea 
of party prejudice^ can be so far reconciled as to permit the adoption of any general system 

for 
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^••^i-iuL^i, f:*^ the insTuction of the people. It is not intended that Protestant Masters shall interfere 
-;^^ . wirfi the religious instruction of Catholic children; and it is still more vain to suppose that 
- aaione a numhcr of Catholic masters none could he found who would endeavour to teach 
what ihey believe to be salutary truth to the children of Protestants committed to their 
Cire. 

Ti^ere is but one method that appears to me practicable in this state of things : To l^t 
Protestants appoint Masters fyr Protestant children, and Catholics choose Masters for their 
own Schools. The obvious objection that .irises against this scheme is that it draws a line 
of demarcation between the two sects, even during childhood, — that it separates Catholics 
and Protestants ; and that it avows a deep suspicion and jealousy which ought not to exist 
between members of the same society. But this theoretical objection must give v»ay when 
we consider that this separation can last but a few hours daily ; that these very Children will 
convers and play to<jether promiscuously ; and that this temporary separation must prevent 
comparisons and jealousies that naturally arise where contending sentiments and contending 
interests may be exposed to collision. In another |)oint of view, this temporary separatiou, 
far from tending to estrange the sects, will, by showing distinctly that there can be no 
scheme to undermine the speculative opinions, create confidence among the parents and 
clergy of the Catholics. I'he clergy, and in particular the Superior clergy, will find them- 
selves treated with the consideration which is duQ to Minister^ of the Go!»pcl, whatever may 
he their particular creeds, where their lives are not in contradiction to tlieir profe;>sions; nor 
is this mere oaleitsibie libera/iij/, a word that has been of late degraded ; but it is fair-dealing ; 
an expression somewhat more homely, but not les5 significant. 

There are many |)laces in Ireland where Protestants and Catholics are taught to read and 
Mrite, and to say their respective catechisms, by Catholic Masters, — there are on the contrary 
other i)laces where every attempt of the most enlightened and benevolent people has failed 
to collect the children of Catholicsninder a Protestant ftlaster ; but in most places it has been 
observed, that where no particular circumstance has arisen to awaken religious animosity 
or well-founded suspicion, the best leaehcr, whether Catholic or Protestant, soon attracts all 
the 8eholai*s, and the inferior master is obliged to give way ; and it is obvious that in all 
cases where the two sects agree, there need be no separation. 

There are persons who think that the allowing Catholic bishops or Catholic clergy to have 
any share in the su|)erinlendence of Schools is unsafe, and that it is a degradation of die 
digniiy of Protestant clergy to act along with them. How this opinion can be made 
consistent with the clericid character, or with that Christian charity for which all the 
Alinisiers of the d'ospel ought to be distinguisheil, I cannot imagine ; of this I am certain, 
however, that such an opinion can never in a political point of view be safe or prudent. It 
can never be gooil policy to degrade the Ministers of the Catholic religion in the eyes of the 
peoph*, >>hose consciences they ai*e to direct, and whose morals they are to form. 

Having now fainy stated the principles on which I would found any attempt to improve 
the national ediuiuion of this country, before I further explain my plan, before 1 su^rgest 
nnv ihiu!^ new, I iliink it necessary to say that I would not undo any thing that has been 
iilreadv d<>ne; that I would not, for the chance of making it better, destroy any good that 
neliiallv exists. — As the enlightened and eloquent Burke observed, those are "rash and 
itiuorant reformers who begin "by the destruction of existing establishments, especially of 
tfiose .ntended for the education of youth. In sneh establishments which time and custom 
have consolidated, even though they may not be the mo:^ perfect of the kind, yet there is 
lilwavs t> be Ibund a poiL'er, what the workman call a purchase, of which the skilful legislator 
can avail himself, and which he can apply to useful purposes. 

par iVom wishing to destroy what has been already done — far from wishing to abolish the 
Parish Schools, 1 am thoroughly convinced of their utility; and 1 hope that the bishops of 
the Established Church will exert their just authority with respect to the Parish .Schools; 
fiiul that the stipend payable by the incumbent of the parish should be raised to at least six 
nenee in the pound upon the clear income of his living, — that a general fund should be made 




laws ap|)'»inted to be kept. The regulation of these Schools, 1 think, should be left ent;a»ly 
in the iKintIs of the clergy by whom they are supported ; upon their prudeuce and gootl 
fceuMJ the people must depend for their being administeicd witli liberality. 

Hchide these Parish Schools, I propose that a number of new Schools should be established. 
These I would divide into two classes, Preparatory and Provincial. From the Prepaiatory 
SehooU, which should be day-sehods, I would have a certain number of boys selected from 
iinie lo lime, and draughted into the Provincial Schools, where they should be clothed, lodged, 
btwudril, and instructed, for two, or perhaps three years, at the Public expeiise. 

ThuH a considerable number of boys, of the best conduct, and of the best abilities, would 
W \ ikin iVom the ranks of the profligate and ignorant, and would be indissolubly attached 
i\ ihe la.»H and government of the country. 1 would begin upon a limall scale, and would 

I n»\ NN ««v thr<)Ugh the obscurity and diflicultics in which the subject seems to be involved. 
U \W l»i*it'pla<'e I propose, that pro|Hr slated houses should be built for these Schools, under 
ji vk^u llim'i'J inH|)ector, who should take substantial security for the execntion of the work, 
'La m U* h«i"h' '^^T^ *" perfect repair for twenty years. 

Of 
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wiilun these few years made a greater progress in learoine English, th» the Welsh have 
nuide since the time of Edward tae First, in acquiring that Uoguage. 

It would be superfluous to enter into minute details upon the plan which I have laid 
before your Grace, as it is offered for the consideration of superior wisdojn ; but I may be 
allowed to add a few explaoatory hints on the mode by which the simple and easy course 
of instmctton I have recommended may be carried into execution. In the preparatory 
tckook for teachiag reading, writing, and arithmetic, advantage should be taken of all the 
improvements which Dr. Sell, Mr. Lancaster, and others, have suggested : and their plans 
may be still further improved : there are means of teaching children to read with more ease, 
more certainty, in much less time, and at less expense than any that are in use at present at 
public schools ; but no particular mode of teaching should be exclusively enjoined ; the best 
will soon mikeuts way by its own superiority. 

After the second year of the establishment of the preparatory schools the boys should be 
(Uvided into two classes, an upper and a lower ; the second class should be taught by moni- 
tors chosen from the first class, but I totally disapprove of the indiscriminate appointment 
of monitors; ereat care must be taken in their selection; only the best informed, and the 
best tempered boys should be employed ; good temper should be preferred to abilities, because, 
in teaching, good temper is of more consequenoe tnau the most shining abilities. 

After the second class has been unremittingly employed for about two or thrae hours, it 
should be entirely dismissed, and the upper class should remain, and should be taught what 
Bight be suited to thoir 1^ and to their previous acquirements. 

Wherever girls are taught, they should be dismissed with the younger class. 

It will be immediately objected that the time I have mentioned cannot be sufficient for 
any profitable instruction, and that one of the great advantages of a day-school arises from 
its keeping children employed, and consequently out of mischief, for the greatest part of 
every aay, except the holidays, during the year. 

To the former of these objections, I answer, that long and attentive experience has con- 
viooed me, that much less than one hour's lively attention in the pupa will improve his 
nodeistaiidiDg, ander proper teachers, more than ten hours listless impatience under the 
tuition of a coaMDon pedagogue, in a common school As to the second objectioi]!, it is best 
aoswered by observing, that one of the inconveniences of which the poor complain, in 
lespect to tibe education of their families, is, that they lose the assistance of their children, 
which, though of no very groat aiBount, is yet an object to them in their day's labour ; the 
advania^ of schools, as lepositories, or rather prisons, for active children who are trouble- 
•DMe at h^>■le, mvst surely relate to children of very tender years, who ought not to he 
ftdhuitted iMo the puhUc schools. 

The exampfcs t-vu young children see at home are undoubtedly pernicious, but till a 
hrttiY ediscttted c^meration has grown up, there is no remedy, except what may be expected 
feoiMi the iuteffesnice of the gentry, particularly the ladies of Ireland, who are now intent 
attoa hetterii^ the condition of tiie poor : by their means. Dame Schools may be provided 
as Ttwpiaolos (or young children, to habitute them to cleanliness, order, and obedience, 
boR^re iliov arc sent to anv of the preparatory day-schools which I have described. 

Whatever plan may be adopted for the education of the lower classes, a seminary fo>^ 
MaM«fs is ittdispeosably necessary ; some of the most promising pupils from Dr. Bell's and 
Mr. l.ancaster s schooU» micht be invited to this country ; a succession of parsons properly 
Qiialilieti to be tt^ners, uugot aftefwacds be supplied by selections from our own scliools. By 
Mt>per eniK>uiageaKtit« 1 tiunk a sdiool for masters might be established at Wilsoa's Hospital 
I cannot quit this subject without observing that the poor are now unconmionly anxious 
to procure txiucation tor their children : as a proof of this, I may mention, that in a number 
of private lotteis which! have latelv had an opportuniiy of seeing from young men 
abroad in different parts of tlie world, 1 have found most urgent entreaties to the parents, or 
Ihrir wivi^s, to keep their children to school; this anxious desire that the children should be 
ihstructtnl, is the best preparation, the best omen, for the success of a plan of popular edu- 




inthe provincial schools, would, in the first instance, give confidence in the impartiali^ of 
the sYSteni, and excite strong emulation ; the further certainty that the successful candidates 
at these examinations would be sent to the provincial schools, where, without expense to the

of the people. 

But your Grace's views, and the views of this Board, are not confined only to the present 
generation : If a solid foundation is laid by your exertions, time will mature what shall have 
been beeun, and the blessings of good education will increase the security and happiness oiF 
Ireland beyond the most sanguinehopes of that Government which instituted your Board. 

I cannot conclude this sketch better than with the striking sentiment expressed by the latfe 
bishop of Elphin, in his Sermon before the Incorporated Society. 

f' Education makes all the difference between wild beasts and useful animals, all tlie dis* 
'* tinction between the Hottentot and the European, between the savage and the man."

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LETTER from John Leslie Foster, Esquire, to the Seciretaiy of 

the Board of Education. 

Sir, London, April 22d, 1811. 

I MUCH regret that the necessity of my attendance in Pailiament prevented my being 
{present at the last meeting of the Board of Education. In compliance with their desire, tliat 
such of the Commissioners as were absent should transmit to you their opinions upon the im- 
portant subject now under our consideration, I proceed with great deference to lay mine 
oefore the Board. 

As the first step towards forming an opinion, how for the education of the lower classes 
in Ireland may be improved, it seems necessary that we should have a clear vkw of its 
actual state. 

Returns from 17 of the 22 Dioceses of Ireland have been laid before the ConmiissioBen 
by the chief secreairy of the Lord Lieutenant, specifying the number of schools in each parish, 
and the number of pupils in each school ; distinguishing also the proportion of Catholics 
and Protestants among the scholars, and the name and religion of each schoolmaster, ac- 
companied with a variety of important observations, ais to the course of instruction actuallj 
pursued, and the feeliogB of the people upon that subject. 

From these returns it appears, that in these 17 Dioceses there are no fewer thaa 
3,736 schoolmasters, who administer education to 162,567 pupils ; of the masters, 1,271 
are Protestants, and 2,465 Roman Catholics; of their pupils, the Protestants are 45,590, and 
the Roman Catholics 116,977. These 17 Dioceses comprise about five-six^s of the super- 
ficial extent of Ireland, but probably do not contain more than four-fitths of its actual popula- 
tion ; the remaining five Dioceses would thus contain one-fifth as many inhabitants as the 17 
whose returns are laid before us, and may be supposed to possess schoolmasters and pupils in 
the same proportion ; we may then conclude, that similar returns firom the whole of Ireland, 
would have presented to our view upwards of 200,000 pupils, instructed by above 4,600 
masters. 

Great as this number may appear, it is obviously far less than the reality; for these returns 
were almost all made in the winter half of the year ; and it appears, that the ntnnber of 
Scholars in the summer season is every where greatly increased, and in many places at le^t 
doubled. These returns also, in general, exclude from their enumeration the itinemnt school^ 
masters, who yet form so principal a subject of their comments, and who appear to prerail ifit 
the South and West, and indeed in most parts of Ireland, in such considerable numbers* 
Men who are described as having no fixed place of habitation, but who set up schools duriilg 
the summer months m temporary hovels, or transfer the scene of their instructions once or 
twice a week firom cabin to cabin, in some places underselling the low rates of teacbiiig d^ 
manded by the residents, in others, not receiving any pecuniary reward, nor other remtmem* 
tioo ihan food and lodging ; pursuing this system durmg the fine weather, and disappearing 
iregttUurly and necessarily in the commencement of the winter. 

Thus, if we were merely to consider the extent to which instruction is administered, we 
might perhaps be led to the conclusion, that hardly any other country is so amply provided 
with the means of education ; but when we take into consideration, not merely the quwixtitf, 
but the quality of these means, their extent becomes an additional, and an imperious, reason 
for interference and alteration. 

The rates charged for instruction, appear to be in general,

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When it is considecedy that the average number of pupils in each school paying these 
nfetes appear to be about 43, we might at once conclude, that it is impossible the country 
sbooki produce 4,600 persons, tempted by such inducements, and properly qualified for 
teaching eren the art of reading, much less for implanting in the mind the first principles of 
leKgioa or moralitji or indeed for conveying almost any useful knowledge. It is not, how- 
ever* necessary to resort to any such general conclusion ; the retoms furnish but too many 
prooi!^ of the melancholy fact, that in most places (parts of the Nonk excepted,) the actud 
qoality of the education is far worse than we shoula be led i priori, even from these pre- 
Busess to conclude. The want of books is the first and most general complaint ; a want 
iife&eparablo firom the present rates of teaching, unaided by the improvements of Bell and 
Lancaster. The nature of the few that are to be met with, is an evil often of no less mag- 
nitude ; a selection alike pernicious and ridiculous. Fabulous and idle tales, newspapers, 
•nd ballads, "* The Impartial History of Ireland ^ '' The Treatise of the Stc^ularT** The 
Irish R^ues and Rapparees ; and, '' The Life of Moll Flanders! " 

Supposing, however, even proper books to be provided, it is obvious, that in the hands 
of many of the presnt masters they could be of little service. 

I 

I shall not recapitulate all the painful descriptions, both of their deficiencies and disposi- 
tions, which occur in many of these returns ; in one we are informed, ** that a more dis- 
^ loyal and bigotted set of men does not exist than the hedge schoolmasters of the adjoin- 
•* ing country. Without subscribing to the severity of this censure, or at least excepting to 
the generality of its application, we still may be permitted to doubt, whether it is possible 
to ascribe to many of tliem the praise of possessing the opposite qualifications; perhaps it 
is a little overstramed, when we are assured in anoUier of the returns, that *' men incapable 
of getting a livelihood in any other manner arc constrained to open school as a last re- 
source ;" out surely, even without the returns, and even setting aside what must be our 
own experience upon the subject, it is evident, that where the wliole reward of the annual 
labour of a master appears to be on the average from 30 /. to 40 /. per annum, who for this 
sum is to find a sohocu-house, and to maintain his family, it is in vain to expect we can 
obtain proper qualifications at such a price, more particularly ad^ongst men who have pro- 
bably had no better opportunities for their own instruction than those which they now afford 
to tlie future schoolmastefs of the next generation ; that such terms should find masters to 
accept them, and that parents should desire to purchase what they can obtain at such a 
priiv, can iv^ult only Ifrom the poverty coupled with the strong passion for education, 
which alike mark ihe'kmcr classes of our people; indeed, one of the few subjects for con- 
gratubtiim to be found in these returns is the extraordinary and universal desire of the 
peft^^antry to obtain instruction for their children. Very frecjnent .are the instances, (in one 
parish not f^'wtr than eleven^ of ermiig schools being established, and regularly attended by 
ohildrvn of {vurvnts whv>$e necessities do not allow them to dispense with the daily labouis 
ewii K^f suK'ii Tvn:*>:: «8»^tanCA. This disposition would lead them to co-operate with us in 
tin* diffusivHi v\l' ur>:rucuon, and promises the happiest results, if indeed we undertake to 
l^ixt' it K^ tht^tti, U hovenrr does more, it further assures use, that if we do not assist them, 
iiu^sruouxi iK'v^ttht^os^ they will be; and that the limits of our choice are confined to the 
uusiliu 1^' tb^t instruction ; so that to such persons as think education unfitted for their sta- 
iK^tis no such alternative is presented ; our choice appears to be, not whether they shall be 
<diK^tCii or i^rmvant, but whether they shall be taught to be profiuble members of society 
in their humMe stations, fulfillets of their religiousi moral, and social duties, obedient to 
the law^ and loval to the government, or continue under the systematic mis-instruction upon 
thc$c iM>int5* w&ich in so many instances appears to be their present lot. 

Tl^crr are, no doubt, many exceptions to this melanchdy view of the genend means of 
insmiction iH«sessed by the lower orders of our people. The English parish schools, which 
(Imned the subject of our Eleventh Re{>ort, contain it seems no fewer than 23,000 pupils, 
and in them the education is no doubt of a better description, though still very inferior to 
what it mit^ht be rendered ; these schools however appear to be comparatively but little fre- 
quented by the Catholics, whose instruction is so principal a subiect for our consideration. 
ifn some parts of the north of Ireland there are many excellent schools ; there are also many 
ftood schools founded by the benevolent exertions of individuals in other places, and the 
proceedings of the trustees of Erasmus Smith promise an important addition to their number; 
still however, I cannot think that any person, on examining the documents now before the 
Ikmrtl, will consider these altogether in any other point of view than as forming partial ex- 
cf ptioiis to a general system, and utterly inadequate to effect a reformation of iu cnaracter. 

The formation of any plan for the education of a people involves so many, and such im- 
inmant considerations, that it must necessarily be the subject of much difierence of opinion; 
the difficulty inseparable from such an inquiry, in general, is however still inferior to anotlier 
of a nature peculiar to Ireland, arising from the obstacles presented by the actual state of 
i\4iiFious ana other opinions among the people ; it will be in vain to recommend the system 
whiVh we might think most desirable for adoption, if it is also to be such as will inevitably 
be rt*it»cted by those for whose benefit principally it is proposed. 

I1u* returns already referred to, exhibit some facts which may assist our conclusions upon 

iKu subject. It appears that in some parts of Ireland, principally in the South and West, in 

Aii*hc* where there are both Protestant and Roman Catholic masters, not a single Catholic 

'^^ 4av is to be found under the tuition of a Protestant, nor a Protestant pupil under a 

K>^^^ Catholic : In the parish of St. Nicholas, for instance, in the dioceses of Cork, there 

are 
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Appendix ^^ ^^^ possessors of estates. under settlement should be empowered to convey to them for 
^ ' that purpose. The funds necessary would, I hope, be considered by Parliament as a proper 
* •"' ■ subject of annual supply. Of the numerous public institutions in Ireland, which are thusi 
supported, no one seems to be a fairer object of legislative bounty. The Conimissioaers 
might then proceed gradually to build schools in such places as in their judgment might be 
desirable* and on a (lue exercise of discretion in this particular I should expect both the 
eii^tentand period of final success materially to depend. 

The course of Instruction to be pursued demands the next consideration. 

In every system of education, and paiticularly one intended for tlie lower ranks in Ireland, 
H is surely of the last importance to provide that the acquisition of the art of reading shall ac 
tbesame time be made the means ot conveying proper principles into the mind. In Ireland 
however, this will be a work of some dithculty, owmg to the necessity of founding all true 

S'nciples of human action ultimately in the o'>iigati()ns of religion, coupled with the jealous 
lings upon that subject with which we have to treat ; — we have not, then, a perfec*t liberty 
of choice; and accordi:igly the plan, which in obedience to the desire of the Board, f 
venture to suggest, is not that which appears to nie most perfect in itself, but merely as the 
test that there is any chance of being able to carry into practical effect, and at the same 
time as one which might be carried i:ito eifect w^hout u)uch difficult}', and which wouJd be 
productive of the most beneficial lesiills, — under these ciicumstances, tlien, we seem to have 
a choice of but two general modes of proceeding, either lo have separate Schools for the 
Roman Catholics and Protestants, and to teach them in each tne principles of thehr 
respective religions, or to unite them in the s^iaie schools, within which the points of their 
religious differences must never be advened to— the first, though it may appear lo some the 
most plausible, may qn co isideration be found highly objectionable. To promote the 
intercourse between the Protestants and lioman CatlioUcs in all possible manners, ap;»ear* 
to me of the greaiest importance, observing, as I always have, that their mutual prejudices 
abate in proportion as they become acquainted with eacn other, and that an increase, not of 
dislike, but of toleration, is the effect of their collision. 

The example of the parish of Ardtr^a already cited, and indeed of the North of Ireland 
in general, with the superior prosperity and happiness of that part of the islatid, contrasted 
witn the habits of the South, and their disastrous consequences, seems c'caily to point out 
the expediency of mixing the Protestants and Catholics as much as possible in any plan 
to be adopted. And it would be difficult to conceive an intercouree more likely to be effec- 
lual for that purpose than that of children pursuing together a common system of education 
at thetimeofJife when their earliest and most permaheut i«apretisk>ns are received, — nor any 
plan more calculated for ever to disconnect them than by setting the Protectant scbix^ 
agamst the Catholic school, and leaving the pupils in each to indulge in that sspriide ce^pg 
which would i>e inseparable from such an arrangement. 

Recommending then, on those grounds, that the Protestants and Ronmn Catholics should 
-be united in a common system of education, ii follows, that the system must be such as will 
hot in the slightest degree interfere with the religious tenets of the latter, and further, that 
it must be such as may give to them a well-grounded assurance that no after plan for their 
conversion is in secret reservation. 

With this view, I should recommend that every word to be taught or read within these 
schools should in the first instance be printed under the authority or the proposed Commis- 
sioners, and should constitute their course of Cvlueation, public, fixed, and unalterable.— 
Thajt this course should be taught without variation in ail their schools, and' that any of theic 
masters departing from it in the slightest paiticular should instantly be dismissed. 

The conterUs of such a course would necessarily require great deliberation. To speak her^ 
merely of its general outline, it ought, I think, to comprise the teaching of reading, writing 
and arithmetic, upon the improved system of Btdl i\nd Lancaster; asystom peculiarly caicii- 
Jated for the lower classes in Ireland, as much by the habits of order, method, and regularit^v, 
^hich it introduces, tis by the vast saving of time and expense, which is its peculiar chli^ 
racteristic: ample care might easily be taken to guard this metliod, in tlie hands of ilie 
Commissioners, against an objection wliich lia? been urged by soiue (pe.rliaps without much 
reason) against the Lancastrian practice, that it teaches read iiig as a mere art, without at the 
"S&iUQ tiuic storing the young mind with- proper principles. With this view, I should propose 
that, the books intended for the readers in these schools should in the first place contain such 
extracts from the Jsevv Testii'uent, as no candid Uoman Catholic can imagine to have auy 
bearing upon the points in dispute between them and the Protestants. The jih, 6th, and 
71b chapters of the Gosjiel of St Matthew, for instance, could, I aj)prebend; sive offence to 
ho Catholic parents: sure 1 am they would fi>rm most excellent lessons for their children; 
and I should most gladly purchase the opportunity of giving such to them, at the expense of 
omitting to insert in their school-books tlxvse passi\ges which have been relied on by Pro- 
testants and Koman Catholics, in,their controversies with each other. 

It is hardly necessary to suggest how desirable it would be ihat.some of the bishop» of the 
Roman Catholic church should assist in making the selection. 

Some persons may perhaps suppose that even the limited communication of tlie Seriptnffei' 
would form a ground of religious objection ; but the returns seem decisive to the contrary: 
throughout the North, the New Testament appears to be thankfully received wherever it is 
offered to the Roman Catholics: in somepbces wcare assured it is e:igerly purchased by tl>em. 

In 
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In the South, indeed, it appears, income instances, to have been prohibited by individuals of Appendix^ 
the Roman Catholic clergy ; but this interference seems of rare occurrence, and if attempted ^^^ „ 
in many other parts of I reland would probably be unsuccessful. 1 beg, however, not to be s J — 
tinderstood as recommending that the religious instruction of Roman Catholics should be 
confined to these partial extracts of the Scriptures; such are proposed only for their school- 
books. It is merely recommended to leave it to the Catholic pupils hereafter to study certain 
passages, unaccompanied by the gloss of the schoolmasters appointed by the Commissioners, 
and thus to remove the objections which Roman Catholics might reasonably feel if another 
course were attempted, and at the same time leaving it free to their pastors to supply the 

deficiency, when and where, anil by any cotnmentaries they may think proper. 

• 

Assii>ning therefore to numerous extracts from the New Testament the first place in thesft 
school-books, and resling on them for the Ivisis of that religious education which it would 
te for their respective pastors to complete, 1 should feel no hesitation in advising considerable 
extracts from the Old Testament also to be inserted in their class-books; they should, I 
think, further contain such familiar expositions and illustrations of their moral and social * 
duties as might be best suited to young minds, impressing oti them a sense of toleration for 
their neighbours, regard for the obligation of an oath, submission to the laws, respect for 
the British constitution, and a variety of other principles unnecessary here to detail. They 
should further contain, at least for the upper classes, such practical knowledge on a variety 
of subjects as might be of real use to farmers and mechanics. The numerous attendance 
which takes place in such schools as profess to teach mathematics has been already adverted 
to, and from ihis ^^e niyy judge how eagerly any extent of instruction, which it might be 
thought advisable to give, would be embraced. I should propose to post in every school 
a recommendation to trie pupils to resort to such Sunday or other schools as their respective 
pastors should direct, in f nem to learn theif catechisms and creeds. This suppIenientcU 
instruction would be a necessary consequence of the general system already stated, add 
woold no doubt be provided by those whose bounden duty it would become to supply it,-*- 
to give it to children so prepared would not be a work either of time or difficulty; and 
however preferable it might be to administer it in the school, if the option were attbided, 
ret considering that as unattiiinable, the inconveniences of the proposed method appear to 
lie far outweighed by the advantages which it holds out. 

A material subject remains for consideration. How far would such a plan, if fairly offered, 
be accepted by the Roman Catholics of Ireland? This I think would materially depend 
>upoa tl^e mode in which the Commissioners should proceed in their first operation ; if they 
were to send Protestant masters to certain places, there would indeed be no chance of their 
success, but one advantage of such a course of Education as is here recommended seems to 
be, that as it may be learned, so it may be taught, by a Roman Catholic, and I should hope 
that the seminary for the Education of schoolmasters would contain Roman Cathofics as 
well as Protestants. 

There are parts of Ireland where the population is almost exclusively Roman Catholic, 
In the returns from some parishes in the Dioceses of Waterford ma^ be observed 400, and 
even 500 scholars, without a single Protestant among them : what possible inducement could 
the Co{»mi«>sioners have for preferring the establishment of a Protestant to that of a Roman 
Catholic master, in such places f In these the same system of instruction might be ad- 
ministered through the medium of Catholic masters, at whose hands it would probably be 
thankfully accepted, and the very circumstance of its being known in other parts of Ireland, 
that the same course of instruction afforded in them by Protestants was in others dispensecl 
by Catholics, would no doubt contribute to remove any scruples as to its acceptance. I 
stxHikt wish, however, to act on this principle still more extensively, and in evciy part of 
Ireland, even the most Protestant, it would, 1 think, be desirable to see some Roman Catholics 
among the Schoolmasters established by the Commissioners. And yet even on these terms, 
-and under all possible precautions, it must be expected, that the introduction of this plan 
would meet with occasional and violent opposition; independent of religious jealousies, 

{)olitical apprehensions would be called into operation; and well might the enemies of the 
3ritish connection endeavour by every misrepresentation to counteract a measure threatening 
to be so destructive 10 their views. Still, 1 think, that with judicious management it would 
succeed in most places at first, and in all finally; and that, even if generally forbidden by 
the Roman Catholic Clergy, (an event which is not to be supposed) the good sense of the 
people would ultimately get the better of the prohibition. 

The fact so clearly substantiated in our former Report,* that numbers of Roman Catholic 
parents voluntarily send their children to the charter schools, though with the certainty of 
jeceiving a Protestant education (a practice which probably is founded not in religious in- 
difference, but in the view of obtaining, at all hazards, a good education for the children, 
and trusting to the probability of their being re-converted in due time to the religion of their 
families) proves that there are many Roman Catholics, who, in defiance of other considera- 
tions, are ready to receive education from a Protestant, provided that education be good : 
how much more extensive would be such a feeling if the education proffered was not only 
good in itself, but such as cautiously avoided the offending of any one Roman Catholic feel- 
ing ? Even die examples of interfeience already referred 10, tend to strengthen this opinion. 
Although four-fifths of the Catholics who w;ae at the school of t'lddown deserted it at the 

orders 
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Appendix ^'"^^'"s of the priest, yel one-fifth continued to resort to it; perhaps, had the school been of 

a superior description, those who jemained would have been more numerous. 
No 3. "^ * ' 

V ' I should recommend that tiie pupils in the ])roposed schools should pay for instruction 

nearly the same low rates as they ao at present, which, with the assist nee of the Lancastrian 

practice, would provide proper books, and leave a moderate profit for the master, in addition 

to his salary from the Commissioners. The Protestant and Roman Catholic clergymen should 

each be entitled to recommend a limited number of free scholars — the people at large would 

iiever accept of gratuitous education. 

The funds required for the establisliment of the system must no doubt be ample, and could 
be eflFectually supplied by Parliament alone: an annual ^rant, as that made of late vears to 
the House of Industry in Dublin, or even that to the Foundling Hospital, would probably 
be found sufficient, both for the gradual erection of the schools, and the salaries of the 
masters ; besides, it would not be necessary, or even desirable, for the Board to establish 
* such schools in every spot where a scliool might be rcciuired ; if they were once in sufficient 
number to enter into genera] competition with the schoolmasters of the country, the latter, 
in their own defence, must improve their habits, and these new schools, while they occar 
sioned the necessity, would at the same time supply the means, of amelioration. 

It may be hoped, then, that the expense of the proposed system would not be considered 
as an obstacle to its adoption. The history of the past might even induce a belief, that any 
expense of educating Ireland would prove the truest economy within the reach of the united 
. Legislature. 

Lastly, I beg to offer it as my opinion, that whatever plan may appear to this Board 
mdst eligible, it should be laid before the heads of the Roman Catholic cler^, previous to 
our report. No person acquainted with the discipline of the Roman Catholic Church in Ireland 
can doubt, that on the sentiments of the Bishops will depend the degree of resistance or 
co-operation which such a plan would receive from the subordinate ministers of their 
religion. From such a communication great sood might be expected ; their assistance 
mient point out practical modifications, whicn might otherwise escape our view ; their 
autnority, if exerted to forward our recommendations, would at once remove the main 
difficulties in our way; nay even in the event, which is not to be anticipated, of their abso- 
lute disapprobation of our object, it might possibly still be found that a girat step would 
have been made towards its accomplishment, for their sentiments would no doubt be ex- 
pressed with such clearness and precision, as to leave no room for misconception, as to 
the reason of their dissent; and it would then be for public opinion, (the ultimate and 
best judge iu such a case,) to pronounce on the merits of the plan, the spirit in which it 
was propo&ed, and the grounds on which it was rejected.
